ARTICLE  IIL 

Communications, 

The  Board  of  Superintendants  brought  in  the  following  report, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

The  Board  of  Superintendants,  present  to  General  Synod,  the 
following  as  their  annual  report : — 

The  Board  not  having  convened  in  September,  a  meeting  was 
held,  at  the  call  of  the  President,  in  Albany,  on  the  nineteenth  day 
of  October  last ;  at  which  meeting,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
were  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  of  Appropriation,  for  the 
assistance  of  five  indigent  Students.  And  it  was  Resolved,  to  re- 
commend to  General  Synod,  Mr. Van  Olinden,  a  young  man 

of  approved  talents  and  piety,  who  wishes  to  prosecute  his  literary 
studies,  for  one  year,  with  a  view  of  entering  the  Theological  Col. 
lege,  and  is  not  possessed  of  the  requisite  means  to  defray  his  ex- 
penses; as  a  fit  person  to  be  assisted  from  the  Van  Bunschoten 
Fund. 

The  Board  again  met,  in  the  City  of  New-Brunswick,  on  the 
twenty-eighth  day  of  May,  to  attend  to  the  annual  examination  of 
the  Students.

The  Students  of  the  Third  Class,  not  having  been  regularly  re- 
ceived, at  the  commencement  of  the  Session,  their  admission  by 
the  Professors,  was  sanctioned  by  the  Board. 

The  young  men  in  the  several  Classes,  were  examined,  on  Ec- 
clesiastical History,  Exegetic  Theology,  Critica  Sacra,  Jewish 
Antiquities,  Polemic,  Didactic,  and  Pastoral  Theology,  and  the  He- 
brew and  Greek  Languages;  and  presented  written  discourses  for 
the  inspection  of  the  Board.  And  the  Board  are  happy  to  have  it 
in  their  power  to  state,  that  throughout  the  examination,  the  Stu- 
dents generally,  exhibited  a  pleasing  proof  of  their  application  and 
diligence,  and  of  their  proficiency  and  attainments  in  the  several 
branches  of  Theological  Education  :  and,  that  the  extended  system 
of  Instruction  now  introduced,  and  thus  far  successfully  pursued, 
promises  a  highly  beneficial  result,  in  preparing  men  for  the  min" 
istry,  who  shall  not  need  to  be  ashamed,  being  qualified  rightly  to 
divide  the  Word  of  Truth. 

The  young  gentlemen  of  the  first  class  having  completed  their 
course  of  study,  and  having  on  their  examination,  given  satisfactory 
evidence  of  being  duly  qualified  for  the  work  of  preaching  the  Gos- 
pel, were  recommended  for  Professoral  Certificates,  preparatory  to 
licensure. 

At  this  meeting,  eight  hundred  dollars  were  appropriated  for  the 
assistance  of  indigent  Students,  in  the  following  proportions:— 
to  two,  $120  each;  to  another,  $120,  and  $35  in  arrears;  to  ano- 
ther $130;  to  another,  $87;  to  another,  $140,  and  $48  in  arrears. 

In  these  appropriations,  the  Board  have  endeavoured  to  consult 
the  strictest  economy;  considering  themselves  equally  called  upon 
to  do  so,  from  a  sense  of  justice  to  those  who  contributed  to  the 
support  of  the  Institution,  and  that  the  means  put  at  their  disposal, 
may  be  productive  of  the  greatest  possible  good. 

In  closing  the  report  of  their  proceedings  during  the  year  past 
and  their  labours  as  a  Board  of  superintendence  over  that  Serai- 
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nary,  which  is  the  hope  of  our  Zioii,  the  Board  cannot  refrain  from 
expressing  their  solicitude  for  its  prosperity.  It  i?  to  be  regreted, 
that  while  its  internal  state  has  been  never  more  prosperous  than  at 
present,  and  the  prospect  of  supplying  our  churches  with  a  learned 
and  able  ministry,  never  more  promising,  that  its  operations  should 
be  embarrassed  by  the  inadequacy  of  its  funds.  The  state  of  its  pe- 
cuniary concerns  is  such  as  to  excite  the  most  serious  apprehen- 
sions. The  statement  of  this  fact,  it  is  earnestly  hoped,  will  call 
forth  a  paternal  regard  from  the  Synod,  and  a  liberality  of  support 
from  the  churches  Avhich  the  importance  of  this  Institution  to  the 
interests  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  demands,  and  its  highly  re- 
spectable character  merits.  Our  churches  have  the  means,  and  it 
is  obvious  that  nothing  farther  is  necessary,  than  the  united  and 
zealous  efforts  of  our  own  denomination,  (under  the  blessing  of 
the  Head  of  the  Church)  to  give  it  an  eminenee,  in  every  respect, 
among  those  Seminaries,  which  are  rising  into  respectability  and 
usefulness,  and  shedding  their  glory  on  our  land.  They  cannot 
doubt,  that  the  Lord's  own  hand  has  planted  it  and  nourished  it 
thus  far,  and  that  he  who  has  hitherto  blessed  it,  and  made  it  the 
fruitful  source  of  joy  and  of  good  to  our  churches,  will  not  abandon 
it,  but  will  give  it  increasing  fruitfulness  and  prosperity.  They  are 
confident  that  they  express  a  common  sentiment,  when  they  say, 
that  with  the  interest  of  the  Theological  College,  is  connected  the 
rise  or  fall  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church.  As  they  love  that 
church,  and  pray  for  its  establishment,  let  all  its  parts  rally  to 
its  support,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  through  the  Lord's  bles- 
sing and  strength,  it  will  flourish.

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  standing  Committee 

of  Missions  : — 
The  Committee  of  Missions  of  General  Synod,  report. 
That  they  have  endeavoured  faithfully  to  attend  during  the  past 

year,  to  the  important  trust  committed  to  their  care. 
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In  the  case  of  the  Rev.  A  oner  Wright,  soliciting  a  Mission  to 
Canada,  and  referred  to  them  by  General  Synod  at  their  Sessions 
in  June  last,  your  Committee  have  concluded,  that  as  Mr.  Wright 
belonged  to  another  denomination,  and  his  missionary  talents  were 
wholly  unknown  to  them,  that  it  was  inexpedient  at  that  timf*  to 
employ  him  in  said  Mission,  and  directed  their  Secretary  forthwith 
to  transmit  to  him  their  decision. 

In  their  last  report  to  General  Synod,  it  was  informed,  that  the 
Corner  Stone  of  a  new  Dutch  Church,  forty-five  feet  by  sixty, 
had  been  laid  at  Spotswood,  New-Jersey,  in  May,  1820;  they  have 
now  the  pleasure  to  add,  that  said  church  has  been  entirely  com- 
pleted; and  that  application  has  been  recently  made  to  the  Clas- 
sis  of  New-Brunswick,  and  measures  taken,  for  the  organization 
and  dedication  of  the  same. 

The  Licentiate,  Mr.  Isaac  Van  Hook,  has  continued  to  labour 
there  in  the  employ  of  this  Committee,  with  but  little  intermission, 
to  the  present  period.  Your  Committee,  under  apprehension  that 
they  had  redeemed  their  pledge  to  Mr.  Van  Hook,  as  well  as  to 
that  people,  and  in  consequence  also  of  the  then  reduced  state  of 
their  funds,  did  in  August  last,  discontinue,  for  a  season,  their 
missionary  compensation  to  Mr.  Van  Hook;  they  were,  afterwards, 
however,  induced  by  the  prospect  of  good  resulting  from  his  la- 
bours, and  the  hope  that  that  church  would  soon  be  able  to  take 
care  of  itself,  partially  to  renew  it. 

Mr.  Van  Hook  has  generally  preached  twice  on  the  sabbath- 
has  catechised  the  children — associated  and  conversed  with  the 
people,  and  instituted  a  bible  class.  Several  indiviiluals  there 
have  manifested  an  anxious  solicitude  for  their  eternal  welfare, 
and  appear  to  be  waiting  for  the  opportunity  of  uniting  themselves 
to  the  people  of  God,  and  of  testifying  their  love  to  their  Saviour. 
From  the  journal  of  Mr.  Van  Hook,  it  a[)pears,  that  he  has  ex- 
perienced some  opposition  at  Spotswood,  arising  from  the  conflict- 
ing interests  of  other  denominations:  he  has  observed,  however, 
that  from  the  commencement  of  hi:*  labours  amongst  that  peo;jle, 
down  to  the  present  time,  he  has  found  on  their  part,  a  willingness 
to  improve,  and  an  increased  attention  to  the  means  of  grace. 

The  Committee  informed  Synod  in  their  last  report,  that  they 
intended  to  em|>loy  a  TVlissionary  in  the  suuurhs  of  the  City  of 
New-York.     Agreeably  to  that  intention,  and  with  the  consent  of 
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Mr.  Isaac  Fisher,  a  Licentiate  of  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick, 
he  was  appointed  to  preach  in  said  suburbs  for  three  months,  and 
a  Committee  was  appointed  to  procure  a  suitable  place  for  his  min- 
istrations. This  part  of  the  plan  of  your  Committee,  owing  prin- 
cipally to  the  long  protracted  indisposition  of  Mr.  Fisher,  under 
circumstances  in  which  the  restoration  of  his  health  was  dailj 
looked  for,  has  not  been  carried  into  effect.  A  proposition  was 
subsequently  made  to  Mr.  Fisher,  to  engage  in  a  mission  to  the 
western  part  of  this  State ;  to  this  he  had  consented,  but  having 
soon  after  received  a  call  to  Bedminster,  in  New- Jersey,  it  has  not 
been  carried  into  effect. 

Mr.  Isaac  Ferris,  a  Licentiate  of  the  Dutch  Church,  having  been 
consulted  on  the  subject  of  a  mission,  and  having  signified  his 
willingness  to  be  employed  by  the  Committee,  was  on  the  4th  of 
August,  appointed  a  Missionary  for  two  months,  in  the  Avestern 
part  of  this  State,  and  especially  within  the  bounds  of  the  Classis 
of  Montgomery.  Mr.  Ferris  was  generally  directed  to  select  the 
most  promising  spot  for  Missionary  exertions ;  and  having  made 
that  selection,  to  give  information  thereof  to  the  Committee,  and 
to  continue  his  labours  there  till  otherwise  disposed  of.  His  atten- 
tion was  particularly  directed  to  the  town  of  Manheim,  if  vacant, 
and  to  the  town  of  Danube. 

This  apnointment  has  been  faithfully  fulfilled.  Mr.  Ferris  com- 
menced  his  missionary  labours  at  Manheim,  on  the  6th  of  Septem- 
ber last. 

The  German  Reformed  Church  in  that  place,  has  no  ecclesias- 
tical connection  with  the  Classis  of  Montgomery.  He  preached  at 
Manheim  twice  on  every  Lord's  day,  and  lectured  twice  in  the 
week,  associated  with  the  people  as  much  as  possible,  and  made  it 
his  particular  business  to  visit,  address,  and  distribute  the  tracts 
with  which  he  was  furnished  to  the  different  schools,  within  the 
bounds  of  the  congregation.  His  services  were  kindly  received, 
and  the  congregation  and  Mr.  Ferris  parted  from  each  other,  on 
the  5th  of  November,  with  mutual  regret.  Your  Missionary  soon 
after  received  a  strong  token  of  their  confidence,  by  a  call  made 
upon  him  to  settle  amongst  them  as  their  Pastor. 

The  remainder  of  hi?  time  was  spent  in  the  town  of  Danube,  and 
his  la'^ours  were  principally  confined  to  the  congregations  of  Os- 
quack,  and  Indian  Castle.     The  town  of  Danube  is  represented  as 
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divided  into  numerous  sects,  and  piety  generally  speaking,  as  at  a 
low  ebb.  Divine  worship  was  however  well  attemied — -your  mis- 
sionary was  hospitably  entertained,  and  collected  $18  50. 

Both  towns  are  represented  as  in  perishing  need  of  a  faithful 
ministry.  "  There  is  no  place,"  said  Mr.  Ferris,  "  where  a  Mis- 
sionary of  our  church  can  be  more  profitably  employed,  than  in  the 
western  part  of  Montgomery,  and  in  Herkimer  county;  in  the  latter 
especially,  there  is  very  great  want  of  regular,  enlightened,  minis* 
terial  labour,  as  there  are  but  three  regularly  installed  ministers  in 
the  county."  Your  Committee  regret,  that  Mr.  Ferris  could  not 
at  that  time  have  protracted  his  mission  in  that  region.  He  was 
apj>ointed  again  on  the  28th  December  last,  a  Missionary  for  two 
months,  in  the  county  of  Washington  in  this  State;  but  having  re- 
ceiv^d  and  accepted  a  call  to  New-Brunswick,  the  overture  was 
declined. 

In  consequence  of  a  letter  received  from  Paul  Weidman,  a  Li- 
centiate of  the  Dutch  Church,  dated  April  6th,  1820,  requesting 
to  be  employed  as  a  Missionary  at  the  Indian  Castle  and  Osquack 
he  was  appointed  for  two  months  to  the  places  aforesaid,  and  was 
requested  to  commence  his  missionary  labours,  without  delay.  This 
appointment  Mr.  Weidman  intended  to  fulfil  ;  but  being  detained 
by  the  church  at  Schoharie,  to  which  he  was  soon  after  called  as 
their  Pastor,  his  contemplated  mission  was  eventually  declined. 

Mr.  Cornelius  Bogardus,  a  Licentiate  of  the  Dutch  Church,  was 
on  the  6th  of  November  last,  appointed  at  his  request,  to  a  mission 
in  the  western  part  of  this  State,  but  receiving  a  call  soon  after 
that  appointment  from  the  congregation  at  Bern,  it  was  declined. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Committee  was  directed  to  write  on  the 
2nd  of  February  last,  to  the  candidate,  Eli  Baldwin,  and  to  inform 
him,  tliat  this  Committee  were  desirous  to  employ  him  as  a  Mission- 
ary for  three  months,  at  Athol,  Johnsburgh,  and  Warrensburgh,  in 
the  counties  of  VVashington  and  Warren  in  this  State,  and  request- 
ing an  immediate  answer.  To  this  letter  no  reply  has  been  re- 
ceived. 

In  consequence  of  a  recommendatory  letter  received  from  the 
Rev.  Jacob  Van  Vechten,  and  application  by  letter  from  Abraham 
Switz,  a  Licentiate  of  the  Dutch  Church,  he  was  appointed  on  the 
2nd  of  March  last  by  your  Committee,  a  Blissionary  for   three 
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months,  in  the  counties  of  Montgomery  and  Herkimer.  This  ap- 
pointment has  been  accepted  and  fulfilled.* 

Mr.  Jared  DcTving,  a  Licentiate  of  the  Dutch  Church,  to  whom 
application  was  made  to  go  on  a  mission,  in  December  last,  was 
appointed  on  the  3d  of  May  following,  a  Missionary  for  four 
months  to  Athol,  Caldwell,  Warrensburgh,  and  Johnsburgh.  This 
apj5ointment  was  accepted,  and  Mr.  Dewing  lately  left  the  City  of 
New-York  for  the  place  of  his  distination.f 

A  written  application,  signed  by  a  number  of  inhabitants  of 
Ho!^oken,  in  New-Jersey,  has  been  received,  requesting  aid  in  an 
attempt  to  erect  and  organize  a  Dutch  Church  in  that  place.  A 
Committee  was  appointed  to  examine  into  the  state  of  society  at 
Ho  >oken,  Harsimus,  and  Paulus  Hook,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing the  facilities  of  complying  with  that  request;  but  owing  partly 
to  a  deficiency  of  missionary  funds  at  the  time  of  their  application, 
and  partly  to  the  difficulty  of  procuring  a  suitable  Missionary,  it 
has  not  yet  been  disposed  of. 

Application  has  also  been  made  for  a  Missionary  to  be  sent  to 
Stillwater,  New-Jersey,  but  your  Committee  have  not  yet  been 
able  to  procure  a  suitable  missionary  for  that  station. 

A  letter  has  been  received  from  the  Rev.  John  De  Witt, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Missions  of  the  Classis  of  Albany, 
proposing  a  mission  south  of  Schenectady,  on  the  Cherry  Valley 
turnpike,  and  requesting  this  Committee  either  to  transmit  means 
for  the  prosecution  of  said  Mission,  or  to  employ  a  Missionary 
themselves,  and  naming  the  Rev.  Isaiah  Y.  Johnston  as  a  suitable 
person  to  be  employed;  Mr.  Johnston  having  been  appointed  to 
that  mission,  and  having  declined  his  appointment,  the  Committee 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  Committee  of  the  Classis  of  Albany,  au- 
thorising them  to  employ  a  suitable  person  for  said  Mission,  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  three  months.  Various  other  fields  of  mission- 
ary labour  have  been  presented,  but  your  Committee  have  not  been 

*  The  Committee  have  received  an  able  an(3  interesting  communication  from  that 
Missionaiy,  which  having  been  received  after  the  drawing  up  of  this  report,  they  beg 
leave  to  present  therewith  to  GenerLl  Synod.  Mr.  Switz  has  been  solicited  to  accept 
auotlier  missionary  appointment  for  three  months,  to  the  western  part  of  this  State. 

•j-  We  have  since,  however,  learned  with  regret  from  Mr.  Dewing,  that  he  has  been 
Induced  without  consulting  this  CcramitLec,  to  relinquish  his  engagement,  and  to  ac- 
cept an  appointment  as  a  missionary  of  the  Committee  of  the  Classis  of  Albany. 
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able  to  extend  beyond  the  limits  noticed  in  this  report,  their  mis- 
sioanry  efforts.  They  have  been  obliged  to  contend,  almost  with- 
out intermission,  with  two  very  serious  difficulties, — namely,  the 
want  offunds^  and  the  want  of  missionaries.^ 

Their  funds,  till  towards  the  close  of  this  year,  have  been  ex- 
ceedingly limited ;  and  they  are  sorry  to  say,  that  notwithstand" 
ing  the  earnestness  with  which  this  subject  was  urged  in  a  former 
report,  that  it  has  not  met  that  attention,  nor  been  followed  by  that 
exertion,  on  the  part  of  our  churches,  which  might  reasonably  have 
been  expected. 

Their  treasury  has  of  late  been  somewhat  replenished,  but  is 
altogether  inadequade  even  now,  to  prosecute  the  missionary  cause 
with  that  vigour,  and  to  that  extent,  which  the  wants  of  our 
frontier  settlements,  and  the  nature  of  the  case  require. 

Your  Committee  believe,  that  the  public  missionary  contribu- 
tions ordered  for  the  past  year,  have  been  considerably  lessened, 
by  being  coupled  in  the  resolution  of  Synod  with  collections  for 
the  contingent  fund. 

From  this  connection  of  two  objects,  in  one  collection,  they 
apprehend,  that  many  persons  have  been  deterred  wholly,  or  par- 
tially, from  contributing  to  the  missionary  fund,  who  would  other- 
wise have  been  disposed  to  have  aided  that  fund. 

The  contributions  raised  under  this  disadvantage,  have  been  put 
into  the  hands  of  your  board  of  corporation,  and  have  been  appro- 
priated by  them,  (except  in  cases  where  the  contributing  churches 
have  ordered  otherwise)  in  such  proportion  to  either  of  those  funds, 
as  they  have  seen  fit:  now,  as  that  Board  cannot  always  be  sup- 
posed to  be  acquainted  with  the  situation  of  the  Committee  of 
missions,  they  cannot  always  be  the  best  judges  of  the  proportion 
needed  by  that  Committee. 

Your  Committee  would  also  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the 
fact,  that  almost  all  the  contributions  taken  up  for  missionary  pur- 
poses during  the  past  year,  have  been  paid,  not  to  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Committee,  but  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  board  of  corporation ; 
and  that  your  Committee  have,  in  some  instances,  experienced 
serious  embarrassment  and  delay,  arising  out  of  that  arrangement. 

*  Their  compensation  to  Missionaries  lins  varied  according  to  circumstances,  from 
thirty  to  forty  dollars  per  month. 
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They  have  met  in  repeated  instances,  without  being  able  to  ascer- 
tain what  money  was  in  hand  to  be  appropriated;  nor  coal-"t  Ihey 
always  when  that  was  ascertained,  receive  such  money  till  after 
a  meeting  and  decision  had  thereon  by  the  board  of  corporation. 

Although  your  Committee  have  entire  confidence  in  that  Board, 
and  can  have  no  interest  on  the  great  scale  of  christian  efiibrt 
separate  from  their's;  yet,  they  are  entirely  of  opinion,  that,  ex- 
cept the  whole  missionary  business  be  put  into  their  hands,  that 
the  Committee  of  Missions  should  be  enabled,  by  Synod,  in  all 
cases,  to  act  separately  from,  and  independently  of  that  Board. 

Your  Committee  have  received,  during  the  past  year,  no  mission- 
ary contributions  from  Questors  of  Classes.  Excepting  those  re- 
ceived from  the  Questor  of  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick:  it 
appears,  therefore,  that  the  fourth  resolution  of  Synod,  at  their 
Sessions  in  June  last,  has  not  been  generally  complied  with. 

The  sura  of  $410  30,  taken  by  General  Synod  on  loan,  and 
ordered  in  June  last  to  be  refunded,  has  not  j^et  been  so  refunded. 

Although  your  Committee  may  hope  to  procure  Missionaries  for 
the  coming  year  from  our  Theological  College  at  New-Brunswick; 
yet,  if  their  pecuniary  resources  should  be  increased,  they  are  ap- 
prehensive, that  the  supply  of  Missionaries  will  not  be  sufficient 
to  meet  the  numerous  and  interesting  calls  made  upon  them  for 
missionary  labour.  They  would,  therefore,  respectfully  suggest  to 
Synod,  the  propriety  of  calling  upon  such  settled  ministers,  as 
with  the  consent  of  their  congregations,  may  be  able,  and  willing 
to  aid  in  the  missionary  cause,  to  devote  some  portion  of  their  time 
to  missionary  efforts;  and  hope,  if  Synod  approve  this  proposition, 
that  they  will  take  measures,  in  case  of  the  due  application  of  such 
ministers  to  the  Committee  of  missions  for  missionary  employment, 
and  of  their  being  so  emjiloyed,  to  have  their  pulpits  supplied,  dur- 
ing their  necessary  absence,  by  the  Classis  to  which  they  are 
respectively  attached,  or  by  some  neighbouring  Classis;  and  that 
your  Committee  may  be  authorised  to  make  them  such  pecuniary 
compensation,  as  the  nature  of  their  Mission  shall  require. 

Your  Committee  have  received  no  account  during  the  past 
year  from  any  of  the  Classes,  as  such,  of  fields  requiring  missionary 
labour. 

No  official  report  of  the  missionary  proceedings  of  Classes  as 
auxiliaries  of  General  Bvnodhas  been  received;  the  5th  resolution 
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©f  Synod  at  their  Sessions  in  June  last,  has  therefore  not  beea 
complied  with;  and  it  is  consequently  out  of  the  power  of  your 
Committee  to  give  that  complete  view  of  the  missionary  tran-sac- 
tions  of  the  past  year,  which  was  contemplated  in  that  resolution. 
Your  Committee  in  discharging-  their  trust  for  the  past  year,  have 
experienced  no  small  inconvenience  from  not  being  able,  in  some 
instances,  to  form  a  quorum ;  they  therefore  pray,  that  Synod  may 
relieve  them  on  that  subject,  by  declaring  a  numi3er  somewhat  less 
than  a  majority  of  that  Committee,  com[)etent,  when  duly  con- 
vened, to  transact  all  missionary  business  that  shall  come  before 
them. 

On  a  review  of  this  whole  report,  your  Committee  would  re- 
spectfully recommend  to  Synod,  the  adoption  of  the  following  re- 
solutions, viz. — 

Resolved, 

1.  That  all  future  public  collections  for  the  missionary  fund  be 
taken  up  by  themselves,  and  unconnected  with  any  other  object. 

2.  That   all  contributions  taken   up  by  Classes  or  individuals, 
for  missionary  purposes,  be  forwarded  without  delay,  to 
Treasurer  of  the  Comfiiiitee  of  Missions. 

3.  That  the  injunction  of  Synod  of  June  last,  requiring  annual 
reports  to  be  made  by  Classes,  on  missionary  business,  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  missions,  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  particularly  enforced. 

4.  That  it  be,  and  it  hereby  is  enjoined  upon  the  !)oard  of  cor- 
poration of  General  Synod,  to  refund,  if  possible,  in  the  coming 
year,  the  money  taken  by  Synod,  on  loan  from  the  Committee  of 
Missions. 

5.  That  this  Synod  recommend  to  such  settled  ministers  as 
having  the  consent  of  their  congregations,  may  be  able  and  willing 
to  devote  a  portion  of  their  time  to  missionary  labour,  to  signify 
such  willingness  to  the  Committee  of  Missions  ;  and  that  if  any 
settled  minister  be  employed  by  that  Committee  in  missionary 
labour,  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Classis  to  which  he  belongs,  on  due 
aptdication  made  for  that  purpose  by  the  CommiJtee,  to  appoint 
3up!)lies  for  his  pulpit,  for  the  whole  time  that  he  shall  be  neces- 
sarily absent,  and  engaged  in  such  Mission.* 

*  But  if  said  Classis  be  so  situated  as  to  be  imable  to  furnish  supplies  to  the  extent 
contemplated  in  this  resohition,  that  your  Committee  be  rMithorised  to  call  upon,  and 
appoint  ministers  of  neighbouring  Classes,  to  aid  in  such  supply. 
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6.  That  the  Committee  of  Missions  be  authorised  to  make  such 
pecuniary  compensation  to  settled  ministers,  who  shall  he  employ" 
ed  in  missionary  service,  as  the  nature  of  that  service  shall  require. 

7.  That  any  four  members  of  the  Committee  of  Missions  regu- 
larly convened,  shall  be  competent  for  the  transaction  of  all  such 
missionary  business,  as  may  come  before  them. 

The  ahove,  with  the  subjoined  account  of  their  Treasurer,  is 
respectfully  submitted,  by  order  of  the  Committee  of  Missionaries.

Communications  weie  received,  from  the  Consistory  of  the 
Church  of  Greenbush,  recommending  James  H.  Teller,  from  the

A  communication  was  received  from  Mr.  Z.  Lewis,  one  of  the 
Secretaries  of  the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  requesting 
the  approbation  of  Synod  to  the  following  alterations  in  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  "  In  the  third

Resolved,  That  Synod  do  conatr  in  said  alterations. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

Board  of  Corporation, 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  CorporatioUj 

and  referred  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Brodhead,  Thomas  De  Witt,  I.  Y. 

Johnston;   and  the   Eiders,   Messrs.    Michael    Schoonmaker,  and 

John  I.  Ostrauder. 

To  the  Geyieral   Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch   Church  in  North 
America,  convened  in  the  City  of  Albany,  June,  1821. 

The  Board  of  Corporation,  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report : — 

The  Board  have  met  regularly  since  their  appointment,  and  have 
transacted  whatever  business  has  been  before  them  Avith  the  ut- 
most unanimity.  A  report  in  part  of  their  proceedings  from  June  to 
October  was  presented  at  the  last  adjourned  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod,  to  which  the  Board  would  refer  the  Synod  as  embracing 
a  considerable  portion  of  their  transactions  during  the  year. 

It  was  then  stated,  that  measures  had  been  very  promptly  taken 
to  procure  a  suitable  number  of  Agents  to  obtain  subscriptions  and 
donations  to  the  Permanent  Fund :  but  that  many  who  were  se- 
lected as  highly  qualified  for  the  work  had  declined  their  appoint- 
ments; and  that  from  various  circumstances,  it  was  feared  that  the 
efforts  of  such  as  had  consented  to  serve,  would  not  result  in  any 
very  large  additions  to  the  funds  of  Synod.  These  apprehensions, 
the  Board  regret  to  state,  have  been  painfully  realized.  They, 
however,  feel  confident,  that  their  best  endeavours  have  not  been 
■wanting  in  the  prosecution  of  this  highly  important  object ;  and  at 
the  same  time,  they  would  state,  that  those  Agents  who  have  acted 
in  several  parts  of  the  Church,  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  Synod 
for  their  faithful  services.  The  reports  of  several  of  the  Agents 
have  not  yet  been  received;  but,  so  far  as  the  Board  have  ascer- 
tained, there  has  been  collected  (after  deducting  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  Agents,  and  a  reasonable  compensation  for  their  la- 
bour) the  sum  of  only  $  531  31.  And  the  Board  cannot  congratu- 
late the  Synod  on  the  amount  received  from  the  collections  directed 
to  be  made  throughout  the  Churches,  during  the  past  year.  It  ap- 
pears that  about  sixty  congregations  have  not  attended  to  the  in- 
junction of  the  Synod.       As  the  Synod  directed  the  delinquent 
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Churches  to  he  marked  and  reported,  the  following  are  represented 
to  their  notice,  viz. 

In  the  Classis  of  Long-Island. 
The  Church  of  Bush  wick.

All  the  other  Churches  have  attended  to  the  collection  directed 
tol»e  niKde  '-y  the  Synod,  for  the  Tlholoaical  College,  excepting  the 
Churches  of  Acquackenunck,  Niskeuna,  and  Hopewell. 
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All  the  other  Churches  have  attended  to  the  collection  for  the 
Missionary  and  Contingent  Funds,  excepting  the  Churches  of  Haer- 
lem,  Argyle,  Pompton,  Pompton  Plains,  Flatbush,  Flatlands, 
Gravesend,  Jamaica,  Kakeat,  Ramapo,  Rochester,  Clove,  Oyster* 
Bay,  New-Hempstead,  Northumberland,  Saratoga,  Hinsdale,  Bed- 
minster,  Clarkstown,  Catskill,  Staten-Island,  Coxsackie,  Court- 
landtovvn,  New-Brunswick,  and  Poughkeepsie. 

So  far  as  returns  have  been  made  to  the  Treasurer,  it  appears, 
that  the  only  Churches  which  have  attended  to  the  collection  on 
the  tii'st  sabbath  of  May,  for  the  Permanent  Fund,  are  the  Church 
of  New- York,  the  Churches  in  Garden-street  and  Market-street,  the 
German  Reformed  Church,  the  Churches  of  Brooklyn,  Greenwich, 
Haarlem,  Fordham,  Montgomery,  Hackinsack  and  the  North  Church 
in  Schraalenburgh,  Totowa,  Warwick,  and  the  two  Churches  of 
Philadelphia. 

As  to  the  rcc&mmeyidation  of  the  Synod,  that  on  "  the  last  sabbath 
in  Decern  jer,  every  memoer  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  iden- 
tify himself  or  herself  with  the  Church,  by  a  small  donation  yearly, 
(say  25  cents  or  more")  the  Board  regret  to  state,  that  this  has 
been  attended  to  only  in  the  Church  of  New-York,  the  Church  ia 
Market-street,  New-York,  and  the  Churches  of  Lebanon,  and  Rock- 
away,  New-Jersey,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  by  the  Treasurer's 
report,  the  sum  of  $281   G9,  has  been  hereby  collected. 

The  Board  of  Corporation,  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Gene- 
ral Synod,  to  re-enact  the  same  resolutions  which  were  adopted  ia 
June  last,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  support  the  Theological 
School;  and  they  would  also  suggest  to  the  Synod,  the  expediency 
of  issuing  a  pastoral  letter  to  the  Churches  under  their  care,  urg- 
ing upon  them  the  importance  and  necessity  of  these  collections. 

The  Synod  will  recollect  that  at  the  meeting  in  October  last, 
the  Board  of  Corporation  submitted  the  proposal  which  they  had 
received  from  the  Trustees  of  Queens  College,  in  relation  to  the 
Professoral  Fund,  together  with  the  reasons  that  constrained  them 
not  to  accept  of  their  overture.  It  was  stated  to  the  Synod,  that 
after  using  "  such  further  efforts"  as  the  Board  of  Corporation 
thought  calculated  to  induce  the  Trustees  to  admit  the  ri2:l\i  of 
Synod,  in  relation  to  the  monies  and  other  property  of  the  Profes- 
soral Fund,  the  Trustees  not  only  refused  to  admit  this  right,  '  ut 
declined  to  decide  upon  the  proposal  of  a  reference  of  the  matters 
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in  collision,  to  the  arbitration  of  the  Chancellors  of  the  States  of 
New- York,  and  New-Jersey.  It  moreover  appeared,  from  a  com- 
manicatioB  made  to  the  Synod,  by  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Queens  College,  that  the  Trustees,  after  pronouncing 
the  litigated  "  balance  of  $2212  58,  heretofore  charged  to  the 
liiterary  Fund  paid  and  overpaid,"  had  by  a  formal  resolution,  di- 
rected their  Treasurer  "  to  charge  the  said  sum  with  interest  there- 
on to  the  Professoral  Fund,  and  discharge  the  Literary  Fund 
therefrom."  This  resolution  of  the  Trustees,  which  was  never 
communicated  to  the  Board  of  Corporation,  though  it  appears  to 
have  been  passed  at  the  very  time  that  the  Corporation  were  at 
New-Brunswick,  and  in  relation  to  the  settlement  of  this  very  mat- 
ter, the  General  Synod  at  their  last  meeting,  marked  with  their 
decided  disapprobation;  and  after  resolving,  that  they  still  "  hold 
the  Trustees  responsible  for  this  principal  and  the  interest  thereon," 
they  empowered  this  Board,  "  in  their  discretion  to  receive,  oa 
liberal  terms,  from  the  Trustees,  books  or  other  property  in  pay- 
ment of  the  above  debt;"  also,  "  to  receive  and  hold  the  Funds 
belonging  to  the  Professoral  Fund,  upon  such  terms  as  are  con- 
sistent with  the  rights  of  Synod,"  and  also  "  to  renew  their  over- 
tures to  the  Trustees,  and  prosecute  at  their  discretion,  such  further 
measures  as  may  be  contained  in  their  former  instructions." 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod,  the  Corporation, 
anxious  to  pursue  such  measures  as  might  produce  the  desired  ar- 
rangement with  the  Trustees,  maturely  considered  the  points  em- 
braced in  the  resolutions  of  the  Synod,  and  in  whatever  aspect  they 
viewed  them,  found  themselves  embarrassed  with  difficulties.  On 
the  one  hand,  "  the  rights  of  the  Synod,''  were  the  only  basis  on 
which  any  negotiation  with  the  Trustees  could  be  founded.  And 
on  the  other  hand,  the  extraordinary  act  of  the  Trustees  directing 
their  Treasurer  to  debit  the  Professoral  Fund,  with  money  hereto- 
fore acknowledged  by  themselves,  to  be  due  to  that  Fund,  (it  being 
part  of  the  sum  collected  in  the  State  of  New- York  by  virtue  of 
the  original  agreement  made  in  1807,  the  proceeds  of  which,  were 
devoted  by  that  covenant  to  the  specific  purpose  of  paying  the 
salary  of  a  Professor  called  by  themselves,)  this  act,  done  at  the 
very  time  that  the  Board  of  Corporation  were  urging  the  right  of 
controul  before  them,  being  so  directly  opposite  to  a  spirit  of  con- 
ciliation, appeared  to  dispel  every  hope  of  adjusting  the  business  in 
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Rh  amicable  manner.  They,  therefore  unanimously  resolved.  That 
it  was  inexpedient  to  make  any  further  overtures  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  on  the  subject  of  receiving  the  property  belonging  to  the 
Professoral  Fund,  until  their  resolution  of  the  2tlth  of  September 
last,  respecting  a  part  of  that  Fund  be  repealed. 

The  Corporation  at  the  same  time,  transmitted  through  their 
Secretary,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queens  Col- 
lege, a  copy  of  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  General  Synod  at 
their  last  meeting,  in  relation  to  the  Professoral  Fund,  together 
with  a  request  that  he  would  call  at  an  early  day,  a  special  meet- 
ing of  that  Board,  to  take  the  whole  subject  into  consideration; 
and  in  this  Communication,  they  formerly  renewed  the  proposal  of 
a  reference  Of  all  the  points  in  controversy  to  the  decision  of  the 
Chancellors  of  the  States  of  New- York,  and  New-Jersey. 

A  special  meeting  of  that  Board  was  accordingly  held  on  the  2d 
Jan.  last,  when  after  considering  the  communication  from  this  Board? 
they  resolved  not  to  agree  to  the  proposed  reference.  This  pro- 
position so  unquestionably  fair,  and  so  free  from  reasonable  objec- 
tion, having  been  rejected  by  the  Trustees,  no  resort  seemed  left 
for  the  Board  of  Corporation,  but  to  a  legal  process,  in  order  to 
obtain  an  adjustment  of  the  matters  in  collision.  This  resort,  how- 
ever, the  Board  of  Corporation  have  deemed  adviseable  to  delay. 
It  being  a  step  so  important,  and  involving  so  many  considerations? 
and  so  much  responsibility,  they  considered  it  proper  first  to  ob- 
tain the  express  direction  of  the  General  Synod  in  relation  to  itj 
before  its  adoption ;  and  as  they  hoped  also,  that  on  further  re- 
flection, the  Board  of  Trustees  themselves,  would  become  sensible 
of  the  fairness  and  reasonableness  of  the  proposed  arbitration,  and 
would  see  fit  to  consent  to  it,  they  resolved  to  take  no  further  mea- 
sures before  the  meeting  of  Synod,  in  relation  to  the  matters  in 
controversy  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queens  College. 

The  Board  of  Corporation,  respectfully  recommend,  in  relation 
to  the  matters  in  controversy  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queens 
College,  in  case  the  same  should  not  be  adjusted  by  the  General 
Synod  before  their  adjournment,  that  the  Synod,  at  their  present 
Session,  appoint  a  Committee  of  persons  not  members  of  the  Board 
of  Corporation,  who  shall  be  instructed  and  empowered  to  negoti- 
ate with  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  relation  to  those  matters,  and 
eindeTivem'  to  bring  the  same  to  an  amicable  adjsstnaent.     Anil  in 
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case  the  said  Committee,  can  agree  oq  such  adjustment  with  the 
Trustees,  that  the  Committee  shall  then  rei)oifc  tlieir  j  rocfedings 
to  the  Board  of  Corporation,  who  shall  be  empowered  to  do  all 
acts  to  execute  tlie  same,  on  the  part  of  the  Synod. 

The  Board  agreeaWy  to  the  resolution  of  the  Synod  in  June 
last,  have  caused  the  stock  and  obligations  of  the  Permanent  f ':nd 
to  he  transferred  to  the  General  Synod,  as  an  incorporated  \ux\y  • 
and  have  performed  all  acts  in  relation  to  the  same,  which  this 
transfer  rendered  necessary  and  proper.

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The  Committee  to  whom  the  above  document  was  referred, 
brought  in  their  report,  which  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: — 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Board 
©f  Corporation  to  the  General  Synod,  respectfully  report. 

That  they  have  carefully  examined  their  report,  and  are  happy 
to  state,  that  through  the  past  year,  the  Board  have  been  diligent- 
ly attending  to  the  important  duties  assigned  them. 

The  Committee  exceedingly  regret  to  learn  from  the  report  of 
the  Board,  that  the  Agents  appointed  to  collect  monies  for  the 
Theological  Seminary,  have  met  with  very  little  success ;  and  that 
many  Churches  are  noticed  by  the  Board  as  having  neglected  to 
take  up  the  collections  ordered  by  General  Sj'nod  at  their  last 
annual  meeting.  The  Committee  cannot  omit  expressing  their 
surprise,  that  so  many  congregations  should  show  such  a  manifest 
disregard  to  the  order  of  Synod,  and  to  the  dearest  interests  of  the 
Church;  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped,  that  the  Board  of  Corporation, 
will  not  be  under  the  necessity  of  presenting  a  like  list  of  delin- 
quents to  any  subsequent  Synod.  That  such  necessity  may  be 
prevented.  Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions : — 

1.  That  the  same  resolutions  be  continued  in  force  which  were 
adopted  in  June  last,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  Fynds. 

2.  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  requested  by  Synod  to 
issue  a  circular  letter  to  the  Churches  under  the  care  of  this  Synod, 
signed  by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Board,  urging  upon  them 
the  importance  and  necessity  of  these  collections. 

And,  whereas,  the  Board  of  Corporation  have  not  succeeded  in 
their  exertions  to  obtain  a  final  settlement  with  the  Trustees  of 
Queens  College,  by  an  amicable  arrangement,  and  have  judged  it 
expedient  not  to  resort  to  legal  measures  until  the  sentiments  of 
this  Synod  should  have  been  obtained;  and  as  your  Committee 
are  of  opinion,  that  another  attempt  should  be  made  to  obtain  such 
a  settlement  of  differences  between  this  Synod  and  the  Trustees  of 
Queens  College,  they  take  the  liberty  of  recommending  to  Synod 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : — 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  five  persons,  not  members  of  the 
Board  of  Corporation  be  appointed,  Avho  shall  be  instructed  and 
empowered  to  negotiate  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  relation  to 
the  matters  in  controversy  with  said  Trustees,  and  to  bring  the 
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same  to  an  amicable  adjustment;  and  in  case  the  said  Committee 
can  agree  on  such  adjustment  with  the  Trustees,  that  the  Commit- 
tee shall  then  report  their  proceedings  to  the  Board  of  Corporation, 
who  shall  be  empowered  to  do  all  acts  to  execute  the  same  on  the 
part  of  the  Synod,  if  in  their  discretion  the  Board  of  Corporation 
shall  deem  such  arrangement  consistent  with  the  equitable  rights 
and  interests  of  this  Synod. 

The  Committee  perceive  from  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Cor- 
poration, that  no  regular  statement  in  detail  is  made  to  them  by  the 
Trustees  of  Queens  College,  of  the  several  Funds  in  their  hands 
in  which  the  Synod  is  interested,  so  as  to  present  to  the  Synod  at 
their  annual  meeting,  an  accurate  account  of  all  the  monied  con- 
cerns of  that  body;  and  as  the  Committee  think  it  of  great  impor- 
tance, that  such  a  statement  should  be  annually  made;  therefore, 
your  Committee  recommend  for  adoption,  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  respectfully  request  of  the 
Board  ot  Trustees  of  Queens  College,  to  direct  their  Treasurer  to 
furnish  the  Board  of  Corporation  with  an  annual  and  detailed  state- 
ment made  up  to  the  20th  of  May,  of  the  several  Funds  in  their 
hands  in  which  the  Sj^nod  are  interested,  in  order  that  the  same 
may  be  exhibited  to  Synod  at  their  stated  meetings  in  June  of  each 
year. 

All  which  are  submitted.

The  resolutions  of  1820,  which  by  the  preceding  report  are  re- 
commended to  the  attention  of  the  Churches  under  the  care  of  Sy- 
nod, are  the  following: — 

"  Resolved,  That  collections  be  taken  up  in  all  the  Churches 
connected  with  this  Synod,  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  November,  for 
the  Theological  College;  on  the  first  Sabbath  in  May,  for  the  Per- 
manent Fund;  on  the  first  Sabbath  in  January,  for  the  IVIissionary 
and  contingent  Funds;  and  that  these  collections  must  and  shall 
be  taken  up  on  those  days,  unless  prevented  by  imperious  circum- 
stances, and  in  such  cases  that  they  he  made  as  soon  after  as  possible, 
ii  only  a  dollar  be  collected;  and  that  the  monies  collected  under 
this  injunction,  be  transinitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  Synod,  imme- 
diately after  the  collections  are  made.  Your  Committee  recom- 
mend, that  the  execution  of  this  injuiiction  be  comiiiitttd  to  the 
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Board  of  Corporation ;  that  it  be  their  duty  to  \vrite  a  circular  letter 
to  all  the  Churches,  eoclosing  a  copy  of  this  iujunctioa;  and,  that, 
should  any  of  the  Churches  not  render  their  report  to  the  Corpo- 
ration, in  a  reasonable  time  after  the  collections  are  directed  to  be 
made,  such  Churches  be  marked  on  the  records,  and  reported  af 
delinquent  to  the  Synod,  and  be  subject  to  such  censure  as  the  Sy- 
nod may  deem  proper  to  inflict." 

"  Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  on  all  the  inferior  judicatories, 
in  order  to  further  the  plans  of  General  Synod,  to  inquire  regularly 
into  these  collections,  and  report  the  result  to  the  Board  of  Corpo- 
ration." 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  instructed  and  em- 
powered to  employ  Agents  for  obtaining  additions  to  the  Perma- 
nent Fund;  and  that  such  Agents  be  recommended  by  this  Synod 
to  the  attention  of  the  Churches  where  they  may  be  employed  on 
this  work  of  Christian  charity;  and  that  it  be  earnestly  enjoined 
upon  all  the  Churches  under  the  care  of  this  Synod,  who  have  not 
already  adopted  the  measure,  to  institute  Cent  Societies,  for  the 
support  of  the  Theological  School;  and  that  the  Consistories  of 
the  Churches  be  requested  to  take  prompt  and  efficient  measures, 
from  time  to  time,  for  the  encouragement  and  support  of  such  as 
are  already  organized." 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  recommend,  that  every  member  of 
the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  identify  himself  or  herself  with  the 
Church,  by  a  small  donation  yearly,  (say  25  cents  or  more.)  That 
for  this  purpose  a  book  be  provided  by  each  congregation,  and  the 
name  of  the  donor  and  amount  of  the  yearly  donation  be  inserted  in' 
this  book;  that  this  be  adopted  not  as  a  tax,  but  as  a  strong  recom- 
mendatory measure  from  the  Synod  to  the  Churches;  that,  as  to 
the  mode  of  its  collection,  it  be  paid  in  the  different  Churches  oh 
the  last  Sabbath  in  December,  notice  to  be  given  from  the  pulpit* 
to  that  effect;  and  that  the  names  of  the  donors,  with  the  sums  paid, 
after  being  registered,  be  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Corporation." 

The  Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt,  Cornelius  C.  Ciiyler,  and  James  M. 
Mathews  ;  and  the  Elders,  Messrs.  Pettr  H.  Wendover,  and  Abraham 
Van  Nest,  were  appointed  a  Committee,  to  negotiate  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Queens  College,  as  contemplated  in  »  pre- 
ceding resolution. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Schemerhorn,  T.  Ferris,  J.  Mur- 
phy, and  the  Elder,  3Ir.  P.  H.  Wendover,  be  a  Committee  to  re- 
port to  this  Syaod  a  Qominatiou  of  three  times  the  number  of  per- 
sons, who  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors  under  the  charter. 

This  Committee  reported  accordingly,  and  the  Synod  proceeded 
to  ballot  for  a  President,  three  Directors,  and  a  Treasurer  of  the 
Corporation;  when  Mr.  Henry  Rutgers  was  chosen  President,  Mr. 
G.  B.  Vroom,  Rev.  S.  S.  Woodhull,  and  Mr.  1.  L.  Kip  were 
chosen  Directors,  and  Mr.  Isaac  Heyer  was  chosen  Treasurer  of 
the  Corporation.

ARTICLE  V. 

Correspondence. 

The  Rev.  Lewis  F.  Meyer,  and  Albert  Helfenstein  being  pre- 
sent, and  producing  testimonials  of  their  appointment  by  the  Ger- 
man Synod,  took  their  seats,  as  corresponding  members  of  this 
Synod. 

The  Rev.  Ebenezer  K.  Maxwell,  appeared  on  the  floor  of  Synod, 
and  having  produced  his  credentials,  took  his  seat  as  a  Commis- 
sioner from  the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Church. 

The  Delegates  to  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church* 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence. 

The  undersigned  appointed  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  German 
Reformed  Synod,  held  in  Septemlter  last,  at  Hagers-Town,  Mary- 
land, report. 

That  they  attended  said  meeting,  and  were  cordially  received 
by  their  German  brethren. 

That  said  Synod  did  at  that  meeting  take  measure?  for  organ- 
izing a  Theological  School,  which  your  Delegates  have  since 
learned,  has  been  located  at  Frederic,  in  Maryland. 

That  they  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Lewis  31ayer,  and  Albert 
Helfenstein,  their  Delegates,  to  the  next  meeting  of  our  General 
Synod. 

Your  Delegates  hope,  that  the  friendlv  connection  now  siibsisf- 
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ing  between   the  two   bodies,  may   be   long   and   affectionately 
cherished. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  German  Reformed  Church, 
at  their  meeting  in  Se|)tember  last,  held  at  Hagers-Town,  Mary- 
land, were  laid  upon  the  table  of  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  said  minutes  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence. 

A  certified  extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Associate  Reformed  Church,  at  their  session  on  the  17th  May 
last,  was  received,  of  which  the  following  is,«  copy  : — 

"  Resolved,  That  it  will  not  promote,  as  was  intended  by  this 
Svnod,  the  ends  of  common  edification,  to  press  the  question  of  the 
aforesaid  union ;"  (viz.  with  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church)  "  and 
that  this  Synod  decline,  for  the  present,  all  further  proceedings  re, 
lative  thereto;  resting  satisfied  with  the  continuance  of  the  esta- 
blished plan  of  intercourse  and  correspondence." 

In  relation  to  the  subject  of  union  with  the  Associate  Reformed 
Church,  referred  to  the  different  Classes  in  October  last,  official 
information  was  received  that  the  Classes  of  Poughkeepsie,  Rens- 
selaer, Washington,  Albany,  Montgomery,  Ulster,  and  New-Bruns. 
wick,  had  resolved  unanimously  in  favour  of  the  said  union.  From 
information  received  through  Delegates  on  the  floor  of  Synod,  it 
appeared,  that  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia  had  also  unanimously 
resolved  in  favour  of  the  union;  and  that  the  Classes  of  New-York 
and  Bergen,  had  decided  against  it.  The  Classis  of  Paramus  has 
not  acted  on  the  subject;  and  from  the  Classis  of  Long-Island,  no 
information  was  received. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brodhead  be  appointed  a  Commis- 
sioner from  this  Synod,  to  attend  the  next  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod,  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Church;  and  that  the  Rev.  J* 
M.  Mathews,  be  appointed  his  secundus. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt,  and  C.  D.  West- 
brook,  be  appointed  as  Delegates  from  this  Synod,  to  attend  the 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  German  Church,  to  be  convened  at  Read- 
ing, Pennsylvania,  on  the  ia&t  Sabbath  of  September,  1821;  and 
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tliat  the   Rev.   C.   T.  Demarest,  and  R.  A.  Westervelt  be  theic 
secundi. 

No  further  report  from  the  Committee  appointed  in  June  last, 
on  the  subject  of  a  complaint  made  by  certain  members  of  the  As- 
sociate Reformed  Church  of  Bloomingburgh,  against  the  conduct 
of  the  Classis  of  Ulster,  in  organizing  a  Dutch  Church  within  their 
bounds,  being  received  : — 

Resolved,  That  said  Comnyttee  be  required  to  report  to  Synod, 
at  its  next  stated  meeting,  a  full  statement  of  the  important  facts, 
on  which  Synod  are  to  found  their  decision  in  the  case. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reported,  and  their  report 
was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence,  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
the  Correspondence  between  the  Synods  of  the  German  Reformed 
Church,  the  Associate  Reformed  Church,  and  this  Body,  continues 
to  be  conducted  in  the  spirit  of  Christian  harmony  and  confidence; 
and  your  Committee  find  no  cause  to  suggest  any  further  measures 
in  relation  to  this  subject.

Sijnodical  Reports  on  the  state  of  the  Churches. 

The  Committee  on  the  state  of  Religion  reportetl,  and  their  report 
was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: — 

The  Committee  on  the  state  of  religion,  report. 

That  the  princi|)le  sources  from  whence  they  can  derive  any 
information  on  the  important  subject  of  their  appointment  are  the 
minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods,  containing  the  reports  of  the 
several  Classes.  Those  minutes  your  Committee  have  carefully 
examined,  and  rejoice,  that  they  are  enabled  to  communicate  to 
the  General  Synod,  that  they  contain  intelligence  of  such  a  nature, 
as  to  inspire  a  heart-cheering  hope  that  the  Lord  has  not  forsaken 
our  Zion. 

They  have  also  taken  into  their  view  such  inform;ition  as  has 
been  otherwise  received;  although,  not  perhaps  the  immediate  and 
specific  object  for  which  the  standing  Committee  on  religion  has 
been  appointed ;  yet  it  is  deemed  to  be  within  the  scope  of  the  duty 
assigned  them  to  exhibit  to  the  Synod,  whatever  is  connected  with 
the  state  of  the  Churches. 
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They  conceive  it  to  be  matter  not  foreign  to  their  duty  to 
remark, 

That  they  contemplated  with  the  Associate  Reformed  Churches 
having  failed  the  usual  friendly  correspondence  and  intercourse  is 
continued  with  that  and  other  sister  Churches,  your  Committee 
deem  this  to  be  a  measure  tending  in  no  small  degree  to  promote 
the  cause  of  religion,  to  strengthen  the  hands  and  encourage  the 
hearts  of  all  who  love  the  truth,  as  jjresenting  a  bolder  front,  and 
erecting  a  stronger  standard  against  the  common  enemy. 

As  connected  also  with  the  immediate  olyect  of  their  appoint- 
ment, they  deem  it  their  duty  to  notice,  that  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  instances  of  a  limited  and  local  nature,  the  Churches  have 
peace,  and  purity  of  doctrine  is  maintained. 

Notwithstanding  there  remains  cause  to  deplore  the  existence  of 
any  ifuch  instances  ;  notwithstanding  the  prevalence  in  too  great  a 
degree  of  a  worldly  spirit;  of  a  disregard  of  the  sacred  institutions  of 
religion,  by  many;  the  mere  formality  of  a  multitude  of  professors; 
the  inconsistent  and  unholy  walk  and  conversation  of  others  who 
have  named  the  name  of  Christ:  and,  notwithstanding  sins  of  vari- 
ous and  aggravated  character  abound,  yet  the  friends  of  Zion  have 
cause  of  gratitude  and  praise.  We  have  tokens  for  good — the 
Lord's  arm  is  not  shortened — with  Him  is  the  residue  of  the 
spirit — from  His  holy  hill  the  ascended  Saviour  fulfils  his  promise 
— Oe  sends  the  comforter  and  convinces  of  sin,  of  righteousness, 
and  of  judgment — He  quickens  the  dead — the  dry  bones  live 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  notice  the  continued  success  of  the 
Theological  Seminary;  the  object  of  the  prayers  and  efforts  of  those 
pious  fathers  of  the  American  Church,  whose  memories  we  cherish 
with  pleasing  recollection.  They  desired  the  sight,  but  have  not 
seen  it.  From  that  fountain  we  behold  streams  issuing  which 
make  glad  the  city  of  God — the  wants  of  the  Churches  are  di- 
minishing— the  waste  places  are  ijuilt,  and  the  proportion  of  labour- 
ers rapidly  advancing  to  meet  the  calls  of  the  harvest. 

As  fai-  as  your  Committee  are  able  to  collect,  they  state  with 
much  gratification,  that  the  general  aspect  of  the  Church  seems  to 
brighten.  With  the  watchman  they  can  answer,  the  morning  is 
come,  although  yet  it  is  night.  There  is  a  visible  increasing  at- 
tention to  the  ordinances  of  religion.  There  is  reason  to  hope, 
nay  more,  firmly  to  believe,  that  the  Lord  has  made  bare  his  arm, 
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and  that  more  than  form,  the  power  of  godliness  is  felt  extensively 
and  increj.^insly.  They  iSeem  it  proper  to  do  more  than  make 
their  co.j.munication  in  general  terras,  they  enter  into  some  detail. 
Within  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  ;  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  Cl.issis  of  Rensselaer,  there  appears  life  from  the  dead,  particu- 
larly in  the  congregation  of  Kiiiderhook  and  Claverack. 

In  the  congregation  of  CoxackJe,  unusual  accessions  have  been 
made,  and  sinners  are  flocking  to  Zion  and  Zion's  King,  like  doves 
to  their  windows. 

Within  the  bounds  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New-York,  in  the 
congregations  of  Hempstead  and  Clarks-Town,  the  Lord  has  re- 
vived his  work,  and  large  numijers  have  been  added  to  the  Church; 
and  the  reports  from  Churches  throughout  the  extent  of  that  Synod, 
inspire  a  pleasing  and  animating  hope. 

Your  Committee  regret,  that  from  the  scantiness  of  their  means, 
they  have  not  been  able  to  give  a  more  particular  specified  detail, 
and  would  only  observe  farther,  that  a  spirit  of  prayer,  conferences 
for  mutual  edification  and  comfort,  joining  themselves  to  the  Lord 
in  covenant  by  conle^sing  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  commemorating  his 
dying  love,  reformation  from  former  sinful  habits  and  practices,  and 
a  general  attention  to  the  means  of  grace  are  the  concomitant 
evidences  and  fruits  of  those  awakenings.

ARTICLE  VII. 

Synodical  t^lppeals.  * 

The  following  appeals  from  the  decisions  of  the  Particular  Sy- 
nod of  Albany,  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  M.  Bradford,  were 
laid  upon  the  table  of  Synod,  by  the  President  of  said  Particular 
Synod. 

"  To  the  Rev.  A.  N.  Kittle,  President  of  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Albany. 

The  Rev.  John  M.  Bradford,  sheweth,  that  he  feels  himself  ag- 
grieved by  the  proceedings  of  the  Particular  Synod,  upon  his  two 
appeals,  from  the  decisions  of  the  Classis  of  Albany  ;  the  one  sus- 
pending him  indefinitely  from  the  duties  of  the  office  of  the  gospel 
ministry,  and  the  other  dissolving  the  Pastoral  connection  between 
him  and  the  Church  of  Albanv. 
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The  reasons  of  his  appeal  from  the  Particular  Synod  to  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  are  the  same,  with  two  exceptions,  with  those  which 
appear  on  the  minutes  of  tlie  Classis,  and  the  Particular  Synod  of 
Albany.  To  these  the  appellant  refers,  and  from  these,  with 
others,  which  he  may  urge,  he  hopes  upon  a  revisal,  to  obtain  his 
rights  from  the  General  Synod. 

JOHN  M.  BRADFORD." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bradford  appeared  before  Synod  to  prosecute  his 
appeal,  and  the  Synod,  resolved^  That  Dr.  Bradford  be  allowed  to 
be  heard  by  counsel.  William  A.  Duer  esq.  was  introduced  as 
Dr.  Bradford's  counsel. 

Rev.  Messrs.  Bronk  and  Schemerhorn,  and  Abraham  Van  Vech- 
ten,  esq.  appeared  before  Synod,  and  were  accredited  as  Commis- 
sioners from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  to  defend  the  de- 
cisions of  said  Synod,  in  the  matters  of  the  above  recited  appeal. 

The  Synod  proceeded  in  the  consideration  of  the  said  appeal,  m 
the  following  order : — 

1.  The  appeal,  and  the  reasons  of  the  appeal  were  read. 

2.  The  documents,  in  relation  to  the  case  were  read. 

3.  The  appellant  was  heard. 

4.  The  respondent  was  heard. 

5.  The  appellant  was  heard  in  reply. 

The  Synod  then  proceeded  to  deliberate  and  decide  on  the  merits  of 
the  appeal,  excluding  such  members  as  had  voted  in  the  case  either  in 
Classis,  or  Particular  Synod. 

It  was  then  moved,  and  seconded,  that  Synod  adopt  the  follow^- 
ing  resolution,  viz.— 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bradford,  from  the 
decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  confirming  the  decision 
of  the  Classis  of  Albany,  declaring  him  guilty  of  repeated  instan- 
ces of  inebriety,  or  intoxication ;  and  suspending  him  indefinitely 
from  his  office,  be,  and  hereby  is  sustained;  because  the  proceedings 
of  the  Classis,  were  irregular  to  a  degree,  to  invalidate  their  decision. 

The  qtiestion  on  this  resolution  being  taken,  it  was  decided  in 
the  negative.

It  was  then  moved  and  seconded,  that  Synod  adopt  the  follow- 
ing resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bradford  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  confirming  the  decision 
of  the  Classis  of  Albany,  declaring  him  guilty  of  repeated  instances 
of  inebriety,  or  intoxication;  and  suspending  him  indefinitely  from 
his  office,  be,  and  hereby  is  sustained;  because,  the  chars^e  is  not 
made  out  by  evidence.  The  question  on  this  resolution  being  taken, 
it  was  tiecided  in  the  negative. 

The  votes  were  as  follows : —

It  was  then  moved,  and  seconded,  that  Synod  adopt  the  follow- 
ing resolution : — 

Resolved.  Tnat  the  second  appeal  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bradford,  from 
the  decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  confirming  the  de- 
cision of  the  Classis  of  Albany,  dissolving  the  Pastoral  connection 
between  him,  and  the  Church  of  Albany  be,  ^mXhevehy  \^  sustained. 

The  question  on  this  resolution  being  taken,  it  was  decided  in 
the  affirmative. 

The  votes  were  as  follows : —

The  following  resolution  was  then  adopted,  viz  — 

Resolved,  l^hdki  the  Classis  of  Albany  be,  and  they  hereby  are  ad- 
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vised  to  proceed  to  dissolve  the  Pastoral  connection  between  the 
congreojation  of  the  Protestant  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  in  the 
City  of  Albany,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bradford. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Synodical  Eeferences. 

The  Committee  on  8y nodical  minutes  reported,  and  their  re^ 
port  was  accepted,  and  is  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  minutes, 

Report,  That  they  find  on  the  minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Albany,  at  their  session  in  the  Cily  of  Albany,  in  May  last,  the 
following  subjects  claiming  the  attention  of  this  Synod. 

I.  A  recommendation  of  the  Classis  of  Poughkeensie,  that  the 
Particular  Synods  be  abolished,  in  the  words  following: — 

The  Classis  of  Poughkeepsie  recommend  to  General  Sj^nod,  the 
abolition  of  the  Particular  Synods,  for  the  following  reasons: — 

1.  The  annual  meeting?  of  the  General  Sjnod,  and  the  meetings 
of  the  Classis,  call  the  ministers  away  from  their  congregations 
so  frequently,  as  to  make  the  additional  claims  of  the  Particular 
Synods,  grievous  to  the  congregations  on  the  score  of  the  loss  of 
service,  and  to  the  ministers  on  the  score  of  expense,  and  loss  of 
time. 

2.  The  Particular  Synods  are  not  necessary;  for  every  business 
of  importance,  is  generally,  and  most  conveniently  rj  ferred  by  them 
to  the  General  Synod. 

3.  If  the  Particular  Synods  be  abolished,  the  Delegates  to  Gen- 
eral Synod,  will  be  more  immediately  appointed  by  the  respective 
Classes,  and  will  give  us  a  more  perfect  representative  government. 

4.  The  abolition  of  the  Particular  Synods,  will  bring  before  the 
General  Synod,  more  expeditiously,  and  more  fully  the  reports  on 
the  state  of  religion  in  our  Churches. 

II.  A  question  proposed  by  the  Classis  of -IVashington,  which  is 
referred  to  this  Synod,  for  decision  in  the  following  words: — 

The  Classis  of  Washington,  beg  leave  to  hand  up  through  Par- 
ticular Synod,  to  General  Synod,  the  following  reference  for  decir 
sion  of  the  General  Synod,  viz.  In  cases  of  discipline,  are  we  to 
deal  with  a  member  of  the  Great  Consistory,  according  to  the  rules 
prescribed  in  the  Constitution,  for  dealing  with  an  acting  member 
of  Consistory  ? 
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III.  A  resolution  of  the  Classis  of  Mont2;omeiy  in  relation  to  the 
case  of  the  Rev.  Nicholas  Jones,  referred  to  this  Synod,  by  the 
Particular  Synod,  in  the  following  words : — 

"  That  Mr.  N.  Jones  having  renounced  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  and  all  jurisdiction  of  Classis  and  Synods  over  him,  and 
declared  himself  independent;  on  which  the  Classes  passed  the 
following" — 

"  Whereas  the  Constitution  recommends,  that  whenever  difficult 
cases  arise  in  the  inferior  judicatories  of  the  Church  that  they 
should  be  referred  to  the  higher;  therefore  resolved,  That  the 
whole  case  as  now  presented  before  Classis,  be  referred  to  General 
Synod  for  their  advice  in  the  case." 

IV.  Certain  resolutions  with  recitals  of  the  Particular  Synod, 
declining  to  form  a  new  Classes  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the 
General  Synod,  in  the  following  words: — 

"Whereas,  the  ecclesiastical  assemblies  of  the  Reformed  Protestant 
Dutch  Church,  are  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  divided  into 
Consistories,  Classes,  Particular  Synods,  and  a  General  Synod.  And, 
whereas,  the  higher  assemblies  are  vested  with  an  appellate  juris- 
diction and  supervising  power  over  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the 
lower  assemblies.  And,  whei«eas,  such  supervising  power  can  be 
exercised  constitutionally  only  on  a  regular  appeal  or  reference 
from  the  lower  to  the  higher  assemblies,  and  is  limited  to  the  sub- 
ject of  the  appeal  or  reference;  lest,  otherwise,  under  colour  of  ap- 
peals or  references,  the  higher  assemblies  should  assume  original 
jurisdiction  in  all  cases,  and  thus  concentrate  the  whole  efficient 
government  of  the  Church  in  the  higher  to  the  exclusion  of  thp 
lower  assemblies,  and  thereby  defeat  the  salutary  constitutional 
provisions  relative  to  appeals.  And,  whereas,  the  39th  Explanatory 
Article  vests  the  power  of  forming  new  congregations,  and  settling 
the  boundaries  of  congregations  in  the  Classes.  And  the  52nd 
Explanatory  Article  vests  the  power  of  forming  new  Particular 
Synods,  and  settling  the  boundaries  of  Particular  Synods  in  the 
General  Synod.  And,  whereas,  the  36th  original  rule  of  Church 
government,  declares  that  a  Classis  hath  the  same  jurisdiction  ovei* 
a  Consistory  which  a  Particular  Synod  has  over  a  Classis,  and  the 
General  Synod  over  a  Particular  Synod.  And,  whereas,  it  is  a  ne- 
cessary and  obvious  deduction  from  the  last  mentioned  rule,  that 
the  power  o/  forming  a  new  Classis  and  settling  the  boundaries  of 
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Classis,  is  vested  in  the  Particular  Synod  in  as  much  as  that  power 
is  not  embraced  in  the  j)articular  powers  vested  by  the  aforesaid 
Explanatory  Articles  in  the  Classes  and  General  Synod.  And,  where- 
as, the  latter  power,  has  uniformly  been  exercised  by  the  Particular 
Synods,  subject  to  the  appellate  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Synod. 
And,  whereas,  it  is  the  liounden  duty  of  the  respective  ecclesiastical 
assemblies,  to  assert  and  maintain  their  constitutional  authority, 
and  resist  in  a  respectful  manner  any  entrenchment  upon  it.  And, 
whereas,  the  General  Synod  in  October  last,  passed  a  resolution, 
directing  this  Particular  Synod  to  form  and  organize  a  new  Classis 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery,  in  the  manner 
specified  in  the  said  resolution,  without  any  previous  application 
having  been  made  on  the  subject  to  this  Synod ;  wherefore,  re- 
solved^ That  this  Particular  Synod,  considers  itself  constrained  by 
imperious  duty  to  protest  against  the  said  direction  of  the  General 
Synod,  as  an  entrenchment  upon  the  original  jurisdiction  of  this 
Synod;  and  respectfully  solicit  the  General  Synod,  at  its  next 
meeting,  to  revise  an<l  annul  the  said  resolution." 

Resolved^  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Synod,  the  formation  of  a 
new  Classis,  directed  by  the  aforesaid  resolution  is  inexpedient,  in 
as  much  as  the  recent  conduct  of  one  of  the  ministers,  directed  to 
be  included  in  the  said  new  Classis,  manifests  a  spirit  of  insubordi- 
nation to,  and  disrespect  for,  the  authority  of  the  Dutch  Church,  and 
the  formation  and  organization  of  such  new  Classis  might  be  pro- 
ductive of  very  injurious  consequences. 

The  Committee  do  not  find  any  thing  on  the  minutes  of  the 
Particular  Synod  of  New-York,  requiring  the  attention  of  this 
Synod.

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  above  report,  as  relates  to  the 
abolition  of  the  Particular  Synods,  be  referred  to  the  Rev.  J.  M. 
Mathews,  H.  Vedder,  and  the  Elder,  Mr.  T.  N.  Clarke. 

Resolved,  That  the  question  proposed  by  the  Classis  of  Washing- 
ton, respecting  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  cases  of  discipline,  affect- 
ing a  member  of  the  great  Consistory,  be  answered  in  the  negative. 
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Resolved^  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  case  of  the  Rev.  N. 
Jones,  be  referred  to  the  Rev.  S.  A.  Van  Vranken,  H.  Ostrander, 
I.  Ferris,  and  the  Elders,  P.  H.  Wendover,  and  M.  Schooninaker. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  said  report  as  relates  to  the  division 
of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery,  be  referred  to  Rev.  J.  V.  C.  Romeyn, 
Dr.  Brodhead,  and  the  Elder,  T.  N.  Clarke.  The  Rev.  1.  Y.  John- 
ston, and  J.  De  Witt,  were  afterwards  added  to  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  reference  of  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Albany,  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  N.  Jones,  was  committed,  re- 
ported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: — • 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Synodical  minutes,  as  relates  to  the  case  of  the 
Rev.  N.  Jones,  referred  for  advice  by  the  Classis  of  Montgomery, 
beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  particularlj'^  examined  the  com- 
munication of  Mr.  J.  to  the  congregations  of  Sharon  and  New- 
Rhinebeck,  and  finding  there  a  collection  of  contempt  and  insult 
cast  upon  the  Church,  an  unceremonious  and  unchristian  renunci- 
ation of  all  Church  order,  and  an  attempt  to  entice  the  congrega- 
tions from  duty,  they  recommend  the  following  resolutions  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Classis  of  Montgomery  be  advised  to  proceed 
to  the  immediate  strict  and  discipline  of  Mr.  Jones :   also. 

Resolved,  That  a  Pastoral  letter  be  addressed  by  the  Synod  to  the 
Consistories  and  congregations  of  Sharon  and  New-Rhinebeck, 
with  design,  to  warn  them  from  being  led  away  by  the  seductions 
of  their  late  Pastor,  and  to  confirm  them  in  those  principles  of 
order,  which  form  the  brigiitest  ornaments  of  the  christian  Church'

The  Rev.  Isaiah  Y.  Johnston,  Peter  Labagh,  and  the  Eider, 
Mr.  M  A.  Emerick,  were  appointed  the  Committee  to  draught  a 
Pastoral  letter  to  the  Consistories  of  Sharon  and  New-Rhinebeck. 

The  Committee,  to  Vv^hom  the  subject  of  a  division  of  the  Classis 
of  Montgomery  was  referreti,  re[)orted,  and  their  report  was  adopt 
ed,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  subject  of  the  protest 
of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  relative  to  the  division  of  the 
Classis  of  Montgomery  into  two  Classes,  beg  leave  \o  report, 

That  they  cordially  approve  of  the  correctness  of  the  reasons 
assigned  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Particular  Synod, 
and  V,  hich  report  was  accepted  by  that  Synod. 
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They  recommenil  to  the  General  Synod,  tlie  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution,  viz. — • 

Whereas,  the  constitution  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  dis- 
tinctly assigns  to  each  judicatory  in  that  Church  its  peculiar  pow- 
ers; and,  whereas  it  is  plainly  to  he  inferred  from  the  provisions 
of  said  constitution,  and  the  practice  grounded  thereon,  that  to  the 
Particular  Synods  belongs  the  formation  of  New  Classes. 

Therefore,  resolved.  That  the  resolution  of  the  General  Synod 
at  their  last  meeting,  directing  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  to 
divide  the  Classis  of  Montgomery  into  two  Classes,  be,  and  hereby 
is  rescinded.

ARTICLE  IX. 
Church  Government, 

The  Committee,  to  whom  the  subject  of  abolishing  the  Particular 
Synods,  (see  article  8,)  was  referred,  reported  as  follows : — 

The  repeated  efforts  which  have  been  made  to  obtain  either  the 
abolition  or  a  new  organization  of  the  Particular  Synods,  is  a  proof 
that  these  judicatories  in  their  present  form  are  productive  of  no 
sensible  advantage  to  many  of  our  Churches.  Your  Committee, 
therefore,  would  recommend  to  the  adoption  of  Synod,  the  follow- 
ing resolutions : — 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  the  sense  of  this  Synod,  the  abolition  of  the 
Particular  Synods  is  desirable,  and  that  they  recommend  to  the 
Classes  this  alteration  to  their  consideration  for  their  consent  to  the 
same,  and  request  them  to  send  up  such  decision  to  the  next  stated 
meeting  of  General  Synod. 

2.  Resolved,  That  if  the  Particular  Synods  be  abolished,  the  dif- 
ferent Classes  shall  appoint  their  Delegates  to  General  Synod.

The  period  for  which  the  Board  of  Superintendants  was  elected, 
having  expired,  the  Synod  proceeded  to  a  new  election;  and  on 
counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the  following  persons  were 
chosen  to  form  the  Board  of  Superintendants  of  the  Theological 
College,  until  the  meeting  of  General  Synod,  which  shall  be  in 
1824,  viz.— 

Rev.  John  De  Witt,  Cornelius  C.  Cuyler,  Thomas  De  Witt, 
David  Parker,  Philip  Duryea,  Dr.  Philip  Milledoler,  Dr.  Jacob 
Brodhead,  J.  M.  Mathews,  William  M' Murray,  S.  S.  Woodhull, 
J.  S.  Vredenbergh,  Charles  Hardenbergh,  J.  L.  Zabriskie,  J.  V.  C. 
Romeyn,  and  Peter  Labagh. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  report 
was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate,  beg  leave  to  report, 
The  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendants  presents  to  this  Sy- 
nod, a  view  of  the  operations  and  state  of  our  Seminary  during  the 
year  past.  The  Board  were  unable  at  their  stated  session  in  Sep- 
tember last,  to  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  As 
the  regularity  of  their  stated  meetings  is  necessary  duly  to  regulate 
the  concerns  of  this  institution,  and  is  thus  conducive  to  its  pros- 
perity. Your  Committee  would  recommend  to  Synod,  a  resolution, 
enjoining  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Superintendants  to  be 
punctual  at  the  stated  meetings. 

The  most  fuvouralile  report  is  made  by  the  Board,  of  the  fidelity 
of  the  professors  in  continuing  and  enlarging  uie  course  of  studies 
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pursued,  aud  of  the  satisfactory  progress  of  the  students  in  the 
various  branches  of  Theological  science.  It  is  a  matter  of  most 
serious  and  painful  regret,  that  while  the  internal  state  of  the 
Seminary  is  thus  prosperous  and  promising,  its  outward  means  and 
resources  should  be  diminishing,  and  Its  prospect  of  adequate  sup- 
port become  so  discouraging.  Our  Churches  must  realize  this  in- 
stitution as  most  intimately  connected  with  their  own  welfare  and 
prosperity — it  is  the  fruit  of  the  prayers  and  labours  of  our  fathers, 
— it  has  thus  far,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  been  reared  by  our 
persevering  care  and  labour.  And  shall  we  suffer  this  inheritance  to 
depart  from  us?  Shall  we  cease  from  preserving  and  completing 
this  fabric  we  have  been  erecting  ?  Shall  we  through  criminal  neg- 
lect suffer  this  institution  to  decay,  even  whilst  Providence  is  smil- 
ing upon  it  ? 

The  measures  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Corporation,  and 
adopted  by  the  Synod  at  their  last  session,  if  faithfully  pursued  by  the 
Churches  in  general  co-operation,  would  meet  all  the  wants  of  the 
Church,  and  place  the  support  of  our  Theological  School  on  a  firm 
basis.  In  a  fair  proportion  among  all  the  Churches,  how  small 
would  be  the  contribution  required  from  each  Church  and  congre- 
gation— how  far  from  being  burdensome !  The  failure,  in  part,  of 
these  proposed  measures,  and  the  decrease  of  revenue  during  the 
year  past,  argue  a  want  of  union  and  co-operation.  Very  many 
Churches  have  entirely  neglected  to  improve  any  measure,  for  the 
support  of  the  Seminary;  in  others,  the  exertion  has  been  partial 
and  inconstant.  Where  all  the  Churches  have  a  common  interest, 
there  should  be  a  common  feeling  and  a  common  exertion.  Minis- 
ters must  ever  take  the  lead.  Zeal  and  co-operation  in  the  minis- 
ters will  produce  the  same  among  the  people.  It  is  of  high  impor- 
tance that  they  should  both  in  public  and  private  explain  the  wants, 
and  enforce  the  claims  of  this  institution;  and  that  they  should  by 
every  proper  method,  labour  to  excite  the  attention  and  interest  of 
the  people  on  this  subject. 

Your  Committee  have  considered  the  applications  of  Jacob  C. 
Sears,  James  H.  Teller,  and  William  S.  Dillingham,  recommended 
by  the  Consistories  of  Montgomery,  Greenbush,  and  Philadelphia, 
to  receive  aid  from  the  Van  Bunschoten  Fund,  and  recommend 
them  to  the  favourable  notice  of  Synod.— The  following  resolutions 
are  proposed  for  adoption: — 
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1 .  Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Superintendants  to  be  punctual,  in  their  attendance,  at  the  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board. 

2.  Resolvedy  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  the  ministers  belonging  to 
this  Church,  publicly  to  explain  the  wants,  and  enforce  the  claims 
of  the  Theological  School ;  and  by  every  proper  method  to  awak- 
en the  attention  and  interests  of  their  congregations,  in  adopting 
and  promoting  the  measures  proposed  by  General  Synod  in  relation 
to  it. 

3.  Resolved,  That  Jacob  C  Sears,  James  H.  Teller,  and  Wm. 
S.  Dillingham,  be,  and  are  hereby  recommended  to  the  Trustees 
of  Queens  College,  to  receive  aid  from  the  Van  Bunschoten  Fund, 
in  completing  their  Classical  and  Theological  Studies:  and  that 
the  sum  allowed  to  Jacob  C.  Sears  be  limited  to  $  125,  and  the 
sum  allowed  to  James  H.  Teller,  and  William  S.  Dillingham  to 
$  150  per  annum,  each;  these  being  the  stipulations  in  their  re- 
spective recommendations. 

In  relation  to  the  application  on  behalf  of  R,  D.  Van  Kleeck, 
founded  upon  the  information  received,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Queens  College,  refuse  to  renew  the  aid  from  the  Van  Bunschoten 
Fund,  unless  the  recommendation  be  annually  renewed  by  General 
Synod.  Your  Committee  would  state.  That  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  on  your  Committee,  gives  the  assurance,  that  the  reso- 
lution of  the  Board  has  been  misrepresented.  That  resolution  only 
requires  a  renewed  order  from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  warrant 
the  payment  of  the  sum  allowed.  They  reserve  to  themselves  a 
discretionary  power,  in  case  the  circumstances  and  character  of  the 
persons  recommended  may  change,  and  which  may  not  come  im- 
mediately under  the  inspection  of  General  Synod.  How  far  that 
discretion  may  be  safely  and  properly  entrusted  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  your  Committee  leave  for  Synod  to  decide :  they  would 
propose  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  recommendations  of  persons  to  receive  aid 
from  the  Van  Bunschoten  Fund,  be  considered  as  remaining  in  force, 
and  directed  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  until  rescinded  by  General 
Synod,  or  until  they  cease  by  their  own  limitation.

The  Rev.  John  Knox,  agreeably  to  appointment,  preached  the 
annual  Missionary  sermon,  before  Synod,  from  1  Cor.  iv.  2.  on  the 
evening  of  the  third  day  of  the  session,  ^hen  a  collection  was  taken 
up  for  Missionary  purposes. 

The  Rev.  Jesse  Fonda  was  appointed  to  preach  the  annual  Mis- 
sionary sermon  at  the  next  stated  meeting  of  Synod,  and  the  Rev. 
James  Romeyn  was  appointed  his  seamdus. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  reported,  and  their  report  wa« 
adopted,  and  is  a?  follows : — 

The  Committee  on  the  subject  of  Missions,  rfp(ni, 

That  they  have  examined  the  papers  committed  to  them,  and 
that  it  appears  from  the  report  of  the  standing  Committee  of  Mis- 
sions, that  they  have  had  but  three  Missionaries  in  their  employ 
during  the  last  year;  one  for  three  months,  and  the  other  about  two 
months  each.  The  manner  in  which  these  Missions  were  con- 
ducted— the  success  which  has  attended  their  labours  are  detailed 
in  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Missions  The  reason  assigned 
by  the  Committee  of  Missions,  why  their  operations  have  not ;  een 
more  extensive,  and  prosecuted  witb  more  vigour  and  energy,  has 
been  want  of  P'uuds  aud  want  of  Missionary  aid. 

It  does  appear  to  your  Conmiittee,  that  the  Missionary  opera- 
tions of  this  Synod  has  not  been  attended  (either  in  extending  the 
bounds  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  in  senera!,  or  our  Churches 
in  particular)  with  thai  degree  of  success,  which  might  have  been 
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expected.  Whether  this  has  been  owiug  to  a  radical  defect  in  our 
plan  of  Missionary  operations,  or  to  the  want  of  Missionary  zeal 
and  engagedness  in  the  Church  generally,  or  in  their  ministers  and 
licentiates  particularly,  your  Committee  will  not  undertake  to  say. 
Experience,  however,  has  shown,  that  the  transient  missions  of  a  fev\^ 
days  or  weeks  in  a  place,  have  not  been  attended  with  any  great 
degree  of  usefulness,  either  in  turning  souls  to  Christ,  or  in  organ- 
izing new  congregations.  The  plans  which  appear  to  have  been 
attended  with  the  most  success,  are  when  Missionaries  have  la- 
boured in  the  one  place,  until  a  Church  has  been  organized,  and 
in  some  measure  able  to  supply  themselves  in  whole  or  part  with 
the  preached  gospel.  But  one  of  the  greatest  difficulties  this  Sy- 
nod has  ever  laboured  under,  hasbeen  the  want  of  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  zealous,  devoted,  and  active  Missionaries. 

The  Committee,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lutions ; — 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Classes  and  congregations 
be  again  called  to  the  resolutions  adopted  by  this  Synod,  at  their 
meeting  in  1820,  on  the  subject  of  Missions. 

2.  Resolved,  That  those  congregations  who  take  up  collections 
for  the  contingent  and  Missionary  Funds,  jointly  be  requested  to 
state  what  proportion  of  their  collection  shall  be  applied  to  each; 
and  in  cases  where  no  instructions  are  given,  that  such  collections 
be  divided  equally,  one  half  for  Missions  and  the  other  for  the 
contingent  Fund. 

3.  Resolved,  That  any  four  members  of  the  Committee  of  Mis- 
sions, regularly  convened,  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. 

4.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  ministers  and  two  elders 
be  appointed  to  draw  up  a  plan  for  Missionary  operations,  and 
report  to  next  General  Synod.

Rev.  John  Knox,  Dr.  Philip  Milledoler,  and  S.  S.  Woodhull,  and 
the  Elders,  Messrs.  Michael  Schoonmaker,  and  John  Nitchie,  were 
appointed  a  Committee  to  draw  up  a  plan  of  Missionary  operations, 
to  report  to  Synod  at  its  next  stated  meeting. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  nominate  twice  the  number  of 
persons,  who  shall  constitute  the  Committee  of  Missions.    This 
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Committee  renorted  accordingly,  and  the  Synod  proceeded  to  bal- 
lot for  four  ministers  and  four  elders,  to  compose  tlie  Committee  of 
Missions  for  the  ensuing  year;  when  the  Rev.  Dr.  P.  Milledoler, 
William  M'Murray,  Charles  Hardenbergh,  and  John  Knox,  and  the 
Elders,  Messrs.  Michael  Schoonmaker,  T.  Hutton,  R.  Duryea,  and 
Heyer,  were  chosen  such  Committee.

The  Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  reported,  a  Pastoral 
letter,  addressed   to  the  Consistories  and  congregations  of  Sharon 
and  New-Rhineheck,  which  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: — 

The  Committee  appointed  to  draught  a  Pastoral  letter  to  the 
Consistories  and  congregations  of  Sharon  and  New-Rhinebeck, 
■with  design  to  warn  them  from  being  led  away  by  the  seductions 
of  their  late  Pastor,  and  to  confirm  them  in  those  principles  of  good 
order,  which  form  the  brightest  ornaments  of  the  christian  Church; 
beg  leave  to  report  for  adoption  the  following ; — 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  to  the  Con- 
sistories and  congregations  of  Sharon  and  New-Rhinebeck,  senekth 
greetting. — Grace,  mercy,  and  peace  be  multiplied  unto  you. 

Breihren,  beloved  in  the  Lord ;  circumstances  well  known  to 
yonr^elves,  have  in  the  opinion  of  General  Synod,  rendered  it  ad- 
visalde  to  address  you. 

The  particular  subject  of  this  address,  respects  your  duty  in  re- 
lation to  the  Rev.  Nicholas  Jones,  formerly,  but  now  (by  the  resig- 
nation of  his  call  into  the  hands  of  the  Consistory,  by  his  erroneous 
principles  and  irregular  practices,)  no  longer  your  Pastor;  or  entitled 
to  3'our  confidence  and  affection. 

We  appeal  to  your  own  knowledge.  You  have  had  yourselves 
lamentable  and  Undeniable  proof,  that  your  former  minister  is  at 
least  fallible,  and  that  he  has  erred  in  practice. 

He  has  twice  been  laid  under  Church  censure  and  supension, 
from  the  performance  of  ministerial  functions.  One  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  Classis,  and  another  from  the  Particular  Synod  of 
An>any  to  the  General  Synod,  have  only  tended  to  confirm  sen- 
tences of  censure  upon  him,  and  to  establish  more  strongly  the  truth 
that  he  was  wrong. 
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Upon  the  resignation  of  his  call  into  the  hands  of  the  Consistory, 
that  resignation  was  accompanied  with  a  communication,  evincive 
of  his  unyiekling  spirit — a  paper  full  of  ahuse,  breathing  a  gpirit  of 
total  insubordination  to  all  regular  Church  order,  government,  and 
discipline;  and  manifesting  principles  of  irreligion  and  impiety, 
perfectly  incompatible  with  the  character  of  a  gospel  minister. 

From  such  a  man  turn  away — imbibe  not  his  spirit — embrace 
not  his  principles — be  not  caught  in  his  wiles,  nor  led  astray  by 
his  seductions. 

Brethren,  will  you  not  forsake  a  man  who  has  denounced  and 
forsaken  the  Dutch  Church,  despised  its  standards,  renounced 
its  authority,  and  defied  its  |)ower  ?  Be  admonished  and  entreated 
to  continue  stedfast  in  the  faith,  and  in  your  attachment  to  the 
Church  in  which  you  were  born  and  educated  :  to  its  standards,  its 
principles,  purity,  its  disci|)line,  and  government. 

It  will  always  afford  the  General  Synod  much  pleasure,  to  learn 
that  you  are  disposed  to  love  and  obey  any  minister,  who  may  be 
regularly  over  you  in  the  Lord:  but  let  your  affection  towards  a 
Pastor  be  always  so  regulated,  as  never  to  lead  you  to  sin  against 
Gid,  by  promoting  either  directly  or  indirectly  divisions  and 
schisms  in  the  Church.  Consider  yourselves  as  a  part  of  the  Dutch 
Church,  and  fulfil  the  solemn  obligalioa  under  which  you  are  to 
keep  the  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace. 

Now,  Brethren,  we  beseech  you  by  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  that  ye  all  speak  the  same  thing,  and  that  ye  be  perfectly 
joined  together  in  the  same  judgment.  Follow  after  the  things  which 
make  for  peace.  But,  if  any  man  seem  to  be  contentious,  we  have 
no  such  custom,  neither  the  Churches  of  God. 

Accept,  dear  Brethren,  our  assurances  of  desire  for  your  welfare ; 
and  believe  the  sincerity  of  our  prayer,  that  you  may  increase  in 
grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
walking  continually  in  the  fear  of  God,  and  approving  things  that 
are  excellent.

ACTS  AND  PROCEEDINGS 

Of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  North 
America^  convened  in  the  City  of  JVew-  York,  on  Wednesday 
the  fifth  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-two.

FORMATION  OF  SYNOD. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Opening  of  Synod, 

The  Synod  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Selah  S, 
WooDMULL,  the  President  of  the  last  General  Synod,  who  preach- 
ed a  sermon  in  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the  session,  from 
Jude,  V.  3.

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  College  beg 
leave  to  present  their  annual  report  to  General  Synod. 

The  Board  have  the  pleasure  of  staling  that  the  College  has  lost 
none  of  its  interest  during  the  past  year,  and  that  its  internal  regu- 
lations have  been  conducted  with  increased  vigour  and  success. 

At  their  session  in  September,  the  following  young  gentlemen, 
having  produced  the  necessary  credentials,  were  admitted  as  mem- 
bers of  the  institution  :  Jonathan  F.  Morris,  Asa  Bennett,  Benja- 
min Van  Keuren,  Stephen  Meeker,  Daniel  Van  Olinden,  Elbert 
Slingerland,  William  Crookshank,and  Abram  Messier  ;  and  an  im- 
proved system  of  theological  study  was  digested  and  adopted  for 
the  regulation  of  the  College. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  May,  the  Professors  reported  the  fol- 
lowing persons,  as  having  pursued  their  studies  during  the  year 
past,  in  their  respective  classes  :

The  Board  attended  to  the  examination  of  the  students  of  the 
several  classes,  on  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  ;  Jewish  Anti- 
quities, critical  and  sacred  ;  Analysis  of  Sacred  Scripture,  includ- 
ing the  history  of  the  Old  Testament  Church  ;  Chronology,  Sacred 
Geography,  Canon  of  Scripture.  Church  History,  and  the  He- 
brew and  Greek  Languages,  kc.  In  these  studies,  the  students 
acquitted  themselves,  generally,  in  a  manner  highly  satisfactory  to 
the  Board,  and  creditable  to  themselves  and  their  instructers.  It 
appeared  obvious,  that  the  business  of  the  Institution  had  been 
pursued  with  greater  application  and  effect  than  at  any  former 
session. 

The  following  members  of  the  first  class,  having  completed 
their  course  of  study,  and  having  been  examined  as  to  experimen- 
tal religion,  and  their  views  in  entering  the  ministry,  were  recom- 
mended for  professoral  certificates,  preparatory  to  licensure,  viz. 
John  M'Clure,  Harman  B.  Stryker,  Benjamin  C.  Taylor,  John 
Van  De  Veer,  and  Samuel  Van  Vechten. 

At  this  meeting,  §592.50  were  appropriated  for  the  relief  of  in- 
digent students,  in  the  following  proportions,  viz.  To  one,  J^lOO  ; 
to  another,  §125;  to  another,  $112.50;  to  two  others,  §125 
each  ;  and  to  another,  §5  :  in  which  appropriation  they  have  been 
obliged  to  make  considerable  deductions  from  the  amount  de- 
manded. 

It  must  be  gratifying  to  the  Synod,  as  well  as  to  every  lover  of 
our  Zion,  to  observe  the  large  increase  of  numbers  in  our  Theo- 
logical College.  While  this  is  a  decisive  proof  of  the  growing  re- 
spectability and  usefulness  of  this  institution,  which  has  been  the 
object  of  our  solicitude,  and  the  subject  of  our  prayers  in  time 
past,  it  presents  a  pleasing  prospect,  that  our  destitute  churches 
will  soon  be  supplied  with  able  and  faithful  labourers,  and  that 
other  churches  may  be  planted  by  the  zealous  exertions  of  those 
who  mejy  annually  proceed  from  it.  But  while  the  Board  congra- 
tulate the  churches  on  these  animating  prospects,  they  are  still 
compelled  to  direct  their  attention  to  the  melancholy  fact,  that 
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with  all  these  circumstances  to  cheer  and  to  urge  to  exertioDj  this 
institution  continues  read\^  to  die,  for  want  of  support.  It  must 
not  be  disguised,  that  it  cannot  proceed  further,  unless  something 
is  promptly  done  to  augment  its  resources.  Its  treasury  is  com- 
pletely drained.  Who  that  feels  any  anxiety  for  the  prosperity  of 
our  church,  or  regards  the  glory  of  the  Redeemer,  can  look 
at  this  subject  without  concern  ?  Will  our  churches,  many  of 
which  are  blessed  with  wealth,  stand  still  and  witness  the  extinc- 
tion of  this  light  from  our  Zion  ?  Will  they  bear  the  responsibi- 
lity of  suffering  this  sacred  trust,  committed  to  their  care  by  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church,  to  fall,  without  a  vigorous  effort  to  save 
it  ?  Vv  ill  they  say  to  the  venerable  man,  who  has  spent  the  vigour 
of  his  life  in  training  up  candidates  for  the  ministry,  now  when  his 
head  is  whitened,  and  his  frame  enfeebled  with  age  in  this  honour- 
able employment,  '  We  have  no  more  value  for  your  services  V 
Will  they  say  to  his  assistant,  ^yi^om  Ihey  have  called  from  a  sta- 
tion of  comfort  and  usefulness,  '  Go  and  seek  for  employment  else- 
where V  Will  they  say  to  the  pious  youth,  who  have  devoted 
themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  who  look  to  them  for 
mstructionand  support, '  Return  to  your  homes,  and  abandon  your 
hopes  of  usefulness,  or  go  to  other  denominations  ?'  Surely  our 
chu^che^  cannot  have  felt  the  responsibility  laid  upon  them,  in  re- 
lation to  this  subject,  or  ihey  would  not  in  so  many  instances  have 
withheld  their  contributions.  Let  this  school  of  the  prophets  be 
disbanded,  and  our  Zion  may  put  on  sackcloth,  and  sit  in  the  dust. 
Let  this  seminary  of  divine  knowledge  fall,  and  you  may  write  on 
the  walls  of  our  Jerusalem,  Ichabod,  the  glory  is  departed.  What 
a  small  effort,  if  but  a  general  one,  would  prevent  this  sad  result! 
What  a  trifle  from  each  individual  (a  trifle  which  even  poverty  it- 
self might  spare)  would  furnish  ample  means  to  meet  all  its  de- 
mands !  It  is  ascertained,  that,  were  the  25  cent  contribution 
alone  universally  adopted,  it  would  place  the  operations  of  the  Se- 
minary above  embarrassment.  And  who  would  withhold  such  a 
pittance,  when  it  is  to  save  from  extinction  an  institution,  wfth 
which  is  connected  the  glory  of  the  Redeemer  for  perpetual  ge- 
nerations !  The  Superintendents  would  raise  their  voice  ;  let  the 
Board  of  Corporation  raise  their  voice,  and  let  the  General  Synod 
raise  their  voice,  and  proclaim,  again  and  again,  throughout  our 
slumbering  churches,  that  the  Theological  College,  the  strength, 
and  the  glory,  and  the  beauty  of  our  Zion,  must  fall  into  ruins,  un- 
less they  arise  for  its  help. 
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The  Board  have  the  painful  duty  of  reporting  (o  Synod,  that, 
since  their  last  annual  meeting,  two  of  their  number,  the  Rev. 
Charles  Herdenberg  and  the  Rev.  John  S.  Verdenberg,  have  been 
called  from  their  labo-urs  in  the  church  militant,  to  receive  their 
crowns  in  the  church  triumphant  j  and  while  they  mention  the 
mournful  event,  they  would  offer  the  alFectionate  tribute  of  their 
festimony  to  their  piety  and  worth.

STAATS  VAN  DEUSEN, 
Treasurer  of  (Queens  College 
To  the  Rev.  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church  of  North  America. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Standing  Committee 
of  Missions  : 

The  Committee  of  Missions  of  the  General  Synod  beg-leave  te» 
present  their  annual  report. 

While  they  have  endeavoured  faithfully  to  discharge  the  diities 
intrusted  to  them,  according  to  the  limited  means  put  at  their  dis- 
posal, they  cannot  but  indulge  the  hope,  that  their  labour  has  not 
been  altogether  in  vain. 

Immediately  on  the  organization  of  the  Committee,  under  the 
last  appointment  of  Synod,  application  was  made  by  the  licentiates, 
Isaac  S.  Ketchum  and  Abram  Fort^  for  missionary  employment.  Af- 
ter suitable  inquiries,  by  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose, 
the  above  named  persons  were  appointed  to  proceed  to  the  counties 
of  Montgomery  and  Herkimer,  and  the  adjacent  regions,  and  to  la- 
bour in  such  places  as  to  them  might  seem  to  present  the  greatest 
prospect  of  usefulness,  for  the  term  of  three  months.  In  compliance 
with  this  appointment,  they  have  laboured  principally  in  the  towns 
of  Manheim  and  Danube,  preaching  on  the  Sabbath,  lecturing  in 
the  week,  and  visiting  from  house  to  house.  From  their  journal, 
it  appears  that  they  have  faithfully  fulfilled  their  appointment,  and, 
it  is  hoped,  not  without  favourable  results.  They  represent  the 
region  of  their  labours  as  one  deplorably  destitute  of  gospel  privi- 
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lieges,  and  as  calling  loudly  for  missionary  exertions  ;  and  the  Com- 
snittee  regret,  that  it  has  not  been  in  their  power  to  bestow  atten- 
tion to  them,  corresponding  with  the  urgency  of  their  wants.  Va- 
rious places  visited  by  the  missionaries,  are  represented  as  being 
sunk  in  gross  darkness,  as  it  regards  their  moral  and  religious 
state  ;  and  yet  disposed  to  receive  with  gratitude  those  who  come 
to  them,  to  dispense  the  light  of  the  gospel. 

Manheim,  which  has  been  a  station  for  some  time  occupied  by 
the  Committee,  seems  to  be  one  of  some  importance,  as  being  the 
centre  of  a  very  destitute  region.  The  people  of  this  place  hav- 
ing requested,  through  the  missionary  Mr.  Ketchum,  a  continu- 
ance of  his  mission  one  month,  to  preach  statedly  among  them,  the 
Committee  granted  them  their  request.  The  result  is,  that  they 
have  presented  a  call  to  him,  which,  your  Committee  are  happy 
to  understand,  he  has  accepted.  This  is  considered  as  an  event 
of  no  ?mali  importance,  as  it  is  hoped  it  will  open  up  the  way  for 
the  permanent  occupation,  by  our  Church,  of  many  waste  places 
lying  around  it. 

It  was  stated  in  the  last  report,  that  Mr.  Jared  Dewing  had  been 
induced  to  accept  a  mission,  recommended  by  a  Committee  of  the 
Classis  of  Albany,  to  Princetown  and  its  vicinity.  It  was  resolved 
by  your  Committee,  that  he  be  considered  as  in  their  employ,  un- 
til the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  originally  appoint- 
ed, and  that  he  be  directed  to  continue  his  labours  at  Princetown 
and  its  vicinity.  Mr.  Dewing  accordingly  fulfilled  his  appointment 
at  that  place,  not  only  with  faithfulness,  but  with  very  considera- 
ble success.  His  mission  commenced  under  interesting  circum- 
stances. A  church  had  been  recently  organized,  and  a  considera- 
ble awakening  had  commenced.  During  the  continuance  of  Mr, 
Dewing's  labours,  the  attention  continued  ;  considerable  numbers 
appeared  anxiously  inquiring  ;  several  members  were  added  to  the 
church,  and  a  favourable  change  was  produced  on  the  morals  of  the 
community.  Mr.  Dewing's  public  exercises  of  preaching  and  lec- 
.turing  were,  for  a  considerable  part  of  his  term,  six  times  a  week, 
besides  visiting  and  exhorting  daily  from  house  to  house.  At  the 
close  of  his  engagement,  the  Committee  re-appointed  him  to  the 
same  place  ;  but  they  regret  to  state,  he  declined  the  appointment^ 
and  no  other  has  by  them  been  obtained  to  occupy  the  station. 

The  Committee,  feeling  a  deep  interest  in  the  Church  at  Spotts- 
wood,  which  had  been  raised  up  and  fostered  by  their  care,  and 
desirous  to  encourage  them  in  their  exertions  to  establish  a  minister, 
resolved,  at  a  meeting  held  the  ."Jth  of  September  last,  that  if  that 
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people  should  take  measures  immediately  to  obtain  the  settlement 
of  a  minister,  the  Committee  would  pay  the  sum  of  |100  towards 
his  support  for  one  year.  But  as  that  people  have  not  yet  taken 
the  measures  proposed,  the  above  proposition  of  the  Committee 
has  not  gone  into  operation.  With  regard  to  that  Church,  it  is 
gratifying  to  state,  that  they  have  completed  a  commodious  house 
for  public  worship,  and  that  their  prospects  appear  encouraging. 

In  a  note  accompanying  the  last  report,  the  Synod  were  inform- 
ed, that  Mr.  A.  I.  Switz  had  been  solicited  to  accept  an  appoint- 
ment, for  three  months,  at  Athol,  Johnsburg,  Caldwell,  and  War- 
ren, in  the  county  of  Warren.  This  mission  has  since  been  ful- 
filled. Mr.  Switz  met  with  a  favourable  reception.  He  repre- 
sents the  moral  condition  of  those  places  as  deplorable.  In  some 
of  them,  however,  the  preaching  was  well  attended,  and  our  mis- 
sionary met  wath  encouraging  success  in  establishing  Sabbath 
Schools,  prayer  meetings,  and  Bible  classes.  As,  however,  it  is 
understood  that  this  ground  is  at  least  partially  occupied  by  the 
Young  Men's  Missionary  Society  of  this  city,  the  Committee  have 
not  thought  it  necessary  to  continue  a  missionary  there.  From 
the  past  usefulness  of  Mr.  Switz,  however,  it  was  thought  desira- 
ble to  continue  him  in  some  field  where  the  benefit  of  his  exer- 
tions might  still  be  derived.  A  letter  was  therefore  addressed  to 
him  by  the  Clerk,  inquiring  whether  he  was  informed  of  any  place 
where  he  might  labour  with  a  prospect  of  usefulness  ;  and  if  so, 
whether  he  would  be  willing  to  accept  another  appointment  ?  In 
answer  to  which  communication,  a  letter  was  received  from  him, 
proposing  to  accept  a  mission  in  the  vacant  congregations  of  Wes- 
terlo  and  Oakhill  for  two  months  ;  vhich  appointment  was  accor- 
dingly made  and  fulfilled  ;  and,  at  its  expiration,  an  additional  ap- 
pointment of  one  month  w^as  given  him.  With  regard  to  Westerlo, 
Mr.  Switz  states,  that  he  found  that  congregation  in  a  deplorable 
condition,  on  account  of  the  inroads  of  other  denominations,  and 
the  exertions  of  sectarians  hostile  to  the  truth.  It  is  with  plea- 
sure the  Committee  have  learned,  that  they  have  so  far  recovered 
from  these  effects,  as  to  have  united  in  presenting  a  call  to  Mr. 
Abram  Fort,  formerly  mentioned  as  in  the  employ  of  the  Com- 
mittee, which  it  is  understood  he  has  accepted,  and  that  he  is 
ordained  to  the  charge  of  that  people. 

With  regard  to  the  congregation  at  Oakhill,  it  is  reported  not  to 
be  inferior  to  that  of  Westerlo,  in  regard  to  resources  ;  but  that 
some  circumstances  had  operated  to  retard  the  settlement  of  a  mi- 
nister.    The  state  of  religion,  at  the  close  of  the  mission,  seemed 
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on  the  whole,  to  be  promising,  and  numbers  appeared  to  be  ear- 
nestly longing  to  have  the  ordinances  of  the  gospel  statedly  dis- 
pensed among  them.  The  Committee,  however,  have  not  heard 
that  any  thing  effectual  has  been  done  for  the  accomplishment  of 
this  most  desirable  object. 

Early  in  October  last,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Rev.  Da- 
vid Devoe,  requesting  to  be  appointed  to  labour  a  part  of  his  time 
in  the  employment  of  the  Committee  ;  which  appointment  was 
made.  Several  communications  have  been  received  from  Mr. 
Devoe,  in  which  it  appears  that  he  has  laboured  with  great 
faithfulness,  and  considerable  success,  chiefly  in  the  destitute 
places  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  preaching  in  public,  and  vi- 
siting families ;  and  that  he  has  organized  a  church  in  the  north 
part  of  tlie  town  of  Oppenheim,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery, 
distinguished  as  the  Second  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  Oppenheim. 
A  petition  has  been  received  from  the  oflicers  of  said  church,  im- 
ploring missionary  aid.  Mr.  Devoe  also  organized  a  church  in  the 
town  of  Fayette,  in  Seneca  county,  and  another  inLeroy,  in  Jeffer- 
son county.  It  appears  from  hisjournal,tljat  his  labours  have  been 
abundant,  having  preached  58  sermons,  visited  143  families,  and 
travelled  1254  miles  ;  that  his  preaching-  was  well  attended  ;  and 
that  the  regions  through  which  he  laboured  present  a  favourable 
prospect  of  extending  the  boundaries  of  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church. 

In  the  month  of  October,  an  application  was  made  for  the  ser- 
vices of  a  missionary,  in  Stilwater,  New-Jersey,  accompanied  with 
a  statement  of  the  situation  of  that  congregation  ;  which  induced 
the  Committee  to  appoint  Mr.  Isaac  A.  Van  Hook,  for  a  term  of 
two  months  at  that  place.  This  mission  was  afterwards  continu- 
ed for  one  additional  month.  It  appears  that  a  Dutch  Reformed 
Church  had  existed  there  for  some  time  ;  but  it  had  been  distract- 
ed by  divisions,  and  the  state  of  religion  had  become  extremely 
low.  The  exertions  of  Mr.  Van  Hook  seem  to  have  been  blessed 
in  exciting  their  attention  ;  and  there  is  a  prospect  of  their  being 
induced  to  do  something  for  the  permanent  settlement  of  the  gos- 
pel among  them.  The  Classis  of  New-Brunswick  have  applied 
to  the  Committee  in  their  behalf,  to  furnish  them  with  a  missiona- 
ry, for  at  least  the  ensuing  summer.  This  application  being  re- 
cently made,  no  appointment  has  yet  taken  place. 

A  communication  was  received  from  a  committee  of  the  Classis 
of  Ulster,  proposing  to  advance  the  sum  of  $5(d  for  missionary  pur- 
poses, provided  the  Committee  should  send  a  missionary  io  labour 
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Ill  the  desuiuie  settlements  of  Beaverdam,  Middletown,  and  the 
places  adjacent,  within  the  bounds  of  said  Classis.  The  Commit- 
tee forthwith  resolved  to  take  immediate  measures  to  meet  this 
application;  but  are  under  the  painful  necessity  of  stating,  that, 
although  several  persons  have  at  different  times  been  appointed, 
all  have  decUned  accepting ;  until  recently  Mr.  Van  Hook  has 
consented  to  undertake  amissionto  those  places,  for  three  months: 
While  they  sincerely  regret  that  their  attempts  have  proved  so 
iucfifectual,  they  are  constrained  to  mention  with  approbation  this 
measure  of  the  Classis  of  Ulster,  and  would,  with  all  deference, 
recommend  it  to  the  imitation  of  other  Classes,  with  the  confi- 
dence thst  such  a  measure,  generally  adopted,  would  have  a  ten- 
dency most  efficaciously  to  supply  our  destitute  settlements,  and 
extend  the  boundaries  of  our  Zion. 

An  appointment  has  also  been  given  to  the  licentiate  Mr.  S.  Z. 
Goetchius,  to  Manheim  and  the  adjacent  places,  which  have  been 
occupied  as  missionary  ground,  in  the  month  of  March  last,  but 
the  Committee  have,  as  yet,  received  no  communication  from 
him.  Several  other  appointments  to  different  places  have  been 
made  and  declined. 

Though  the  Committee  have  endeavoured  faithfully  to  discharge 
their  duties  ;  and  in  the  best  manner  they  were  able,  to  super- 
intend the  missionary  interests  of  the  Synod  ;  yet  they  still  are 
constrained  to  reiterate  the  old  complaints,  Tvant  of  missionaries^, 
and  -ica'at  of  funds.  It  is  earnestly  to  be  desired,  that  the  atten- 
tion of  our  churches  should  be  more  decidedly  and  efficiently  di- 
rected to  these  subjects.  Our  missionary  enterprise  has  by  no 
means  corresponded  with  our  ability,  and  the  Committee  would 
'humbly  add,  with  our  obligations  and  duty.  The  attempts  which 
i\ave  been  made,  have  often  failed  for  want  of  men  devoted  to 
missionary  labour,  who  could  be  permanently  employed  in  the 
same  field  :  and  of  means  to  employ  them,  even  could  they  be 
obtained.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  more  of  our  licentiates,  from 
our  theological  college;  do  not  come  forth,  animated  by  this  apos- 
tolic spirit.  May  not  the  hope  be  entertained,  that  the  growing 
-numbers  and  growing  zeal  of  our  candidates  for  the  ministry,  and 
the  liberality  of  our  people,  and  their  prompt  compliance  with 
the  calls  of  the  Synod,  in  behalf  of  our  destitute  and  languishing 
churches,  may  speedily  remove  both  these  difficulties,  so  that 
the  hands  of  those  who  manage  this  important  interest,  may  be 
no  longer  bound  ?  The  experience  of  every  year  confirms  the 
remark,  that  the  employment  of  a  missionary  over  a  widely  ex- 
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tended  country,  for  a  few  months,  can  be  productive  of  little 
permanent  good,  when  the  places  over  which  they  thus  rapidly 
pass,  are  left,  perhaps,  twice  as  long  in  a  state  of  utter  destitu- 
tion of  the  means  of  grace.  Years  must  elapse  before  any  per° 
manent  encroachments  can  be  made  on  the  kingdom  of  darkness, 
or  any  accession  of  territory  acquired  to  the  Prince  of  Peace,  on 
this  system.  Sound  policy,  as  well  as  long  experience,  dictates, 
that  little  can  be  effected,  but  by  permanent  establishments ;  by 
bringing  to  the  destitute  places  under  our  care,  the  stated  admi- 
nistration of  the  word  and  ordinances.  Your  Committee  conceive 
that  more  is  done  for  the  cause  of  our  Redeemer,  by  planiin<^ 
the  gospel  down  in  one  spot,  where  a  prospect  presents  itself  of 
collecting  together  one  church,  than  by  employing  ten  missiona- 
ries over  a  large  district  of  country,  where  their  labours  cannot 
be  concentrated,  and  but  a  small  part  of  service  can  be  devoted  to 
individual  congregations,  and  that  at  long  and  uncertain  intervals. 
Without  presuming  to  dictate,  the  Committee  would  suggest  t© 
Synod  the  propriety  of  adopting  some  measures  calculated  to 
place  our  missionary  interests  on  a  more  permanent  foundation  ; 
and  to  produce  a  result  better  adapted  to  the  permanent  extension 
of  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  in  our  own  denomination.  Whether 
these  objects  are  to  be  advanced  by  dissolving  the  Committee  of 
Missions,  and  committing  all  this  important  trust  to  the  society 
recently  formed,  is  for  the  wisdom  of  Synod  to  determine.  Your 
Committee  beg  leave  to  express  their  satisfaction,  on  witnessing 
an  awakened  attention  to  the  object  of  missions  ;  and  their  earnest 
prayer  that  it  may  spread  through  all  our  churches,  and  that  our 
beloved  Sion  may  extend,  and  flourish,  and  become  a  praise  in 
gjl  the  earth.

The  Committee  appointed  to  draw  up  a  plan  of  missionary 
operations,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  referred  tc 
the  Committee  on  Missions : 

The  Committee  appointed  bj^  Synod,  at  its  meeting  in  June. 
1821,  "  to  draw  up  a  plan  of  missionary  operation,"  respectfully 
report, 

That  the  objects  heretofore  contemplated  by  Synod,  in  its  mis- 
sionary exertions,  are,  in  their  opinion,  the  best  that  can  be  de- 
vised, viz.  aiding  feeble  and  languishing  congregations  in  the  sup- 
port of  the  gospel,  and  organizing  new  congregations  within  its 
bounds.  To  secure  these  objects,  the  labours  of  missionaries 
ought  to  be  less  scattered,  and  longer  continued  in  one  place,  than 
they  usually  have  been  ;  and  it  is  of  indispensable  importance  that 
Synod  urge  liberality  in  the  contributions  of  its  churches  for  mis- 
sionary purposes. 

Your  Committee  would  advert  to  a  Missionary  Society,  limited 
in  its  members,  its  resources,  and  its  objects,  to  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,  which  has  originated  under  encouraging  auspices, 
since  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  ;  a  particular  account  of  which 
will  be  furnished  from  another  quarter.  This  institution,  your 
Committee  would  recommend  to  the  favourable  notice  of  Synod^ 
and  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  Synod's  diverting  all  its  missiona 
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iry  resources,  for  the  present,  into  its  treasury,  and  adopting  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  that  Society  as  its  "  Committee  of  Missions;-' 
holding  it  subject  to  the  control  of  Synod,  and  requiring  from  it 
annually  a  condensed  and  brief  report  of  its  proceedings. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Romeyn  and  Neill,  and  Mr.  Bethune,  be 
a  Committee  to  confer  with  a  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  of 
th€  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  (if  such  a  one  shall  be  appointed,) 
on  the  subject  of  a  connexion,  by  correspondence,  between  the 
two  Churches,  and  make  report  to  the  next  General  Assembly." 
A  true  copy  from  the  minutes.

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Milledoler,  Cornelius  C.  Cuyler, 
and  the  Elder,  Mr.  Henry  Rutgers,  be  a  Committee  to  confer  with 
the  above  named  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly. 

One  hundred  copies  of  the  fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  United 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  were  laid  on  the  table  of  Synod,  for 
the  use  of  the  members  ;  and  also  a  communication  from  Mr.  Ze- 
chariah  Lewis,  one  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  United  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society,  requesting  Synod  to  take  measures,  more  exten- 
sively to  aid  the  funds  of  said  Society  ;  which  communication 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

A  communication  from  the  Rev.  Paschal  N.  Strong,  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  of  "  The  Missionary  Society  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,"  announcing  the  formation  of  said  Society,  and 
giving  information  respecting  its  organization  and  objects,  was  re- 
ceived, and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  New- York, 
presenting  the  case  of  Mark  Jordan,  a  man  of  colour,  who  is  de- 
sirous of  entering  the  ministry,  and  requesting  Synod  to  adopt  such 
regulations  for  this  and  similar  cases,  as  in  their  wisdom  they  shall 
4eem  adviseable  ;  which  communication  was  referred  to  a  special 
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Gommittee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Jacob  Sickles,  A.  N.  Kittle, 
and  the  Elder,  Mr.  G.  B.  Vroom. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Board  of  Corporation. 
The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Corpo- 
ration, and  referred  to  the  Rev.  Peter  D.  Fraeligh,  Jesse  Fonda, 
Ralph  A.  Westervelt,  Jacob  Schoonmaker  ;  and  the  Elders, 
Messrs.  John  Bogart,  Jacob  R.  Hardenberg,  and  Isaac  Heyer. — 
Rev.  Robert  Bronk  was  afterwards  substituted  in  the  place  of 
Rev.  P.  D.  Fraeligh,  upon  his  obtaining  leave  of  absence. 

The  Board  of  Corporation  respectfully  submit  to  the  General 
Synod  the  following  report  of  their  proceedings  during  the  past 
year : 

The  Board  have  met  regularly  since  their  re-appointment,  and 
have  transacted  the  business  that  has  come  before  them  with  their 
usual  unanimity. 

It  will  be  recollected,  that  in  their  last  report  they  recommend- 
ed to  the  Synod,  in  reltition  to  the  matters  in  controversy  with 
the  Trustees  of  Queens  College,  to  appoint  a  Committee,  of 
persons  not  members  of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  who  should  be 
instructed  and  empowered  to  negotiate  with  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, in  relation  to  those  matters,  and  endeavour  to  bring  the 
same  to  an  amicable  adjustment  ;  and  in  case  the  said  Committee 
could  agree  on  such  adjustment  with  the  Trustees,  that  the  Com> 
mittee  should  report  their  proceedings  to  the  Board  of  Corpora- 
tion, who  were  empowered  to  do  all  acts  to  execute  the  same  on 
the  part  of  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Synod  agreeably  to  this  re- 
commendation, met  with  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  after  closing 
their  conference,  presented  to  the  Board  of  Corporation  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  their  proceedings,  viz. 

"  The  Committee  appointed  by  the  General  S^'nod  of  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church  at  their  session  in  June  last,  to  "  negotiate 
with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queens  College,  in  relation  to  the 
matters  in  controversy  with  said  Trustees,"  &c.  respectfully  re- 
port to  the  Board  of  Corporation  of  the  General  Synod  : 

"  That  they  attended  to  the  duties  assigned  them,  and  held  a 
conference  with  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
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^n  the  first  Tuesday  in  September  instant.  After  a  free  conver- 
sation on  the  matters  in  dispute,  the  Committee  separated  for  the 
purpose  of  allowino;  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  delibe- 
rate. The  Committees  again  assembled  in  the  evening,  when  the 
following  resolution,  passed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  was 
presented,  viz. 

"  Resolved,  that  the  resolution  of  the  Board  directing  that  the 
Treasurer  be  directed  to  charge  the  sum  of  two  thousand  two 
hundred  and  twelve  57-100  dollars,  with  the  interest  thereon,  to 
the  Professoral  Fund,  and  to  discharge  the  literary  fund  there- 
from, be  rescinded. 

Extract  from  the  minutes. 

C.  L.  HARDENBERGH,  Secr'y. 

Sept.  5th,  1821." 

"  The  Committee  of  the  Board  stated,  that  the  Trustees  ac- 
knowledged themselves  indebted  to  the  General  Synod  the  above 
sum  of  ,§2212  57,  with  the  interest  which  had  accrued  there- 
on, and  were  willing  and  anxious  to  pay  Sdid  debt,  but  that  their 
embarrassed  circumstances  placed  them  in  a  dilemma.  The 
above  sum  had  been  expended  in  the  structure  of  the  College 
edifice.  Besides  this,  they  stand  indebted  to  the  Bank  of  New- 
Brunswick  in  the  sum  of  ^4000,  and  that  their  only  means  to 
pay  said  debts  consist  in  the  College  ground  and  edifice  ;  and  that 
the  trustees,  anxious  to  come  to  an  adjustment,  had  at  their  pre- 
sent meeting  adopted  the  following  resolution  : 

*'  Resolved,  That  this  Board  will  convey  to  the  Synod  of  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church  in  America,  the  College  edifice  and  lot 
attached  to  it,  for  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars,  on  condition 
that  it  be  appropriated  to  the  purposes  of  a  theological  college. 
Extract  from  the  minutes. 

C.  L.  HARDENBERGH,  Sec'ry. 

September  4,  1821." 

*'  To  this  proposition  the  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  ob- 
jected, on  accoqnt  of  the  condition  annexed  to  such  conveyance, 
inasmuch  as  it  would  deprive  the  General  Synod  of  their  right  and 
privilege  of  investing  their  property  in  a  different  manner,  or  to 
greater  advantage.  The  Committee  of  the  Board  then  stated, 
(although  not  as  officially  directed,)  that  their  only  alternative 
would  be  to  sell  the  College  edifice  and  lots,  and  fropi  the  pro- 
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ceeds  thereof  to  liquidate  their  debts,  and  satisfy  the  General 
Synod.  And  here  the  conference  on  this  subject  ended.  This 
statement  is  now  laid  before  the  Board  of  Corporation,  without 
the  expression  of  any  advice  by  the  Committee  of  General  Synod, 
believing  that  if  the  way  is  in  any  wise  opened  for  the  more 
amicable  adjustment  of  this  difference,  than  was  apprehended,  it 
will  be  cordially  embraced  by  the  Board  of  Corporation. 

*«  With  respect  to  the  right  of  control  and  direction  of  the  Pro- 
fessoral  fund,  the  Committee  of  the  Board  stated  that  the  Trus- 
tees could  not  admit  said  right  any  farther  than  the  appropriation 
of  the  proceeds  or  interest  of  that  fund  to  the  support  of  a  Pro- 
fessorate, located  at  Brunswick  ;  and  that  while  they  desired  to 
receive  the  views  and  opinions  of  General  Synod  with  respect 
and  attention,  they  could  not  admit  their  acts  relative  to  the  dis- 
position and  management  of  the  funds  to  be  in  themselves  obliga- 
tory. After  a  free  conversation,  the  Committee  of  the  Board 
continued  to  adhere  to  this  view  of  the  subject.  It  was  at  the 
same  time  stated,  that  the  Trustees  were  entirely  willing  to  ex- 
hibit annually  a  detailed  statement  of  the  state  of  the  Professoral 
fund.  A  statement  of  the  present  state  of  that  fund  was  put  into 
the  hands  of  the  Committee  of  General  Synod,  which  is  herewith 
transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Corporation. 

All  which  is  submitted.

The  Board  of  Corporation  having  carefully  considered  this  re- 
port of  the  Committee  of  Synod,  in  relation  to  the  negotiation  of 
that  Committee  with  the  Board  of  Trustees,  were  of  opinion  that 
it  contained  nothing  which  required  any  ratification  by  them. 
The  act  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  rescinding  a  former  resolution, 
as  mentioned  in  that  report,  is  no  more  than  acknowledging  the 
impropriety  of  their  having  pronounced  the  litigated  balance  of 
<J2212  57  "  paid  and  overpaid."  The  proposition  to  convey  to 
Synod  the  College  lot  and  buildings,  was  very  properly  objected 
to  by,  the  Committee.  Not  only  the  reason  mentioned  by  the 
Committee  should  prevent  the  acceptance  of  said  proposition, 
but  there  are  other  reasons  of  the  same  tendency  :  for  the  Board 
of  Corporation  are  advised  by  counsel  learned  in  the  law,  that  a 
corporate  body  in  one  state  cannot  hold  real  estate  in  another ; 
and  there  would  consequently  be  danger  of  difficujty  in  relatio^n

to  the  tenure  of  the  property  proposed  to  be  conveyed  The 
Synod,  moreover,  have  not  authorized  their  Board  of  Corpora 
tion,  nor  any  others,  to' stipulate  that  they  will  always  have  a 
Theological  College  at  New-Brunswick.  And  besides,  the  pecu- 
niary interests  and  affairs  of  Synod  are  opposed  to  the  acceptance 
of  the  proposition. 

But,  the  Board  of  Trustees  having,  as  mentioned  in  said  re- 
port, rescinded  the  resolution  by  which  the  Board  of  Corpora- 
tion had  considered  the  door  of  negotiation  as  closed  ;  the  Com- 
mittee of  Synod  appearing  to  have  finished  all  that  they  had  con- 
templated to  do  ;  and  the  Board  of  Corporation  being  earnestly 
desirous  to  close  this  long  and  unpleasant  difference,  the  Board 
resolved  that  they  were  ready  to  confer  with  a  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  who  might  be  appointed  for  the  purpose,  in 
the  hope  that  another  effort  would  not  prove  fruitless.  They 
therefore  directed  their  secretary  to  inform  the  clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  their  desire  to  confer  with  them  ;  and  that 
in  case  a  committee  wdre  appointed  for  the  purpose,  the  confer- 
ence might  be  held  in  the  city  of  New- York. 

The  Board  of  Corporation  are  happy  to  state,  that  this  propo- 
sition was  received  in  a  very  friendly  manner  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  was  acted  upon  with  all  the  promptitude  that  cir- 
cumstances would  admit. 

The  Committees  of  Conference  met  in  New-York  at  the  house 
of  Col.  Henry  Rutgers  on  the  14th  of  March  last  ;  and  after  long 
and  careful  deliberation,  the  Committees  unanimously  agreed  to 
adopt  the  following  plan,  as  calculated  to  produce  favourable  re- 
sults— viz. 

"  1st.  The  Trustees  to  agree  to  use  the  utmost  exertions  to 
have  the  proceeds  of  the  funds  collected  always  within  (say'' 
three  months  after  they  have  become  due. 

2d.  The  Trustees  to  collect  all  moneys  which  are  loaned  to 
persons  who  do  not  regularly  pay  the  interest. 

3d.  The  Trustees  to  agree  to  re-invest  (if  the  joint  Committee 
mentioned  below  deem  it  expedient)  the  moneys  which  may  be 
paid  in,  in  United  States  or  New- York  State  stock, 

4th.  The  Trustees  to  report  by  their  Treasurer  to  the  Board 
of  Corporation  on  the  20th  day  of  May,  annually,  the  receipts 
during  the  year  preceding,  and  the  arrears  due  on  the  several 
funds . 
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5th.  The  Trustees  to  agree  to  appoint  a  joint  committee  of 
their  Board  to  act  with  a  committee  of  the  Synod,  or  their  corpo- 
ration to  attend  to  the  funds  generally. 

6th  The  Trustees  to  acknowledge  that,  according  to  existing 
stipulations  between  them  and  the  General  Synod,  there  is  the 
sum  of  §2212  57,  due  from  the  Literary  to  the  Professoral  fund, 
which  sum  they  will  invest  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  Professoral 
fund,  as  soon  as  they  shall  have  the  means,  and  also  will  pay  all 
the  arrearages  of  interest,  to  the  objects  for  which  such  interest 
was  designed." 

The  above  plan  of  the  Committees  of  Conference  was  fully  ra- 
tified and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Corporation,  at  their  stated 
meeting  on  the  29th  of  March.  They  have  received  the  follow- 
ing official  communication,  which  shows  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  on  this  matter.  The  Board  of  Corporation 
will  make  no  remark  on  this  communication,  except  that  their 
effort  to  bring  this  difference  to  a  conclusion  has  been,  by  this  act 
of  that  body,  entirely  frustrated. 

The  following  is  their  communication,  viz. 

««  New-Brunswick,  30th  May,  1822. 

"  In  conformity  with  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  a 
late  meeting,  I  enclose  you  the  following  : 

'  The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  propesitions  agreed 
upon  by  the  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Corporation  of  the  Gene- 
ral Synod  and  ol  this  i^oard,  beg  leave  to  report : 

'  1st.  As  to  the  first  proposition.  The  Trustees  always  have, 
and  will  continue  to  collect,  as  faithfully  as  they  can,  the  interest 
of  the  funds  under  their  control 

'  2d,  and  3d.  As  to  the  second  and  third  propositions.  The 
Trustees  will  exercise  their  best  discretion  as  to  the  change  of 
loans,  where  the  interest  is  not  punctually  paid,  and  re-invest  the 
amount  as  heretofore,  for  the  best  advantage  of  those  entitled  to 
the  proceeds. 

'  4th.  That  the  Treasurer  shall  make  report  annually  to  the 
Board  of  Corporation  on  or  about  the  20th  of  May,  of  the  amount 
of  receipts  during  ihe  year  preceding,  and  also  the  arrears  due 
on  the  Professoral  and  Van  Bunschoten  funds. 

'5th.  As  to  this  proposition.  The  Committee  consider  that  the 
management  of  these  funds  belongs  exclusively  to  this  Board,  in 
accordance  with  existing  stipulations  on  this  subject. 
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*  ^th.  As  to  this  proposition.     The  Committee  report,  that  the 
^balance  due  from  the  Literary  to  the  Frofessoral  fund  has  been 
repeatedly  recognized^  and  which  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Board  to 
satisfy  as  soon  as  it  is  in  their  power. 
All  which  is  submitted.

Agreeably  to  the  request  of  the  General  Synod,  at  their  last 
session,  the  Board  of  Corporation  issued  a  circular  letter  to  the 
churches  under  the  care  of  the  Synod,  signed  by  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  urging  on  them  the  importance  and 
necessity  of  the  collections  directed  to  be  made  by  the  Synod,  but 
the  Board  cannot  congratulate  the  Synod  on  the  amount  received 
from  these  collections,  during  the  past  year.  Notwithstanding 
tlie  surprise  and  regret  expressed  in  the  report  cf  a  committee  of 
the  last  Synod,  "  that  so  many  congregations  had  shown  so  mani- 
fest a  disregard  to  the  order  of  Synod,  and  to  the  dearest  interests 
of  the  church,"  the  Board  of  Corporation  have  to  report,  that 
aljout  fifty  congregations,  during  the  past  year,  have  not  attended 
to  the  injunction  of  the  Synod. 

As  the  S}nod  have  directed  the  delinquent  churches  to  be 
marked  and  rejmrted,  the  following  are  presented  to  the  notice  of 
the  General  Synod,  as  not  having  attended  to  any  of  the  collec- 
tions, viz..  Bushwick,  New  Utrecht,  Staten-Island,  Courtlandt- 
town,  Freehold,  Walpeck,  Stillwater,  2d  Church  in  Philadel- 
phia, North  Branch,  North  and  South  Hampton,  Ponds,  Stone- 
house  Plains,  Montville,  Preakne.ss,  Newfoundland,  New  Hemp- 
stead, St.  John  and  Linlithgow,  Hyde  Park,  Redhook,  Rochester, 
Warwarsing,  Clove,  (Classis  of  Ulster,)  Hurley,  Ashokan, 
Flatbush,  (Classis  of  Ulster,)  Esopus,  Neversink,  Mamakating, 
Beaverdam,  Middletown,  Woodstock,  Caughnawaga,  Flor-da,

Greenwich,  Catskill,  Tappan,  Union  Village,  Ojsterbay,  Wash- 
ington and  Gibbonsville,  Fishkill,  Kingston,  Pompton,  Pompton 
Plains,  Kinderhook,  Haerlem,  Tarrytown,  New  Shannac,  Green- 
bush  and  Blooming-grove,  New  Hurley,  Berne,  Saratoga,  North- 
umberland, Middletown,  Harlingen,  Bethlehem,  Coeymans,  New 
Paltz,  Schaghticoke,  Hopewell,  Rhinebeck,  Hempstead,  Ramapo, 
3d  and  4th  wards  Schenectady,  Success  and  Warwick,  in  addition 
to  those  churches  previously  enumerated  as  having  neglected  all 
the  collections. 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  during  the  past  year,  it  ap-

Shawangunk  and  New  Prospect,  Hillsborough,  Totowa  and  Pat- 
terson, Warwick,  3d  and  4th  wards  Schenectady,  and  the  1st 
church  in  Philadelphia. 

As  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Synod,  that  "^  on  the  last  Sab- 
bath in  December  every  member  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church 
identify  himself  or  herself  with  the  church,  by  a  small  donation 
yearly,  (say  twenty-five  cents  or  more,")  the  Board  would  state, 
that  this  has  been  complied  with  in  some  few"instances  more  than 
it  was  during  the  preceding  year  ;  and  deeming  this,  as  they  do, 
an  highly  important  source  of  revenue,  if  generally  attended  to, 
they  regret  to  inform  the  Synod  that  this  measure,  as  yet,  has  by 
no  means  met  with  the  general  compliance  of  their  congregations.

The  Committee,  to  whom  the  above  document  was  referred, 
brought  in  their  report,  which  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Corporation,  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  their  high  satis- 
faction with  the  plan  which  the  General  Synod  have  adopted  for 
the  management  of  their  pecuniary  concerns,  in  the  establishment 
of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  as  a  body  both  of  counsel  and  of 
active  and  efficient  operation  ;  and  they  cannot  refrain  from  ex- 
pressing their  full  confidence  in  the  integrity  and  faithfulness  of 
the  officers  of  that  Board  ;  and  they  rejoice  in  the  light  and  wis- 
dom which  appear  to  have  marked  all  their  steps  and  proceed- 
ings, and  they  cannot  but  express  their  conviction,  that  under 
the  auspices  of  such  a  Board,  the  members  of  which  appear  to  take 
such  a  deep  interest  in  the  concerns  of  our  church,  in  connexion 
with  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Q,ueens  College,  and  the  encouragement  which  this  Synod  and 
the  great  bod  V  of  the  churches  under  t^eir  care  shall  give  them, 

F  . 
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we  have  reason  to  hope  that  the  spiritual,  and,  as  intimately  and 
necessarily  connected  with  them,  the  pecuniary  interests  of  our 
theological  seminary  will  be  increasingly  promoted. 

The  Committee  are  happy  to  find  that  the  litigated  sum  of 
g2212  51  has  been  acknowledged  as  due  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Queens  College,  in  answer  to  the  demands  of  the  General 
Synod.  They  are  happy  to  find  this,  particularly  because  it  is  a 
circumstance  calculated  to  encourage  the  impression  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  <)lthough  they  have  heretofore  differed  with 
the  General  Synod  in  relation  to  the  said  sum  of  §2212  57,  arc 
desirous  of  being  governed  in  their  deliberations  and  their  acts  by 
principles  of  equity  and  righteousness,  and  by  a  scrupulous  and 
conscientious  regard  to  the  best  interests  of  our  theological  semi- 
nary, and  to  what  they  suppose  to  be  the  mutual  obligations  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  the  General  Synod. 

'i'he  Committee  most  cordially  approve  of  the  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Corporation  declining  to  receive  from  the  Board  of 
Trustees  the  College  lot  and  edifice,  on  the  condition  connected 
with  the  overture  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  they  hope 
that  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Corporation  herein  will  be 
as  cordially  sanctioned  by  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  regret  much,  however,  that  all  the  differences 
between  the  General  Synod  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  not 
yet  been  adjusted.  It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Corporation,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  claim  the  exclusive  con- 
trol and  direction  of  the  Professoral  fund.  As  this  involves  in 
it  a  question  of  right  between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Ge- 
neral Synod,  and  as  it  is  a  matter  which  in  its  present  state  has 
very  considerable  difficulty  connected  with  it,  the  Committee  have 
deemed  it  proper,  without  proposing  any  measures  in  the  case,  to 
leave  the  subject  with  the  Synod,  that  they  may  originate  and 
carry  into  effect  such  measures  as  they  in  their  wisdom  may  de- 
vise. 

Your  Committee  have  noticed  with  regTet  the  yet  embarrassed 
state  of  our  treasury.  From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod, 
it  appears  that  the  sum  of  §110  44  are  due  to  the  Treasurer, 
while,  according  to  the  report  of  the  same  officer  in  June,  1821, 
there  was  at  that  time  in  the  treasury  the  sum  of  jjSlS  37.  From 
•  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Corporation  it  appears,  also,  that  the 
probable  receipts  of  the  Synod  from  June  1st,  1822,  to  June  1st. 
1823,  under  arraniicriieuts  heretofore  existing,  will  be  $3412  50. 
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while  the  estimated  expenses,  duriDg  the  same  period,  will  be 
,'^5515   72. 

In  view  of  the  above  representation,  and  of  all  the  representa- 
tions which  have  come  before  the  Synod,  it  will  appear  that  the 
interests  of  our  Theological  College,  and  as  intimately  connected 
with  them,  the  interests  of  our  church  generally,  call  loudly  upon 
us  for  our  continued  aid,  and  for  our  renewed  and  increasing 
energy.  Your  Committee  hope  that  those  calls  which  have  heen 
so  repeatedly  made,  will  not  cease  to  be  made,  as  long  as  the  state 
of  our. funds  and  the  wants  of  the  church  shall  render  them  neces- 
sary ;  and  they  do  also  indulge  the  fond  and  animating  hope,  that 
they  shall  not  be  made  in  vain.  They  are  unwilling  even  for  a 
moment  to  believe  that  our  people  will  suffer  our  Theological 
Seminary  to  languish  and  to  die  ;  that  seminary  which  is  the  hope 
and  the  glory  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church — which  engages  the 
prayers  of  so  many  who  love  the  truth  once  delivered  to  the 
saints — and  from  which,  as  an  healthful  fountain,  it  is  confidently 
hoped,  shall  yet  proceed  many  streams  to  water  the  dry  and  bar- 
ren sections  of  our  earth,  and  to  refresh  and  to  gladden  the  hearts 
of  the  children  of  God.  Your  Committee  rejoice  in  the  hope, 
that  this  Synod  may  yet  appeal  with  confidence  to  the  Christian 
feelings  and  liberalities  of  the  people,  and  that  the  charities  which 
have  hitherto  flowed  into  the  treasury  of  the  church,  will,  during 
the  ensuing  year,  be  multiplied  and  augmented. 

In  consideration  of  the  facts  contemplated  in  the  above  report, 
your  Committee  respectfully  recommend  the  following  resolutions 
for  the  adoption  of  the  Synod  :  viz. 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  cordially  approve  of  the  decision 
of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  declining  to  receive  the  College  lot 
and  editice,  according  to  the  proposal  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

2.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  ministers  and  one  elder 
be  appointed  in  each  of  the  Classes,  to  visit  the  different  congre- 
gations within  their  bounds,  and  pursue  such  measures  among 
Uiem  as  will  have  the  best  tendency  to  increase  the  funds  of  the 
General  Synod. 

3.  Resolved,  That  General  Synod   make  one   more    effort  to 

endow  a  Professorship.

ject is  highly  desirable,  and  meets  the  cordial  approbation  of  this 
Synod — Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  Messrs.  Abraham  Van  Nest,  Isaac  Heyer,  and 
Jacob  R.  Hardenbtrgh,  be  appointed  a  committee  to  carry  said 
object  into  effect. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  ministers  and  consis- 
tories to  give  the  committee  every  facility  in  carrying  into  effect 
the  above  object. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Cuylcr,  Jacob  Schoonmaker, 
and  the  Elder,  Mr.  Jacob  R.  Hardenbergh,  be  a  committee  to 
report  to  this  Synod  a  nomination  of  three  times  the  number  of 
persons,  who  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors  under  the 
charter. 

This  committee  reported  accordingly,  and  the  Synod  proceed- 
ed to  ballot  for  a  President,  three  Directors,  and  a  Treasurer  of 
the  Corporation  ;  when  Mr.  Henry  Rutgers  was  chosen  Presi- 
dent, Rev.  S.  S.  Woodhull,  and  Messrs.  G.  B.  Vroom,  and  I.  L 
Kip,  were  chosen  Directors,  and  Mr.  Isaac  Heyer  was  chosen 
Treasurer  of  the  Corporation. 

The  doorkeeper's  bill,  amounting  to  ^10  06,  was  presented, 
and  ordered  to  be  paid. 

ARTICLE  V. 

CoiTespondence. 

The  Rev.  Frederick  W.  Van  Der  Sloote  appeared  on  the  tioov 
of  Synod,  and  was  invited  to  a  scat  as  a  corresponding  delegate 
from  the  German  Reformed  Cliurch. 

The  delegates  to  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church, 
made  the  following  report,  which  wys  referred  to  the  Comoi'itee 
*n  Correspondence. 
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Agreeably  to  our  appointment,  we  attended  the  session  of  the 
Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  convened  at  Reading, 
the  30th  September,  1821,  as  delegates  from  our  Synod,  and  were 
duly  received.  We  are  happy  to  have  in  our  power  unequivo- 
cally to  express  the  heartfelt  satisfaction  which  both  our  reception 
and  our  intercourse  with  our  brethren  of  that  Church  gave  us. 
They  constitute  an  interesting  section  of  the  American  Church, 
and  we  cannot  help  expressing  our  sincere  desire  that  our  commu- 
Bion  with  them  may  be  cherished,  till  it  arrive  at  that  union  of  in- 
terest and  concert,  which  distinguished  the  forefathers  of  both  our 
Churches  :  all  which  is  submitted,  as  we  trust,  with  Christian  af- 
fection and  candour.

Your  Committee  unanimously  and 
cordially  recommend  it  to  the  adoption  of  General  Synod.

The  report  of  the  joint  Committee,  on  the  subject  of  a  corres- 
pondence with  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
is  as  follows : 

'*  At  the  house  of  Henry  Rutgers, .on  the  8th  day  of  June,  1822 
the  following  persons  met.  in  consequence  of  their  appointment,  as 
follows  ;

(With  Dr.  NEILL,  not  present)  ; 
A  Committee  of  Conference  on  the  subject  of  a  correspondence  to 
be  established  between  their  respective  Churches. 

The  Committees  having  satisfactorily  proved  their  commissions, 
Henry  Ptutgers  was  appointed  Chairman,  and  Divie  Bethune 
Clerk. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Milledoler  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer. 
-  After  mutual  consultation,  the  following  plan  was  unanimously 
adopted  to  be  recommended  to  the  respective  judicatures  : 

I.  The  Churches  are  to  remain  entirely  separate  and  indepen- 
dent. 

II.  Any  member  of  either  Church  may  be  received  to  commu- 
nion in  the  other,  on  producing  to  the  proper  church  officers  suf- 
iicient  evidence  of  a  good  and  regular  standing  in  the  Church  with 
which  he  is  connected. 

III.  It  shall  be  permitted  to  the  competent  church  officers  in 
any  congregation,  settled  or  vacant,  of  either  Church,  to  invite  to 
preach  in  their  pulpit,  any  mini^^'^'.''  -^  T^-",iia'n'nnPv.  \vno  is  in  good 
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standing  in  either  of  said  Churches,  and  who  preaches  in  their  pu- 
rity the  great  doctrines  of  the  gospel,  as  they  are  stated  in  their 
respective  confessions  of  faith,  and  have  generally  been  received 
and  taught  in  the  Reformed  Churches  ;  but  it  shall  be  entirely  op- 
tional to  give  or  withhold  such  invitations  ;  nor  shall  it  be  esteem- 
ed offensive  or  unkind  if  the  invitation  is  withheld. 

\V,  A  vacant  congregation  shall  be  at  liberty  to  call  a  minister 
from  either  of  the  Churches,  according  to  the  order  established  in 
that  Church  from  which  he  may  be  called  ;  he  conforming  him- 
self to  the  order  of  the  Church  to  which  he  shall  be  called  :  and 
in  case  of  a  congregation  being  formed  of  people  from  both,  it  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  put  itself  under  the  care  of  either,  at  its  option. 

V.  Persons  under  censure,  or  process  of  censure,  in  either 
Church,  shall  not  be  received  in  the  other  Church,  while  such 
censure  rem  ;iiis,  or  such  process  is  unfinished. 

VI.  The  Ministers  of  either  Church  may  be  invited  to  sit  as 
corresponding  members  in  their  respective  judicatories,  except 
the  highest  and  the  lowest,  namely,  the  Church  Session  and  Con- 
sistory, the  General  Assembly  and  the  General  Synod. 

VII.  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  shall  each  ap- 
point two  Ministers  and  one  Elder,  with  an  alternate  of  each,  to 
sit  in  these  judicatories  respectively,  with  the  privilege  of  delibe- 
rating and  of  voting  on  all  subjects  that  may  come  before  them. 

Resolved,  That,  to  carry  this  last  article  into  effect,  the  Com- 
mittee  of  conference  recommend  that  delegates  be  appointed  at 
the  present  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Pteformed  Dutch 
Church,  to  attend  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  provided  said  Assembly  shall  concur  in 
the  above  plan  of  correspondence.

and  the  Elder,  Mr.  George  Sterr,  be  their  secundi. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  William  M'Murray  and  Wilhelmus 
Eltinge,  be  appointed  as  delegates  from  this  Synod,  to  attend  the 
^ynod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  to  be  convened  at  Har- 
risburgh  on  the  last  Sabbath  of  September,  1822,  and  that  the  Rev. 
Jacob  Larzalere  and  Jacob  Schoonmaker  be  their  secundi. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Synodical  Reports  on  the  State  of  the  Churches, 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  reported,  and  their 
report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report  : 

General  Synod,  convened  under  the  smiles  of  a  gracious  Pro- 
vidence, have  the  pleasure  of  communicating  to  the  churches 
under  their  care,  an  account  of  the  dealings  of  the  great  Head  of 
the  Church  with  our  Zion  during  the  past  year.  They  would 
praise  him  that  he  has  left  us  a  name  among  his  people,  and  con- 
tinued to  us  the  smiles  of  his  favour.  They  rejoice  that  peace 
and  harmony  reign  throughout  our  judicatories  and  churches  ; 
that  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  is  maintained  in  the  bonds  of  peace  ; 
that  the  truth,  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  continues  to  be  preached  in  its 
purity;  that  the  influences  of  the  spirit  of  prayer  have  increased; 
and  that  the  word  and  ordinances  of  God  have  been  blessed  to 
the  comforting  and  strengthening  of  the  people  of  our  God,  and 
the  conviction  and  conversion  of  many  sinners.  They  would  bless 
Jehovah  that  our  churches  have  felt  a  portion  of  that  liberality 
and  activity  for  the  promotion  of  the  divine  glory  in  the  salvation 
of  sinners  by  which  the  present  age  is  so  remarkably  character- 
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ized.  They  would  also  mention,  with  heart-felt  gratitude,  the 
continued  existence  and  increasing  respectability  of  our  school  of 
the  prophets  ;  the  lives  of  our  Professors  have  been  spared  ; 
they  have  been  enabled  to  prosecute  their  arduous  and  important 
duties,  with  constancy  and  success  ;  a  greater  number  of  pious 
and  hopeful  youth  than  usual  have  attended  on  their  instructions, 
and  have  given  satisfactory  evidence  of  diligence  and  success  in 
the  prosecution  of  their  studies,  by  which,  under  God,  they  are 
to  be  prepared  lor  the  work  of  the  gospel  ministry,  thus  inspiring 
a  confident  hope,  that  our  I'hurches,  when  the  present  race  of  mi- 
nisters shall  rest  from  their  labours,  shall  not  be  destitute  ot"  able 
and  faithful  pastors,  and  men  be  found  to  bear  the  glad  tidings  of 
salvation  to  those  who  are  now  sitting  in  darkness. 

The  General  Synod  are  happy  in  being  enabled  to  inform  you, 
that,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Classis  ot  New-York,  there  are  ma- 
nifest indications  of  a  more  than  ordinary  work  of  divine  grace  in 
several  of  the  congregations  ;  that  the  ordinances  are  attended 
with  solemnity  :  and  that  there  have  been  considerable  additions 
to  their  churches  during  the  past  year. 

That,  in  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick,  prayer-meetings  are 
held  the  means  of  grace  are  owned  and  blessed  of  the  Lord,  the 
interests  of  the  Church  of  Christ  are  prospering,  and,  in  the  con- 
gregation of  Somerville,  an  extensive  and  powerful  work  of  divine 
grace  is  progressing. 

In  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  the  ordinances  of  religion  are  well 
attended,  and,  in  some  of  the  congregations,  special  revivals  have 
taken  place. 

The  Classis  of  Philadelphia  find  abundant  reason  to  thank  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church,  for  his  continued  care  over  their 
churches,  and  that  he  has  been  pleased  to  bless  the  labours  of  his 
servants  during  the  past  year. 

Within  the  bounds  of  the  Classis  of  Albany'-,  there  exists  much 
to  gladden  the  hearts  of  the  friends  of  Zion,  and  to  increase  their 
confidence  in  her  exalted  King.  During  the  last  two  years,  seve- 
ral of  their  churches  have  been  abundantly  refreshed  by  the  out- 
pourings of  God's  Spirit.  This  has  been  specially  the  case  in  the 
Churches  of  Schenectady,  Coxsackie,  Rotterdam,  Princetown, 
and  Bethlehem. 

The  gradual  increase  of  members  in  the  Churches  in  the  Clas- 
sis of  Ulster  is  encouraging. 
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in  the  classis  of  Poughkeepsie  there  have  been  observed  signs 
of  awakened  attention  to  rehgion  in  the  congregations  of  Kingston. 
Fishkill,  and  Fishkill  Landing,  and  a  powerful  work  of  divine 
grace  in  the  congregation  of  Hyde  Park. 

The  season  of  refreshing,  with  which  several  of  the  congrega- 
tions in  the  classis  of  Rensselaer  were  visited  during  the  last  year, 
has  continued.  Claverack,  Greenbush,  and  Kinderhook,  have 
been  specially  favoured.  Between  five  and  six  hundred  members 
have  been  added  to  their  churches  within  two  years  ;  by  far  the 
greater  number  of  whom,  it  is  hoped,  are  not  only  holding  on 
their  way,  but  becoming  stronger  and  stronger.  In  the  other 
copgregations  of  this  Classis,  there  appears  to  be  an  increased  at- 
tention to  religion,  particularly  to  the  public  worship  of  God. 

Such  are  the  favourable  accounts  received  by  General  Synod, 
and  they  communicate  them  to  you  with  gratitude  and  praise. 
They  hope  there  is  much  more,  not  in  their  power  to  communi- 
cate, of  an  equally  gratifying  nature,  and  calling  for  thanksgivings 
to  the  God  of  Zion — much  which  will  not  be  discovered  by  us  till 
the  day  of  Jesus  Christ  ;  enough,  however,  is  known  to  lead  us 
to  take  courage,  and  go  on  our  way  rejoicing  -enough  to  animate 
our  hearts,  quicken  us  to  prayer,  and  inflame  our  love  and 
zeal. 

General  Synod  cannot  tell  you  that  all  the  interests  of  our  Zion 
are  in  the  state  which  they  desire  them  to  be  :  there  is  much  to 
excite  our  grief,  and  call  us  to  redouble  our  exertions.  If  our 
ministers  have  laboured  much  and  faithfully  in  the  vineyard  of 
our  Lord,  there  remains  much  more  to  be  done.  If  many  souls 
have  been  brought  out  of  darkness  into  marvellous  light,  more 
remain  in  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death.  If  there  be  some 
purity  and  zeal,  we  have  need  of  more  of  the  cleansing  efficacy 
of  the  waters  of  the  sanctuary,  and  of  the  spirit  which  says, 
*'  Here  ami  ;  send  me."  While,  therefore,  we  would  call  upon 
you  to  unite  with  us  in  blessing  the  Lord  for  his  great  mercy  and 
grace  vouchsafed  to  us,  we  would  most  earnestly  exhort  and  en- 
treat you  to  redouble  your  diligence,  and  "  Be  stedfast,  unmove- 
able,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord  ;  forasmuch  as  ye 
know  that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord."  Gird  your- 
•selves  for  your  warfare;  "  Be  strong — quit  you  like  men  ;'-  be 
fervent  in  spirit,  and  importunate  in  prayer  ;  exert  yourselves  to 
promote  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  by  cherishing 
your  respective   churches,  and  by  upholding  by  your  prayers, 
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your  labour*,  and  your  contributions,  our  school  of  the  prophets, 
and  the  Bible,  Missionary,  and  Tract  Societies,  and  Sabbath 
Schools,  by  which  God  in  his  holy  and  gracious  Providence  is 
watering  and  fertilizing  our  miserable  and  parched  world.  By  so 
doing,  it  is  confidently  hoped  you  yourselves  will  be  watered  and 
refreshed.  "  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you. 
Amen."

ARTICLE  VII. 

Synodical  Appeals. 

The  following  appeal,  taken  by  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  from  a 
decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New-York,  was  laid  upon  the 
table  of  Synod  :  viz. 

"  To  the  Particular  Synod  of  JVeiL'-York. 
"Whereas  the  Rev.  James  V.  C.  Romeyn,  and  his  Consistories 
of  Hanckensack  and  Schralenbergh,  did  prefer  charges  against  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Solomon  Frasligh,  before  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  and 
the  said  Classis  did  acquit  Dr.  Fraeligh,  upon  the  ground  that  in 
regard  to  the  matters  complained  of,  Dr.  Fraeligh  had  not  acted  in 
his  individual  capacity,  but  by  the  authority  and  direction  of  his 
Consistories  :  and  whereas  the  said  James  V.  C.  Romeyn  and  his 
Consistories  did  appeal  from  the  decision  of  Classis  to  your  Rev. 
body,  and  their  appeal  was  sustained  by  the  Synod  at  their  last  or- 
dinary session  ;  we,  the  undersigned,  delegates  of  the  Classis  of 
Paramus,  in  the  name  and  by  the  direction  of  the  said  Classis, 
hereby  appeal  from  the  abovementioned  decision  to  the  General 
Synod,  because  we  conceive  that  the  decision  of  the  Classis  of  Pa- 
ramus was  just,  and  agreeable  to  the  excellent  rules  and  constitu- 
tion of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church,  and  that  the  proceedings  of 
the  Particular  Synod  of  New-York,  in  the  case,  were  repugnant 
thereto.

The  delegates  ^o  Synod  from  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  appeared 

on  the  floor  of  Synod  as  Commissioners  to  prosecute  the  above 
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appeal ;  and  the  membess  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New-York 
were  permitted  to  defend  the  decision  of  said  Particular  Synod. 

Synod  proceeded  in  the  consideration  of  the  appeal,  in  thp 
following  order  : 

1.  I'he  appeal^  and  the  reasons  of  the  appeal,  were  read. 

2.  The  documents  in  relation  to  the  case  were  reiid. 

3.  The  appellants  were  heard. 

4.  The  respondents  were  heard. 

5.  The  appellants  were  heard  in  reply. 

The  Synod  then  proceeded  to  decide  on  the  merits  of  the  appeal, 
excluding  such  members  as  had  voted  in  the  case,  either  in  Classis 
or  Particular  Synod, 

It  was  then  moved  and  seconded,  that  Synod  adopt  the  following 
resolution,  viz. 

Resolved^  Thdit  the  appeal  of  the  Classis  of  Paramus  from  the 
decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New-York,  be  not  sustained. 

The  question  on  this  resolution  being  taken,  it  was  decided  in 
the  affirmative.

Rev.  Jacob  D.  Fonda  was  excused  from  voting. 

The  Committee  on  the  case  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bradford  reported, 
and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  case  of  Dr.  John  M.  Bradford 
beo-  leave  to  submit  to  General  Synod  the  following  report,  viz. 

Your  Committee  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  records 
and  documents  on  this  case,  and  find  that  the  question  on  raising 
the  suspension  of  Dr.  Bradford,  which  has  existed  since  Decem- 
ber 2d,  A.  D.  1820,  claims  the  primary  decision  of  Synod.  The 
appeal  was  taken  from  an  act  of  the  Classis  of  Albany,  of  the  26th 
of  June,  A.  D.  1821,  to  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  and  fol- 
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lowed,  at  future  meetings,  by  a  memorial  and  a  petition  from  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  and  Congregation  of  Mbany,  to  which  Synod 
can  have  access.  It  appears,  from  the  confession  of  Dr.  Bradford, 
presented  to  your  Committee,  and  hereby  forwarded  to  Synod, 
that  so  far  from  being  unwilling  to  confess,  (where  conscious  of 
error  or  guilt,)  he  is  now  willing  to  make,  and  actually  does  here- 
by make,  acknowledgments  before  the  Synod,  in  the  words  follow- 
ing, viz. 

*'  He  still  feels  and  acknowledges,  that  he  participates  in  the  in- 
firmities of  human  nature,  and  has  been  overtaken  in  fault.  He 
hesitates  not  to  declare  his  sorrow  for  any  offence  which  his  con- 
duct may  have  given,  and  humbly  asks  pardon  of  God  and  his 
Church,  for  all  that  is  or  has  been  amiss  or  criminal.  Had  he  been 
conscious  that  all  the  particular  charges  alleged  to  have  been  proved 
against  him  were  true,  he  would,  long  ere  this,  have  humbly  con- 
fessed them.  He  feels  that  the  Classis  were  actuated  by  motives 
which  they  considered  pure,  and  conducive  to  the  scriptural  support 
of  church  discipline  ;  and  at  the  same  time,  he  trusts  that  an  act  of 
relief  by  Synod  will  expose  them  to  no  reproach,  or  the  cause  of 
Christ  to  disgrace  ;  as,  under  the  guidance  of  the  divine  Spirit,  he 
hopes,  and  prays,  and  believes,  that  his  walk  will  be  close  with 
God,  and  suitable  to  the  situation  of  one  who  feels  his  dependence 
upon  the  tender  mercies  of  that  God  who  doth  not  keep  his  wrath 
for  ever,  but  hath  mercy  on  the  souls  he  hath  made,  and  remem- 
hereth  that  m-c  are  dusi.^'' 

The  spirit  breathed  in  the  confession,  and  the  consideration  of 
no  imputation  being  cast  upon  him  in  rega.  d  to  this  sin  at  present, 
and  the  length  of  time  during  which  he  has  been  disciplined,  which 
appears  to  your  Committee  to  have  answered  all  its  purposes,  to- 
gether with  the  considerations  of  the  harmony  and  prosperity  of 
the  Church,  to  whose  rules  Dr.  Bradford  has  thus  long  manifested 
his  patient  submission  and  resignation,  induce  your  Committee  to 
recommend  to  Synod  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution, 
viz. 

Resolved,  That  the  preceding  confession  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  John 
M.  Bradford  be  transmitted  to  the  Classis  of  Albany,  and  that  they 
be  informed  that  this  Synod  believe,  that  sufficient  evidences  of  his 
repentance  and  reformation  are  now  possessed  to  justify  them  in 
removing  his  suspension,  and  that  Synod  recommend  them  so 
10  do. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

JOHN  CORNELISON,  Chairman, 
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Whereas  Dr.  Bradford  does  not  appear  to  prosecute  his  other 
appeals,  aad  whereas  he  has  not  assigned  reasons  to  the  President 
of  Synod  for  neglecting  to  prosecute  said  appeals  ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  consider  said  appeals  to  be  relinquished 
by  him.

Synodical  References, 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  minutes  reported,  and  their  re- 
port was  accepted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  respectfully  report, 

1st.  That  in  the  Minutes  of  the  last  General  Synod,  they  find  the 
following  items,  which  require  the  attention  of  this  Synod,  viz. 

Firsts  The  report  of  a  Committee  of  General  Synod,  to  be  made 
to  the  present  Synod,  relative  to  a  complaint  made  by  certain  mem- 
bers of  the  Associate  Reformed  Church  of  Bloomingburgh,  against 
the  conduct  of  the  Classes  of  Ulster,  in  organizing  a  Dutch 
Church  within  their  bounds. 

Secondly,  The  report  of  the  Committee,  to  whom  the  subject  of 
abolishing  the  particular  Synods,  was  referred,  by  whom  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  were  recommended  for  adoption,  viz. 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  the  sense  of  this  Synod,  the  abolition  of 
the  particular  Sj^nods  is  desirable,  and  that  they  recommend  to  the 
Classes  this  alteration,  to  their  consideration,  for  their  consent  to 
the  same,  and  request  them  to  send  up  such  decision  to  the  next 
stated  meeting  of  General  Synod. 

2.  Resolved,  That  if  the  particular  Synods  be  abolished,  the 
different  Classes  shall  appoint  their  delegates  to  General  Synod. 

The  final  consideration  of  which  report  was  deferred  to  the  pre- 
sent meeting  of  Synod. 

2dly.  That  on  the  minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany, 
your  Committee  find, 

1st.  A  request  of  that  Synod  that  the  consideration  of  the  subject, 
relating  to  the  abolition  of  the  Particular  Synods  be  by  General 
Synod  indefinitely  postponed. 

2dly.  A  reference  of  the  case  of  Dr.  Bradford,  embracing  two  ap- 
peals from  decisions  of  the  Classes  of  Albany,  and  also  an  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  excluding 
from  a  vote  only  such  Delegates  from  the  Classes  of  Albany  as 
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had  voted  on  the  case  in  Classis.  Your  Committee,  without 
transcribing  those  appeals,  with  the  reasons  by  which  they  are  in- 
tended to  be  supported,  beg  leave  to  refer  General  Synod  for 
further  information  to  the  minutes  of  the  Classis  of  Albany,  the 
minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  and  other  papers, 
which  may  be  brought  before  them  in  relation  to  the  case. 

On  the  minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New-York,  they  find 
an  appeal  to  this  Synod,  taken  by  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  from  a 
decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New-York,  touching  a  com- 
plaint of  the  Rev.  J.  V.  C.  Romeyn  against  Dr.  S.  Frseligh,  which 
is  herewith  presented  to  Synod.

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

In  relation  to  the  complaint  of  certain  members  of  the  Associate 
Reformed  Church  of  Bloomingburgh,  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution  were  adopted,  viz. 

"  Whereas  it  appears,  from  the  representation  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  appointed  in  June  last,  on  the  subject  of  a  com- 
plaint made  by  certain  members  of  the  Associate  Reformed 
Church  of  Bloomingburgh,  against  the  Classis  of  Ulster,  that  said 
Church  no  longer  exists  as  a  distinct  denomination,  therefore 

"  Resolved,  That  said  Committee  be  discharged." 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  above  report  as  relates  to  the 
case  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bradford,  be  referred  to  a  special  Commit- 
tee. 

The  Rev.  John  Cornelison,  John  Demarest,  Wilhelmus  El- 
tinge,  Ava  Neal,  and  the  Elders,  Messrs.  John  D.Westervelt,  Ja- 
cob R.  Hardenbergh,  and  James  D.  Demarest,  were  appointed 
such  Committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  consideration  of  the  subject,  relating  to  the 
abolition  of  the  Particular  Synods,  he  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  subject  of  a  new  organization  of  the  Particular  Synods  be- 
ing under  discussion,  it  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  Rev.  G.  R.  Livingston,  Jacob  Sickles,  C.  C.  Cuyler,  and 
the  Elders,  Messrs.  G.  B  Vroom,  and  Isaac  Heyer. 

A  memorial,  signed  by  twenty-five  members  of  the  Church  and 
Congregation  of  Owasco,  containing  matter  of  complaint  against  the 
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Rev.  Coenrad  Ten  Eyck,  and  requesting  the  interference  of  Sy- 
nod in  the  case,  was  read,  and  referred  to  a  Special  Committee, 
consisting  of  the  Rev.  Jacob  Sickles,  Jacob  Schoonmaker,  Andrew 
N.  Kittle,  and  the  Elders  Messrs.  Isaac  Heyer,  and  Frederic  Er- 
ringen. 

The  Committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is 
as  follows  : 

Your  Committee  regret  to  find,  from  the  communication  to 
General  Synod  by  certain  individuals  in  the  congregation  of  Owas- 
co,  that  the  difficulties  in  regard  to  the  Rev.  C.  Ten  Eyck,  in  said 
Church,  have  not  been  removed  by  those  measures  which  the  Sy- 
nod took  at  their  extra  session,  in  the  city  of  Albany,  in  the  fall  of 
1820.  The  fond  hope  was  indulged  that  this  business,  which  had 
created  so  much  trouble  and  painful  agitation  in  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,  would  have  been  put  to  rest,  and  the  parties  con- 
cerned, have  dutifully  complied  with  the  solemn  determination 
made  by  Synod  in  the  case. 

If  it  should  appear  to  be  a  fact,  as  stated  by  the  petitioners,  that 
said  Ten  Eyck  has  not  complied  with  the  order  of  Synod,  but  that 
he  still  adheres  to  the  erroneous  sentiments  contained  in  hi5  de- 
fence, and  that  he  continues  to  propagate  them  publicly,  your 
Committee  cannot  but  think  that  he  has  been  guilty  of  a  derelic- 
tion of  duty,  highly  censurable  and  unworthy  of  a  minister  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Your  Committee,  moreover,  are  of  opinion,  that  this  Synod 
have,  constitutionally,  immediate  cognizance  of  this  matter,  hav- 
ing made  a  solemn  decision  in  the  case,  it  properly  behoves  them 
to  see  that  that  decision  be  complied  with  and  enforced  ;  they 
would,  therefore,  recommend  to  Synod  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  enjoined  upon  the  Classis 
of  Montgomery,  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  inquire  idto  the  matters  com- 
municated by  the  petitioners  to  General  Synod,  and  to  deal  with 
the  Rev.  C.  Ten  Eyck  as  circumstances  mny  require,  and  that 
they  report  the  result  of  their  proceedings  to  this  Synod,  at  its 
next  ordinary  meeting.

The  Committee  on  the  new  organization  of  the  Particular  Sy- 
nods  submit,  for  the  consideration  of  General  Synod,  the  follow- 
ing resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  following  plan  for  the  increase  and  new  or- 
ganization of  the  Particular  Synods  be  sent  down  to  the  several 
Chisses,  and  when  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  Classes,  shall  take 
effect — viz. 

1.  The  Classes  of  Montgomery,  Washiagton,  and  Albany,  shall 
constitute  the  Synod  of  Albany. 

2.  The  Classes  of  Rensselaer,  Poughkeepsie,  and  Ulster,  shall 
constitute  the  Synod  of  Ulster. 

3.  The  Classes  of  New- York,  Long-Island,  and  Bergen,  shall 
constitute  the  Synod  of  New-York. 

4.  The  Classes  of  Paramus,  New-Brunswick,  and  Philadel- 
phia, shall  constitute  the  Synod  of  New-Brunswick. 

5.  Every  minister  and  an  elder  from  each  consistory  belonging 
to  a  Classis,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Synod  to  which  such 
Classis  belongs.

Board  of  Trustees,  20th  May,  1822. 

Resolved,  That  ,  be  a  committee  to  wait  on 

General  Synod,  to  receive  their  answer  to  the  offer  of  this  Board, 
of  the  College  edifice  and  lot,  at  $BOuO,  on  the  terms  therein 
mentioned  :  and  if  their  answer  shall  be  in  the  negative,  then 
that  the  said  Committee  be  authorized  to  make  the  Synod  the 
additional  offer  of  the  lots  fronting  on  George-sireet,  one  bundled 
feet  deep,  unincumbered  with  any  restrictions  whatever  ;  and  if 
such  proposition  be  rejected,  then  to  receive  such  further  offers 
as  the  Synod  may  make,  subject'  to  the  future  decisions  of  this 
Board. 

Messrs.  J.  R.  Hardenbergh  and  I.  Ferris  were  appointed  said 
committee. 

I  certify  the  above  to  be  a  true  extract  from  the  minutes  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Queens  College.

The  committee  to  whom  the  above  document  was  referred  re- 
ported, and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  a?  follows  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queens  College,  dated  May  20,  1822, 
respectfully  report  : 

That  in  their  opinion  there  are  objections  to  the  purchase  of 
the  property  offered  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  considering  the 
state  of  the  funds  of  General  Synod,  which  are  of  a  serious  na- 
ture. While  it  is  with  difficulty  the  necessary  funds  are  raised  to 
meet  the  expenses  already  authorized  by  the  acts  of  Synod,  and 
appeals  are  constantly  making  to  our  churches  for  their  aid  in 
these  most  important  concerns,  unless  the  most  urgent  reasotos 
should  dictate  it,  the  Committee  think  liabilities  of  such  a  serious 
nature  should  not  be  incurred.  The  possession  of  the  building, 
it  appears  to  the  Committee,  would  be  a  source  of  constant  em- 
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barrassment.  A  considerable  expense  would  have  to  be  incurred 
to  make  the  property  productive,  besides  the  original  purchase- 
money  ;  and  how  such  additional  funds  could  be  raised,  is  unknown 
to  your  Committee.  The  only  wish  of  Synod,  so  far  as  the  Com- 
mitiee  know,  is  to  obtain  the  payment  of  the  debt  due  to  them, 
and  the  Committee  cannot  see  why  Synod  should,  if  the  property 
in  question  is  sufficient  for  the  debt,  incur  the  trouble,  and  run 
the  risk  of  embarrassments,  such  as  your  Committee  apprehend. 

Believing  that  General  Synod  desire  to  make  a  settlement  of 
this  business,  the  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Synod  are  willing  to  accept  from  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  unrestricted  with  conditions,  so  much  of  the  Col- 
lege lot  as  may,  by  a  fair  valuation,  be  sufficient  for  the  discharge 
of  their  debt,  with  the  interest. 

2.  That  in  order  to  ascertain  the  value,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
appoint  two  appraisers,  and  the  Board  of  Corporation,  on  behalf 
of  General  Synod,  appoint  two  others,  which  four  gentlemen  shall 
appoint  a  fifth,  and  the  determination  of  the  value  of  said  lots 
made  by  those  five  appraisers,  shall  be  final  in  the  case. 

3.  That  this  arrangement  take  place  as  soon  as  the  title  of  said 
property  can  be  legally  vested  in  General  Synod.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Professorate. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  James  S.  Cannon  and  Wilhelmus  Eltinge  were 
chosen  members  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  to  fill  the  va- 
cancies occasioned  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  JohnS.  Vredenbergh 
and  Charles  Hardenbergb. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  reporl 
was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  report  : 

Your  Committee  are  happy  to  learn,  from  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  that  the  Theological  College,  as  to  its 
internal  state,  continues  to  prosper.  In  the  communication  of 
the  Board,  which  has  appeared  before  this  Synod,  it  is  stated  that 
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an  improved  system  of  theological  study  has  heen  adopted  ;  that 
at  the  last  examination,  the  students  generally  acquitted  themselves 
in  a  manner  highly  satisfactory  to  the  Board  ;  and  that  the  busi- 
ness of  the  institution  had  obviously  been  pursued  with  greater 
application  and  effect  than  at  any  former  session.  They  further 
state,  that  there  has  been  a  large  increase  of  members  in  the 
College,  and  mention  this,  with  reason,  as  a  decisive  proof  of  the 
growing  respectability  and  usefulness  of  the  institution. 

Your  Committee  congratulate  this  house  and  our  churches  on 
this  encouraging  representation;  and  happy  would  they  feel-if  they 
had  it  in  their  power  to  say,  that  the  prospects  of  the  institution 
were  in  other  respects  equally  flattering  :  but  they  are  under  the 
painful  necessity  of  declaring,  that  its  pecuniary  resources  appear 
to  be  diminishing.  The  report  of  the  Superintendents  in  relation 
to  this  point,  must  fill  the  heart  of  every  friend  of  religion,  and 
of  the  interests  of  our  Church,  with  grief  and  alarm.  It  must  not 
be  disguised,  they  say,  that  unless  something  is  promptly  done  to 
augment  its  funds,  the  institution  cannot  proceed.  This,  your 
Committee  fear,  is  not  an  unwarranted  assertion.  And  what  more 
can  be  done  by  this  Synod  to  awaken  our  slumbering  churehes  ? 
Earnest  and  affectionate  appeals  have  been  made  to  them  year  after 
year  on  this  subject,  but  without  effect.  A  great  proportion  of 
them  still  persevere  in  their  criminal  neglect,  and  pay  not  the 
least  regard  to  our  pressing  requests  and  recommendations.  But 
your  Committee  cannot  yet  find  it  in  their  heart  to  believe  that  all 
hope  must  be  abandoned.  They  are  not  yet  prepared  to  say  that 
the  time  is  come  to  fold  our  arms,  and  sit  down  in  despair.  They 
believe  that  this  Synod  ought  at  least  to  make  one  effort  more  to 
save  from  ruin  an  institution  which  has  been  established,  and  thus 
far  supported,  by  our  care  and  exertions  ;  an  institution  with  which 
are  connected  the  prosperity  of  our  church,  and  the  glory  of  the 
Redeemer's  kingdom. 

And  may  there  not  be  reason  to  suppose  that  the  embarrassed 
state  of  our  funds  is  in  some  measure  owing  to  the  adoption  of 
improper  means  to  replenish  them  ?  Have  we  not  perhaps  met 
with  defeat  and  disappointment,  because  we  have  attempted  too 
much  ?  Your  Committee,  with  deference  to  your  superior  wis- 
dom, would  take  the  liberty  to  say,  that,  after  mature  reflection, 
they  were  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  this  Synod  ought  to 
recommend  it  to  {he  Board  of  Corporation  to  simplify  their  plan 
of  finance.     Instead  of  multiplying  collections,  until  our  people 
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are  weaned  and  disgusted,  let  us  call  upon  them  for  contributions 
only  once  or  twice  in  the  year,  and  probably  more  will  be  effect- 
ed than  has  hitherto  been  done.  The  Board  of  Superintendents 
say  it  IS  ascertained,  that  were  the  iwenty-five  cent,  contribution 
alone  universally  adopted,  it  would  place  the  operations  of  the 
seminary  above  embarrassment.  Your  Commiitee  believe  that 
the  declaration  is  correct — and  if  it  is  correct,  we  need  not  de- 
spair. Let  the  attention  of  our  churches  be  directed  to  this 
simple  fact  ;  let  this  General  Synod  place  it  before  them,  and  let 
them  be  asked,  as  they  must  answer  it  to  their  Judge  at  the  last 
day,  whether  they  will  suffer  their  Theological  College  to  lan- 
guish, and  die,  for  the  want  of  a  contribution  "  which  even  poverty 
itself  might  spare.'"  We  hope  that  not  a  member  will  be  found 
who  will  not  cheerfully  come  forward  and  contribute  his  mite. 
At  the  same  time  that  this  contriburion  is  received  Irom  our  mem- 
bers, let  collections  be  taken  up,  that  ail  the  friends  of  our  church 
may  have  the  opportunity  to  bring  their  gifts  into  the  treasury  of 
God. 

Your  Committee  have  directed  their  chairman  to  recommend  to 
Synod  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  grounded  o>i  the 
above  report,  and  the  communications  which  have  been  put  into 
their  hands  ; 

1.  Resolved^  That  Synod  address  a  pastoral  letter  to  the  churches 
under  their  care,  on  the  subject  of  the  Theological  College. 

2.  Resolved^  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  minister^;  and 
churches  under  the  jc;ire  of  this  Synod,  to  direct  their  principal 
attention,  during  the  ensuing  year,  in  the  behalf  of  our  Theolo- 
gical Seminary,  to  the  twenty-five  cent  contribution. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  twenty-five  cent  contribution,  and  the 
collections  to  be  taken  up  at  the  same  time,  be  made  on  New- 
Year's  day,  or  on  the  first  Sabbath  after  that  shall  be  most  con- 
venient. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  churches  in  v/hich  the  twenty-five  cent 
contribution  is  not  made,  shall  make  all  the  collections  ordered 
by  Synod  in  1820. 

5.  Resolved,  That  Wells  May,  Henry  Mandeville,  Joseph  Wil- 
liams, Thomas  A.  Amerman,  and  James  Stephenson,  recommend- 
ed by  the  Consistories  of  Union  Village,  Coxsackie,  the  Garden- 
street  Church,  and  the  Church  in  Market-street,  New-York, 
be,   and  are  hereby  recommended  to  the  Trustees  of  Queens 
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College,  to  receive  aid  from  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund  ;  and  that 
to  each  of  these  beneficiaries  be  allowed  the  sum  of  120  dollars 
per  annum. 

6.  Resolved,  That  Synod  allow  Samuel  Center  the  time  he  has 
studied  in  the  Seminary  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Church. 

7.  Resolved.,  That  this  Synod  do  not  deem  it  consistent  to  grant 
the  application  of  Benaiah  Y.  Morse,  who  requests  a  dispensation 
to  prosecute  the  study  of  Theology  under  the  care  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Westbrook. 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  is  unnecessary  to  attend,  at  present,  to 
the  request  in  favour  of  Ransford  Wells,  inasmuch  as  he  requires 
no  aid  till  the  year  1825. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
be  held  in  future  on  the  Tuesday  of  the  week  preceding  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  General  Synod. 

All  which  is  submitted.

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  communication  from 
the  Classis  of  New- York,  relating  to  the  case  of  Mark  Jordan,  a 
coloured  man,  submit  the  following  : 

As  it  appears  from  the  communication,  that  the  only  difficulty 
in  the  case  lies  in  this,  that  Mr.  Jordan  cannot  produce  all  the  do- 
cuments required  by  the  third  article  of  the  explanatory  articles  of 
Church  government,  your  Committee  recommend  that  Synod  adopt 
the  following  resolution,  viz. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classis  of  New-York  be  at  liberty  to  receive 
Mark  Jordan  under  their  care  as  a  student  of  divinity,  if  they 
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think  proper  to  do  so,  notwithstanding  the  want  of  a  document  re- 
quired in  the  article  above  referred  to.

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Missions, 
The  Committee  on  Missions  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  adopted,  viz. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  report, 

That,  from  the  papers  committed  to  their  care,  they  learn,  with 
much  satisfaction,  that  the  cause  of  Missions  has  received  more 
attention,  during  the  past  year,  than  formerly.  Little,  however, 
has  as  yet  been  done  in  proportion  to  the  magnitude  of  the  sub- 
ject. Christians  have  not  felt  that  deep  interest  for  the  welfare  of 
those  who  are  destitute  of  the  means  of  grace,  and  are  perishing 
for  the  lack  of  vision,  which  their  wretched  condition  demands. 
In  the  blessed  work  of  send  ng  to  them  the  gospel,  every  heart 
ought  to  unite,  and  every  exertion  be  made.  The  providence  of 
God  has  specially  cast  upon  our  Zion,  the  spiritual  instruction  of 
multitudes  in  this  land.  Educated  in  our  Church,  they  prefer  its 
doctrines,  and  its  ministers,  to  any  other,  and  would  more  readily 
receive  our  missionaries  than  those  which  are  sent  out  by  other 
denominations.  To  us  they  look  for  aid  ;  to  us  they  lift  up  their 
voice  and  cry,  "  Come  over  and  help  us."  Too  long  already  have 
we  heard  their  cry,  and  remained  unmoved  and  unaffected  with 
their  distressed  situation.    It  is  high  time  the  Church  should  awake 
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from  its  guilty  slumber,  and  wipe  away  the  reproach  of  former 
years.  Sinners  are  flocking  m  crowds  down  the  broad  road  to  des- 
truction, and  no  ambassador  of  Jesus  is  at  hand  to  warn  them.  The 
period  has  arrived  when  the  sad  complaint  should  cease  which  has 
so  often  been  made,  "  want  of  missionaries — want  of  means." 

During  the  past  year,  the  "  Committee  of  Missions'  have  em- 
ployed six  missionaries,  who  have  fulfilled  their  respective  ap- 
pointments. Much  good  has  resulted  from  their  labours,  in  ex- 
tending the  kingdom  of  the  Redeemer,  by  building  up  weak  and 
divided  congregations,  by  forming  new  Churches,  and,  it  is  fondly 
hoped,  by  winning  souls  to  Christ. 

Your  Committee  hail  with  joy  the  recent  organization  of  a  new 
society  in  this  city,  by  the  name  of  the  '*  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church."  It  has  commenced  its  operations  with 
very  flattering  success,  and  has  proved,  most  conclusively,  that 
much  more  might  be  done  with  suitable  exertion,  than  has  as  yet 
been  attempted,  if  the  whole  Church  realized  its  duty,  and  its  pri- 
vilege. 

Your  Committee  recommend,  for  adoption,  the  following  reso-^ 
lutions  : 

1st.  That  hereafter  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  be  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee of  Missions,  and  that  they  be  required  to  give  a  digest  of  their 
proceedings,  annually,  to  General  Synod. 

2dly.  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  our  Ministers  and  Con- 
sistories, to  attempt  the  formation  of  Auxiliary  Societies  in  their 
res:jective  congregations,  to  aid  the  Committee  of  Missions  ;  and 
ib-t  it  also  be  recommended  to  them  to  form  like  Societies  in  aid 
01  the  United  Foreign  Missioridry  Society,  and  that  the  several 
C' asses  be  directed  to  inquire  whether  these  recommendations 
are  observed. 

3dly.  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  our  Churches  to  take  up 
collections  at  the  Monthly  Concert  for  prayer,  for  the  support  of 
the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  or  the  Committee  oi  Mis- 
sions, as  they  shall  please.

The  Rev.  Jesse  Fonda,  agreeably  to  appointment,  preached  the 
annual  Missionary  Sermon  before  Synod,  from  Romans  x.  13,  '4, 
15,  on  the  evening  of  tne  seventh  day  of  the  session,  when  a  col- 
lection was  taken  up  for  missionary  purposes.

ARTICLE  XXI. 

Pastoral  Letter, 

The  Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  reported  a  Pastoral 
Letter  to  the  Churches,  which  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Protestant  Reformed  Dutch  Church 
in  North  America,  to  the  Churches  under  their  care  : 

Grace,  mercy,  and  peace,  be  multiplied  unto  you,  from  God  the 
Father,  God  the  Son,  and  God  the  Holy  Ghost.  We  are  living  in 
a  very  interesting  and  eventful  period  of  the  world.  The  Church 
of  God  appears  to  have  awaked  out  of  the  slumber  of  ages,  and  to 
feel  the  necessity  and  duty  of  extending  the  Redeemer's  kingdom 
throughout  the  earth.  And  when  we  look  back  on  the  state  of 
the  Church  for  ages  past,  and  consider  how  her  beauty  has  been 
marred,  and  her  exertions  paralyzed,  by  the  bigotry  and  supersti- 
tion of  party  spirit,  which  spent  its  zeal  in  extending  its  own  name, 
and  not  that  of  their  common  Lord  and  Redeemer  ;  we  cannot  but 
rejoice  in  the  increasing  spirit  of  harmony  and  love  which  is  pre- 
vailing among  brethren  of  different  denominations,  and  the  union 
of  operations  which  flow  from  it  as  a  necessary  consequence.  It 
is,  however,  a  fact,  notwithstanding  the  laudable  exertions  of  some 
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of  our  Churches,  a  very  great  degree  of  apathy  and  indifference  is 
too  prevalent  among  us,  as  a  people,  and  that  we  are  very  far  be- 
hind our  sister  Churches  in  our  exertions  to  build  up  the  waste 
places  in  our  land,  and  in  extending  the  Redeemer's  kingdom.  It 
is  also  to  be  feared  that  there  are  many  among  us  whose  zeal  eva- 
porates in  the  praises  of  our  excellent  institutions,  and  in  condemn- 
ing others,  when  the  good  works  of  others  ought  rather  to  pro- 
voke us  to  jealousy  to  go  and  do  likewise  ;  and  there  can  be  no 
doubt,  but  that  Church  which  does  most  for  the  extension  of  the 
kingdom  of  God,  approaches  the  nearest  to  the  primitive  and  apos- 
tolical Church. 

The  General  Synod  wishes  the  Churches  under  their  care  dis- 
tinctly to  understand,  that  much  greater  exertions  are  necessary 
than  ever  yet  have  been  made,  to  wipe  fiway  our  reproach  on  the 
subject  of  Missions,  to  preserve  our  Theological  School  from  ab- 
solute destruction,  and  even  to  retain  our  distinct  character  among 
the  American  Churches.  On  the  subject  of  Missions,  as  a  body, 
we  have  indeed  done  something,  but  nothing  worthy  of  ourselves, 
and  the  name  of  a  Reformed  Dutch  Church  ;  for  although  the  old- 
est Church  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  we  are  among  the  last 
and  least  in  this  labour  of  love. 

The  Theological  School  has  been  founded,  and  maintained,  thus 
far,  at  a  great  expense.  Her  funds  appear  now  to  be  in  a  low 
and  depressed  state,  and  the  collections  which  have  been  made  are 
inadequate  to  support  it  on  its  present  establishment,  without  re- 
sorting to  the  permanent  fund,  which,  if  once  touched,  will  soon  be 
exhausted.  The  Synod,  therefore,  would  state  to  the  Churches, 
that  the  funds  must  be  increased,  or  the  School  abandoned.  With 
regard  to  numbers,  the  School  is  now  in  a  more  flourishing  situation 
than  ever.  During  the  year  1821,  fifteen  have  been  added,  and  at 
the  close  of  the  term,  the  whole  number  were  twenty-five.  This 
shows  us  clearly  the  increasing  usefulness  and  importance  of  this 
excellent  institution.  The  Synod  would  now  ask  the  Churches, 
whether  they  are  prepared  to  abandon  an  institution  which  has  aU 
ready  supplied  our  Churches  with  so  many  useful  Ministers,  and 
to  which  many  vacant  Churches  are  looking  for  further  suppUes,  and 
that  too  when  in  successful  operation,  and  when  it  can  be  done,  as 
appears  by  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  by  a  con- 
tribution of  only  twenty-five  cents,  annually,  from  every  m  mber  of 
our  Churches  ?  What  a  disgrace  will  it  be  to  us !  What  an  indelible 
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stigma  must  be  fixed  upon  us,  if  we  suffer  the  glory  and  pride  of 
our  Church  thus  to  pass  away  !  The  Synod  cannot  refrain  from 
observing,  that  if  our  Churches  should  suffer  the  Theological 
School  to  be  abandoned  for  want  of  support,  that  the  necessary 
consequence  will  be,  that  we  must  soon  cease  to  exist  as  a  distinct 
Church,  and  that  we  will  inevitably  become  amalgamated  with 
some  other  denominations.  If,  then,  the  Churches  are  not  prepared 
for  this  event,  let  them  manifest  it  by  a  decided  and  liberal  sup- 
port of  our  Theological  Seminary.  The  General  Synod  have  ap- 
pointed Committees  in  the  different  Classes,  to  visit  the  con- 
gregations under  their  care,  to  concert  and  carry  into  effect 
such  measures  as  will  have  a  tendency  to  increase  the  funds  of 
this  body  ;  and  they  cherish  the  hope,  that  their  Committees 
will  be  kindly  received,  and  meet  a  cordial  co-operation  in 
every  Church,  to  prosecute  the  objects  for  which  they  have  been 
appomted. 

The  Synod  sincerely  hope  a  plain  statement  of  facts  is  all  that 
is  necessary  to  open  the  eyes,  and  hearts,  and  hands,  of  our 
Churches,  to  this  important  object ;  for  they  will  not,  for  a  moment 
believe,  that  in  our  Churches,  where  there  exists  so  much  candour, 
Christian  charity,  liberality,  and  wealth,  there  can  be  so  much 
parsimony,  penury,  and  indifference,  as  will  lead  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  Theological  Institution.  On  the  contrary,  they  fondly 
cherish  the  hope,  that  the  funds  of  this  body  will  be  so  augmented 
the  ensuing  year,  as  shall  warrant  them,  at  their  next  meeting,  to 
fill  the  professorship,  stili  vacant,  contemplated  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Theological  College,  and  thus  place  it  in  a  more  eligi- 
ble,  respectable,  and  useful  situation  than  ever.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Professorate. 

The  President  communicated  to  Synod  a  constitutional  request,  which  he  had 
received,  to  call  a  special  meeting-  of  Synod,  and  a  copy  of  the  Circular,  calling* 
this  meeting-,  "  for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  the  resignation  of 
his  office  in  the  Theological  School,  tendered  by  Professor  Ludlow  to  the  Board 
of  Superintendants,  at  their  late  stated  meeting  ;  and  to  do  all  such  other  things, 
in  relation  to  said  professorship,  as  the  nature  of  the  case  shall  require." 

Upon  this  subject  the  followinisr  documents  were  laid  upon  the  table  of  Sr- 
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1.  An  extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Superintendants  at  an 
cxtraordinarj^  meeting  convened  at  the  call  of  the  President,  in  New-Bruns- 
wick, Oct.  23,  1822,  as  follows  : 

"  A  communication  was  received  from  Professor  Ludlow,  notifying  the 
Board  of  his  resignation  of  the  Professorship  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Ec- 
clesiastical History,  as  follows  : 

♦*  *  To  the  Board  of  Superintendants  of  the  Theological  College^ 

"  *  Reverend  Brethren — Having  received  and  accepted  an  invitation  to  the 
pastoral  charge  of  tlie  Reformed  North  Dutch  Church  in  the  city  of  Albany, 
I  do  hereby  resign  the  Professorship  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Ecclesiastical 
History  in  the  Theological  College. 

"  '  This  decision  has  been  made  with  reluctance ;  but  the  increasing  embar- 
rassment of  the  funds,  and  the  failure  of  support,  without  the  prospect  of 
permanent  relief,  have  rendered  it  unavoidable. 

"  *  I  am  with  sentiments  of  great  respect,  your  fellow  servant  in  the 
Gospel.

"  Resolved  unanimously^  That  Elders  John  D.  P.  Douw,  John  R.  Bleecker, 
and  Abraham  Van  Vechten,  be,  and  are  hereby  appointed,  the  Special  Dele- 
gates of  this  Consistory,  to  present  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  said  church, 
at  their  extra  meeting  to  be  held  on  the  21st  instant,  the  following  commu- 
nication : 

**  To  the  Reverend  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Churchy  in  the  Uni- 
ted States  of  America. 

*'  Your  extra  meeting  at  this  time,  as  we  are  informed  in  consequence  of 
the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ludlow,  of  his  Professorship  in  the  Theolo- 
gical School,  to  accept  the  pastoral  charge  of  our  congregation,  renders  it 
proper  that  we  should  state  to  your  Reverend  body,  the  reasons  which  impel- 
led us  to  present  and  press  our  call  upon  Mr.  Ludlow. 
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. "  The  Synod  are  fully  apprised  of  the  unhappy  situation  in  which  our 
Church  and  Congregation  have  been  placed  for  a  long  time,  and  of  the  final 
result.  On  this  point  it  would  be  painful,  and,  as  we  apprehend,  unnecessary 
to  enter  into  particulars.  SuflSce  it  therefore  to  observe  that,  as  is  usual  in 
such  cases,  we  have  in  some  degree  experienced  the  evils  and  dangers  not 
only  of  disunion  and  bitter  feehngs,  but  of  great  diversities  of  opinion  in  the 
choice  of  a  pastor  to  fill  our  vacant  pulpit.  Thus  circumstanced,  we  pro- 
ceeded as  we  trust  with  caution,  and  a  deep  sense  of  our  responsibility,  in 
making  a  selection.  At  one  period  we  almost  despaired  of  obtaining  a  choice, 
which  should  afford  a  reasonable  hope  of  removing  those  evils  and  dangers, 
when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ludlow  providentially  visited  his  friends  in  this  quarter, 
and  at  our  instance,  was  prevailed  upon  to  preach  for  us.  From  that  moment, 
there  appeared  to  be  but  one  opinion  in  the  congregation,  that  under  his  pas- 
toi*al  charge,  we  should,  with  the  blessing  of  Divine  Providence,  become  a 
united  and  a  flourishing  Church  and  Congregation.  This  favourable  appear^ 
ance  soon  matured  into  a  settled  conviction,  and  produced  the  call  to  Mr. 
Ludlow,  which  he  has  accepted.  The  communication  which  announced  his 
acceptance,  apprised  us  that  by  the  constitution  of  the  Theological  School, 
he  was  bound  to  give  six  months  notice  of  his  resignation  to  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendants.  To  that  obligation  we  submitted  willingly  ;  and  the  cheering 
hope  of  his  coming  to  us,  as  soon  as  it  is  fulfilled,  has  happily  removed  every 
ground  of  apprehension  of  future  inquietude  in  the  congregation  relative  to  a 
pastor.  Mr.  Ludlow  has  recently  informed  us  of  his  intention  to  commence 
his  pastoral  labours  on  the  second  Sabbath  in  March  next,  and  at  the  same 
time  signified  his  wish  to  be  then  installed  ;  for  which  purpose  the  Reverend 
Classis  of  Albany  did  sometime  since  make  the  necessary  arrangements. 
Should  any  thing  remain  to  be  done  by  the  General  Synod  to  consummate  our 
ardent  wishes,  of  which,  however,  we  are  not  apprised,  permit  us  to  solicit 
your  favourable  attention  to  it,  at  your  present  meeting. 

"  Intimations  have  been  thrown  out  by  individual  ministers  that  the  24th  ex- 
planatory article,  gives  to  the  Synod  a  veto  upon  Mr.  Ludlow's  resignation. 
Those  intimations  we  consider  as  flowing  from  a  hasty  and  incorrect  view  of 
the  article.  For  to  us,  it  seems  to  apply  only  to  professors  under  the  old  sys- 
tem, and  to  have  no  bearing  upon  the  professors  of  the  Theological  School,  in- 
asmuch as  that  is  a  new  institution,  bottomed  upon  a  separate  constitution,  for- 
med for  it  by  the  General  Synod,  the  third  article  of  which,  imposes  no  other 
restriction  upon  the  professor's  right  to  resign,  than  the  giving  of  six  months  no- 
tice to  the  superintendants. 

"  We  should  regret  sincerely,  if  our  gratification  in  this  instance,  could  be  the 
means  of  any  injury  to  the  Theological  School,  but  we  cherish  a  confident  hope 
that  the  wisdom  of  the  General  S}Tiod,  will  enable  your  reverend  body,  with- 
out difficulty  to  supply,  from  within  the  range  of  the  church,  the  place  of  Mr. 
Ludlow  in  that  valuable  institution,  and  that  his  useful  labours  in  this  part  of 
the  vineyard,  will  amply  compensate  for  any  temporary-  inconvenience  which 
)iis  resignation  may  have  produced.

You  will  please  to  state  to  the  Consistory,  that  by  the  leave  of  Providence,  it 
is  my  wish  to  be  installed  on  the  second  Sabbath,  or  9th  day  of  March — I  ex- 
pect to  be  with  you  about  the  6th  or  7th  of  the  same  month.  My  intention  ia 
to  leave  my  family  in  Xew-Brunswick — to  stay  with  you  until  the  river  opens, 
then  return,  and  immediately  remove  my  family  to  Albany.  Let  me  know  i£ 
you  please,  in  season,  whether  the  Consistory  can  make  arrang-ements  to  meet 
my  wishes,  in  relation  to  the  installation.

"  Your  Committee  report, — That  they  have  made  considerable  progress  in 
discharge  of  the  trust  committed  to  them  ;  that  there  is  now  subscribed  the 
sum  of  twenty  thousand,  two  hundred  dollars. 

"  Your  Committee  entertain  a  confident  hope  of  obtaining  at  least,  the  sum 
contemplated  by  Synod  at  the  time  they  were  appointed. 

"  Your  Committee  deem  it  imposed  upon  them  to  inform  Synod,  that  many  of 
the  subscriptions  made,  are  upon  the  condition  that  the  Eev.  Mr.  Ludlow 
continues  your  Professor,  and  also  that  their  further  progress  depends  much 
upon  the  same  circumstance.

Synod  then  resolved  to  adopt  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  viz  :— « 
Whereas,  it  has  appeared  to  this  Synod  that  the  Rev.  John  Ludlow,  Pro- 
fessor of  Biblical  Criticism,  &c.  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  in  the  Theolo- 
gical College  at  New  Brunswick,  did,  on  the  27th  day  of  August,  1822,  notify 
the  Board  of  Superintendants  of  said  College,  that  in  six  months  from  the  day 
of  the  date  of  said  notification,  he  should  resign  said  Professorship — and  where- 
as this  Synod  have  ascertained,  that  their  Professor  aforesaid,  was  induced  to 
signify  the  resignation  of  his  office  in  said  College,  and  to  accept  a  call  from 
the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  in  the  city  of  Albany,  in  consequence 
of  serious  embarrassment  in  the  state  of  the  funds  for  the  support  of  his  Pro- 
fessorship, and  consequent  failure  of  that  support — and  whereas  great  and 
successful  exertions  have  recently  been  made  in  many  of  our  Churches,  to 
prevent  the  recurrence  of  similar  embarrassment,  and  said  Professor  enjoys 
so  much  of  the  confidence  of  this  Church  and  Sjnod,  as  to  render  his  continu- 
ance in  his  present  office  highly  desirable — as,  moreover,  the  Constitution  of 
this  Church  requires,  that,  in  case  of  the  resignation  of  a  Professorship,  this 
Synod  shall  judge  of  its  propriety,  and  the  very  nature  of  the  connexion  of  oar 
Professors  with  said  Synod  requires  such  judgment : — 
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Therefore  Resolved^  \*  That  no  Professor  in  the  Theolog-ical  College  of  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church,  either  may,  or  can,  by  the  Constitution  of  said 
Church,  accept  a  call  to  any  other  situation,  until  having  given  due  notice  to 
the  Board  of  Superintendants  of  his  desire  to  resign ;  he  shall  also  actually 
have  obtained  the  consent  of  this  Synod  to  such  resignation. 

2.  That  all  the  circumstances  of  the  present  case  being  duly  considered ; 
until  reasons  more  important,  than  have  yet  appeared  to  this  Synod,  shall  be 
offered  for  the  removal  of  Professor  Ludlow,  the  Synod  judge  it  to  be  his  duty 
to  continue  in  his  present  situation. 

3.  That  if  Professor  Ludlow  shall  nevertheless  consider  it  his  duty  to  resigfn 
his  present  situation,  that  then  his  resignation  be  accepted,  on  his  signifying 
the  same  to  the  President  of  this  Synod. — 

Resolved.,  That  the  Clerk  furnish  a  certified  copy  of  the  proceedings  in  the 
case  of  his  resignation,  to  the  Rev.  Professor  Ludlow. 

Resolvedy  That  this  Synod  have  heard  with  pleasure,  the  report,  in  part,  of 
their  agents  appointed  at  their  last  meeting,  to  solicit  subscriptions  for  the  en- 
dowment of  a  Professorship— and  that  the  tlianks  of  Synod  be  given  them  for 
their  zeal  and  fidelity  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  appointment.

A  number  of  the  Congregations  lying  south  of  the  Highlands  have 
not  been  visited,   and  which  the  Committee  hope  and  believe  will, 
when   called  on,  in   most  cases,  follow  the  example  of  their  sister 
Churches.     From  the  result  it  appears  that  a  sufficient  sum  has  been 
subscribed,  by  the  friends  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  to  endow  a 
professorate  in  the  southern  section  of  our  Church,  leaving  the  north- 
ern section  untouched,  who  have  the  ability  to  raise  a  sufficient  sum 
for  the  endowment  of  a  third  professorate,  and  thus  place  the  school 
of  the  prophets  upon  the  footing  originally  intended.

The  following  Digest  of  their  proceedings,  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

In  obedience  to  the  direction  of  the  General  Synod,  which  requires 
annually  from  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  as  their  "  Committee  of  Missions,"  a 
condensed  and  brief  report  of  their  proceedings,  the  managers  res- 
pe<:tfuUy  submit  the  following  digest  of  their  transactions. 
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Immediately  after  the  formation  of  the  Society,  in  January,  1822, 
two  Missionaries  were  appointed  to  labour  in  the  city  of  New- York, 
viz:  the  Rev.  Robert  Maclean,  now  amember  of  the  classis  of  New- 
York,  and  Mr.  Seymour  P.  Vonck,  a  licentiate  from  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  at  New-Brunswick.  The  latter  individual,  in  conse- 
quence of  ill  health,  v;as  prevented  from  attending  to  his  appoint- 
ment, much  to  the  regret  of  the  Board.  Mr.  Maclean  has  been  em- 
ployed at  the  corner  of  Howard  and  Elm  streets,  and  his  labours 
have  been  accompanied  with  an  encouraging  degree  of  success.  As 
the  place  of  meeting,  however,  was  by  no  means  calculated  to  at- 
tract a  congregation,  and  as  no  other  could  be  obtained  in  its  vicinity, 
measures  were  taken  to  erect  a  church  at  the  corner  of  Broome  and 
Green  streets,  and  subscriptions  for  this  purpose  to  the  amount  of 
about  §7,000  have  been  obtained.  The  foundation  is  already  laid, 
and  the  building  will  be  completed  in  December  next.  The  corner 
stone  of  another  Reformed  Dutch  Church  has  been  laid  at  some  dis- 
tance above  this  station,  at  the  corner  of  Green  and  Houston  streets. 

The  Rev.  Stephen  Ostrander  was  employed  for  six  months  as  a 
Missionary  at  Hoboken,  Harsimus,  and  Paulus  Hook.  His  labours 
were  attended  with  several  disadvantageous  circumstances,  but  it  is 
believed  that  they  have  not  been  altogether  in  vain. 

Mr.  Herman  B.  Stryker,  a  licentiate  from  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  New-Brunswick,  was  appointed  in  August  last  to  visit  Athol,  Cald- 
well, Johnsburgh,  and  Warrensburgh,  in  Warren  County,  New-York. 
The  report  of  his  Mission  is  interesting,  and  his  success  seems  to  have 
been  flattering.  The  Board  have  engaged  to  send  another  Missiona- 
ry to  that  quarter,  so  soon  as  a  suitable  person  can  be  obtained. 

Mr.  John  C,  Vanderveer,  another  licentiate  from  our  Theological 
School,  was  employed  last  fall  in  visiting  several  churches  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery.  His  report  respecting  the 
congregations  that  he  visited,  presents  strong  claims  on  the  sympathy 
and  exertions  of  the  Board  in  behalf  of  that  section  of  our  church. 
During  the  four  months  in  which  Mr.  Vanderveer  was  engaged,  he 
travelled  upwards  of  eleven  hundred  miles,  delivered  on  an  average 
two  sermons  per  week,  visited  at  least  two  families  daily,  and  was  al- 
ways received  in  a  peculiarly  hospitable  and  friendly  manner.  His 
preaching  was  frequently  attended  with  much  solemnity. 

From  Mr.  S.  Goetchius,  who  was  employed  by  the  former  com- 
mittee of  Missions,  and  whose  appointment  is  mentioned  in  their  last 
report  to  Synod,  the  Board  of  Managers  have  received  no  communi- 
cation. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Hook  has  been  employed  for  several  months 
by  *he  Manager.?,     His  labours  have  been  chiefly  directed  to  the 
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congregations  of  Fort  Miller  and  Argyle,  where  he  is  now  settled  as 
their  Pastor,  and  is  apparently  doing  much  good.  The  Board  have 
agreed  to  give  these  congregations  ^100  for  one  year,  in  order  to  es- 
tablish the  gospel  more  permanently  among  them. 

They  have  also  agreed  to  allow  the  Church  at  Courtland  town  un- 
der the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Abraham  Hoffman,  ^75  for  one  year, 
it  being  in  circumstances  of  peculiar  embarrassment,  and  they  have 
moreover,  promised  to  send  a  Missionary  to  the  Church  at  Hyde 
Park,  which  at  present,  can  furnish  only  ^300  per  annum,  for  the 
support  of  the  Gospel. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Switz  was  employed  during  the  last  fall  at  Tyas- 
hoke,  (Rensselaer  County)  and  his  Missionary  labours  appear  to  have 
been  faithful  and  successful.  Mr.  Switz  has  since  received  a  call  for 
settlement  among  them  as  their  Pastor,  which  he  has  accepted. 

j\lr.  Samuel  Van  Vechten,  a  licentiate  from  our  Theological  School, 
was  employed  with  much  acceptance  at  Princeton  and  Gilderland, 
during  the  last  summer.  After  fulfilling  his  mission,  he  states  in  a 
communication  to  the  Managers  in  October,  that  these  two  congre- 
gations had  promised  to  pay  together  gl50  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
Board,  and  that  they  would  take  no  measiirtes  to  procure  another 
Missionary,  until  they  heard  from  the  Board.  But  it  seems  that 
very  shortly  after,  a  candidate  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  was  in- 
troduced among  them  for  six  months.  In  relation  to  such  interfe- 
rence with  our  vacant  churches,  the  Board  adopted  the  following 
resolution  : 

"  Resolved,  That  in  the  report  of  this  Board  to  be  made  to  the 
next  General  Synod,  they  be  requested  to  enact  a  resolution  calcu- 
lated to  prevent  the  supply  of  vacant  congregations  who  need  Mis- 
sionary aid,  from  any  other  source  than  through  this  Missionary 
Board." 

The  Church  at  Oakhill,  (Greene  County,)  was  lately  represented 
to  the  Board  as  requiring  Missionary  aid,  and  the  Rev.  Peter  Van 
Zandt,  a  member  of  the  Classis  of  Albany,  has  recently  been  sent 
for  six  months  to  that  station. 

A  communication  has  been  received  from  the  Salts  of  St.  Ma- 
ry's, (Michigan  Territory)  requesting  a  Missionary.  The  Mana- 
gers have  resolved  to  send  one,  whenever  a  suitable  candidate  is  pre- 
sented. 

During  the  past  year,  some  Auxiliaries  have  been  formed  to  the 
Society,  although  by  no  means  so  many  or  so  efficient  as  the  Mana- 
gers could  desire.  Agents  have  been  appointed  to  visit  the  different 
Churches  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  AuxiliarieSi,  and  making  col- 
lections for  the  Board 
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The  Managers  have  received  all  the  books  and  papers  belonging 
to  the  former  Committee  of  Missions,  and  have  assumed  all  their  pe- 
cuniary responsibilities. 

The  Board  would  remind  the  Synod,  that  under  existing  arrange- 
ments, no  collection  is  specifically  directed  to  be  made  in  the  Churches 
for  Missionary  purposes,  and  as  they  have  received  little  or  no  mo- 
ne}"^  from  this  source  during  the  past  year,  would  respectfully  sug- 
gest the  great  importance  of  urging  on  the  congregations  a  collection 
once  a  year,  on  some  particular  day,  in  behalf  of  this  institution. 
Previous  to  June  last,  there  was  generally  received  for  Missionary 
purposes  from  the  Churches,  from  ^300  to  ,"ji400  per  annum.  During 
the  past  year,  there  has  been  received  only  about  §40 — a  sum  that 
will  maintain  only  one  Missionary  in  the  field  for  only  one  month  :  so 
that  had  it  not  been  for  the  funds  collected  by  the  Missionary  Society 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  previously  to  their  having  been  made  "the 
Committee  of  Missions"  of  the  Synod,  nothing  had  been  done  du- 
ring the  year  for  Missions  among  our  destitute  congregations. 

The  Board  have  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Knox,  and  Mr.  Abraham 
Van  Nest,  as  their  agents  to  appear  and  act  before  the  Synod  to  make 
any  explanations  that  may  be  desired,  and  to  prosecute  such  mea- 
sures as  may  advance  the  interests  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Church. 

In  conclusion,  the  Managers  would  refer  the  Synod  to  a  more  de- 
tailed account  of  their  transactions  during  the  past  year,  contained  in 
the  Annual  Report  lately  presented  to  the  Society,  which  report  our 
Agents  are  instructed  to  submit  to  the  General  Synod  for  their  more 
minute  examination.

The  Board  of  Superintendents  brought  in  the  following  report, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  in  conformity  to  the  regulation  of 
General  Synod,  beg  leave  to  lay  before  them,  their  annual  statement 
of  the  condition  of  the  Seminary,  and  of  their  own  proceedings  du- 
ring the  past  year. 

At  their  meeting  in  October  last,  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
admitted  Richard  D.  Van  Kleek,  George  M.  Fisher,  John  G.  Tarbell, 
and  Jacob  T.  B.  Beekman,  as  students  in  the  Theological  Seminary, 
upon  presenting  proper  testimonials  of  their  literary  acquirements, 
and  Church  Membership. 
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The  number  of  students  during  the  present  year,  has  amounted  to 
twenty-one — Of  this  number,  John  K.  Garretson,  died  in  November, 
1822.  The  following  are  the  names  of  the  students,  arranged  ac- 
cording to  their  respective  classes  : 

First  Class. — Robert  Blair,  William  Center,  and  Ferdinand  Van 
Derveer. 

Second  Class. — Gustavus  Abeel,  William  Crookshank,  James  B. 
Hardenbergh,  Benjumin  Van  Keuren,  Asa  Bennet,  Abraham  Messe- 
laer,  Jonathan  F.  Morris,  Stephen  H.  Meeker,  David  Van  Olinden, 
Jacob  C.  Sears,  Elbert  Slingerland,  Jefferson  Wynkoop,  and  John  A. 
Yates. 

Third  Class. — Jacob  T.  Beekman,  George  M.  Fisher,  Richard  D. 
Van  Kleek,  and  John  G.  Tarbell. 

The  Board  attended  to  the  examination  of  the  students  of  the  seve- 
ral classes,  on  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  Jewish  Antiquities, 
Analysis  of  Sacred  Scripture,  including  the  history  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment Church,  Chronology,  Sacred  Geography,  Canon  of  Scripture, 
Church  History,  and  the  Hebrew  and  Greek  languages. 

The  students  evinced  a  satisfactory  acquaintance  with  the  several 
branches  in  which  they  were  examined  ;  and  the  Board  feel  gratified 
in  being  enabled  to  state  to  the  General  Synod,  upon  the  representa- 
tion of  the  Professors,  that  the  institution  has  suffered  no  interrup- 
tion, and  is  in  a  prosperous  state — that  the  conduct  of  the  students, 
has,  without  any  exception,  been  correct  and  exemplary  ;  and  that 
they  have  attended  to  their  studies  with  diligence  and  good  success. 

Ferdinand  Van  Der  Veer,  and  William  Center,  having  finished  their 
course  of  study,  and  having  been  examined  on  Ecclesiastical  History, 
Church  Government,  experimental  religion,  and  their  views  in  enter- 
ing the  miiiistry,  were  recommended  for  professoral  certificates,  pre- 
paratory to  licensure. 

Inasmuch  as  Robert  Blair  has  completed  the  regular  period  of 
study  in  the  seminary,  and  sustains  a  good  report  from  the  Profess- 
ors, but  has  been  prevented  from  submitting  to  an  examination  be- 
fore this  Board  at  this  session,  on  account  of  sickness  :  it  is  recom- 
mended to  the  General  Synod  to  authorise  the  Professors  to  give  him 
a  Professoral  certificate,  without  an  examination  before  this  Board. 

The  sum  of  ^1 10  was  appropriated  to  the  assistance  of  one  indi- 
gent student,  and  g  120  to  another. 

The  Board,  with  the  utmost  respect  and  earnestness,  would  sug- 
gest to  the  General  Synod,  the  propriety  of  adopting  immediate  and 
efficient  measures  not  only  to  secure,  if  possible,  the  sums  of  money 
already  subscribed  for  the  support  of  the  Professorate,  concerning 
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which  there  is  some  contingency  expressed  in  the  last  acts  of  the 
Synod  ;  but  also  to  draw  forth  the  gifts  of  the  liberal  and  benevolent, 
in  the  northern  portions  of  the  church  ;  that  embarrassments,  simi- 
lar to  those  which  now  exist,  may  never  again  recur,  and  that  it  may 
soon  cease  to  be  necessary  to  call  on  the  members  of  the  church  for 
annual  contributions  to  support  the  seminary. 

It  is  true,  that  in  some  respects,  the  prospects  of  the  seminary, 
through  the  influence  of  circumstances  with  vhich  the  Synod  are  but 
too  well  acquainted,  are  at  present  dark — but  to  Him  upon  whose  arm 
the  interests  of  that  branch  of  the  Protestant  Church  to  which  we 
pertain,  have  so  long  reposed,  and  by  whom  it  has  been  supported, 
under  the  pressure  of  great  evils,  and  delivered  from  appalhng  dan- 
gers, we  look  up  ;  and  together  with  all  who  love  our  Zion,  we  pre- 
sent to  Him,  our  supplications  that  he  would  conduct  and  preserve  us 
safely,  through  the  critical  emergencies  to  which  we  are  brought. 

The  Board  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  express  their  confidence  in 
this  institution.  It  has  already  proved  of  essential  service  to  the 
church,  and  we  regard  it  as  one  of  the  bulwarks  of  our  faith.  We 
commend  it  to  the  confidence  of  the  churches.  We  know  that  the 
pure  doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  are  clearly  and  faithfully  taught.  We 
would  hold  it  up  to  the  view  of  the  churches  as  an  object  eminently 
deserving  to  be  loved  and  cherished,  by  all  who  feel  an  interest 
in  the  preservation  and  extension  of  true  rehgion.  We  pray  them 
to  be  encouraged.  They  have  sown  precious  seed.  They  have 
gone  forth  "  weeping" — but  "  they  shall  doubtless  come  again,  with 
rejoicing,  bringing  their  sheaves  with  them." — And  then,  shall  '*  he 
that  soweth  and  he  that  reapeth  rejoice  together,  for  they  shall 
gather  fruit  unto  life  eternal."

Reverend  Brother, 
The  General  Synod  in  their  proceedings  at  their  extra  Session, 
held  in  Albany  in  February  last,  certified  to  me  by  their  Clerk, 
having  declined  the  acceptance  of  my  resignation  of  the  Professor- 
ship of  Biblical  Literature,  and  Ecclesiastical  History  ;  and  having  de- 
clared that  the  reasons  for  my  resignation  are  removed,  and  more- 
over, having  furnished  me  with  an  unequivocal  expression  of  their 
opinion,  thaf  it  is  my  *'  duty  to  continue  in"  my  "  present  situation," 

1  have,  therefore,  with  a  sacred  regard  to  duty,  in  view  of  the 

constitutional  interference  of  the  highest  judicatory  of  the  Church, 
and  the  deference  due  to  their  judgment,  determined  to  withdraw 
the  resignation  of  said  Professorship,  and  remain  in  the  Theological 
College.

Reverend  Brother, 

In  my  last  communication  I  made  known  to  you  my  determination 
to  withdraw  the  resignation  of  my  Professorship,  and  remain  in  the 
Theological  College. — 

This  determination  was  made,  in  consequence,  as  1  conceived,  of 
the  authoritative  interference  of  the  General  Synod,  under  the  de- 
cided conviction  that,  in  their  resolutions  of  February  last,  they 
assumed  to  themselves  the  whole  responsibility  of  preventing  the 
consummation  of  the  engagement  entered  into  between  the  Church 
of  Albany  and  myself 

A  different  construction  having  been  given  to  those  resolutions,  es- 
pecially by  the  Consistory  of  the  Church  of  Albany,  I  do  therefore 
unite  with  them  in  referring  the  same  to  the  General  Synod  ;  respect- 
fully requesting,  on  my  part,  that  the  General  Synod  to  be  convened 
in  Albany,  in  the  month  of  June,  would  review  the  said  resolutions, 
and  furnish  an  unequivocal  expression  of  their  opinion  whether  those 
resolutions  are  designed  to  be  authoritative,  and  intended  to  exone- 
rate me  from  the  responsibility  of  defeating  my  engagement  with  the 
Consistory  of  the  Church  of  Albany,  and  to  place  the  same  upon  the 
General  Synod- 
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This  communication  you  will  please  to  lay  before  the  General  Sy- 
nod, and  accept,  dear  Sir,  the  renewed  assurance  of  my  high  regard.

The  following  statement  was  also  received  and  referred  to  the  same 
Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  letters  of  professor  Ludlow: — 

A  concise  Statement  of  the  case  between  the  Rev.  John  Ludlow,  and 
the  Consistory  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  in  the 
city  of  Albany,  for  the  information  of  the  General  Synod. 

In  July,  1822,  the  Consistory  presented  to  Mr.  Ludlow  a  formal 
Resolution,  offering  him  a  call  to  become  the  Pastor  of  their  Church 
and  Congregation,  upon  the  terms  therein  expressed,  and  assuring  him 
that  a  regular  call  should  be  made  out  and  delivered  without  delay, 
after  he  should  signify  his  willingness  to  accept  it. 

In  August  following  Mr.  Ludlow  informed  the  Consistory  that  he 
would  and  did  accept  their  offered  call ;  but  that  it  was  incumbent 
upon  him  to  give  six  months  notice  to  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
of  the  Theological  School,  of  the  resignation  of  his  professorship  in 
that  institution,  before  he  could  enter  upon  his  pastoral  duties.  The 
call  was  thereupon  made  out,  approved,  presented,  and  accepted  in 
due  form. 

About  the  27th  of  August  last  Mr.  Ludlow  gave  notice  of  his  said 
resignation  to  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  which  was  followed  by  a 
circular  from  the  Consistory,  addressed  to  each  of  the  members  of 
that  Board  soliciting  their  favourable  aid,  as  far  as  they  had  the 
power,  to  accelerate  Mr.  Ludlow's  release  from  the  School. 

To  one  of  those  circulars  an  answer  was  received,  from  the  Presi- 
dent, or  presiding  officer  of  the  Board,  expressing  his  regret  for  the 
loss  which  the  School  would  sustain  by  Mr.  Ludlow's  leaving  it ;  but, 
in  friendly  terms,  signifying  his  acquiesence  in  what  had  taken  place  ; 
and  declaring  "  that,  as  the  matter  appeared  thus  far  settled,  he  knew 
of  no  reason  why  he  should  not  facilitate  the  views  ^f  the  Consistory 
on  the  subject." 

On  the  12th  February  last  Mr.  Ludlow  informed  the  Consistory,  by 
letter,  of  his  intention  to  be  at  Albany  on  the  6th  or  7th  of  March, 
and  of  his  wish  to  be  installed  in  his  pastoral  office  on  the  first  Sabbath 
thereafter.  This  letter  was  laid  before  the  Classis  of  Albany,  at  their 
stated  meeting  in  February,  who  in  consequence  thereof  appointed 
the  17th  of  March  for  Mr.  Ludlow's  installation,  of  which  pubHc  no* 
tice  was  given  three  successive  Sabbaths  from  the  pulpit.     In  the  in- 
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terim  a  special  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  was  called,  to  be  held 
in  the  city  of  Albany  on  the  21st  of  February,  upon  the  written  re- 
quest of  six  Ministers,  in  consequence  of  Mr.  Ludlow's  notice  of  re- 
signation given  to  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  but  none  of  the 
members  of  that  Board  had  signed  the  request ;  although  they  only 
had  oflBcial  information  of  the  notice  of  resignation,  and  therefore  were 
the  proper  persons,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Consistory,  to  request  the 
call  of  Synod  in  that  instance.  During  all  this  time  no  intimation 
was  given  to  the  Consistory,  from  any  quarter,  that  any  constitu- 
tional obstacle  could  be  interposed  to  prevent  the  consummation 
of  the  engagement  between  Mr.  Ludlow  and  them,  at  the  appointed 
time. 

The  Synod  met  on  the  day  fixed  for  that  purpose  ;  and,  by  a  ma 
jority,  passed  certain  Resolutions,  with  recitals,  asserting  substan- 
tially  the  control  of  Synod  over  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Ludlow,  and 
advising  him  to  remain  at  the  School ;  but  declaring  that,  in  case  he 
should,  notwithstanding,  deem  it  his  duty  to  fulfil  his  engagement  to 
the  Consistory,  Synod  accepted  his  resignation  on  his  giving  notice 
to  the  President  of  his  determination.  On  the  20th  of  March  Mr. 
Ludlow  informed  the  Consistory,  by  a  letter  then  received,  but  dated 
13th  of  March,  that  he  must  "  abide  by  the  authoritative  decision 
of  Synod,"  contained  in  the  aforesaid  resolutions,  to  remain  in  the 
School. 

The  effect  of  this  unexpected  information,  upon  the  Consistory  and 
their  Congregation,  it  cannot  be  necessary  to  set  forth  in  detail.  Suf- 
fice it  to  say,  that  the  disappointment  which  it  announced  to  their 
united,  long  cherished,  and  high  raised  hopes,  and  ardent  wishes,  pro- 
duced, as  was  to  be  expected,  strong  mingled  and  conflicting  emotions 
of  keen  regret,  and  deeply  wounded  sensibihty.  In  a  personal  inter- 
view with  Mr.  Ludlow  since,  he  explained  to  the  Consistory,  that, 
according  to  his  understanding  of  the  Synodical  Resolutions,  they  were 
designed  to  be  imperative  upon  him,  and  virtually  to  interdict  the 
fulfilment  of  his  accepted  call.  This  appears  to  the  Consistory  to  be 
an  erroneous  interpretation  of  the  import  as  well  as  of  the  design  of 
the  Resolutions  of  Synod  :  and  they,  therefore,  presume  that  Mr. 
Ludlow's  above-mentioned  determination,  in  consequence  of  those 
Resolutions,  was  founded  upon  a  mistaken  impression  that  Synod 
exonerated  him  from,  and  assumed  upon  themselves,  the  respon- 
sibility of  defeating  the  fulfilment  of  his  engagement  to  the  Con- 
sistory. 

Thus  circumstanced,  the  Consistory  trust  that  the  next  General 
Synod  will  consider  it  right,  carefiiUy  to  revise  the  whole  case,  and 
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in  view  of  the  important  interests  which  it  involves,  to  place  Mr. 
Ludlow  in  a  condition  to  follow  the  dictates  of  his  own  sense  of  duty, 
in  deciding  upon  the  solemn,  deliberate,  and  voluntary  obligations 
subsisting  between  him  and  the  Consistory.

A  communication  from  the  General  Association  of  Massachusetts, 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

The  communication  is  as  follows  : — 

At  a  meeting  of  the  General  Association  of  Massachusetts,  June 
25,  1822. 

The  Committee  on  the  subject  of  correspondence  with  the  Gene- 
ral Synod  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church,  reported  a  recommenda- 
tion, that  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  this  Association  to 
meet  a  similar  Committee,  on  the  part  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church,  if  they  think  proper  to  appoint  such  Com- 
mittee ;  and  that  the  Committee  on  the  part  of  this  General  Associa- 
tion have  power  to  agree  upon  a  plan  of  correspondence,  which  plan, 
it  shall  be  their  duty,  when  formed,  to  report  to  the  General  As- 
sociation, for  their  adoption  or  rejection. 

This  report  was  accepted,  and  the  Rev.  A.  Hyde,  D.  D.,  J.  Ly- 
man, D.  D.,  and  H.  Humphrey,  were  appointed  the  Committee  recom- 
mended in  the  Report.

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A  narrative  of  the  state  of  religion  within  the  bounds  of  the  Ge- 
neral Assembly  was  laid  upon  the  table  of  Synod  by  Dr.  Neill,  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  state  of  religion. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  United  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  laid  upon  the  table  of  Synod  one  hundred  copies  of  the  Sixth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  that  Society,  for  distribu- 
tion among  the  Members  of  Synod. 

An  apphcation  was  made  to  Synod  on  behalf  of  John  A.  Yates, 
who  has  spent  two  years  at  the  Theological  School,  for  a  dis- 
pensation from  further  attending  the  school,  on  account  of  an  en- 
gagement in  Union  College,  which  application  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Professorate. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

Board  of  Corporation. 

The  following  Report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Corporation, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate, 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church. 

The  Board  of  Corporation  respectfully  submit  the  following  Report 
of  their  proceedings  during  the  past  year  : — 

Since  their  re-appointment  in  June  last,  they  have  been  regularly 
convened,  and  have  transacted  whatever  business  has  come  before 
them  with  their  usual  unanimity. 

The  Board  have  not,  during  the  year,  attempted  to  effect  any  fur- 
ther settlement  with  the  Trustees  of  Queens'  College,  in  relation  to 
the  claim  which  they  assert,  to  the  exclusive  control  and  direc- 
tion of  the  professoral  fund.  They  have,  however,  appointed  Messrs. 
Abraham  Van  Nest  and  CorneUus  Heyer,  appraisers  on  the  part  of 
the  Synod,  to  determine  the  value  of  the  College  lots,  agreeably  to 
the  Resolutions  of  the  last  Synod,  as  recorded,  p.  60,  on  their  mi- 
nutes, and  have  also  appointed  Isaac  L.  Kip  and  John  Nitchie,  Esqs. 
to  ascertain  the  legal  title  to  said  property. 
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The  Board  of  Corporation  have  received,  very  recently,  a  copy 
of  a  Resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  passed  28th  May,  1823, 
which  is  as  follows  : 

^^Resolved,  That  this  Board  will  convey  to  the  Board  of  Corpora- 
tion of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  the  Col- 
lege edifice,  and  lot  thereto  belongins;,  upon  condition  that  they  pay 
to  the  Bank  of  New-Brunswick  the  debt  due  to  said  bank  from  this 
Board,  and  also  cancel  the  debt  due  from  the  Literary  to  the  Pro- 
fessoral  Fund." 

In  relation  to  this  Resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Board 
of  Corporation  would  refer  the  Synod  to  a  report  of  the  Committee 
of  the  Synod  recorded  on  their  minutes  of  June  last,  p.  69,  60.  The 
Board  would  moreover  state,  that  they  are  unanimously  of  opinion 
that  the  reasons  therein  contained,  together  with  other  considerations 
that  might  be  adduced,  are  conclusive  to  show  that  the  General  Synod 
ought  not  to  accede  to  this  proposition  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  In 
their  proposition,  it  is  not  stated  what  sum  the  Synod  would  be  ex- 
pected to  pay  to  the  Bank  of  New-Brunswick  ;  and  in  the  present 
state  of  the  finances  of  the  Synod,  their  Treasurer  being  in  advance 
about  §1,300,  the  Board  of  Corporation  are  entirely  without  the 
means  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  any  sum.  Your  Board  are  ad- 
vised that  a  corporation  in  the  state  of  New-York  cannot  hold  real 
estate  in  the  state  of  New-Jersey  ;  and,  even  were  this  difficulty  ob- 
viated, the  possession  of  the  building,  so  long  as  it  was  held  by  the  Sy- 
nod, would  occasion  a  continual  expense.  If  it  were  to  be  com- 
pleted, that  expense  would  be  very  heavy ;  and,  if  not  kept  in  re- 
pair, it  would  become  seriously  injured  from  the  weather ;  and,  if  it 
is  to  be,  at  any  time  disposed  of,  certainly  the  Board  of  Trustees  may 
as  well  be  expected  to  have  the  trouble  and  risk  of  disposing  of  it,  as 
the  Synod,  or  their  Board  of  Corporation. 

Should  the  Synod  not  accede  to  the  proposition  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  Corporation  would  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety 
of  carrjring  into  effect  the  Resolutions  marked  1,  2,  3,  on  their  mi- 
nutes of  June  last,  p.  60, 

From  the  accompanying  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  it  appears  that 
the  following  Churches  have  attended  to  the  Twenty-five  Cent  Contri- 
bution, viz.— Churches  of  New-York;  Garden-street,  Market-street, 
North-West,  Haerlem,  Fordham,  Jamaica,  Newtown,  Flatbush,  New- 
Utrecht,  Bergen,  Warwick,  Six-Mile  Run,  New-Brunswick,  Leba- 
non, Rockaway,  Belleville.  Porapton.  Wyckoff.  Preakness,  Waterloo, 
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Boght,  Schodack,  Kenderhook,  and  very  possibly  some  other  Churches 
may  have  forwarded  money  from  this  source  without  specifying  it. 
The  whole  amount  received  is  §778.03  ;  being  an  excess  of  §365.20 
above  the  receipts  of  the  last  year  from  the  same  source,  when  all 
the  other  collections  were  attended  to. 

The  First  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Philadelphia,  the  Church 
of  the  English  Neighbourhood,  and  the  Church  of  Brooklyn,  which 
have  not  made  the  Twenty-five  Cent  Collection,  have  attended  to  all 
the  other  collections  formerly  enjoined  by  the  Synod.

It  will  be  perceived  from  this  report,  that  in  consequence  of  the 
deficiency  of  funds  in  the  Treasury,  to  meet  the  necessary  expendi- 
tures of  the  Synod,  the  corporation,  in  order  to  preserve  the  credit 
of  the  Church,  were  compelled  to  borrow  money  on  interest,  which 
interest  in  the  above  account,  amounting  to  §60  26,  is  allowed  to  the 
Treasurer,  and  he  is  now  in  advance,  the  sum  of  gl289  88. 

The  Board  of  Corporation  respectfully  recommend  to  the  General 
Synod,  to  re-enact  the  resolutions  passed  in  June,  1820,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  raising  funds.

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brodhead,  Peter  Labagh,  and  the 
Elder,  Mr.  Abraham  Van  Nest,  be  a  Committee  to  report  to  this  Sy- 
nod a  nomination  of  three  times  the  number  of  persons  who  con- 
stitute the  Board  of  Directors  under  the  Charter.

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The  door-keeper's  bill  for  attendance  and  stationary,  amounting  to 
J 14,  and  the  bill  of  the  messenger  who  had  served  two  different 
citations  upon  Dr.  Fraeligh,  amounting  to  §7  60  were  presented  and 
ordered  to  be  paid. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Correspondence. 

The  Rev.  John  Winebrenner,  from  the  German  Reformed  Synod, 
and  the  Rev.  Dr.  William  Neill,  and  the  Elder,  Mr.  Zechariah  Lewis, 
from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  being  pre- 
sent, and  having  produced  testimonials  of  their  respective  appoint- 
ments, were  invited  to  take  their  seats  as  Corresponding  Members 
of  this  Synod.

with  a  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod  of  1822,  was  cordially 
received  and  treated  with  hospitahty  and  respect  by  the  German 
Brethren.

The  following  report  was  received  from  Dr.  Milledoler,  one  of 
the  delegates  appointed  by  this  Synod  to  attend  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  its  meeting  in  May  last. 

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  General  Synod,  in  June  last,  to  at- 
tend, as  their  Delegate,  the  next  meeting  thereafter,  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  in  these  United  States,  pro- 
vided said  Assembly  should  accede  to  the  plan  of  correspondence 
between  the  two  bodies,  agreed  to  by  said  Synod,  Reports : — 

That  the  proposed  plan  was  almost  unanimously  adopted  by  the 
Assembly  on  the  23d  of  May  last,  and  that  he  received  immediate 
notice  thereof  by  mail.  As,  however,  attendance  on  the  Assembly, 
at  that  time,  must  have  interfered  with  the  supposed  paramount  duty 
of  attending  the  regular  meeting  of  your  Board  of  Superintendents 
of  the  Theological  School,  and  as  the  subscriber  knew  that  his  se- 
cundus.  Dr.  Brodhead,  was  absent  on  a  journey,  he  did  respectfully 
signify  these  facts  to  the  Assembly,  as  reasons  why  no  clerical  repre= 
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scntative  from  this  Body  appeared  on  their  Floor.  The  undersigned 
has  been  informed  that  the  Elder,  Frederick  Erringer,  took  his  seat 
in  the  Assembly.

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  brought  in  their  report  as 
follows  : — 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  beg  leayc  to  Report, 

That  but  two  things  claim  your  attention  :— 

The  first  is  a  communication  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  declaring  their  ratification  of  the  Articles  of 
Union  between  that  body  and  General  Synod  ;  and  containing  a  res- 
pectful hope,  that  the  additional  article  in  these  words  "  The  Minis- 
ters of  one  of  the  corresponding  churches  shall  not  in  any  case  in- 
trude upon  the  office  of  the  ministers  of  the  other  churches,*'  may 
be  reconsidered  by  General  Synod  and  rescinded. 

Upon  this  subject,  your  Committee  would  recommend  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  viz. — 

That  it  is  inexpedient,  at  present,  to  rescind  the  aforesaid  article. 

The  second  communication  is  from  the  General  Association  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, giving  the  information  that  a  Committee  of  three  persons, 
viz.  Rev.  A.  Hyde,  D.  D.,  J.  Lyman,  D.  D.,  and  H.  Humphrey, 
have  been  appointed  by  that  Association,  to  meet  any  Committee 
which  may  be  appointed  by  this  body,  in  order  to  agree  upon  a  plan 
of  Correspondence. 

Upon  this  subject,  your  Committee  recommend  the  appointment 
of  a  Committee  of  three,  to  meet  the  Committee  of  the  General  As- 
sociation, for  the  purposes  contemplated,  and  to  report  to  the  General 
Synod  for  their  adoption  or  rejection.

Jacob  R.  Hardenbergh,  be  Delegates  Primarii,  and  the  Rev.  Dr, 
James  S.  Cannon,  and  the  Elder,  Mr.  John  Frelinghuysen,  be  Dele- 
gates Secundiy  to  attend  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyteriaa 
Church,  to  be  convened  in  Philadelphia,  on  the  third  Thursday  of 
May  next. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Elder,  Mr.  Z. 
Lewis,  one  of  the  corresponding  members  from  the  General  Assem- 
bly, on  the  morning  of  the  seventh  day  of  the  session,  and  referred  to 
a  committee  consisting  of  Rev.  Messrs.  Parker  and  J.  V.  C.  Romeyn, 
and  the  Elder,  Mr.  Abraham  Van  Nest. 

Albany y  June  10,  1823. 
Respected  and  Dear  Sir  , 

I  take  the  liberty  to  address  you  in  relation  to  an  occurrence  which 
took  place  yesterday  in  your  Synod. 

It  is  known  to  you,  sir,  that  I  was  admitted  to  a  seat  on  your  floor, 
as  one  of  the  Delegates  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  under  a  plan  of  intercourse  mutually  adopted  by  the  two  bo- 
dies, and  securing  to  me  the  unlimited  right  of  taking  a  part  in  the 
deliberations  of  your  reverend  Synod. 

It  is  also  known  to  you  that,  until  yesterday,  I  observed,  on  all 
questions,  an  entire  and  respectful  silence  ;  that  I  then  commenced, 
with  your  permission,  a  few  remarks  on  a  constitutional  question  in- 
volving in  its  principles  the  interests,  not  only  of  your  Theological 
Seminary,  but  of  ours,  and  of  the  Church  of  Christ  ;  and  that  I  was 
arrested  in  my  argument,  and  my  right  of  speaking  denied  by  a  mem- 
ber, and  with  the  apparent  approbation,  of  your  venerable  body. 

Under  these  circumstances,  sir,  I  feel  impelled,  not  by  personal 
considerations,  but  by  a  sense  of  duty  to  that  church  which  I  have  the 
honour  to  represent,  and  which  I  consider  as  treated  with  indignity 
through  the  person  of  its  delegate,  to  request  your  Synod  to  express 
distinctly  their  view  of  the  articles  which  form  the  basis  of  our  cor- 
respondence. 

With  the  prayer  that  grace,  mercy,  and  peace,  maybe  multiplied 
abundantly  to  yourself,  to  the  Synod  over  which  you  preside,  to  its 
members,  to  the  churches  under  its  care,  and  to  all  who  love  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,

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The  Committee,  to  whom  the  above  paper  was  referred,  brought  in 
their  report,  which  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  Mr. 
Zechariah  Lewis,  requesting  the  Synod's  views  of  the  articles  which 
form  the  basis  of  the  correspondence  between  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  and  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  particularly  in  reference  to  the  part  which  the  cor- 
responding Delegates  may  take  in  the  discussions  of  both  bodies,  re- 
spectfully recommend  to  Synod  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lution. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  consider  the  articles  of  correspondence 
adopted  between  the  highest  judicatories  of  the  two  churches  as  au- 
thorizing the  Delegates  from  each  of  these  judicatories  mutually  to 
deliberate  on  all  questions  that  may  come  before  them,  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  their  own  members,  subject  to  the 
rules  of  both  houses  ;  and  that  the  said  Delegates  are  excluded  only 
from  the  privilege  of  voting.

ARTICLE  VI. 

Synodical  Reports  on  the  State  of  the  Churches, 

The  committee  on  the  state  of  religion  reported,  and  their  report 
was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  committee  on  the  state  of  religion  report  ; 

That  the  sources  of  information  on  which  their  report  must  be 
predicated  are  so  few  and  defective,  as  to  preclude  that  particularity 
and  extent  of  view,  which  might  be  desired. 

From  the  data  that  are  before  them,  your  committee  remark,  that 
the  vacancies  in  the  church  are  very  generally  supplied  in  those  con- 
gregations where  there  is  ability  to  support  the  ministry.  There  re- 
main a  number  of  weak  and  dilapidated  churches,  which  require  mis- 
sionary aid,  and  which,  in  all  probability,  without  such  aid,  must 
either  become  entirely  extinct,  or  pass  under  the  protection,  and  be 
raised  by  the  aid  of  other  denominations.

This  Missionary  ground  in  the  church,  and  such  other  Missionary 
fields  as  have  been  pointed  out  to  the  Committee  of  Missions,  have 
been  partly  occupied  by  men  commissioned  and  supported  by  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Missionary  Society.  Your  committee  rejoice  with 
you,  on  the  prospects  which  their  efforts  open  and  warrant  them  to 
entertain  :  but  they  regret,  that  the  difficulty  of  procuring  suitable 
Missionaries,  has,  in  several  instances,  been  such  as  to  defeat  their 
plans,  and  greatly  to  circumscribe  their  operations. 

Your  committee  further  report, — that  although  there  are  rumours  of 
false  doctrine,  and  the  propagation  of  error  in  the  church,  yet  the 
reports  to  which  they  have  access,  state — that  the  doctrines  of  our 
standards  are  advocated — the  Heidelberg  catechism  regularly  ex- 
plained— Bible  Classes  in  many  congregations  supported — prayer 
meetings  generally  held — children  and  youth  catechised — family  visi- 
tation performed  in  most  of  the  congregations — discipline  in  some 
instances  faithfully  administered,  and  other  means  of  instruction  and 
improvement  attended  to  throughout  the  churches. 

From  these  means  of  knowledge  and  religious  impression,  though 
certainly  not  fully  improved,  much  good  has  resulted.  In  the  south- 
ern section  of  the  church,  though  no  new  revival  of  religion  has  re- 
joiced the  hearts  of  the  Lord's  people,  yet  the  effects  of  the  revival  of 
the  last  year  do  still  appear  in  the  churches  of  Somerville,  Bed- 
minster,  New-Brunswick,  Hillsborough,  and  Rockaway,  in  the  Clas- 
sis  of  New-Brunswick — Readington  and  Harlingen,  in  the  Classis  of 
Philadelphia— and  in  all  the  other  churches,  there  has  been  an  un- 
common degree  of  attention,  and  an  unusual  accession  of  members. 

In  the  city  of  New- York,  the  labour  of  Missionaries  has  been  con- 
siderably successful.  The  corner  stones  of  two  new  churches  have 
been  laid,  one  of  which  is  in  considerable  progress,  and  has  a  good 
prospect  of  assembling  within  its  walls  a  respectable  congregation. 

In  the  Classis  of  Bergen  and  Paramus,  while  some  discouraging 
things  have  occurred,  yet  the  general  aspect  of  the  church  is  favoura- 
ble, and  in  some  churches  uncommon  solemnity  prevails. 

Within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  Albany,  your  committee  have 
it  not  in  their  power  to  gratify  the  Synod  by  accounts  of  any  signal 
triumphs  of  grace.  And  though  they  hope  that  the  cause  of  religion 
is  silently  gaining  ground,  yet  they  know  not  of  any  special  out- 
pouring of  the  Divine  Spirit. 

In  the  Classis  of  Poughkeepsie,  some  churches  lament  the  preva- 
lence of  infidelity  and  impiety — some  deplore  the  lukewarmness  of 
professors  evidenced  in  the  neglect  of  family  prayer  and  personal 
religion — some  speak  of  encouraging  prospects — all  rejoice  in  peace, 
h\xi  none  exult  anxidst  the  copious  effusions  of  the  Spirit  of  Grace. 
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In  tlie  CJassis'of  Ulster  ;  in  the  Church  of  Catskill,  th^re  has  been 
uncommon  attention,  and  a  spirit  of  extraordinary  devotion,  prayer, 
and  exertion,  among  the  Lord's  people,  but  nothing  that  deserves  the 
name  of  a  revival,  has  yet  ensued.  In  most  of  the  other  churches, 
peace  has  been  enjoyed,  exertions  have  been  increased,  and  pleasing 
indications  of  spiritual  prosperity,  growth,  and  increase,  have  been 
witnessed. 

In  the  Classis  of  Rensselaer,  your  committee  rejoice  that  it  is  ia 
their  power  to  report,  that  considerable  religious  excitement  has  been 
witnessed  in  the  church  of  Ghent,  which  has  resulted  in  the  ingather- 
ing of  a  goodly  number  of  souls  into  the  visible  church.  At  Church- 
town,  also,  there  are  strong  indications  of  revival.  In  the  churches 
of  Kinderhook  and  Claverack,  the  consequences  of  the  late  revivals 
are  still  visible  in  uncommon  solemnity,  and  increased  attention  to 
the  means  of  grace.  "  In  the  congregations  of  Schodack,  Hillsdale, 
Nassau,  Greenbush,  and  Bloominggrove,"  says  the  report  of  Rensa- 
laer,  "there  is  a  solemn  and  general  attendance  on  the  means  of 
grace  ;  and  though  there  is  no  luxuriance  of  growth,  yet  there  is  ac- 
tual life  and  increase." 

In  the  Classis  of  Washington,  the  means  of  instruction  are  multi- 
plied, and  the  prospects  of  Zion  brightened  ;  for  which  the  Synod 
is  bound  to  bless  God,  while  they  deplore  the  death  of  an  esteemed 
and  useful  brother,  the  Rev.  Ralph  A.  Westervelt. 

In  the  Classis  of  Albany,  the  Church  of  Coxsackie,  is  uncommonly 
alive  to  the  interests  of  religion,  and  great  exertions  are  made  for  its 
progress.  In  the  church  of  Bethlehem,  the  state  of  things  has  been 
xinusually  promising,  and  in  all  the  other  churches  there  is  seen  a 
steady  march  towards  better  days. 

In  the  Classis  of  Montgomery,  the  church  has  been  favoured  with 
an  increase  of  Ministers — its  prospects  are  encouraging,  and  justify 
the  hope,  that  this  is  a  field  whitening  to  the  harvest. 

On  the  whole,  your  committee  think,  there  is  reason  to  fear  the 
Ministers  and  people  of  God,  are  not  as  instant  in  season  and  out  of 
season,  as  duty  requires.  The  Lord  is  faithful.  He  has  promised 
to  be  with  the  church  to  the  end  of  the  world.  He  has  challenged 
the  unwearied  exertion  of  his  servants,  in  the  words  of  the  prophet; 
*'  Prove  me  now  herewith,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  if  1  will  not  open 
you  the  windows  of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing,  that  there 
shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive  it." — And  there  can  be  no  doubt, 
that  if  Ministers  and  Christians  generally,  duly  felt  their  responsibili- 
ty  duly  appreciated  the  value  of  immortal  souls,  and  laboured  as  in 

the  view  of  eternal  things,  that  God  would  arise  in  his  grace  and  pow- 
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er,  make  our  Jerusalem  a  praise,  and  bring  unnumbered  souls  to 
Zion  with  songs,  and  the  hope  of  everlasting  joy  in  their  hearts. 

In  this  view  your  committee  perceive  cause  for  humiliation,  and 
for  prayer,  to  the  God  of  all  grace,  that  He  would  "  revive  his  work 
in  the  midst  of  us,  and  in  deserved  wrath  remember  mercy." — But, 
while  on  the  one  hand,  the  committee  contemplate  this  "deserved 
wrath,"  which  might  justly  have  resulted  in  the  rejection  of  our 
church  to  be  a  reproach  in  the  earth,  and  on  the  other,  remarked  how 
mercy  has  interposed,  and  not  only  saved  us  from  merited  punish- 
ment, but  crowned  us  with  unmerited  prosperity,  your  committee 
find  constraining  reasons  for  the  most  cordial  and  affectionate  thanks- 
givings to  God,  who  hath  "not  dealt  with  us  after  our  sin,  nor  re- 
warded us  according  to  our  iniquities." 

In  this  place  of  their  report,  your  committee  would  recommend  to 
Synod,  earnestly  to  conjure  the  Ministers  of  the  church,  besides  the 
regular  duties  of  the  sanctuary,  to  give  vigorous,  and  if  possible  un- 
wearied attention  to  the  catechetical  instruction  of  children  and  youth 
— to  family  visitation — to  Christian  conference,  and  the  formation  of 
prayer  meetings  ;  as  the  means  which,  under  the  divine  blessing,  are 
most  likely  to  revive  religion,  and  to  extend  the  dominion  of  the  Re- 
deemer. 

Your  committee  further  recommend  to  General  Synod,  the  adon^on 
of  the  following  resolution,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  do  enjoin  on  all  the  Classes,  and 
on  the  Churches  under  their  care,  to  prepare  and  send  up  their  sta- 
tistical reports  annually. 

Your  committee  have  had  the  pleasure  of  reading  the  "  Narrative 
of  the  state  of  religion  within  the  bounds  of  the  Geoeral  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,"  &c. — and  while  they  congratulate  that 
sister  church  on  all  that  the  Lord  hath  done  for  her  ;  and  condole  with 
her  in  all  the  afl9iction  which  she  deplores,  they  would  join  with  her 
in  "  offering  fervent  and  united  thanks  to  the  God  of  all  grace,  for  his 
mercies  to  our  country  and  Zion,  and  to  pray  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
may  be  poured  out  on  our  church,  and  on  all  the  churches  in  our  land, 
and  throughout  the  world — that  religion  may  be  every  where  revived 
— that  the  progress  of  error  may  be  arrested — that  every  thing  un- 
friendly to  the  reign  of  righteousness  may  be  destroyed — that  Chris- 
tians of  all  denominations  may  be  more  and  more  united  in  affection 
and  effort — that  the  Missionary  cause  and  the  cause  of  Bible  Socie- 
ties, may  be  extended,  and  made  to  triumph  in  every  part  of  the 
world — that  wars  may  cease  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  and  that  the 
glory  of  the  latter  day  may  be  hastened." 
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As  an  expression  of  our  own  views  of  the  necessity  and  propriety 
of  the  case,  and  as  a  token  of  respect  to,  and  concurrence  with,  our 
brethren,  in  connection  with  the  General  Assembly,  your  committee 
would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
tion,  viz  : 

Whereas,  It  evidently  appears  that  God  our  Heavenly  Father,  has 
been  gracious  and  forbearing  to  our  Church  in  the  midst  of  merited 
rebuke,  and  has  given  us  tokens  of  his  continued  favour  to  our  Zion — 
whereas,  it  is  also  evident  that  certain  divisions  exist  in  the  Church, 
and  the  interests  of  personal  and  vital  godliness  in  many  instances,  are 
low—and  whereas,  our  brethren  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  have 
set  apart  the  first  Thursday  of  November  next,  as  a  day  of  public 
thanksgiving,  humiliation,  and  prayer,  therefore — 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  do  recommend  and  enjoin  on  all  the 
Churches  under  their  care,  the  observance  of  the  same  day,  for  the 
same  purposes — that  on  that  day  all  servile  labour  be  omitted — and 
that  the  churches  and  congregations  meet  in  their  respective  houses 
of  worship,  to  thank  God  for  his  mercies  to  our  land  and  church,  and 
earnestly  to  implore  him  to  heal  every  division — to  shed  abroad  the 
spirit  of  concord — to  enable  Ministers  and  other  Christians  to  be  in- 
creasingly faithful  in  exhorting  one  another  daily,  and  in  reproving 
andk  persuading  their  unconverted  fellow  men — to  second  these  efforts 
by  the  effectual  co-operation  of  his  Holy  Spirit — to  bless  our  Theo- 
logical School,  and  other  theological  seminaries  ;  the  Bible  Society, 
Missionary  Societies,  and  every  other  Institution  designed  for  the 
glory  of  his  name — and  soon  to  usher  in  the  glorious  era,  when  ''*  the 
mountain  of  the  house  of  the  Lord  shall  be  established  on  the  top  of 
the  mountains,  and  be  exalted  above  the  hills,  and  people  shall 
flow  unto  it." 

Herewith  is  transmitted  to  Synod,  the  statistical  accounts  of  the 
Churches  under  your  care.

Synodical  References. 


The  ComQjittee  on  Synodical  Minutes  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  and  is  as  follows  :— 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  beg  leave  to  Report : — 

That  they  have  examined  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods  of 
New-York  and  Altfeny. 

On  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New- York  they  find 
an  appeal  of  the  Rev.  James  V.  C.  Romeyn,  referred  to  General  Sy- 
nod, in  the  following  words,  (p.  13.)  "  Resolved,  That  the  above 
appeal  be  referred  to  the  next  General  Synod,  for  final  decision.*' 

They  also  find  a  reference  to  certain  memorials  from  the  Rer. 
Wilhelmus  Eltinge  and  Simeon  V.  Winkle,  Elder,  and  another  from  sun- 
dry  members,  ex-elders,  and  deacons,  from  the  congregation  of  Schraa- 
lenburgh,  on  the  subject  of  their  secession,  which  memorials  were 
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referred  by  the  following  resolution,  "Synod  Resolved,  That  the 
memorials  presented  to  this  body  from  members  of  the  Classis  of 
Paramus,  from  the  Consistory  of  the  congregation  of  Paramus,  and 
from  members  of  the  congregation  of  Schraalenburgh,  under  the 
care  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fraeligh,  be  referred  to  the  General  Synod,  for 
its  final  decision." 

On  the  Minutes  of  (he  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  they  find  a  com- 
munication from  the  Consistory  of  Greenbush  to  the  Classis  of  Rens- 
selaer requesting  Classis  to  refer  the  same  through  the  Particular 
Synod  to  the  consideration  of  the  General  Synod,  in  which  communi- 
cation they  submit  to  Synod  the  propriety  of  adopting  "  some  mode 
for  the  future  government  and  direction  of  such  young  men  as  may 
be  recommended  by  consistories  for  aid  from  the  funds  of  the  church, 
and  who,  under  present  regulations,  are  not  amenable  to  the  board  of 
superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  until  they  have  com- 
pleted their  preparatory  studies  for  entering  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary." 

Your  Committee  also  notice  a  suggestion  originating  with  the  Classis 
of  Rensselaer,  in  which  they  "  recommend  to  General  Synod,  through 
the  medium  of  Particular  Synod,  that  a  full  and  statistical  account  of 
the  state  of  the  Theological  College  be  annually  addressed  to  all  our 
churches,  either  by  the  Professors,  or  the  Board  of  Superintendents, 
accompanied  with  such  remarks  as  shall  to  them  appear  best  calcu- 
lated to  make  our  churches  acquainted  with  the  state  of  our  Semi- 
nary, and  to  engage  their  attention,  prayers,  and  charities,  in  its  be- 
half." 

.  On  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods  your  Committee  find  the 
resolutions  of  the  several  Classes  in  relation  to  the  new  organization 
of  the  Particular  Synods,  recommended  by  the  General  Synod  in  the 
session  of  1822. 

For  the  proposed  -alteration  the  Classes  of  New-York,  Bergen, 
Long-Island,  Albany,  Rensselaer,  Montgomery — 6. 

Against  it,  the  Classes  of  New-Brunswick,  Philadelphia,  Paramus, 
Ulster,  Washington,  Poughkeepsie — 6. 

The  proposed  alteration  is  of  course  lost. 

With  respect  to  the  government  and  direction  of  students  recom- 
mended to  Synod  while  attending  their  classical  studies,  "  your  Com- 
mittee would  suggest  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  it  be  considered  the  duty  of  such  Consistories  as 
recommend  young  men  to  the  attention  of  General  Synod,  to  hold  a 
correspondence  with  their  instructors,  in  order  to  ascertain  their 
general  deportment  while  pursuing  their  studies. 
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The  suggestion  of  the  Classis  of  Rensselaer  requesting  General  Sy~ 
nod  to  publish  a  statistical  account  of  the  Theological  College,  does  noi 
appear  to  your  Committee  to  be  necessary,  because  the  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  published  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod  gives  all 
the  information  ;  but  in  order  that  this  information  may  be  more  gene- 
ral, your  Committee  beg  leave  to  propose  the  following  resolution  : — 
Resolvedy  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Ministers  und  Consisto- 
ries, under  the  jurisdiction  of  General  Synod,  to  read,  or  cause  to  be 
read,  annually,  in  the  month  of  December,  from  the  pulpit,  the  Re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Superintendents. 
All  vrhich  is  respectfully  submitted,

Mr.  Romeyn,  (upon  the  ground  that  the  object  contemplated  would 
be  brought  up  through  another  channel,)  at  his  own  request,  had  leave 
to  withdraw  the  paper  alluded  to  in  the  preceding  report,  purporting 
to  be  an  appeal. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  above  report  as  relates  to  the  com- 
munication from  the  Consistory  of  Greenbush,  be  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  Professorate. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  it  as  relates  to  reading  from  the  pulpits 
the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theologi= 
cal  School,  be  adopted. 

The  various  memorials  to  which  reference  is  had  in  the  preceding 
report,  were  referred  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  Philip  Dur- 
yea,  Peter  Labagh  and  Samuel  A.  Van  Vranken,  and  the  Elders, 
Messrs.  J.  R.  Hardenbergh,  and  Abraham  Van  Vechten. 

A  printed  pamphlet  was  laid  upon  the  table  of  Synod  purporting  to 
be  "  Reasons  assigned  by  a  number  of  ministers,  elders,  and  deacons, 
for  declaring  themselves  the  true  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  in  the 
United  States  of  America,"  dated  at  Schraalenburgh,  Oct.  25,  1822 —

Which  pamphlet  was  also  referred  to  the  same  Committee.  The 
Committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  several  meniorialsof  the  Rev. 
W.  Eltinge  and  others,  together  with  a  printed  pamphlet,  with  the 
name  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fraeligh  thereto  subscribed,  report : 

That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fraeligh,  as  a  Professor  of  Theology  in  the 
Dutch  Church,  is  directly  accountable  to  the  General  Synod  for  mis- 
behaviour. That  it  appears  by  the  printed  pamphlet,  referred  to 
your  committee,  with  the  names  of  Doct.  Fraeligh  and  others  affixed 
thereto,  and  which  they  have  caused  to  be  published — 

1.  That,  Dr.  Fraeligh  thereby  avows  himself  as  a  seceder  from  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church,  under  whose  authority  he  holds  his  office 
of  Professor. 

2.  That  he,  by  the  same  pamphlet,  implicates  the  constituted  au- 
thorities of  the  church,  in  the  serious  charges  of  disregard  to  Chris- 
tian discipline— of  prostituting  the  Sacraments,  by  an  indiscriminate 
administration  of  them,  and  of  sanctioning  or  winking  at  unsound 
doctrines,  and  cherishing  the  promulgators  thereof. 

3.  That  he  in  the  said  pamphlet  has  united  with  several  deposed 
ministers  of  the  said  church,  to  declare  themselves  the  true  Reform- 
ed Dutch  Church,  in  contempt  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
said  church,  as  established  by  the  constitution  and  rules  thereof. 

4.  That  the  object  and  tendency  of  the  said  pamphlet  is  to  excite 
and  promote  schisms  and  dissentions  in  the  said  church  and  the  con- 
gregations thereto  belonging 
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That  the  foregoing  acts  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  FraBligh  are  direct  viola- 
tions of  the  duties  of  his  office  of  Professor,  subversive  of  peace  and 
good  order,  and  calculated  to  excite  and  spread  a  spirit  of  insubor> 
dination  in  the  church,  and  to  create  contempt  of,  and  resistance  to, 
the  regular  and  orderly  administration  of  the  government  thereof. 

Your  committee  are  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Frae- 
ligh  should  be  cited  without  delay  to  appear  and  answer  to  the  charges 
above  detailed  before  this  Synod. 

Your  Committee  further  report, 

That  by  reason  of  the  press  of  Synodical  business,  your  Commit- 
tee have  not  been  able  to  prepare  a  detailed  report  on  the  memorials 
and  papers  above  referred  to.  Their  general  tenor  represents  di- 
vers acts  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  FraBligh  and  his  Consistory,  as  grievous  to 
the  memoriaHsts,  and  that  they  have  sought  redress  in  the  constitu- 
tional modes  prescribed  in  such  cases  ;  but  that  the  said  Consistory  and 
the  Classis  of  Paramus,  to  which  they  belong,  either  neglect  or  re- 
fuse to  act  upon  the  memorialists'  complaints  : — That  since  the  se- 
cession of  Dr.  FraeHgh  from  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  a  large  pro- 
portion of  his  congregation  remain  faithful  to  their  duty,  who,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  adherence  of  the  Consistory  to  the  Doctor,  are  unable 
to  adopt  any  measures  to  secure  the  property  of  their  church,  and 
to  free  themselves  from  the  dominion  of  the  said  Consistory  ;  that 
the  memorialists  for  the  reasons  above  stated,  have  presented  their 
said  memorials  to  the  particular  Synod  of  New-York,  who  have  re- 
ferred the  same  for  advice  to  this  Synod. 

The  object  which  they  wish  to  obtain,  appears  to  be,  to  have  the 
said  Consistory  deposed,  and  a  new  election  ordered,  with  a  direc- 
tion to  the  Classis  of  Paramus  to  ordain  such  new  Consistory,  or 
cause  the  same  to  be  ordained. 

Your  committee,  considering  the  importance  and  delicacy  of  the 
case,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  same  to  Synod  for  their  decision,  with- 
out expressing  any  opinion  thereon. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

A  citation  was  accordingly  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
FraBligh. 

Dr.  Fraligh  not  having  appeared  according  to  the  citation,  a  second 
citation  was  served  upon  him,  respecting  which,  the  following  affi- 
davit of  the  bearer  of  the  citation  was  received  by  Synod. 
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City  and  County  of  Albany ^  ss. 

John  Gates,  Jr.  being  sworn  on  the  Holy  Evangelists,  doth  depose 
and  say,  that  he  this  morning  delivered  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Solomon 
Frasligh  a  letter,  said  to  contain  a  citation,  issued  by  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  requiring  Dr.  Fraeligh  to  ap- 
pear before  Synod  to-morrow  morning.  That  the  Doctor  opened 
and  read  the  said  letter  in  this  deponent's  presence,  and  then  de- 
clared that  he  should  make  no  reply  to  it.  That  upon  this  depo- 
nent's suggestion,  that  the  Doctor's  attendance  was  not  required  until 
to  morrow,  he  answered,  that  he  could  not  attend.  That  this  depo- 
nent then  requested  a  written  answer,  to  which  the  Doctor  repUed 
in  the  negative,  saying,  he  should  make  no  reply  to  the  communica- 
tion delivered  by  this  deponent.  And  further  this  deponent  says  not. 
,    Sworn  this  11th  day  of  June,  1823,  before  me,

Synod  then  adopted  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  : — 

Whereas  the  Rev.  D.  S.  Fraeligh  stands  charged  by  the  foregoing 
report,  with  having  published  a  Pamphlet,  avowing  his  secession 
from  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  under  which  he  has  for  many 
years  held,  and  continues  to  hold,  the  office  of  a  Professor  of  Theo- 
logy, in  connection  wdth  the  pastoral  charge  of  a  congregation  be- 
longing to  the  Classis  of  Paramus  ;  and  that  he,  in  the  said  pamphlet, 
implicates  the  ecclesiastical  judicatories  of  the  said  church  in  the 
serious  charges  of  disregard  to  Christian  discipline,  of  prostituting 
the  holy  sacraments  by  an  indiscriminate  administration  of  them,  and 
o/  sanctioning  and  conniving  at  unsound  doctrines,  and  countenan- 
cing the  promulgators  thereof;  and  that  he  has  united  with  several 
deposed  ministers  to  declare  themselves  the  True  Reformed  Dutch 
Church,  in  contempt  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  established  by 
the  constitution  and  church  rules,  to  which  he  has  voluntarily  sub- 
jected himself  in  his  clerical  as  well  as  professoral  office  ;  and  that 
the  object  and  tendency  of  the  said  pamphlet  is  to  create  schisms  and 
dissensions  in  the  churches  and  congregations  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Synod  :  and  whereas  the  aforesaid  acts  of  Dr.  Frsligh  are 
direct  and  deliberate  violations  of  the  solemn  and  important  obliga- 
tions of  his  said  offices,  subversive  of  peace  and  good  order  in  the 
church,  and  tend  to  excite  and  spread  a  spirit  of  insubordination  and  re- 
sistance to  the  government  thereof :  and,  whereas,  by  the  acceptance 
of  his  said  office  of  Professor,  Dr.  Fraeligh  placed  himself  immediately 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Synod,  to  whom,  in  consequence  of  their 
paramount  authority,  he  also  became  accountable  for  misbehaviour  in 
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his  clerical  office,  during  the  time  he  holds  both  offices,  inasmuch 
as  the  same  misbehaviour  in  one  office,  which  deserves  and  requires 
the  exercise  of  ecclesiastical  discipline  deserves  and  requires  it  in 
the  other  ;  and  whereas  Dr.  FraeUgh  has  been  regularly  served  with 
a  copy  of  the  aforesaid  report,  and  has  been  twice  duly  cited  to  ap- 
pear and  answer  before  Synod  to  the  aforesaid  charges,  and  has  re- 
fused to  obey  the  said  citations,  therefore, — 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod,  by  reason  of  such  refusal,  as  well  as 
upon  an  examination  of  the  said  pamphlet,  do  adjudge  him  guilty  of 
the  several  offences  so  as  aforesaid  charged  against  him. 

Resolved,  That  Dr.  Fraeligh  be,  and  he  hereby  is  removed  from 
his  said  office  of  Professor,  for  the  said  offences  ;  and  that  he  be,  and 
hereby  is,  suspended  from  his  office  of  Minister  of  the  Gospel  until 
he  shall  exhibit  satisfactory  evidence  to  this  Synod  of  his  sincere 
penitence,  and  full  submission  to  the  authority  of  the  regularly  con- 
stituted ecclesiastical  judicatories  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  transmit  a  certified  copy  of  the 
foregoing  resolutions  to  Dr.  Fraeligh  and  his  congregation. 

Resolved,  That  the  Glassis  of  Paramus  be  directed  to  depose  the 
Consistory  of  Dr.  Fraeligh  from  office,  and  to  organize  a  new  Con- 
sistory in  the  late  Congregation  of  Dr.  Fraeligh. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopt- 
ed, and  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  on  Ovei;:Jures  respectfully  report, 
That  papers  containing  a  memorial  of  grievances  signed  by  three 
persons,  members  of  the  Church  in  Rochester,  desiring  to  be  heard 
by  Council,  have  been  referred  to  them.  That  they  have  carefully 
examined  the  same,  and  find  that  the  subject  has  been  regularly  be- 
fore the  united  Consistories  of  Warwarsing,  Clove,  and  Rochester, 
has  been  decided  upon  by  them,  and  that  suitable  discipline  has  been 
administered  in  the  case  :  that  this  decision  has  been  examined  into 
and  received  the  approbation  of  the  Classis  of  Ulster  ;  and  that  Par- 
ticular Synod,  at  their  last  meeting  in  May,  having  referred  the  subject 
to  their  committee  of  overtures,  adopted  their  report,  stating,  *'  that  in 
their  opinion  there  appeared  nothing  that  called  for  the  interposition 
of  that  reverend  body,  and  that  the  same  should  be  discharged  from 
all  further  consideration."  And  that  in  view  of  the  whole  case,  while 
your  Committee  disapprove  of  the  offensive  term  malicious,  as  used 
in  the  report  adopted  by  Particular  Synod,  they  concur  in  the  opi- 
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nion,  that  there  is  no  reasonable  ground  of  grievance,  and  that  the 
complainants  be  suflfered  to  withdraw  their  papers. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

The  Classis  of  Montgomery,  to  whom  the  case  of  the  Rev.  C.  Ten 
Eyck  was  referred  for  trial  by  the  Synod  in  June  last,  brought  in  the 
following  report  upon  that  subject,  which  report  was  referred  to  a 
Committee  consisting  of  Rev.  P.  Labagh,  J.  1.  Chystie,  and  S.  A 
Van  Vranken,  and  the  Elders,  Messrs.  Abraham  Van  Nest,  and  Abra- 
ham Van  Vechten. 

Extract  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery. 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  reported,  that  they  found  on 
the  Minutes  of  General  Synod  an  injunction  in  the  following  words  : — 

Resolved^  That  it  be,  and  is  hereby  enjoined  upon  the  Classis  of 
Montgomery,  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  inquire  into  the  matters  commu- 
nicated by  the  petitions  to  General  Synod,  and  to  deal  with  the  Rev. 
C.  Ten  Eyck,  as  circumstances  miy  require,  and  that  they  report 
the  result  of  their  proceedings  to  this  Synod  at  its  next  ordinary  meet- 
ing.    (See  Minutes  of  Synod,  1822,  p.  57.) 

The  Classis  proceeded  to  consider  the  case  of  Mr.  Ten  Eyck,  and 
all  the  papers  which  had  been  transmitted  by  General  Synod  to  the 
Stated  Clerk,  were  read.  The  Stated  Clerk  informed  Classis,  that 
he  had  forwarded  to  Mr.  Ten  Eyck  a  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod, 
and  also  a  hst  of  the  charges  contained  in  the  petition  to  General 
Synod,  and  received  the  following  letter  from  him  on  the  subject, 
which  was  also  read. 

"  I  received  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  &c.  and  in  perusing  them,  I 
find  that  my  Owasco  opposers  have  preferred  complaints  against  me 
to  that  Reverend  Body,  which  they,  in  their  wisdom,  have  thought 
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proper  to  notice,  and  which  they  have  referred  to  the  Classis  of 
Montgomery  for  investigation. 

*'  It  appears  from  the  communication  to  General  Synod,  that  the 
complaints  are,  in  some  measure,  similar  to  those  which  were  be- 
fore that  Reverend  Body,  and  on  which  they  decided  in  the  autumn 
of  1820,  at  Albany.  As  my  defence  appears  to  be  the  bone  of  con- 
tention, I  shall  hereby  give  you  my  design  in  that  instrument.  A 
sentiment  has  gone  abroad,  and  I  fear  too  many  of  our  ministers 
have  embraced  it,  that  the  Atonement  of  Christ  was  literally  a  debt 
paid  to  the  Father,  considering  it  on  commercial  principles  ;  con- 
sequently, if  more  sinners  were  to  be  saved,  a  greater  quantity  of 
suffering  would  be  necessary,  than  which,  nothing  can  be  more  re-- 
pugnant  to  the  word  of  God,  and  the  excellent  standards  of  our 
church. 

"  My  design  in  the  defence  was,  to  show  the  infinite  sufficiency 
of  the  sacrifice  of  Christ  to  save  the  whole  world.  And  if  sinners 
were  lost,  it  was  not  owing  to  any  defect  in  the  atonement,  but 
wholly  to  their  wilful  negligence  of  Christ  and  his  salvation.  My 
views  in  the  defence,  were  wholly  confined  to  that  single  point. 

"  In  my  answer  to  the  questions  proposed  to  me  by  the  General 
Synod,  in  1820,  I  explained  my  views  of  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  atonement,  that  although  it  was  infinitely  sufficient  to  save  the 
whole  human  family  in  itself  considered,  that  however  none  would' 
be  savingly  benefited  by  it,  but  those  who  exercise  a  living  faith  in 
Christ,  and  none  would  believe  but  such  as  were  given  to  the  Son  by 
the  Father,  as  the  reward  of  his  obedience  unto  death.  It  was  my  in- 
tention in  the  defence,  and  in  my  answers  to  the  General  Synod,  as 
arising  out  of  the  defence,  that  if  any  sinners  under  the  Gospel  are 
lost,  it  is  entirely  to  the  wickedness  and  obstinate  rebellion  of  their 
own  hearts,  and  not  to  the  want  of-  the  provision  made,  and  freely 
offered  in  the  Gospel- 

"  Thus  I  have  preached,  and  thus  I  intend  to  preach  as  long  as  I 
am  accounted  worthy  to  be  the  messenger  of  salvation  to  sinners."  , 

Signed,  CONRAD  TEN  EYCK. 

After  due  deliberation,  the  Classis  passed  the  following  resolu- 
tions : — 

**  Resolved,  That  the  above  communication  from  the  Rev.  Conrad 
Ten  Eyck,  be  satisfactory  to  this  Classis,  on  the  subject  referred  to 
them  by  General  Synod,  and  that  the  further  consideration  of  the 
subject  be  dismissed." 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Classis  is  satisfied  from  the  information  they 
have  received,  that  the  difficulties  in  the  congregation  of  Owasco, 
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have  been  raised,  and  are  kept  alive,  by  some  of  the  deposed  minis' 
ters  formerly  belonging  to  this  body,  and  that,  under  such  circum- 
stances, they  cannot,  for  the  sake  of  twenty-five  disaflfected  members, 
destroy  a  church  of  between  three  and  four  hundred  members,  and 
the  usefulness  of  a  faithful  and  successful  minister  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  is  beloved  and  esteemed  by  his  people." 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Classis  will  attend  to  such  complaints  only 
against  its  members,  as  are  brought  regularly  and  constitutionally 
before  them." 

Official  extract  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery. 
JOHN  F.  SCHERMERHORN,  Stated  Clerk, 

The  Committee,  to  whom  the  preceding  statement  and  resolutions 
were  referred,  reported  ;  and  their  Report  was  adopted,  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Classis 
of  Montgomery,  in  relation  to  the  case  of  the  Rev.  Conrad  Ten  Eyck, 
Report : 

That  it  does  not  appear,  from  the  documents  laid  before  them,  that  the 
subject  has  been  investigated  in  the  manner  contemplated  by  the  Ge- 
neral Synod — the  parties  never  having  been  brought  before  the  Classis 
and  the  complainants  called  upon  to  substantiate  their  charges  against 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Ten  Eyck.  And  that,  although  the  Synod  of  1822  de- 
clared, that  if  these  charges  were  true,  Mr.  Ten  Eyck's  conduct  was 
highly  censurable,  and  unworthy  a  minister  of  the  Gospel,  yet,  that 
the  Classis  accepted  a  general  and  vague  declaration,  deemed,  by  your 
Committee,  wholly  unsatisfactory.  With  these  views  of  the  subject, 
your  Committee  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing Resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  do  disapprove  of  the  conduct  of  the  Clas- 
sis of  Montgomery,  inasmuch  as  the  Classis  have  not  investigated  the 
subject  referred  to  them,  and  reported  the  result  of  their  investiga- 
tion in  detail ;  so  as  to  enable  Synod  to  make  a  decision  thereon  that 
shall  put  the  matter  at  rest,  restore  peace  and  harmony  in  that  sec- 
tion of  the  Church,  and  at  the  same  time  to  exercise,  or  cause  to  be 
exercised,  proper  discipline  upon  the  parties  implicated  who  may 
merit  it.

ARTICLE  XIV. 
Professorate. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  Report  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  Report — That  they  have  care- 
fully examined  the  diflferent  subjects  committed  to  them,  and  submit- 
to  Synod  the  following  as  the  result  of  their  deliberations  : 

The  General  Synod  have  much  cause  of  thankfulness  to  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church,  for  his  continued  favour  to  our  Theological 
School  through  the  past  year,  and  especially  for  that  success  which 
has  been  given  to  the  exertions  of  those  friends  of  our  Church  who 
have  procured  such  liberal  subscriptions  for  the  endowment  of  a  Pro- 
fessorship in  our  Seminary.  Although  your  Committee  learn,  with 
regret,  from  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  that  their  Trea- 
surer is  in  advance  more  than  gl200  for  the  current  expenses  of  the 
School ;  and,  though  this  fact  calls  loudly  upon  the  Synod  to  devisCi 
and  carry  into  effect,  suitable  measures  to  meet  promptly  such  de- 
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mand — they  are,  notwithstanding,  encouraged  to  hope,  that  the  un- 
expected success,  in  the  endowment  of  a  Professorship,  will  soon 
call  into  action  the  benevolence  and  ample  resources  of  the  fa- 
thers and  mothers,  the  sons  and  daughters,  of  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church.  The  Committee  find  that  the  General  Synod  have  had,  and 
still  have,  difficulties  arising  from  their  peculiar  connexion  with  the 
Trustees  of  Queen's  College,  and  the  funds  under  their  control;  and 
they  have  reasons  to  believe,  that  both  parties  feel  desirous  that  all 
differences  between  them  should  be  speedily  adjusted  in  an  amicable 
manner.  The  attention  of  your  committee  has  been  drawn  particu- 
larly to  the  internal  concern  of  our  valuable  institution,  in  which  are 
centered  all  our  hopes  (under  the  blessing  of  Jehovah  Jesus)  of  the 
prosperity  and  enlargement  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  ;  and,  as- 
sured as  they  are,  that  all  human  institutions  are  imperfect,  they  are 
persuaded  that  the  Synod  should  pursue  a  diflferent  course  from  what 
has  been  pursued,  both  as  ifregards  the  admission  of  individuals  into 
our  School,  and  the  appropriation  of  the  funds  for  indigent  students. 
In  regard  to  all  these  sabjects,  the  Committee  take  the  liberty  of 
submitting  to  the  General  Synod,  for  their  adoption,  the  following 
Resolutions,  as  expressive  of  their  views  : — 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  professorial  certiticate  be  granted  Robert 
Blair,  a  student  in  said  School,  who  was  prevented  by  sickness  from 
attending  the  tinal  examination  before  the  Board  of  Superintendents  ; 
with  a  certificate  of  licensure. 

2.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  persons  be  appointed  to 
visit  the  Churches  in  the  Synod  of  Albany,  to  solicit  donations  and 
subscriptions  for  the  endowment  of  a  third  professorship. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  who  have  procured  subscriptions 
for  the  second  professorship  in  our  Theological  School,  be  requested 
to  collect  the  amount  of  the  same,  as  it  shall  become  due,  and  pay  it 
over  to  the  Board  of  Corporation. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  directed  to  invest  the 
moneys  paid  to  them  by  the  Committee  above  named,  (as  far  as  prac- 
ticable on  real  security,)  to  the  best  advantage. 

5.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  negotiate 
with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queen's  College,  on  the  subject  of  the 
funds  entrusted  to  their  care  ;  and  that  they  have  full  power  to  enter 
into  such  stipulations  with  the  said  Board  as  they  may  judge  most  con- 
ducive to  the  interest  of  General  Synod. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  appointed  to  raise  a  fund  to  en- 
jdow  a  Professorship,  be  authorised,  and  respectfully  requested  to 
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c-ontinue  and  complete  the  collections  and  subscriptions,  in  the  sonth- 
ern  section  of  the  Church  ;  and  out  of  the  moneys  subscribed  beyond 
the  amount  reported  to  General  Synod,  they  be  authorized  to  pay  to 
the  Trustees  of  Queen's  College  the  sum  of  §4000,  upon  their  re- 
ceiving a  good  and  sufficient  deed  of  conveyance  from  the  said  Board 
of  Trustees,  for  the  College  edifice  and  lot  of  ground  attached  to  it, 
in  fee  simple,  free  from  any  conditions  or  restrictions  whatsoever — 
and  that,  in  such  case,  the  said  Committee  be  authorized  to  cancel 
the  debt  of  §2212.02,  with  the  interest  due  from  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Queen's  College  to  General  Synod.  The  conveyance  to  be 
made  to  the  Board  of  Corporation  of  General  Synod,  or  such  persons 
as  the  said  Board  may  nominate  in  trust  for  the  General  Synod. 

7.  Resolved,  That,  in  order  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the 
year,  the  same  measures  be  recommended  to  be  pursued  which  were 
adopted  by  the  General  Synod  in  its  last  annual  session,  and  that  a 
special  collection,  in  addition,  be  taken  up  in  each  of  our  Churches 
on  the  first  Sabbath  in  August,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  to 
refund  the  amount  which  the  Treasurer  is  now  in  advance, — and  to 
meet  the  immediate  claims  upon  the  Synod. 

8.  Resolved,  That,  hereafter,  no  student  shall  be  admitted  into  the 
Theological  School,  as  an  incumbent  on  the  Van  Benschoten  fund, 
■without  first  producing  to  General  Synod  a  certificate,  signed  by  the 
President  of  some  Classis,  certifying  that  he  is  a  member  in  full 
communion  with  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  of  hopeful  piety  ;  and 
that,  on  examination,  they  are  satisfied  as  to  his  talents  and  acquire- 
ments, and  that  he  promises  to  make  an  acceptable  and  successful  la- 
bourer in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

9.  Resolved,  That,  through  the  insufficiency  of  our  means  to  aid  all 
indigent  students  who  may  apply,  the  preference  hereafter  be  given 
to  those  who  are  members  of,  or  may  be  qualified  to  be  admitted  into 
the  Theological  School. 

10.  Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  on  those  students  who  receive 
assistance  from  the  funds,  in  pursuing  classical  studies,  to  unite  them- 
selves with  a  Christian  Church  in  the  place  where  they  reside,  and 
that  their  teacher  or  teachers  be  requested  to  furnish  them  with  a 
semi-annual  certificate  of  their  Christian  character  and  literary  im- 
provements, which  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents of  the  Theological  College,  at  their  stated  meetings,  under  the 
control  of  which  Board  they  are  henceforth  placed. 

11.  Resolved,  That  George  H.  Fisher,  a  member  of  the  Theologi- 
cal School,  be  recommended  to  the  aid  of  the  Van  Benschoten  fund  ; 
and  that  the  annual  amount  of  §125  be  appropriated  to  him. 
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12.  Resolved,  That  the  application  of  Elias  Walling,  for  aid  to  pro- 
secute his  classical  studies,  be  not  granted,  on  the  ground  of  inade- 
quacy of  the  fund. 

13.  Resolved,  That  John  A.  Yates,  a  member  of  the  School,  who 
has  been  two  years  in  the  Seminary,  have  permission,  under  the  pe- 
culiar circumstances  in  which  he  is  placed,  to  prosecute  his  studies 
during  the  present  year  at  Schenectady,  providing  he  submits  to  an 
examination  before  the  Board  of  Superintendents  in  May  next. 

All  which  is  submitted,

Rev.  John  Ludlow,  and  Messrs.  Christian  Miller  and  Abraham  Van 
Dyck  were  appointed  the  Committee  contemplated  in  the  second 
resolution  contained  in  the  preceding  report : — and  Messrs.  Peter 
Sharpe,  James  C.  Roosevelt,  and  Abraham  Van  Nest,  w^ere  ap- 
pointed the  Committee  contemplated  in  the  Jifth  resolution  of  said 
report. 

Synod  then  adopted  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Professors  of  the  Theological  School  shall  have 
the  power  of  reprimanding,  or  suspending  from  the  School,  disre- 
spectful, immoral,  and  incompetent  students,  during  the  recess  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  subject  to  the  revision  of  said  Board. 


The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  papers  relating  to  the 
case  of  Professor  Ludlow,  (see  Art.  IlL  pp.  15,  16,  17.)  brought  in 
their  report,  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  communications  in  re- 
lation to  Professor  Ludlow,  report. 

That  after  a  full  and  impartial  examination  of  the  subject,  they  re- 
commend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : — 

Resolved,  1.  That  this  Synod  concur  with  the  extra  Synod  assem- 
bled in  this  city  in  the  month  of  February  last,  in  their  construction 
of  the  constitution  of  our  church,  in  relation  to  the  obligations  im- 
posed on  the  Professors  of  Theology,  in  the  Theological  College, 
and  they  unite  with  the  said  Synod,  in  the  opinion,  that,  according  io 
the  constitution,  no  Professor  of  Theology  is  at  liberty  to  accept  a 
call  from  an  individual  congregation,  until  the  General  Synod  shall 
first  have  accepted  his  resignation  of  the  office  of  Professor. 
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2.  That  this  Synod  consider  the  reasons  assigned  by  Professor 
Ludlow  in  his  resignation  communicated  to  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Theological  College,  as  altogether  inoperative  at  this 
time,  (however  cogent  they  might  have  been,  at  the  time  the  call 
of  the  church  at  Albany  was  presented  to  him)  in  consequence  of 
the  liberal  endowment  of  a  Professorate  by  the  friends  of  our  Re- 
formed Church,  whereby  provision  is  made  for  the  prjyment  of  the 
salary  of  the  Professor.  And  this  Synod  cannot,  therefore,  consist- 
ent with  the  duty  they  owe  the  whole  church,  accept  of  the  resigna- 
tion of  Professor  Ludlow,  but,  on  the  contrary,  as  the  churches  have 
increased  confidence  in  his  usefulness,  do  hope  that  he  will  consider 
it  his  duty  to  continue  in  his  present  situation. 

All  which  is  submitted,

The  question  upon  the  adoption  of  the  whole  Report  was  then 
taken,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  negative.

Resolved^  As  the  sense  of  this  Synod,  that,  under  all  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  they  accept  Professor  Ludlow's  resignation  of  his 
Professoral  office.

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  consider  it  due  to  Professor  Ludlow 
to  express  the  high  sense  they  entertain  of  his  able  and  faithful 
services  to  the  Church,  in  his  Professoral  office,  and  their  fervent 
prayers  for  the  blessings  of  God  upon  his  pastoral  labours  in  the 
Church  and  congregation  whose  call  he  has  accepted. 

Resolved,  That  the  stated  Clerk  be  directed  to  inform  Mr.  Lud- 
low of  the  acceptance  by  Synod  of  his  resignation,  and  to  conmiu- 
nicate  to  him  the  preceding  Resolution. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  do  now  proceed  to  appoint  a  Pro- 
fessor, as  successor  to  the  late  Professor  Ludlow.  A  number  of 
candidates  were  then  nominated  for  the  Professorship. 

On  the  same  day  the  Synod  proceeded,  by  ballot,  to  reduce 
that  nomination  to  two ;  and,  on  the  next  day,  (after  special  prayer 
to  God)  of  these  two  to  elect  the  Professor. 

On  counting  the  ballots  U  appeared  that  the  Rev.  John  De  Witt 
was  elected  Professor  of  Bibhcal  Literature  and  Ecclesiastical  His- 
tory in  the  Theological  College.

Resolved,  That  the  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Ecclesi- 
astical History,  be  inaugurated  into  his  office  in  the  Dutch  Church 
at  New-Brunswick,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  September  next,  at 
11  o'clock,  A.  M.;  and  that,  in  audition  to  the  inaugural  address, 
to  be  delivered  on  that  occasion  by  the  Professor,  the  Rev.  John 
Knox  be,  and  he  hereby  is  appointed  to  preside  and  deliver  a  ser- 
mon, and   the  Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt  to  deliver  a  charge  to  the 
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Professor  ; — that  the  Rev.  David  Parker  be  appointed  as  secufidus  to 
the  Rev.  John  Knox,  and  the  Rev.  Jesse  Fonda,  as  secundus  to  the 
Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt. 

The  following  resignation  of  his  Professorship,  by  Dr.  FraBligh, 
was  presented  to  Synod,  and  referred  to  the  Comniittee  previously 
appointed  in  the  case  of  Dr.  Fraeligh  : —

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Missions. 
'     The  Committee  on  Missions,  brought  in  the  following  report,  which 
being  amended,  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  on  Missions  submit  to  Synod  the  following  re- 
port, viz. 

That  the  documents  furnished  on  this  subject  by  the  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  are  unusually  interesting, 
and  well  calculated  to  cheer  the  hearts,  and  animate  the  hopes  of  all 
the  people  of  God.  The  members  and  friends  of  our  own  church 
in  particular,  have  ample  cause  to  rejoice.  Something  is  at  last  do- 
ing among  us,  to  repair  the  waste  places  and  enlarge  the  holy  boun- 
daries of  our  Saviour's  kingdom.  Your  Committee  are  encouraged. 
A  brighter  day  dawns  on  us  through  the  formation  of  a  distinct  Mis- 
sionary Society,  under  the  auspices  of  the  General  Synod.  That 
society  has  already  proved  an  indescribable  blessing,  and  with  the  di- 
vine benediction,  promises  great  good  in  future. 

Your  Committee  state  with  much  pleasure,  that,  in  the  course  of 
the  last  year,  several  missionaries  have  been  employed  in  the  city 
and  vicinity  of  New- York.     In  that  city  a  Dutch  Church  is  now 
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building,  and  liberal  subscriptions  have  been  obtained  for  thi*;  object. 
The  corner  stone  of  another  church  has  also  been  laid  in  the  same 
city.  In  that  populous  neighbourhood,  the  missionaries  have  la- 
boured with  pleasing  prosperity,  and  the  field  of  exertion  is  there 
widening,  and  the  prospect  of  success  increasing  every  day.  Mission- 
aries belonging  to  our  church,  have  likewise  visited  Warren,  Mont- 
gomery, and  Washington  Counties  in  this  State,  and  by  their  preach- 
ing and  visits  from  house  to  house,  have  proved  distinguished  bless- 
ings to  families  and  churches.  In  Athol,  Caldwell,  Johnsburgh,  and 
Warrensburgh,  great  good  has  been  done.  Within  the  bounds  of 
the  Classis  of  Montgomery,  the  word  has  been  heard  with  much  so- 
lemnity, and  the  hopes  of  future  success,  in  that  region,  are  great, 
especially  if  prompt  and  systematic  efforts  be  made  on  the  part  of 
our  Missionary  Society.  Churches,  formerly  so  poor  and  desolate 
as  necessarily  to  be  without  ministers,  are  now  supplied  with  pastors 
as  the  result  of  missionary  operations  ;  and  the  most  pressing  appli- 
cations are  still  made  to  the  missionary  board  by  feeble  congregations 
for  that  assistance  which  is  requisite  to  keep  them  in  existence.  And 
shall  they  call  in  vain  ?  Shall  our  ears  be  deaf  to  their  cry  ?  Shall 
aid  be  refused  ?  The  whole  church  answers,  JVo — We  are  encou- 
raged by  the  past,  and  our  exertions  shall  be  greater  in  the  time  to 
come. 

Your  Committee  likewise  report  that  during  the  last  year,  mis- 
sionary societies  have  been  formed  auxiliary  to  the  Parent  Institu- 
tion. It  is,  however,  deeply  to  be  regretted,  that  the  number  of 
these  auxiliary  societies  is  so  small,  and  that  so  few  collections  have 
been  made  in  our  churches  to  replenish  the  funds  of  the  Missionary 
Board.  The  duty  of  our  people  in  relation  to  this  object  is  plain. 
Their  abilities  are  abundant.  Their  obligations  are  imperious. 
Much  of  EmmanueFs  land  remains  to  be  possessed.  Our  money 
must  be  given  for  missionary  purposes.  The  church  must  imbibe 
more  of  a  missionary  spirit,  and  her  labours  present  more  of  a  mis- 
sionary aspect.  Thus  will  the  redeemed  of  the  Lord  be  gathered 
to  himself.  The  Dutch  Church  will  extend  her  borders.  The  king- 
dom of  darkness  will  be  demolished.  The  heavens  will  rejoice,  and 
the  earth  be  glad,  and  God  himself  will  be  glorified  for  ever. 

The  Committee  have  with  much  pleasure,  received  and  examined 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church,  and  find  that  there  has  been  J  1,943  received 
into  the  treasury,  and  $1,752  paid  out,  for  missionary  purposes  ;  leav- 
ing a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  J 191. 

The  Committee  recommended  to  Synod  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions : — 


60  JUNE,  1823, 

1.  That  our  vacant  congregations,  or  the  destitute  parts  of  our  church, 
make  application,  in  the  first  instance,  for  missionary  aid,  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  our  Missionary  Society  ;  and  that  said  Board 
circulate  this  resolution  throughout  our  bounds. 

2.  That  it  be  enjoined  on  those  congregations  which  have  not 
formed  societies,  auxihary  to  the  Missionary  Society,  to  make  annual 
collections  for  the  missionary  fund,  that  said  collections  be  transmit- 
ted, immediately  after  they  shall  have  been  made,  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Missionary  Society,  and  likewise,  it  be  recommended  to  the 
Classes,  to  receive  and  assist  any  agents  that  may  be  sent  among 
them  by  the  Society,  and  further  them  in  the  object  contemplated 
in  their  agency. 

The  Committee  further  report  that  they  have  examined  the  last 
report  of  the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  They  cannot  but 
congratulate  the  churches  on  the  happy  effects,  which  the  munifi- 
cence and  the  labours  of  this  society  have  produced,  and  are  daily 
producing.  Among  the  many  institutions  of  our  favoured  land,  cal- 
culated to  meliorate  the  condition  of  the  human  family,  to  restore 
the  fallen  dignity  of  man,  and  to  enlarge  the  Redeemer's  kingdom, 
this  evidently  ranks  amongst  the  most  prominent.  It  combines  the 
talents  and  the  piety  of  a  vast  portion  of  the  Christian  church,  and 
consequently,  merits  continued,  and  increasing  patronage.  Such  com- 
binations, and  such  exertions  are  evidently  calculated  to  hasten  on 
the  blessed  period  when  every  knee  shall  bow  to  the  Lord  Jesus, 
when  the  wilderness  shall  become  like  Eden,  and  the  desert  like 
the  garden  of  the  Lord.  Already  have  a  number  sitting  in  dark- 
ness and  the  shadow  of  death,  through  the  instrumentality  of  this 
blessed  institution,  been  called  into  the  communion  of  God's  dear 
Son.  They  no  longer  bow  before  dumb  idols.  They  no  lon- 
ger worship  at  the  shrine  of  imaginary  deities.  They  have  embra- 
ced the  Lord  Jesus  as  dying  sinners,  and  bring  forth  fruit  unto  God. 
We  constitute  a  component  part  of  this  distinguished  society.  We 
participate  in  its  labours,  and,  among  others,  share  its  trophies.  Let 
us  then  ever  cherish  it,  and  contribute  all  in  our  power  to  promote 
its  grand  designs.  Let  us  support  it  by  our  ardent  prayers,  and  the 
most  extensive  pecuniary  efforts.  We  have  solemnly  pledged  our  co- 
operation ;  and  shall  we  now  fold  our  arms  in  sloth  ?  Your  Com- 
mittee would  respectfully  submit  the  following  resolutions  for  the 
adoption  of  the  Synod. 

Resolved,  1.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  churches  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Synod  to  increase  their  exertions,  in  aid  of  the 
funds  of  this  society,  either  by  annual  contributions,  or  by  the  for- 
mation of  auxiliary  societies. 
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Resolved,  2.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  churches  under  the 
care  of  the  Synod  to  patronize,  as  extensively  as  possible,  the  Ame- 
rican Missionary  Register,  printed  in  New-York,  inasmuch  as  this  is 
an  official  organ  of  missionary  information,  and  its  avails  are  cast  into 
the  treasury  of  this  society. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ARTICLE  XXI. 

Pastoral  Letter 

The  Rev.  Samuel  A.  Van  Vranken,  David  Parker,  and  Isaac  N. 
Wyckoff,  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  draft  a  Pastoral  Letter  to  the 
churches. 

The  Committee  reported  the  following  letter,  which  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Pastoral  Letter  to  the 
churches,  report  the  following  : — 
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The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  North 
America,  to  the  churches  under  their  care,  grace,  mercy,  and  peace 
be  multipHed  unto  you,  from  God  the  Father,  God  the  Son,  and  God 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

Although  the  Synod  are  never  at  a  loss  for  matter  to  present  to 
your  serious  consideration,  they  cannot  but  feel  that  the  present  situa- 
tion of  the  church  is  entitled  to  peculiar  regard. 

The  state  of  the  Theological  College  may  be  understood  from  the 
documents  which  relate  to  that  subject,  and  which  are  found  in  the 
Minutes  of  Synod.  From  these  documents  it  appears,  that  such  have 
been  the  embarrassment  of  the  funds  of  that  institution  that  the  loss 
of  one  Professor  has  been  the  result.  The  anticipation  of  this  re- 
sult, however  gloomy  in  itself,  has  not  had  the  effect  to  depress  the 
church  with  the  gloomy  suggestions  of  despair  ;  but  on  the  contrary 
has  roused  the  generous  ardour  of  her  sons,  to  exertions  which,  as 
far  as  they  have  been  extended,  have  been  crowned  with  a  noble  suc- 
cess. In  the  selection  of  a  suitable  person  to  succeed  Mr  Ludlow, 
the  Synod  have  enjoyed  an  unanimity  which  intimates  the  full  and  uni- 
versal confidence  of  the  church  in  the  individual  chosen  as  to  all  the 
qualitications  of  an  able  Professor.  The  special  and  gracious  agency 
of  God  in  rousing  the  energies  of  the  church  in  the  view  of  losing 
one  Professor,  and  in  uniting  her  suffrages  in  the  choice  of  another,  is 
too  conspicuous  not  to  be  acknowledged  and  adored.  It  is  confidently 
hoped  that  that  good  God  who  brings  order  out  of  confusion,  designs 
to  intimate,  in  what  has  already  been  realized  on  this  subject,  the  be- 
nignity of  his  yet  unaccomphshed  purposes'  in  relation  to  our  church 
and  school.  These  hopes,  however,  cannot  be  realized  without  cor- 
respondent exertions  on  your  part. 

The  churches  in  the  south,  as  far  as  they  have  been  called  upon, 
have  set  an  example,  which  it  is  fondly  hoped  will  promptly  be  fol- 
lowed by  the  remaining  churches  of  that  section  as  well  as  by  those 
of  the  Northern  Synod.  A  generous  emulation  on  this  subject  will 
lead  to  the  accomplishment  of  that  fond  object  of  the  church's  de- 
sire— the  completion  of  the  plan  of  the  Theological  School.  Three 
Professors  placed  for  their  support  above  those  perplexing  contingen- 
cies which  are  incident  to  a  state  of  dependence  upon  annual  collec- 
tions, will  give  a  character  to  the  seminary  which  cannot  fail  to 
command  our  own  regard  not  only,  but  the  highest  respect  of  sister 
churches. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten,  however,  that  some  time  must  elapse 
before  the  avails  of  what  has  been,  or  may  yet  be,  subscribed  on  the 
Professoral  fund  can  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the  pecuniary  opera- 
tions of  the  Synod.     This  circumstance,  in  connexion  with  the  fact 
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that  the  treasurer  is  in  advance,  to  the  amount  of  $1200,  has  imposed 
upon  the  Synod  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  a  special  collection  to 
be  taken  up  in  all  the  churches  under  their  care,  on  the  first  Sabbath 
in  August,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  for  the  purpose  of  meet- 
ing the  present  exigences  of  the  church.  The  subject  is  introduced 
in  this  place  with  a  view  to  press  upon  the  churches  the  importance  of 
not  suffering  prospects  for  the  future,  to  allure  them  from  the  path  of 
duty  for  the  present.  A  want  of  promptitude  here  may,  and  indeed 
must,  result  in  the  necessity  of  much  larger  contributions,  at  a  time 
not  far  distant  The  earnest  desire  of  the  Synod  is,  that  this  neces- 
sity may  be  spared  by  a  general  and  earnest  attention  to  the  collection 
above  mentioned,  as  well  as  to  the  other  collection  directed  by  pre- 
ceding Synods. 

In  addressing  you  upon  the  state  of  the  church,  the  Synod  are  con- 
strained to  call  your  attention  to  a  most  unhappy  secession,  commenced 
in  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  and  for  the  spread  of  which  through 
other  portions  of  our  communion,  attempts  have  been  and  still  are  ma- 
king. In  what  light  the  conduct  of  the  authors  of  this  secession  is  view- 
ed by  the  Synod,  their  acts  sufficiently  declare.  But  while  they  would 
adopt  the  strongest  terms  to  express  their  abhorrence  of  a  schismati- 
cal  spirit,  they  are  constrained  to  entertain  the  idea  that,  by  far  the 
greatest  part  of  those  who  have  appeared  against  the  constituted  au- 
thorities of  the  church,  have  been  led  into  the  course  which  they 
have  pursued,  by  mistaken  apprehensions,  gendered  by  unfounded 
representations  of  the  character  for  faith  and  practice  of  the  minis- 
ters and  people  that  compose  the  body  of  the  church.  Believing  that 
the  doctrines  of  the  church,  and  those  of  the  great  mass  of  the  se- 
cession are  substantially  the  same,  the  Synod  still  regard  them  as  the 
object  of  their  solicitude,  and  of  their  prayer  ;  and  would  affection- 
ately invite  them  to  break  off  from  their  connexion  with  those  that 
would  rend  the  body  of  Christ,  to  the  inexpressible  injury  of  the 
cause  of  religion.  Surely  there  are  divisions  enough  in  the  church» 
and  whatever  may  be  the  causes  which  may  have  produced  them, 
there  can  be  no  reason  why  those  who  have  the  same  faith,  the  same 
baptism,  the  same  standards,  and  the  same  sectional  feelings,  should 
not  endeavour  to  keep  the  unity  of  spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace.  Let 
all  the  real  friends  of  our  church,  as  she  appears  in  her  articles, 
rally  around  the  standard  of  the  cross,  and  at  the  command  of  the 
Great  Captain  of  Salvation  march  onward  in  the  cause  of  truth  and 
righteousness,  fighting  the  good  fight  of  faith,  till  the  millennial  glory 
shall  burst  upon  the  wotld,  and  exhibit  the  immortal  triumph  of  the 
armies  of  the  living  God.

A  commumcation  from  Mr.  Isaac  Blauvelt,  of  New  Rochelle,  con- 
taining various  statements,  with  a  request  that  he  may  be  restored  to 
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Christian  privileges,  referred  to  this  Synod,  by  the  Ciassis  of  New 
York,  was  received  and  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Cannon  and  Peter  Steddiford,  and  the  elder  Mr.  J.  R. 
Bleecker. 

The  committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as 
follows  : 

Your  committee  appointed  on  the  reference  made  by  the  Ciassis  of 
New  York,  of  an  application  of  Mr.  Isaac  Blauvelt,  to  be  restored  to 
the  enjoyment  of  Christian  privileges,  beg  leave  to  report — 

That  many  years  have  elapsed,  since  Mr.  Blauvelt  was  suspended 
from  the  communion  of  our  church,  and  deposed  from  the  ministry  of 
the  Gospel  ;  that,  so  far  as  facts  can  now  be  collected  in  relation  to 
this  case  of  discipline,  the  testimony  received  at  that  time  against  Mr. 
Blauvelt,  was  not  such  as  to  afford  full  satisfaction  to  many  respecta- 
ble and  aged  members  of  Synod,  and  that,  in  consideration  of  all 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  as  well  as  of  the  acknowledgment  made 
by  Mr.  Blauvelt,  in  his  petition  laid  before  Synod,  and  especially 
of  the  uniform  report  of  his  regular  Christian  walk  during  the  long 
period  of  his  suspension,  there  appears  to  your  committee  no  cause 
why  his  petition  should  not  be  granted.  The  following  resolution, 
therefore,  is  recommended  to  Synod  for  adoption  : 

Resolved,  that  Isaac  Blauvelt  be  and  hereby  is  restored  to  the  en- 
joyment of  the  full  communion  of  the  church.

The  Board  of  Superintendents  brought  in  the  following  report, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate  : 

Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Col- 
lege of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  at  JVew  Brunswick,  to  the  Gene- 
ral Synod,  for  the  year  ending  with  May,  1824. 

We  rejoice,  with  thankful  hearts,  in  being  enabled  to  state  to 
General  Synod,  that,  under  the  smiles  of  a  gracious  Providence,  the 
Theological  College  has  been  kept  in  successful  operation  through 
another  year,  and  the  prescribed  course  of  instruction  has  been  regu- 
larly, diligently,  and  successfully  pursued. 

Through  Divine  mercy,  the  life  of  our  venerable  senior  professor 
has  been  spared,  and  so  firm  has  his  health  been,  that,  in  his  seventy- 
eighth  year,  he  has  been  enabled  to  attend  to  every  lecture  in  its  sea- 
son, without  feeling  it  to  be  a  burden;  nay,  with  the  alacrity  and  de- 
light which  ordinarily  belong  to  much  earlier  life. 
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The  Protessor  of  Biblical  Literature,  &c.  elected  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  General  Synod,  has  accepted  the  appointment,  and  was  in' 
augurated  according  to  the  order  made  on  the  subject,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  last  session  of  the  Theological  College.  He  im- 
mediately entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  has  fulfilled  them 
to  the  perfect  satisfaction  of  the  Board.  We  deem  this  a  testimony 
due  to  the  diligence  and  success  with  which  he  has  prosecuted  the 
objects  of  his  appointment  to  a  new,  important,  and  highly  responsible 
station  in  the  church. 

The  number  of  students  who  have  attended  at  the  Theological  Col- 
lege during  the  year,  has  been  twenty-nine.  Thirteen  hare  belonged 
to  the  first  class,  four  to  the  second,  and  twelve  to  the  third.  The 
following  is  a  list  of  their  names:

The  Professor  of  Didactic  Theology  has  reported  to  us,  *'  That,  by 
the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  the  institution,  in  all  its  branches,  has  been 
cultivated  with  faithfulness,  and  without  interruption:  that  the  conduct 
of  the  students  has  been  correct  and  exemplary,  and  that  they  have 
attended  to  their  studies  with  diligence  and  success." 

The  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature,  &c.  has  reported  that,  ''  The 
demeanour  of  the  students  has  been  respectful  and  pious,  their  attend- 
ance on  the  different  exercises  punctual  and  regular,  and  their  appli- 
cation to  study  has  afforded  gratification  to  their  instructors."  He 
adds,  as  a  circumstance  that  cannot  fail  communicating  gratification 
to  every  member  of  the  Board,  that  "  for  the  last  six  weeks,  there 
has  been  an  unusual  degree  of  solemnity  among  several  students  of 
the  seminary.  Some  have  received  increased  light,  after  great  anx- 
iety on  the  subject  of  their  hopes;  whilst  others  have  had  their  hearts 
warmed  and  quickened.  Another  devotional  meeting  was  immediate- 
ly commenced  among  them,  which  is  spoken  of  as  having  proved  the 
source  of  peculiar  profit  and  joy." 

The  whole  of  this  information  has  been  highly  gratifying  to  the 
Board,  and  they  have  no  doubt  it  will  be  to  the  General  Synod  and 
the  church.    While  our  students  are  pursuing  their  studies  with  dili=» 
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gcnce,  and  cherishing  the  love  of  God  in  their  hearts,  we  may  conli- 
dently  hope  that  our  churches  will  long  be  supplied  with  faithful  and 
able  pastors;  workmen  who  need  not  be  ashamed;  men  who  will  bear 
the  ark  with  steady  step,  when  the  present  race  of  pastors  shall  be 
called  to  their  rest. 

We  have,  as  usual,  examined  the  students  on  the  various  branches 
of  study  pursued  by  them,  and  are  abundantly  satisfied  that  the  com- 
mendation of  the  professors  has  been  well  merited.  The  Senior  Class, 
with  the  exception  of  James  B.  Hardenbergh,  have  been  cordially  re- 
commended for  professoral  certificates.  Mr.  Hardenbergh  was  pre- 
vented from  attending  the  examination  by  severe  indisposition,  from 
which,  through  divine  mercy,  he  is  happily  convalescing.  The 
Board  have  been  assured  that  he  is  a  worthy  member  of  the  institu- 
tion; that  he  has  made  great  proficiency  in  his  studies,  and  affords 
good  hope,  that  should  the  Lord  restore  his  health,  he  will  become  a 
highly  reputable  and  useful  minister  of  the  Gospel.  We  recommend 
his  case  to  the  attention  of  General  Synod,  and  hope  they  will  al- 
low the  professors  to  furnish  him  with  a  certificate  to  admit  him  to  his 
examination  before  Classis. 

The  Board  have,  during  the  past  year,  appropriated  for  the  support 
of  students  who  needed  assistance,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  forty 
dollars.  This  sum  is  exclusive  of  the  assistance  afforded  from  the  fund 
established  by  the  late  reverend,  pious,  and  truly  liberal  Elias  Van 
Benschoten,  whose  memory  is  blessed  in  our  Zion.  In  making  these 
grants,  the  Board  have  endeavoured  to  govern  their  appropriations 
by  the  most  rigid  economy,  granting  nothing  which  necessity  did  not 
seem  to  require.  They  hope  it  will  be  found  to  be  "  bread  cast  upoa 
the  waters,"  and  returned  with  increase  in  due  season. 

They  are  happy  to  say,  that  they  consider  the  state  and  prospects 
of  our  Theological  College  encouraging.  The  number  of  students 
has  been  greater  during  the  past  year  than  at  any  former  period,  and 
its  internal  state  has  never  been  more  satisfactory.  The  church  is 
already  reaping  largely  of  the  seed  which  has  here  been  sown,  and  it 
gives  good  hope  that  in  years  to  come  there  will  be  *'  bread  for 
the  eater,  and  seed  for  the  sower;"  that  our  churches,  as  they  are, 
or  may  become  vacant,  may  be  suitably  supplied,  and  a  band  raised  up 
to  plant  the  standard  of  the  cross,  under  our  auspices,  on  new  stations. 
We  shall  thus  lengthen  our  cords,  and  strengthen  our  stakes.  We 
may,  as  a  church,  hope  for  much  good  from  this  institution.  Our  pu- 
rity and  safety,  are,  under  God,  intimately  connected  with  it.  Let  us 
hope  that  it  will  receive,  as  it  deserves,  the  affection,  the  prayers, 
and  the  liberal  support  of  all  our  churches. 

The  Board  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  state  distinctly  to  the  General 
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Synod,  that  although  much  has  already  been  done,  much  more  is  re- 
quired to  be  done,  in  order  to  give  this  school  of  the  prophets  per' 
manent  and  extended  usefulness.  More  must  be  done,  in  order  to 
reap  the  fruit  of  what  has  already  been  done.  The  successful  eflfort 
to  estabUsh  a  professorship,  which  was  made  by  three  of  our  elders  in 
1822,  it  is  hoped  will  stimulate  the  committee  appointed  in  1823,  to 
prosecute  the  object  of  their  appointment  to  a  successful  issue,  during 
the  present  year.  If  this  desirable  end  can  be  attained,  the  profes- 
soral  and  permanent  funds  will  form  the  basis  of  another  professor- 
ship, which  one  comparatively  small  effort  will  complete;  and  thus 
the  great  object  at  which  we  have  long  aimed,  will  be  realized.  Our 
church  will  live,  and  increase.  Our  school  of  the  prophets  will  live, 
and  streams  shall  issue  from  it  which  will  make  glad  the  city  of  our 
God. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  Board  feel  impelled  to  state  to  General 
Synod,  that  present  and  extensive  measures  are  necessary  to  meet 
present  wants.  The  interest  of  the  professoral  and  permanent  funds, 
together  with  the  interest  on  the  sum  already  collected  for  the  second 
professorship,  are  far  from  being  sufficient  to  meet  the  professors'  sa- 
laries. The  residue,  for  some  time,  must  be  sought  from  other  sources. 
It  will  also  be  found  that  a  considerable  debt  has  been  incurred,  for 
which  provision  must  be  made. 

The  Board  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  direct  the  attention  of  the 
General  Synod  to  a  fact  in  our  fiscal  concerns,  which  they  deem  of 
great  importance.  The  measures  pursued  to  procure  funds  for  our 
current  expenses  since  1822,  when  our  measures  were  changed,  have 
been  by  far  less  successful  than  those  which  preceded  them.  Would 
it  not  be  advisable  to  revert  to  the  former  system  ?  We  submit  the 
suggestion  to  the  wisdom  of  the  General  Synod. 

General  Synod  will  perceive  that  our  contidence  and  our  hopes, 
connected  with  this  institution,  are  undiminished — are  increasing.  We 
cannot,  therefore,  in  conclusion,  (and  it  is  the  last  time  on  which  the 
present  Board  will  address  General  Synod  on  the  subject)  but  com- 
mend our  Theological  College  to  your  affection,  to  your  wisdom,  and 
to  your  prayers — to  the  interested  regard  and  warm  support  of  the 
church — and  to  the  blessing  of  that  God,  whose  favour  is  life,  and 
whose  loving-kindness  is  better  than  life.  May  all  say,  and  may  He 
especially  say,  "  Destroy  it  not ;  for  a  blessing  is  in  it."

The  undersigned  appointed  by  Synod  to  preside  at  the  installa- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Professor  Dewitt,  and  to  preach  upon  the  occasion, 
reports,  That  the  Rev  John  Dewitt  was  inducted  into  his  office  of 
Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Ecclesiastical  History  in  the 
Theological  School,  (in  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  New-Bruns- 
wick,) on  the  first  Wednesday  of  September  last,  according  to  the 
direction  of  Synod  ;  when  in  addition  to  the  inaugural  address  deli- 
vered by  the  Professor,  the  undersigned  delivered  a  sermon,  and  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Dewitt  gave  a  charge  to  the  Professor.

A  communication  (accompanied  with  various  documents)  from  the 
Rev.  Loring  D.  Dewey,  an  agent  of  the  American  Colonization  So- 
ciety, was  received,  and  referred  to  a  Committee  consisting  of  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Strong  and  Schemerhorn,  and  the  Elder  Dr.  Van  Dyck. 

The  Committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as 
follows  : — 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  the 
Rev.  L.  D.  Dewey,  agent  of  the  Colonization  Society,  accompanied 
with  sundry  documents,  beg  leave  to  report, — 

That  they  have  examined  said  documents  with  much  pleasure,  and 
cannot  but  view  that  Institution  as  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  im- 
portant in  the  country.  About  seven  years  have  elapsed  since  the 
society  was  formed  at  Washington,  for  the  purpose  of  colonizing  the 
free  people  of  colour  residing  in  Amerca,  in  Africa,  or  in  such  other 
place  as  Congress  should  deem  most  expedient.  A  tract  of  land  at 
Cape  Montserado  has  been  purchased,  with  one  of  the  be?t  har- 
bours between  Gibraltar  and  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  The  num- 
ber of  settlers  has  been  much  increased  of  late,  under  the  superin- 
tendance  of  agents  of  acknowledged  character  and  abilities. 

The  design  of  the  Institution  is  truly  magnificent  and  benevolent, 
and  if  fully  reahzed,  must  open  a  wide  door  for  the  introduction  of 
the  Gospel  among  the  benighted  and  oppressed  sons  of  Africa. 

This  society  having  already  received  the  favourable  notice  of  the 
principal  ecclesiastical  bodies  of  our  country,  your  Committee  re- 
commend, for  the  adoption  of  Synod,  the  following  resolutions,  viz  : 
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Resolved. — That  this  Synod  cheerfully  recommend  to  the  patronage 

of  the  churches  under  their  care,  the  American  Colonization  Society. 

Resolved. — That  whenever  meetings  shall  be  held  in  our  churches 

on  the  4th  July,  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  have  collections 

made  in  behalf  of  this  Institution.

tions or  restrictions  whatsoever,  that  such  conveyance  be  made  to 
the  General  Synod  in  their  corporate  style,  as,  '*  The  General  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church."

From  this  comparative  statement,  it  appears  that  the  pecuniary  em- 
barrassments long  since  predicted  by  the  Board  of  Corporation,  are 
now  fully  realized  by  the  Synod.  Under  the  system  formerly  recom- 
mended by  the  Board,  the  receipts  were  regularly  increasing,  but 
now  the  receipts  of  two  years  together,  under  the  change  directed  by 
Synod,  are  not  equal  to  the  proceeds  of  one  year  previous.  It  is  the 
conviction  of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  that  if  the  system  of  finance 
formerly  recommended  by  them,  and  adopted  by  Synod,  were  re- 
vived and  continued  without  alteration  for  3  or  4  years,  the  General 
Synod  would  be  free  from  embarrassment — and  this  consideration, 
it  is  presumed,  must  remove  any  reluctance  on  the  part  of  any  of  our 
Churches  to  enter  again  on  this  system  of  collections.  There  can 
be  no  doubt  that  in  several  wealthy  Churches  in  our  bounds,  no  small 
amount  of  money  has  been  lost,  that  would  unquestionably  have  been 
obtained,  had  the  former  collections  been  continued  ;  and  of  this,  no 
better  proof  is  requisite  than  a  comparison  of  the  contributions  for- 
merly made  in  the  Churches  in  the  City  of  New-York,  with  what  ii^ 
now  received. 

The  Board  of  Corporation  do  therefore  again  most  respectfully 
and  earnestly  recommend  to  the  General  Synod,  the  re-enactment  of 
the  resolutions  passed  in  June,  1820,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds. 

The  Board  do  also  apply  to  the  General  Synod  for  power  to  fill 
any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  Corporation  by  death  or  other- 
wise, during  the  recess  of  General  Synod, 

The  Board  deem  it  their  duty  to  state  that  the  Rev.  Paschal  N. 
Strong,  has  performed  the  duties  of  Secretary  to  the  Board  to  their 
entire  satisfaction  ever  since  its  organization  ;  and  that  for  the  last 
three  years,  he  has  declined  to  receive  any  compensation  for  his 
services.

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Messrs.  John  Cornelison,  and  Nicholas  I. 
Marselus,  and  the  Elder,  Mr.  Frederick  Erringer,  be  a  Committee  to 
report  to  Synod  a  nomination  of  twice  the  number  of  persons  who 
constitute  the  Board  of  Directors  under  the  charter. 

The  Committee  reported  accordingly,  and  the  Synod  proceeded  to 
ballot  for  a  President,  three  Directors,  and  a  Treasurer  of  the 
Corporation  ;  when  Mr.  Henry  Rutgers  was  chosen  President,  Messrs. 
Isaac  L.  Kip,  Guisbert  B.  Vroom  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  S.  S.  Woodhull 
were  chosen  Directors,  and  Mr.  Isaac  Heyer  was  chosen  Treasurer 
of  the  Corporation. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be,  and  hereby  is 
authorized  to  receive  a  bond  executed  by  "  the  Minister  Elders  and 
Deacons  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  of  the  city  of 
New-York"  to  *'  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant 
Dutch  Church"  in  the  penal  sum  of  $5000  ;  conditioned  for  the 
payment  of  $300  yearly,  in  half-yearly  payments,  towards  the  sup- 
port of  a  Theological  Professor,  &c.  bearing  date  1st  May,  1823,  and 
which  bond  now  remains  with  their  clerk  until  called  for  by  General 
Synod.

The  Rev.  Thomas  M'Auley  D.  D.  LL.  D.  and  Mr.  Benjamin 
Strong,  Elder,  being  present,  and  having  produced  testimonials  of 
their  appointment,  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  were  invited  to  take  their  seats  as  Corresponding  Members 
of  this  Synod.* 

The  subject  of  a  correspondence  with  the  General  Association  of 
Massachusetts,  the  consideration  of  which   was  referred  by  the  last 

*^Dr.  M'Auley,  ob  the  6th  day  of  the  Session,  was  succeeded  by  his  alternate,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Romevn. 
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Synod  to  the  present  meeting,  was  called  up,  and  referred  to  a  spe- 
cial committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Jesse  Fonda,  and  Jacob  L 
Schuiz,  and  the  Elder,  Mr.  Henry  Rutgers. 

The  Committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as 
follows  : 

The  special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication 
from  the  General  Association  of  Massachusetts  to  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  on  the  subject  of  a  correspondence 
to  be  established  between  the  two  churches  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  they  have  carefully  examined  the  subject  submitted  to  their 
consideration  :  and  as  they  verily  believe,  with  those  feelings  of  af- 
fectionate friendship  which  are  due  to  so  numerous  and  respectable  a 
body  of  Christians.  The  feelings  of  our  heart  prompt  us  to  wish 
grace,  mercy,  and  peace  to  all  who  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  and 
to  extend  to  them  our  individual  and  our  ecclesiastical  fellowship,  so 
far  as  can  consist  with  a  due  regard  to  mutual  comfort  and  editication. 
Your  Committee  are  however  deeply  impressed  with  a  belief  that 
churches  in  extending  their  fellowship  and  correspondence,  ought 
if  possible,  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  such  an  harmony  of  senti- 
ment in  relation  to  doctrines  and  ecclesiastical  order,  as  will  enable 
the  corresponding  churches  by  attendance  in  each  other's  councils,  to 
promote  edification,  to  confirm  each  other  in  the  belief  of  the  truth, 
and  to  support  each  other  in  maintaining  the  government  of  God*s 
house. 

To  these  particulars  therefore,  your  Committee  have  paid  special 
attention  as  necessary  to  be  investigated  before  they  could  be  pre- 
pared to  express  an  opinion  as  to  the  propriety  and  expediency  of 
the  proposed  correspondence — and  they  beg  leave  to  state,  as  the 
result  of  their  inquiries,  that  although  confessions  and  creeds  which 
we  readily  acknowledge  to  be  excellent  forms  of  sound  words,  were 
formerly  adopted  as  the  standards  of  those  churches,  yet  your  Com- 
mittee have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  that  they  are  at  present  used 
as  bonds  of  ecclesiastical  union,  and  that  subscription  to  them,  as  an 
expression  of  the  faith  of  their  ministers  and  their  churches,  is  now 
demanded  ;  so  that  on  this  interesting  point  your  Committee  have  not 
been  able  to  arrive  at  any  satisfactory  conclusion. 

On  the  subject  of  their  church  government,  your  Committee  are 
possessed  of  all  the  necessary  information  to  enable  them  to  state  to 
Synod,  that  it  does  not  even  in  its  leading  features,  accord  with  the 
system  which  we  have  adopted  as  laid  down  in  the  word  of  God,  and 
that  consequently,  in  the  administration  of  the  government  of  the 
respective  churches,  little,  if  any  aid  would  be  afforded  by  opening

a  correspondence,  and  securing  a  representation  in  each  other's  judi- 
catures. Your  Committee,  upon  a  view  of  the  whole  subject,  have 
not  been  able  to  discover  that  the  advantages  to  be  expected  from 
such  a  correspondence,  are  likely  to  exceed  the  inconvenience  which 
may  possibly,  and  the  expense  which  will  certainly  be  incurred  by 
it.  They  accordingly  recommend  to  Synod,  to  decline  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Committee  of  conference,  to  agree  on  terms  of  corres- 
pondence as  proposed  in  the  communication  referred  to  them. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  Synod  at  its  last  meeting,  a  Dele- 
gate to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  German  Reformed  Synod  of  Sep- 
tember, 1823, 

Reports,  That  he  attended  the  Meeting  of  said  Synod  in  Baltimore, 
in  September  last,  and  that  he  was  received  and  treated  with  Chris- 
tian courtesy  and  kindness. 

Your  Delegate  had  to  regret  that  the  engagements  of  his  colleague, 
Mr.  Dewitt,  in  consequence  of  his  relation  to  the  Theological  School, 
prevented  him  from  meeting  with  the  German  Synod. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Jacob  Brodhead,  a  Delegate  appointed  to  attend 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
May,  1824,  transmitted  to  Synod  the  following  Report : 

Philadelphia^  June  1th,  1824. 
To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  in  Session, 

New- York. 
Dear  Brethren, 

The  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  state,  that  agreeably  to  the 
appointment  of  the  Synod  of  1823,  he  has  attended  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  this  city,  whose  session  closed 
this  day.  Your  Delegate  was  present  every  day  with  the  exception 
of  the  time  necessarily  occupied  in  attending  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  School  at  New-Brunswick. 
He  regrets  that  neither  of  the  Elders  appointed,  appeared  in  the  As- 
sembly. 

J.  BRODHEAD. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Jesse  Fonda  and  Jacob  Larzalere,  be  ap» 
pointed  Delegates  from  this  Synod,  to  attend  the  next  stated  meeting 
of  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  and  that  the  Rev. 
Cornelius  D.  Westbrook,  and  Dr.  James  S.  Cannon  be  their  Secundi. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Cornelius  C.  Cuyler,  and  the  Elder  Mr. 
John  Frelinghuysen,  be  delegates  Primarii,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Devvitt,  and  the  Elder  Mr.  Frederic  Erringer,be  Delegates  Secundi,  to 
attend  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  to  be  con- 
vened in  Philadelphia  in  May  next. 

Resolved,  That  the  stated  Clerk  of  this  Synod  transmit  to  the  stated 
Clerk  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  forty 
copies  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  for  distribution  among  the  Synods  of 
said  Church. 

The  Commitee  on  Correspondence  brought  in  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  respectfully  report,  That 
nothing  has  come  before  them.

ARTICLE  VI. 

Synodtcal  Reports  on  the  State  of  the' Churches. 

The  Committee  on  the  state  of  religion  reported,  and  their  report 
was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

In  taking  a  view  of  the  dealings  of  heaven  toward  us  during  the 
past  year,  your  Committee  have  deemed  it  to  be  their  duty  to  call 
the  attention  of  General  Synod  to  some  of  those  benevolent  in- 
stitutions which  adorn  the  age  in  which  we  live,  and  which  have  been 
more  or  less  patronised  by  our  churches  for  the  salvation  of  the 
world. 

Pre-eminent  among  these  is  the  American  Bible  Society. 

Our  Reformed  Church  has  not  been  backward  in  hailing  the  rise 
and  blessing  the  progress  of  that  grand  national  institution  which 
sends  forth  the  Bible  without  note  or  comment  to  the  destitute,  and 
whose  field  of  operation  is  the  world.  In  its  successful  career  we 
exceedingly  rejoice,  and  offer  our  fervent  supplication  to  Almighty 
God  that  it  may  continue  to  move  forward  under  the  smiles  of  his 
Providence  with  growing  strength  and  glory. 

The  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  though  labouring  under 
severe  pecuniary  difficulties,  has  nevertheless  carried  with  success 
the  banner  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  the  aboriginal  inhabitants  of  our 
country.  When  we  contemplate  the  situation  of  the  native  tribe?, 
driven  from  station  to  station — melting  before  the  white  population, 
and  the  remnant  of  them  now  lying  like  Lazarus  at  our  very  doors. 
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hard  must  be  the  heart  that  does  not  feel  for  their  situation,  and  con- 
tracted the  hand  which  is  not  stretched  out  for  their  rehef.  Of  their 
helpless  misery  our  church  has  not  been  an  idle  spectator.  Many  of 
our  congregations  have  acted  promptly,  and  some  of  them  nobly  in 
this  generous  cause.  We  trust  that  that  spirit  is  not  only  unbroken, 
but  determined  to  go  forward.  In  doing  so  it  has  great  encourage- 
ment, and  shall  in  no  wise  lose  its  reward. 

He  who  has  said,  "  Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel 
to  every  creature,"  will  hold  in  everlasting  remembrance  the  oil  and 
the  wine,  and  even  the  cup  of  cold  water  administered  in  his  name. 
Whilst  attempts  are  thus  making  to  pour  hght  upon  the  heathen,  the 
descendants  of  Abraham  have  not  been  forgotten.  That  wonderful 
people  dispersed  among  the  nations,  every  where  on  fire  and  yet  not 
consumed,  have  recently  excited  the  sympathies,  and  called  forth  in 
no  ordinary  degree  the  counsels,  the  exertions,  and  the  prayers  of  the 
church  of  God  in  our  land. 

The  First  Society,  contemplating  the  melioration  of  their  condi° 
tion,  originated  in  one  of  your  own  consistories  in  this  city,  and  was  pa- 
tronized by  the  classis  of  New  York.  That  society  has  since  merged 
itself  into  one  of  larger  dimensions,  which  has  become  a  body  cor- 
porate in  law,  and  is  prosecuting  the  objects  of  its  institution,  with 
industry  and  zeal.  That  society  has  been  viewed  by  many  of  our 
churches  with  great,  and  we  hope  we  shall  be  enabled  hereafter  to 
add,  with  very  growing  attention. 

On  the  concerns  of  that  interesting  branch  of  the  church  of  Christ, 
with  which  we  are  more  immediately  connected,  your  Committee 
have  to  state,  that  whilst  many  things  have  occurred  during  the  past 
year  of  a  very  cheering  description,  there  are  others  of  opposite 
character,  and  deeply  to  be  deplored. 

Among  those  of  cheering  description  we  take  notice  of  the  situa- 
tion and  prospects  of  our  Theological  College. 

Thirteen  young  men  of  approved  piety  and  talents,  and  well  versed 
in  sacred  literature,  are  ready  to  be  sent  forth  to  supply  our  vacan- 
cies, to  build  up  our  waste  places,  and  to  form  new  congregations  in 
our  destitute  settlements.  Never  has  our  school  of  the  prophets  as- 
sumed a  more  interesting  appearance  than  at  the  present  hour  ;  and 
those  who  have  contributed  of  their  substance  to  encourage  and  bless 
the  institution,  are  amply  repaid  in  the  fruit  it  is  producing,  as  well  as 
in  the  prospect  of  future  and  unutterable  blessings  to  the  church  of 
God,  to  be  yielded  by  it  to  thousands  now  living,  and  to  thousands  yet 
unborn. 

The  operations  also  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,  with  its  auxiliaries,  afford  subject  matter  of  mutual 
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congratulation.  When  our  young  men  leave  the  seminary  they  are 
taken  by  the  hand,  have  fields  of  labour  pointed  out  for  their  enter- 
prise, and  are  furnished,  so  far  as  circumstances  will  admit,  with  the 
means  of  becoming  immediately  and  extensively  useful. 

Your  Missionary  Society  is  thus  rendered  subservient  to  the  inte- 
rests of  your  seminary,  to  the  welfare  of  your  licentiates,  and  to  the 
good  of  the  community  at  large. 

If  our  churches  were  generally  aware  of  the  incalculable  good  to 
be  effected  by  prompt  and  energetic  aid  afforded  to  this  institution, 
we  are  persuaded  that  they  would  all  become  cheerful  and  liberal 
contributors  to  its  funds.  In  the  city  of  New-York  beside  the  parent 
society,  a  female,  and  young  men's  missionary  society  auxiliary  have 
recently  been  organized,  and  are  now  in  successful  operation. 

Although  there  have  been  but  few  instances  of  special  revival 
within  our  bounds  during  the  past  year,  yet  by  the  great  Head  of  the 
church  we  have  neither  been  forsaken  nor  forgotten.  Your  Com- 
mittee have  been  apprised  by  a  minister,  now  a  member  of  this  Sy- 
nod, that  a  revival  of  religion  has  taken  place  in  at  least  three  con- 
gregations in  the  Classis  of  Washington.  Numbers,  especially  of  the 
aged,  have  already  been  added  to  the  church,  and  the  prospect  is 
promising  that  many  more  will  be  gathered,  as  trophies  of  the  power 
of  sovereign  grace.  In  the  congregation  of  Nassau,  in  the  Classis  of 
Rensselaer,  there  exists  an  unusual  attention  to  divine  things  and  the 
cases  of  conversion,  though  few  in  number,  have  been  stronglv 
marked.  In  the  church  at  Cattskill  there  is  also  an  unusual  excite- 
ment among  the  children  and  youth.  In  the  Classis  of  Long  Island 
there  is  much  to  encourage,  and  pleasing  anticipations  are  cherished 
of  approaching  times  of  refreshment,  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 
In  other  districts  of  country  within  our  bounds,  many  have  been  add- 
ed to  our  churches,  and  it  is  humbly  trusted  to  the  Lord.  In  the  city 
of  New-York  three  new  congregations  have  been  organized,  one  of 
which  is  for  people  of  colour,  and  all  are  in  hopeful  progress.  A 
new  congregation  has  also  been  organized  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Classis  of  Montgomery.  In  a  very  large  proportion  of  our  church 
the  word  of  God  has  been  faithfully  preached,  and  the  Heidelberg 
catechism  regularly  explained,  and  devoutly  attended — discipline 
maintained — prayer  meetings  instituted — catechetical  instruction 
given —family  visitation  performed,  and  these  generally  connected 
with  the  precious  fruits  of  harmony  and  good  order. 

We  are  happy  also  to  state  that  in  many  of  our  churches  Bible 
classes  have  been  instituted  for  improvement  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures — that  our  more  advanced  youth  are  anxious  to  be  in- 
structed in  this  manner,  and  that  their  number  and  zeal  appear  to  be 
increasing. 
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Whilst  your  Committee  thus  advert,  with  delight,  to  things 
prosperous  in  our  churches,  faithfulness  requires  that  they  should 
also  notice  such  as  are  of  an  opposite  character.  The  unhappy 
secession  which  has  taken  place  in  our  church  still  exists,  and 
there  is  reason  to  apprehend  that  no  small  pains  have  been  taken  to 
increase  and  extend  the  disaffection.  In  some  instances  the  nearest 
and  dearest  friends  have  been  separated  from  each  other,  and  kept 
separate  when  they  ought  to  have  been  united  in  the  most  holy  af- 
fection. We  forbear  to  enter  into  all  the  causes  of  this  state  of 
things.  We  deeply  lament  its  existence.  Our  whole  church  mourns 
over  strife  so  unnecessary,  so  unnatural,  so  unrelenting,  and  so  inju- 
rious to  the  Redeemer's  name  and  cause,  at  the  same  time  that  it  looks 
to  Him,  who  is  the  living  witness  and  the  Judge  of  all,  who  has  all 
hearts  in  his  hand,  and  who  holds  the  helm  of  universal  government, 
to  reconcile,  if  it  be  his  will,  these  jarring  elements,  these  conflicting 
passions,  and  to  say  to  this  stormy  sea,  "  Peace,  be  still."  Your 
Committee  hear  the  affectionate,  the  expostulatory  and  controhng 
voice  of  their  Saviour,  charging  his  disciples,  particularly  at  this 
time — to  take  heed  to  what  they  do,  to  avoid  offences,  and  to  love 
one  another.  They  trust  that  voice  will  be  heard,  and  that  those 
who  are  more  immediately  addressed  by  it  will  be  still  and  know 
that  he  is  God.  In  addition  to  this  cause  of  mourning,  we  have  also 
to  regret  the  apparent  lukewarmness  of  many  professors  of  religion 
in  the  midst  of  us. 

In  an  era  like  the  present,  an3  when  so  much  excitement  exists 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  what  must  we  think  of  those  who  living  only 
for  themselves,  or  for  the  world,  are  folding  their  arms  with  entire, 
or  next  to  entire  apathy,  in  the  cause  of  God  our  Saviour?  Truly, 
many  will  come  from  the  east  and  from  the  west,  from  the  north  and 
from  the  south,  and  will  sit  down  with  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Jacob,  in 
the  kingdom  of  God — but  what  will  become  of  the  unbelieving  chil- 
dren of  the  kingdom  ?  We  shudder  at  the  thought :  Jesus  Christ 
himself  has  forewarned  us  of  their  doom,  and  his  words  are  calcu- 
lated to  strike  home  to  the  hardest  heart  terror  and  dismay. 

In  closing  this  report  your  Committee  would  regret  that  the  injunc- 
tions of  General  Synod  of  the  last  year,  in  relation  to  statistical  re- 
ports, have  been  so  extensively  neglected.  It  appears  that  a  large 
proportion  of  congregations  have  failed  to  forward  any  statistical  re- 
ports whatsoever,  and  that  the  reports  of  others  are  extremely  barren 
and  defective,  especially  in  religious  intelligence.  To  remedy  this 
evil  some  new  and  energetic  measure  on  the  part  of  General  Synod 
appears  to  be  imperiously  demanded. 

On  a  review  of  this  whole  subject  your  Committee  beg  leave  to 
offer  for  the  adoption  of  General  Synod  the  following  resolutions,  viz. 
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Resolved — 1st.  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  all  our  classes 
and  congregations  to  form  missionary  societies  auxiliary  to  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  located  in  the  city  of 
New-York,  and  to  forward  the  contributions  that  may  be  raised  with 
all  practicable  diligence  to  Mr.  Cornelius  Heyer,  treasurer  of  the  same. 

Resolved — 2d.  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  all  our 
churches  to  cherish  a  holy  concern  for,  and  to  afford  liberal  aid  to 
those  general  institutions  for  the  diffusion  of  the  Gospel,  which  have 
been  noticed  in  this  report. 

Resolved — 3d.  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  all  the  pastors 
of  our  churches,  that,  in  connexion  with  the  usual  catechetical  in- 
struction, they  institute  Bible  classes  under  their  own  immediate 
superintendance,  for  the  instruction  of  persons  more  advanced  in 
Biblical  knowledge. 

Resolved — 4th.  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  all  the  classes  under  the 
care  of  this  General  Synod  to  take  prompt  and  efficient  measures  for 
obtaining  from  their  congregations  statistical  reports  more  perfect, 
than  have  hitherto  in  many  instances  been  rendered. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

ARTICLE  VII. 

Synodical  Appeals. 

The  appeal  of  Mr.  Lauren  Ford,  from  a  decision  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  Albany,  approving  the  decision  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery, 
declaring  that  "it  is  inexpedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  Mr.  Ford 
and  others,  for  the  organization  of  a  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  the 
village  of  Herkimer,"  was  taken  up  and  considered. 

Th£  appeal,  the  reasons  of  the  appeal,  and  all  the  documents  in  the 
case  were  read. 

The  appellant  was  heard. 

The  Rev.  John  F.  Schemerhorn,  a  delegate  of  the  Classis  of  Montgo- 
mery, was  heard,  in  defence  of  the  decision  of  the  Particular  Synod. 

The  appellant  was  heard  in  reply. 

Synod  then  proceeded  to  deliberate  and  decide  upon  the  appeal,  ex- 
cluding from  a  vote,  all  those  members  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery 
and  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  who  had  formerly  voted  in  the 
case. 
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The  following  resolution  was  then  submitted,  viz. 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Mr.  Lauren  Ford  be,  and  hereby  is 
sustained,  and  that  the  Classis  of  Montgomery  be,  and  hereby  are 
enjoined,  forthwith  to  organize  into  a  distinct  Dutch  Church,  those 
persons  who  have  petitioned  that  Classis  for  such  organization. 

The  question  being  taken,  the  resolution  was  decided  in  the  affirm- 
ative. 

Resolved,  That  the  stated  clerk  of  Synod  be  directed  to  request 
the  stated  clerk  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery  to  convene  the  said 
Classis  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  July,  for  the  purpose  contemplated 
above. 

*'  The  appeal  of  Messrs.  Cornelius  C.  Cooper  and  Cornelius  Myers. 
from  the  decision  of  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  refusing  to  conform  to 
the  resolution  of  General  Synod  of  June  last,  ordering  said  Classis  to 
depose  the  Consistories  of  Hackensack  and  Schraalenburgh,  referred 
by  the  Particular  Synod  of  New-York,  to  this  Synod,"  was  taken  up 
and  considered. 

The  reasons  of  appeal,  and  all  the  other  documents  in  the  case, 
were  read. 

The  appellants  were  heard. 

The  Rev.  John  I.  Chrystie  was  heard  in  defence  of  the  decision  of 
the  Classis. 

The  appellants  were  heard  (by  the  Rev.  VV.  Eltinge,  as  their  coun- 
sel) in  reply. 

The  whole  subject  was  then  referred  to  a  committee,  consisting  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Milledoler,  Rev.  Messrs.  Schoonmaker  and  Cuyler,  and 
the  elders,  Messrs.  Frelinghuysen  and  Rutgers. — Rev.  Dr.  Cannon  and 
BIr.  Field,  and  the  elder  Mr.  J.  R.  Bleeker,  were  afterwards  added 
to  the  committee. 

The  committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  as  follows  : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Messrs.  Cor- 
nelius C.  Cooper  and  Cornehus  Myers,  from  the  decision  of  the  Classis 
of  Paramus,  report, 

That  they  have  carefully  considered  the  case  committed  to  them, 
and  recommend  to  General  Synod  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  although  the  conduct  of  the  Classis  of  Paramus, 
in  not  complying  with  the  injunction  of  General  Synod  in  this  case, 
can  never  be  justified  as  a  general  principle,  yet  that  peculiarities 
have  existed  in  the  case,  which  convince  this  Synod  that  they  have 
not  acted  in  the  premises  from  a  spirit  of  insubordination,  but  from  a 
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sincere  desire  to  piomote  the  best  interests  ot"  the  churches  under 
their  care. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Messrs.  Cooper  and  Myers,  from 
the  decision  of  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  be  and  hereby  is,  sustained. 

3.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod,  anxiously  desirous  to  remove  out  of 
the  way  every  thing  opposed  to  peace  and  godliness  in  the  churches 
of  that  region,  and  if  possible,  restore  to  them  harmony  and  good 
order,  will  appoint  a  commission  to  visit  said  churches  for  the  above 
purpose,  confer  with  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  and,  if  found  necessary 
and  practicable,  ordain  new  consistories. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Classis  of  Paramus  be  required  to  meet  at 
Hackensack,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  July  next,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 
to  confer  with  such  commission  as  General  Synod  shall  appoint. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Drs.  Philip  Milledoler,  James  S.  Cannon, 
and  John  Knox  ;  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Thomas  De  Witt,  Jacob  Sickles, 
Jesse  Fonda,  Cornelius  C.  Cuyler,  John  Ludlow,  Jacob  Schoon- 
maker,  Cornelius  D.  Westbrook,  and  David  S.  Bogart,  and  the  elders, 
Messrs.  Abraham  Van  Nest,  Jacob  R.  Hardenburgh,  Isaac  Hyer,  James 
C.  Roosevelt,  John  Frelinghuysen,  and  Henry  Rutgers,  compose  said 
commission. 

Respectfully  submitted,

Resolved,  That  the  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
adoption  of  the  above  report,  be  directed  to  preach  at  the  time  of  the 
meeting  of  said  committee  with  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  and  that  the 
Rev.  David  S.  Bogart  be  his  secundus. 

Resolved,  That  the  stated  clerk  be  directed  to  notify  the  members 
of  the  committee  not  now  upon  the  floor  of  Synod,  of  their  appoint- 
ment, and  also,  to  notify  the  Classis  of  Paramus  of  the  appointment  of 
such  committee,  and  of  the  time  of  their  meeting. 

Resolved,  That  the  stated  clerk  transmit  a  copy  of  the  preceding 
report  to  the  consistories  of  Hackensack  and  Schraalenburgh. 

Resolved,  That  any  Jive  of  the  commission  appointed  to  meet  with 
the  Classis  of  Paramus,  regularly  convened,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

In  relation  to  the  appeal  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery,  (See  Art. 
8.)  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Schemerhorn  gave  the  following  notice,  viz. 
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"  To  the  President  of  General  Synod, 

Reverend  Sir,  1  hereby  give  notice  to  General  Synod,  that  I  shall 
not  prosecute  the  appeal  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery  from  a  decision 
of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  S„ 
Ketcham  ;  because,  whatever  may  be  the  decision  of  General  Synod 
in  the  case,  it  can  have  no  effect  in  future,  as  Synod  have  determined 
that  a  new  congregation  is  to  be  organized  in  Herkimer.

Synodical  References, 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  Report  :-— 
That  they  have  examined  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods^ 
and  find, 

I.  On  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New- York,  the 
following  reference  to  General  Synod,  claiming  the  attention  of 
this  body.  It  is  in  the  words  following,  viz  : — '*  An  appeal  signed 
by  Cornelius  C.  Cooper  and  Cornelius  Myer,  from  the  decision  of 
the  Classis  of  Paramus,  respecting  the  secession  of  Dr.  Fraeligb, 
was  presented. 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  taken  from  the  decision  of  the  Classis 
of  Paramus,  in  refusing  to  conform  to  the  resolution  of  General  Sy- 
nod, of  June  last,  ordering  them  to  depose  the  consistories  of  HaCK 
ensack  and  Schraalenburgh,  be  referred  to  the  next  General  Synod/* 

II.  On  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany. 

1.  On  the  Minutes  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery.— The  Rev.  C. 
Ten  Eyck  asked  what  he  should  do  in  the  case  of  those  members  of 
his  Church  who  had  seceded,  and  have  been  organized  into  a  new 
Church  by  the  deposed  Ministers  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery, 
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Resolved,  That  the  above  question  be  referred  to  the  General  Sy- 
nod, through  the  medium  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  for  their 
answer. 

2.  On  the  Minutes  of  the  Classis  of  Washington,  the  following : 
'-  Whereas  difficulties  have  arisen,  and  continue  to  arise,  in  our 
Churches  in  relation  to  a  canon  of  our  Church,  passed  in  1816,  de- 
claring it  to  be  unlawful  for  a  man  to  marry  his  deceased  wife's  sis- 
ter ;  and  whereas  the  interests  of  the  Church  at  large  would  be  pro- 
moted by  a  modification  of  said  canon — therefore, 

Resolved,  As  the  opinion  of  this  Classis,  that  the  said  canon  be  so 
amended,  as  to  leave  all  questions  arising  under  the  said  canon  to  the 
different  Classes,  within  whose  bounds  the  same  may,  from  time  to 
time,  be  presented  for  consideration. 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  from  this  Classis  to  Particular  and 
General  Synods  be  instructed  to  use  all  their  influence  to  procure  said 
amendment." 

3.  '*  On  the  Minutes  of  the  Classis  of  Rensselaer,  advice  was  asked, 
in  the  case  of  a  member  of  the  Church  who  habitually  neglected  the 
Lord's  Supper,  assigning  as  the  reason,  that  he  did  not  believe  he  had 
ever  been  wrought  upon  by  the  power  of  God  to  salvation,  and  who, 
though  not  venturing  into  any  immoralities,  which  would  subject  to 
discipline,  does  not  exhibit  any  one  trait  of  conduct  or  sentiment  pecu- 
liar to  the  people  of  God. 

Resolved,  For  the  sake  of  the  importance  of  the  principles  involved 
in  its  correction  and  results,  the  frequent  recurrence  of  similar  cases, 
and  the  benefits  that  will  result  from  a  decision  on  the  subject  from 
the  higher  judicatories  of  the  Church,  that  it  be  referred  to  Particu- 
Jar  Synod  for  their  advice  or  authority." 

The  above  subjects  were  all  referred  by  Particular  Synod  to 
General  Synod. 

4.  "  An  appeal  of  the  Rev.  I.  S.  Ketcham  from  the  following  reso- 
lution of  Classis  : — Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Classis,  the 
Rev.  I.  S.  Ketcham  has  interfered  in  an  unconstitutional  manner  in 
ihe  pastoral  concerns  of  the  Rev.  J.  P.  Spinner,  previous  to  the  first 
Wednesday  of  October  last,  when  the  Classis  laid  the  injunction  on 
Mr.  Ketcham  to  abstain  from  all  ministerial  services  in  the  congrega- 
tions of  Herkimer  and  German  Flats. 

The  Synod,  aftet  having  heard  the  appellant  and  the  respondent, 

and  all  the  documents  in  the  case, 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  the  Rev.  I.  S.  Ketcham  be  sustained. 
The  Rev.  J.  F.  Schemerhorn  gave  notice  that  he  appealed  from 

•ho  above  dpnision  IX)  the  next  General  Svnod.'^ 
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5.  •*  Resolved,  That  it  be  requested  of  General  Synod  to  take  into 
consideration  the  propriety  of  altering  the  present  mode  of  choosing 
the  superintendents  of  our  Theological  College  ;  and  that  instead  of 
electing  them,  as  now  practised,  by  taking  five  from  each  of  the  par- 
ticular Synods,  and  five  from  the  board  of  Trustees  of  Queen's  Col- 
lege, two  be  elected  from  each  of  the  Classes  under  the  care  of 
Synod,  and  that  six  shall  be  a  quorum  to  transact  the  business  de- 
volving on  said  board  of  Superintendents." 

6.  *'  An  appeal  of  L.  Ford,  Esq.  from  the  following  resolution  of 
Classis,  on  an  application  of  himself  and  others  for  the  organization 
of  a  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  the  village  of  Herkimer. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tioners. 

The  appeal  of  Mr.  Ford,  as  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Classical  Minutes,  was  considered.  All  the  documents  in 
the  case  were  read  :  the  appellant,  as  also  the  representative  of  the 
Classis  of  Montgomery,  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Schemerhorn,  were  heard. 
The  following  resolution  was  then  offered,  and  decided  in  the  nega- 
tive, viz. 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  be  sustained. 

Mr.  Ford  gave  notice  that  he  appealed  from  the  above  decision  to 
ihe  next  General  Synod." 

CORNELIUS  C.  CUYLER,  Chairman. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  above  report  as  relates  to  the  re- 
ference by  the  Classis  of  Washington  on  the  subject  of  the  marriage 
of  a  deceased  wife's  sister,  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee. 

Rev.  Messrs.  Schoonmaker,  Westbrook  and  Field,  and  the  Elders 
Messrs.  Erringer,  and  Nevius,  were  appointed  such  committee. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  report  as  relates  to  the  advice  ask- 
ed by  the  Classis  of  Rensselaer  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee. 

Rev.  Blessrs.  Beattie,  Ludlow,  and  Rouse,  and  the  Elders,  Messrs, 
Hopper  and  Egberts  were  appointed  the  committee.  Rev.  P.  N. 
Strong  was  afterwards  added  to  this  committee. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  report  as  respects  the  advice  asked 
by  the  Rev.  C.  Ten  Eyck  be  referred  to  a  committee. 

Rev.  C.  C.  Cuyler,  Dr.  James  S.  Cannon,  and  the  Elder  Mr.  J, 
Freiinghuysen  were  appointed  the  committee. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  report  as  relates  to  the  change  con- 
templated in  the  mode  of  choosing  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  be 
referred  to  the  committee  on  the  Professorate. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  brought  in  the  following  report  which 
was  acceptedo

ARTICLE  IX. 

Church  Government. 
The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  apphcation  of  the  Rev. 
C.  Ten  Eyck  for  advice,  (See  Art.  8.  p.  43)  brought  in  the  following 
Report,  which  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  subject  of  the  advice  requested 
by  the  Rev.  Conrad  Ten  Eyck,  report, 

That  it  is  an  estabHshed  principle  in  Church  Government,  that  the 
relation  subsisting  between  a  Church  and  its  members,  can  be  dis- 
solved only  by  death  or  dismission,  or  an  act  of  discipline.  Withdraw- 
ing, is  therefore  out  of  the  question.  These  members  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Ten  Eyck's  charge  are  therefore  to  be  considered  as  subject  to 
the  authority  of  the  Church  from  which  they  have  seceded,  and  are 
to  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  laws  of  God's  house.  The  consis- 
tory however,  ought  to  proceed  with  prudence  and  tenderness  in  the 
case,  that,  if  possible,  gainsayers  may  be  put  to  silence. 

C.  C.  CUYLER,  Chairman. 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  application  for  advice  by  the  classis 
of  Rensselaer,  was  referred,  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted, 
and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  proposed  by 
the  Classis  of  Rensselaer,  as  touching  the  case  of  a  member  of  the 
Church  who  habitually  neglects  the  Lord's  Supper,  assigning  as  the 
reason  that  he  did  not  believe  he  had  ever  been  wrought  upon  by  the 
power  of  God  to  salvation,  and  who  though  not  venturing  to  any  im- 
moralities which  would  subject  to  discipline,  does  not  exhibit  one 
trait  of  conduct  or  sentiment  peculiar  to  the  people  of  God,  respect- 
fully report : 

That  they  have  carefully  examined  the  matter  submitted  to  them, 
and  they  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  it  is  wholly  inexpedient  for 
this  Synod  to  legislate  upon  abstract  questions,  and  they  therefore 
recommend  for  adoption,  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  do  not  consider  it  proper  to  express 
vbeir  opinion  in  the  case,  and  leave  the  Classis  to  adopt  such  mea- 
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sures  in  accordance  with  the  discipline  of  the  Church,  as  in  their 
wisdom  they  may  think  proper. 

All  which  is  submitted. 

JOHN  BEATTIE,  aairmcTi. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  Synod  : 

Resolved,  That  every  Classis  under  the  care  of  the  Synod  enjoin  it 
on  the  consistories  of  our  congregations,  not  to  admit  Students  of  The- 
ology, or  any  other  persons,  not  duly  licensed,  to  preach,  lecture,  or 
publicly  expound  the  Scriptures. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  all  the  Classes  to  conform  to 
the  resolution  passed  June  1815,  by  appointing  a  Standing  Committee 
in  each  Classis,  and  to  have  the  annual  report  of  such  committee  re- 
corded in  the  minutes  of  Classis. 

The  resolution  referred  to  is  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is  enjoined  upon  all  the  Classes, 
under  the  care  of  this  Synod,  to  appoint  standing  committees,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  guard  against  the  introduction  of  unsound  doctrines, 
into  our  vacant  congregati6ns,  by  Ministers,  or  candidates  from 
Churches,  which  are  known  to  hold  or  tolerate  sentiments  incon- 
sistent with  the  standards  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  ;  and  fur- 
ther, that  the  respective  Classes  be  hereby  directed  to  enjoin  upon 
the  consistories  of  vacant  congregations  under  their  care,  not  to  em- 
ploy the  Ministers  or  candidates  of  Churches,  circumstanced  as  above 
mentioned,  until  they  have  consulted  with  the  standing  committee  of 
the  Classis  to  which  they  belong,  and  have  obtained  their  consent. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Doctrines  and  Morals. 
The  following  Memorial,  the  consideration  of  which  was  referred 
by  the  last  Synod  to  the  present  session,  was  called  up  and  referred 
to  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Labagh,  Chrystie,  and 
Westbrook,  and  the  Elders  Messrs.  Erringer  and  Van  Ne§t. 

The  memorial  of  Cornelius  Bogardus  and  Christian  Miller,  mem- 
bers of  the  Classis  of  Albany,  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,  on  the  subject  of  difficulties  which  have  occurred  in 
that  Classis,  nearly  touching  the  interests  of  the  truth  in  general,  and 
the  prosperity  of  the  Theological  School  in  particular. 

Your  Memorialists  would  respectfully  represent  to  your  Reverend 
body,  that  a  young  gentleman  by  the  name  of  Mr.  Searl,  a  student  in 
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Theology  under  the  Rev.  Dr.  Yates,  did  in  the  year  1821  begin  to 
lecture  in  the  vacant  church  and  congregation  of  Rotterdam,  that  in 
the  course  of  some  months  after,  Mr.  Searl  applied  to  an  association 
of  ministers,  it  is  believed  in  Vermont,  or  in  the  northern  part  of 
this  State,  and  obtained  licensure  as  a  candidate  for  the  Gospel  Minis- 
try, that  having  secured  the  affections  of  the  church  and  congregation 
of  Rotterdam,  he  received  their  call,  which  having  been  approved  by 
the  Classis  of  Albany,  he  agreed  to  accept :  that  upon  his  examina- 
tion, although  he  appeared  well  qualified  in  the  main,  yet  in  the 
opinion  of  your  memorialists,  he  proved  deficient  in  several  import- 
ant points  in  theology,  which  are  particularly  stated  in  the  protests 
of  your  memorialists  entered  by  them  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Classis 
of  Albany  against  the  Resolution  of  the  Classis  sustaining  the  exami- 
nation of  Mr.  Searl.  They  also  beg  leave  to  direct  the  attention 
of  the  Synod  to  the  report  made  on  this  subject,  by  the  Deputatus 
Synodi  from  the  Classis  of  Rensselaer,  to  the  particular  Synod  of 
Albany,— which  report  is  entered  on  the  Minutes  of  the  particular 
Synod. 

They  further  beg  leave  to  state,  that  although  the  Classis  was  ad- 
vised by  the  Deputatus  to  stay  proceedings  in  the  case,  and  that  he 
felt  it  to  be  his  duty  to  make  a  communication  on  the  subject  of  Mr. 
Searl's  deficiencies,  to  the  Particular  Synod,  the  Classis  persisted  in 
their  purpose  of  ordaining  Mr.  Searl  forthwith,  and  did  accordingly 
ordain  him  over  the  church  of  Rotterdam,  some  time  in  April  last. 

As  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  appear  to  have  declined  acting 
in  the  case,  and  as  a  door  has  thus  been  opened  by  which  manifest 
deviations  from  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  have  been  permitted  to 
enter,  your  Memorialists  would  respectfully  suggest,  that  if  the  Synod 
do  not  arrest  these  deviations  at  the  outset,  they  will  pervade  the 
whole  Church,  and  endanger  its  harmony  and  prosperity, — and  that 
unless  such  evasions  of  our  regulations  in  regard  to  the  Theological 
Seminary,  be  seasonably  and  eflBciently  met  and  prevented,  its  inte- 
rests will  be  materially  injured,  and  the  important  ends  which  the 
Church  has  so  wisely  contemplated  in  its  formation,  will  be  defeated. 

Your  Memorialists  humbly  solicit  your  Reverend  body,  to  take  this 
case  into  its  prayerful  and  solemn  consideration,  and  adopt  such  mea- 
sures on  the  subject,  as  in  its  wisdom  it  may  deem  proper. 

Your  Memorialists  have  been  constrained  by  a  painful  sense  of  the 
duty  which  they  owe  the  Church,  and  above  all,  the  cause  of  the 
truth  of  Christ,  to  make  this  statement. 

CORNELIUS  BOGARDUS, 
CHRISTIAN  MILLER. 
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The  Committee  to  whom  the  preceding  document  was  referred, 
brought  in  the  folio wiog  report,  which  was  adopted  : — 

Your  Committee  is  aware  of  the  delicate  nature,  as  well  as  the 
great  importance  of  the  subject  committed  to  them  ;  and  while  your 
Committee  desires  to  respect  the  rights  of  individuals,  they  cannot 
for  one  moment  admit  the  suspicion  of  unfaithfulness  in  the  lower 
judicatories  without  sufficient  evidence. 

The  Synod  possesses  no  official  information  on  the  subject  of  the 
grievance  complained  of,  and  it  is  a  subject  of  regret  that  the  Classis 
of  Albany  have  not  something  of  an  official  nature  presented  to  this 
house,  to  meet  the  memorial  and  protest  exhibited  against  them. 

The  subject,  however,  is  one  which  has  extensively  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  churches,  and  produced  no  inconsiderable  excite- 
ment :  and  it  now  becomes  the  Synod  to  arrest  the  farther  progress 
of  this  dissatisfaction,  as  well  as  the  causes  of  it,  whether  real  or 
supposed. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  this  Synod  cannot  consistently 
censure  the  Classis  of  Albany,  for  its  reception  of  a  Licentiate  from 
our  congregational  brethren,  since  no  regulation  of  the  Synod,  for- 
bidding such  reception,  is  known  to  exist. 

The  Committee,  however,  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Sjmod 
tL""  adoption  of  some  resolution,  calculated  to  allay  the  feelings  of 
many  on  this  subject,  and  to  make  such  inquiries  from  him  who  is  the 
subject  of  this  grievance,  as  will  present  to  this  Synod  a  definite  view 
of  his  real  sentiments  on  these  points  of  doctrine,  on  which  he  has 
been  declared  to  be  deficient.  They  therefore  recommend  the  adop' 
tion  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved, — That  the  Classis  of  Albany,  be  and  hereby  are  directed, 
to  require  of  Mr.  Searl,  a  full  and  explicit  statement  in  writing,  of  his 
views  and  opinions  on  the  following  points  of  doctrine,  and  that  they 
report  the  same  to  this  Synod  at  its  next  stated  meeting  : — 

1.  The  Eternal  Sonship  of  the  second  person  of  the  adorable 
Trinity. 

2.  The  Imputation  of  the  guilt  of  Adam's  sin  to  all  his  posterity^ 
as  their  federal  head  and  representative. 

3.  The  substitution  of  the  Mediator,  in  the  room  and  stead  of  his 
elect  people,  as  their  federal  head  and  representative. 

4.  The  extent  of  the  Atonement  or  Satisfaction  of  Jesus  Christ. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

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The  ibllowmg  protest  was  made,  and  ordered  to  be  put  on  the 

Minutes. 

I  do  hereby  protest  against  the  resolution  of  General  Synod,  en- 
joining it  on  the  Classis  of  Albany,  to  obtain  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Searl 
a  statement  of  his  opinions  on  certain  points  of  Theology,  for  the 
following  reasons  : 

1.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Searl,  it  appears,  has  been  already  ordained  by 
the  Classis  of  Albany,  and  thus  recognized  as  a  minister,  in  full  and 
good  standing,  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church.  If  the  Classis  of 
Albany  proceeded  to  ordain  him  without  sufficient  grounds  to  believe 
him  orthodox  in  the  faith  of  the  Gospel,  then  the  faithfulness  of  the 
Classis  of  Albany,  and  not  the  orthodoxy  of  Mr.  Searl,  ought  to  have 
been  exposed  to  suspicion. 

2.  In  case  the  Rev.  Mr.  Searl  be  not  orthodox  in  the  faith,  he 
ought  not  to  have  been  tolerated  any  longer  in  his  public  ministra- 
tions 5  whereas  the  resolution  against  which  I  protest,  contemplates 
no  termination  of  this  unhappy  business  till  the  next  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod. 

3.  The  Memorial  and  Protest  of  certain  members  of  the  Classis 
of  Albany  on  this  subject,  warranted,  and  in  my  opinion,  required 
such  an  interposition  on  the  part  of  the  General  Synod,  as  would 
have  tended  more  speedily  and  effectually,  to  guard  the  reputation  of 
our  Church,  against  any  imputations  of  having  departed  from  that 
faith  which  was  once  delivered  to  the  saints.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  submitted  the  reference  by  the  Classis 
of  Washington,  on  the  subject  of  marrying  a  deceased  wife's  sister, 
(see  art.  8.)  brought  in  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  submitted  the  reference  of  the  Classis 
of  Washington,  beg  leave  to  offer  to  Synod  the  following  report. 

The  reference  contemplates  such  a  modification  of  the  canon  on 
the  subject  of  marrying  a  deceased  wife's  sister,  which  was  passed 
by  the  General  Synod  in  the  session  of  1816,  as  to  leave  all  questions 
arising  under  it  to  the  different  classes  within  whose  bounds  the  same 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  presented. 

Your  Committee  consider  this  subject  highly  important,  and  involv- 
ing, in  no  small  degree,  the  peace  and  conafort  both  of  individuals  and 
of  congregations,  and  therefore  claims  the  consideration  of  Synod. 

Whether  the  difficulties  arising  from  this  canon  would  be  more 
conveniently  removed  by  abolishing  it  altogether,  and  leave  it  with 
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<i1rery  consistory  to  act  m  the  case  at  discretion,  or  by  modifying  it  as 
contemplated  in  the  reference,  your  Committee  would  leave  to  the 
superior  wisdom  of  Synod.

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  then  adopted,  viz. 

Whereas  the  principles  involved  in  this  reference  have  repeatedly 
received  the  solemn  and  deliberate  consideration  of  this  body,  whose 
decisions  on  this  subject  have  uniformly  resulted  in  the  same  manner  : 
And,  whereas,  difficulties  upon  the  subject  still  exist ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  subject  be  referred  to  the  several  classes 
for  their  consideration,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report  to  Genera! 
Synod  at  its  next  stated  meeting  their  decision  in  the  matter,  together 
with  the  reasons  on  which  it  is  founded. 

A  statement  was  made  on  behalf  of  an  elder  of  the  church  of  Ka= 
keat,  setting  forth  that  the  Rev.  James  D.  Demarest,  (who  has  se- 
ceded from  the  church)  has  appointed  Friday,  the  11th  of  June  inst. 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  with  the  consistory  and  congregation  of 
Kakeat,  in  order*  that  said  consistory  may  determine  the  question  of 
their  secession  from  the  church,  and  requesting  of  Synod  to  appoint 
a  commission  to  meet  with  said  consistory  at  the  time  speciiiedj  to  en- 
deavour to  prevent  such  secession. 

Rev.  Dr.  Philip  Milledoler,  and  Peter  Labagh,  and  the  elders,  Dr. 
Peter  Wilson  and  Mr.  Abraham  Van  Nest,  were  appointed  such  com= 
mission. 

Resolved,  That  the  expenses  incurred  in  executing  the  commission 
to  Kakeat  be  defrayed  out  of  the  funds  of  Synod, 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  introduced  and  adopts 

ed  unanimously. 

Whereas  certain  publications  have  issued  from  the  press,  and  have 
been  circulated  in  many  parts  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  deny- 
ing the  doctrines  of  the  eternal  generation  of  the  Son  of  God,  of  the 
total  inability  and  depravity  of  man,  of  the  definite  nature  of  the 
atonement  of  Jesus  Christ,  as  being  a  sacrifice  for  the  sins  of  his 
people,  and  the  usefulness  and  binding  obligations  of  creeds  and  con» 
fessions  of  faith,  and 

Whereas  it  has  been  frequently  averred,  (especially  by  members  of 
he  late  secession,)  that  such  erroneous  doctrines  are  now  tolerated  in 
^b.e  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  and 
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Whereas  the  spirit  of  the  55th  rule  of  church  government,  and 
the  64th  explanatory  article  requires,  from  ministers  and  members  of 
the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  no  ordinary  circumspection  previous  to 
the  publication  of  any  book  or  writing  on  religious  subjects,  and 

Whereas  such  publications  are  calculated  to  foment  the  unhappy 
spirit  now  existing  in  many  parts  of  the  church,  to  increase  the  dis- 
sentions  of  its  members,  and  alienate  still  further  the  minds  of  the 
adherents  of  the  secession,  and 

Whereas  it  is  deemed  important  that  the  General  Synod  at  its  pre- 
sent session  should  express  a  definite  opinion  on  these  subjects  ; 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  while  this  Synod  totally  disapprove  of  the  late  se- 
cession, and  of  all  the  means  that  have  been  employed  to  promote  it, 
they  do  decidedly  disown  and  condemn  any  such  doctrines  (before  re- 
cited) set  forth  in  such  publications,  and  the  doctrines  commonly 
called  Hopkinsian,  as  being  contrary  to  the  word  of  God,  and  the 
standards  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  and  at  the  same  time  as  de- 
cidedly condemn  the  course  pursued  by  ministers  and  members  of  the 
late  secession,  who  by  their  publications  and  conversation,  and  other 
measures,  have  endeavoured  to  establish  the  belief  that  such  are  the 
views  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  which  views  this  Synod  un- 
equivocally pronounce  altogether  calumnious.

The  Committee  appointed  by  Synod  at  its  last  meeting,  to  takci 
charge  of  the  College  Edifice,  brought  in  the  following  report,  which 
%vas  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,  to  take  charge  of  the  College  Edifice  and  Lot,  beg 
leave  to  report. 

That  after  putting  the  east  wing  of  the  building  in  good  order,  they 
rented  it  to  Professor  De  Witt  for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per 
aTTntim.     That  they  have  had  the  roof  of  the  whole  building  exa- 
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mined  and  repaired,  so  that  it  is  now  in  good  order,  that  the  fences 
have  been  reset,  and  some  new  put  up.  Trees  have  been  planted  in 
front  of  the  building,  and  Professor  De  Witt  has  very  much  improved 
that  part  of  the  lot  occupied  by  him  by  the  planting  of  trees  and  other 
improvements,  which  adds  not  only  to  the  value  of  the  property,  but 
still  more  to  the  appearance  of  the  whole  establishment,  that  the  Pro- 
fessoral  hall,  together  with  the  whole  of  the  entries,  and  two  rooms  in 
the  lower  story  have  been  contracted  to  be  finished  ;  that  the  mason 
work  is  done,  and  that  the  carpenter's  work  will  be  done  in  a  few  daySy 
so  that  the  whole  of  the  building  will  be  finished,  except  two  rooms  in 
the  third  story  of  the  centre  building,  and  the  third  story  of  the  west 
wing  in  the  building.  In  the  execution  of  those  improvements,  your 
Committee  have  expended  about  twenty-three  hundred  dollars,  of 
which  they  have  received  in  rent  from  Professor  De  Witt,  and  from 
voluntary  subscriptions,  one  thousand  and  nine  dollars,  and  about  five 
hundred  dollars  is  yet  to  be  collected  on  subscriptions  already  made, 
so  that  there  will  be  a  deficiency  of  about  eight  hundred  dollars  ;  for 
the  payment  of  which,  the  Committee  depend  on  the  rent  to  be  re- 
ceived from  Professor  De  Witt,  and  voluntary  subscriptions  to  be  pro- 
cured from  those  who  have  the  prosperity  of  the  .Church  at  heart,

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  report  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report; 

That  they  have  carefully  examined  the  various  subjects  and  docu- 
ments referred  to  them,  and  submit  to  Synod  the  following  as  the  re- 
sult of  their  deliberations. 

The  General  Synod  have  no  ordinary  cause  of  thankfulness  to  the 
Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  his  continued  favour  to  our  Theological 
Seminary  during  the  past  year,  and  for  the  entire  success  which  has 
accompanied  the  efforts  of  those  friends  of  the  Church  in  the  bounds 
of  the  particular  Synod  of  New- York,  who  have  procured  such  liberal 
subscriptions  for  the  endowment  of  a  Professorship  in  our  Seminary, 
and  for  the  encouraging  prospects  of  success  in  the  same  object  in  the 
bounds  of  the  particular  Synod  of  Albany.  From  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Corporation,  it  appears  however  that  the  Treasurer  of  Sy- 
nod is  in  advance  $1589  79,  being  nearly  §400  more  than  at  the  last 
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report,  although  a  special  collectioD  was  directed  to  be  made  during 
the  past  year  in  our  Churches  to  refund  the  amount  which  the  Trea- 
surer was  in  advance *at  the  last  Session  of  the  Synod.  This  collec- 
tion was  attended  to  only  in  about  30  of  our  congregations  ;  and  from 
this  circumstance  the  Synod  will  perceive  the  importance  of  devising 
the  most  efifectual  measures  in  their  power  to  increase  their  pecu- 
niary resources.  Without  detaining  the  Synod  by  any  extended  pre- 
liminary remarks,  the  Committee  would  direct  their  attention  to  the 
resolutions  which  they  have  agreed  to  present  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Synod. 

In  regard  to  the  matters  which  have  been  referred  to  them,  the 
Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  viz. 

1.  Resolved,  That  Abraham  H.  Dumont,  Benjamin  B.  Westphal,  and 
David  Abeel,  Jun.  students  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  be  recom- 
mended to  the  aid  of  the  Van  Benschoten  fund. 

2.  Whereas  in  these  cases  it  appears  that  the  Classes  to  whom 
these  students  applied  for  a  certificate,  have,  under  the  peculiar  cir- 
cumstances of  the  applicants,  merely  examined  their  credentials, — 

Resolved,  That  in  all  future  applications  for  this  object,  a  mere  exa- 
mination of  credentials  be  not  deemed  sufficient,  and  that  the  respect- 
ive Classes  be  directed  to  inquire  carefully  for  themselves  into  the 
talents  and  acquirements  of  the  applicant,  and  the  prospects  of  his 
becoming  an  acceptable  and  useful  servant  in  the  vineyard  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3.  Resohedy  That  James  B.  Hardenbergh,  a  Student  in  the  Theolo- 
gical Seminary,  who  was  prevented  by  sickness  from  attending  the 
final  examination  before  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  be  recom- 
mended to  the  Professors  for  their  certificate,  to  admit  him  to  an 
examination  before  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  course  suggested  by  the  committee  appointed 
to  take  charge  of  the  College  Edifice  and  lot,  as  to  the  payment  of 
the  sum  now  remaining  due  on  the  improvements  made  to  the  build- 
ing, be  pursued. 

5.  Whereas  the  Board  of  Corporation  have  determined  that  the 
conveyance  of  the  College  Edifice  and  lot  of  ground  attached  to  it, 
be  made  to  the  General  Synod  in  their  corporate  style,  as  '*  the  Gene- 
ral Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,"  and"  whereas 
doubts  are  entertained  respecting  the  legality  of  such  conveyance, — 

Resolved,  that  the  Synod  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Corporation, 
to  have  the  conveyance  made,  if  found  necessary,  to  certain  persons 
in  trust,  to  be  named  by  the  Board,  who  may  convey  the  same  to  the 
Board  of  Corporation. 
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0.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  requested  to  ad-= 
dress  circulars  to  all  the  Churches  within  our  bounds  on  the  necessity 
and  importance  of  increased  attention  to  the  financial  concerns  of  the 
Church,  immediately  preceding  the  several  collections  directed  by 
Synod,  that  the  Board  of  Corporation  pay  the  postage  of  all  such  cir- 
culars, and  that  the  Ministers  of  the  Church  be  directed  to  read  such 
communications  to  their  respective  consistories. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  have  power  to  fill  any 
vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  Board  by  death  or  otherwise,  during 
the  recess  of  General  Synod. 

0.  Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Corporation  to 
act  as  they  may  deem  most  advisable  in  relation  to  the  subscriptions 
made  in  1813. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  General  Synod  be  presented 
to  the  Rev.  Paschal  N.  Strong,  for  his  gratuitous  services  as  secre- 
tary  of  the  Board  of  Corporation. 

10.  Resolved,  That  the  respective  Classes  be  directed  to  be  punc- 
tual in  paying  for  the  minutes  of  Synod,  and  are  hereby  earnestly 
requested  to  pay  all  arrears  for  such  printed  minutes. 

11.  Resolved,  That  the  respective  Classes  be  directed  to  take  such 
measures  as  they  may  see  fit,  to  increase  the  collections  for  the  con- 
tingent fund  of  the  General  Synod,  in  the  Churches  within  their 
bounds. 

12.  Resolved,  That  nine  persons  be  added  to  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed  in  June  last,  to  solicit  donations  and  subscriptions  for  the  en- 
dowment of  a  third  Professorship,  and  that  such  addition  consist  of 
the  following  persons,  viz  : 

Rev  Messrs.  Jesse  Fonda,  William  R.  Bogardus,  Thomas  De  Witt, 
Cornelius  C.  Cuyler,  Abraham  Van  Home,  John  F.  Schermerhorn. 
and  Messrs.  Isaac  Jennings,  John  Ingold,  and  John  V.  B.  Varick  ; 
and  that  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  in  June  last,  define 
the  respective  places  in  which  these  persons  are  to  labour,  and  ap- 
prise them  of  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable. 

13.  Resolved,  That  the  Professors  be  requested  to  attend  to  the  in- 
junction of  General  Synod,  directing  them  to  preach  once  every  four 
weeks  before  the  Students, 

14.  Resolved,  That  the  Professors  be  requested  to  attend  the  meet- 
ings of  General  Synod,  whenever  they  shall  find  it  convenient,  that 
Synod  may  have  the  benefit  of  their  advice  when  required. 

15.  Resolved,  That  the  resolutions  passed  in  June  1820,  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  funds,  excepting  in  so  far  as  it  respects  the  Mis- 
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sionary  collection,  be  and  hereby  are  re-enacted,  and  that  the  Board 
of  Corporation  be  respectfully  requested  to  take  the  most  prompt  and 
efficient  measures  which  they  can  devise  to  carry  these  resolutions 
into  full  effect,  and  improve  as  far  as  they  can,  the  financial  concerns 
of  the  Church. 

16.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  appointed  to  beg  ^4000  to  be 
paid  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queen's  College  in  New-Jersey,  in 
payment  of  the  College  Edifice  and  Lot,  having  completed  the  object 
of  their  appointment,  be  at  their  own  request  discharged  ;  and  that 
the  thanks  of  the  General  Synod  be  presented  to  that  Committee  for 
their  faithful  and  useful  services. 

17.  Whereas  this  Committee  have  informed  Synod  that  the  Classis 
of  Paramus  and  Bergen,  (excepting  the  Church  at  Bergen)  and  the 
congregations  of  Brooklyn,  New  Utrecht,  Gravesend,  Flatlands,  Ja- 
maica, Bushwick,  North  Hempstead,  and  Oyster  Bay,  have  not  been 
visited  and  have  recommended  that  the  Synod  appoint  a  Committee  to 
obtain  subscriptions  in  those  places  for  the  Professorate  fund,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  P.  N.  Strong,  and  the  Elders  Messrs. 
Abraham  Van  Nest,  and  Abraham  Bloodgood,  be  a  Committee  for  this 
purpose,  and  be  requested  to  attend  to  this  matter  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable, and  that  this  Committee  be  authorized  to  associate  with  them^ 
such  persons  as  they  may  consider  would  advance  the  objects  of  the 
Synod,  in  these  parts  of  the  Church. 

IG.  Resolved,  That  the  present  mode  of  choosing  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents, be  so  altered  that  hereafter  two  be  elected  from  each 
Classis  under  the  care  of  the  Synod,  excepting  that  the  Classis  of 
New- York  be  entitled  to  four,  and  that  five  be  a  quorum  to  transact 
the  business  devolving  on  the  said  Board  of  Superintendents. 

19.  Resolved,  That  the  power  of  admitting  Students  into  the  Theo- 
logical School,  be  vested  in  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  and  that- 
said  Board  be  directed  to  appoint  a  Committee  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  New-Brunswick,  whose  business  it  shall  be  to  admit  members  to 
the  Theological  College,  during  the  recess  of  the  Board. 

20.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Superintendents  be  directed  to 
make  no  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year  to  the  support  of  indigent 
Students. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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ARTICLE  XVIIL 

Missions. 

The  Rev.  John  Ludlow,  agreeably  to  appointment,  preached  the 
Annual  Missionary  sermon,  in  the  evening  of  the  first  Sabbath  after 
the  opening  of  Synod,  from  1  Cor.  i.  23,  24.  when  a  collection  was 
taken  up  for  missionary  purposes. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  John  Dewitt  was  appointed  to  preach  the  An- 
nual Missionary  Sermon,  at  the  next  stated  meeting  of  Synod,  and  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Dewitt  was  appointed  his  secundus. 

The  Secretary  for  Domestic  Correspondence  of  the  United  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  laid  upon  the  table  of  Synod  seventy-five  copies 
of  the  seventh  Annual  Report  of  said  society,  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopt- 
ed, and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Missions,  from  the  documents  before  them,  as 
far  as  they  were  able  have  made  a  faithful  and  candid  investigation  of 
the  subject  of  missions,  and  submit  to  Synod  the  following  report ; 

It  is  with  peculiar  pleasure,  that  your  committee  directs  the  atten- 
tion of  Synod  to  the  fidelity  with  which  the  board  of  managers  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  have  engaged  in 
the  business  entrusted  to  their  care.  They  have  employed,  during 
the  last  year,  Ferdinand  A.  Vander  Veer,  Samuel  Center,  Robert 
Blair,  Samuel  Van  Vechten,  Maurice  W.  Dwight  and  Isaac  S.  Ketch- 
am,  licentiates  from  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick,  and  Mark  Jordan 
from  the  Classis  of  New-York,  and  also  the  following  ministers  :  Ro- 
bert M'Lean,  Isaac  A.  Van  Hook,  Peter  Van  Zandt,  Stephen  Os- 
trander  and  Eli  Baldwin.  From  the  journals  of  these  missionaries, 
as  reported  to  the  board  of  managers,  it  is  evident  that  they  have  not 
laboured  in  vain.  Whilst  some  of  them  were  forming  a  pastoral  rela- 
tion with  the  people  amongst  whom  they  were  labouring,  others  of 
them  have  been  opening  the  way  for  the  establishment  of  a  regular 
ministry,  by  leading  the  destitute  of  the  means  of  grace,  to  realize  the 
value  of  the  institutions  of  that  religion,  by  which  guilty  man  is  begot- 
ten unto  a  lively  hope  of  reconciliation  with  his  offended  God.  Hyde 
Park,  Pleasant  Plains,  Ovid,  Mapletown,  Johnstown,  May  field,  Fon- 
da's Bush,  Union,  Princetown,  Guelderland,  Oak-hill,  Fort  Edward, 
Johnsburgh,  Chester,  Athol,  Warrensburgh,  Hoffman,  and  New- York; 
hear  witness  to  the  prayers  and  zealous  labours  of  your  missionaries. 
The  regret  expressed  by  your  board  of  managers  of  the  want  of  mis- 
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sionaries,  your  committee  trusts  will  be  removed  by  the  ample  supply 
that  will  now  be  afforded  them  from  your  school  of  the  prophets. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  farther  to  report,  that,  during  the  last 
year,  auxiliaries  to  the  parent  society  have  been  formed,  under  the 
care  of  J.  V.  C.  Romeyn,  at  Coughnawaga,  Hackensack  and  Schraa- 
lenbergh,  Belville,  Pompton  Plains,  Fairfield,  Pompton,  Montville 
and  Wyckoff ;  at  New  Brunswick,  Rariton,  Bedminster,  Rockaway, 
Lebanon,  Middletown,  Spotswood,  Spring  Garden,  North  and  South 
Hampton  and  Shanick  ;  Hillsdale,  Claverack,  Greenbush,  Blooming- 
Grove,  Nassau  and  Schodack  ;  Kingston,  Bloomingburgh,  Wilton, 
Katskill  and  Albany,  and  in  the  city  of  New  York,  a  young  men's 
auxiliary,  and  in  Market-street,  a  female  auxiliary  society,  as  also  ano- 
ther by  the  ladies  of  the  collegiate  churches. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church,  next  claimed  the  attention  of  your  committee. 
They  find  that  there  has  been  received  into  the  treasury  J2,888  32, 
and  that  for  missionary  purposes  there  has  been  paid  out,  J2,395  66, 
leaving  a  balance  of  g  492  76. 

Your  committee  would  also  state,  that  they  have  examined  with 
care  the  report  of  the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  whilst 
they  congratulate  the  well-wishers  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  on  the 
happy  results  of  its  exertions,  beg  leave  to  recommend  it  to  the  par- 
ticular attention  of  the  ministers  of  our  church,  and  of  the  congrega- 
tions under  their  care.  From  a  view  of  the  subject  of  missions  as 
presented  to  your  committee  by  the  documents  which  they  have  re- 
ceived, they  would  submit  to  Synod  the  propriety  of  adopting  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  : 

1.  Synod  recommend  to  the  board  of  managers,  to  appoint  agents  in 
such  classes  as  they  may  think  proper,  whose  business  it  shall  be  to 
furnish  to  the  board  of  managers  such  information,  when  requested  by 
the  board,  or  their  missionaries,  as  may  in  any  respect  facilitate  its 
operations.  The  Synod  would  also  recommend  to  the  board  of  mana- 
gers to  open  and  maintain  a  correspondence  with  the  Theological 
Seminary,  that  the  students  may  become  acquainted  with  the  wants  of 
destitute  places,  and  excited  to  an  interestedness  in  their  relief. 

2.  That  it  be  enjoined  on  the  ministers  and  consistories  of  those 
congregations  who  have  not  formed  auxiliary  societies,  or  do  not  pay 
an  annual  stipend,  to  make  annual  collections  on  the  first  Sabbath  of 
September,  and  to  forward  them  immediately  to  Mr.  Cornelius  Hyer, 
the  treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.  *

The  Committee  appointed  by  General  Synod  in  June,  1823,  to  re- 
port the  state  of  the  Widow's  Fund,  report,  that,  owing  to  other  du- 
ties assigned  to  two  of  the  Committee  by  General  Synod,  and  the 
absence  of  Mr.  Sharpe  at  Washington,  as  a  member  of  Congress, 
they  have  been  prevented  from  paying  that  attention  to  the  subject 
which  it  merits,  and  which  the  Committee  regret  they  have  not  been 
enabled  to  bestow  upon  it  ;  and  if  the  General  Synod  see  proper  to 
continue  the  trust  committed  to  them,  they  hope  to  have  it  in  their 
power  to  make  a  more  satisfactory  report  to  the  next  General  Synod»

The  Committee  reported  the  following  letter,  which  was  adopted, 
and  ordered  to  he  read  in  all  the  churches  as  soon  after  the  rising  of 
Synod  as  practicable. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  draft  a  pastoral  letter  to  the  churches 
under  the  care  of  this  Synod,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  for 
the  adoption  of  Synod. 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  to  the  churches 
under  their  care  :  Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace,  from  Him,  which 
is,  and  which  was,  and  which  is  to  come, 

Bkloved  Brethren, 

It  is  with  cheerfulness,  in  the  close  of  our  official  duties,  we  de- 
vote a  few  moments  to  the  purpose  of  addressing  to  you  our  pastoral 
letter,  and  that,  not  so  much,  because  we  have  many  things  to  say,  as 
because  it  is  good  to  exhort  one  another  daily,  and  especially  that  we 
may  show  you  the  continuance  of  our  pastoral  feeling  and  deep  in- 
terest in  your  welfare. 

We  bless  God  that  "  He  has  not  dealt  with  us  according  to  our  sins, 
nor  rewarded  us  according  to  our  iniquities,"  but  has  continued  to 
smile  on  our  churches,  blessing  his  word  preached,  and  adding  to  the 
number  of  the  saved.  His  past  mercy  is  a  security  for  the  future, 
and  encouraged  by  it,  let  us  be  more  earnest  and  diligent  in  waiting 
on  Him.  There  is  special  reason,  for  it,  also,  inasmuch,  as  while 
the  Lord  has  blest  us  as  a  body,  individual  cases  present  themselves, 
where  all  is  coldness  and  gloom.  We  look  to  some  churches,  where 
a  short  time  since,  all  was  bloom  and  beauty  and  success,  and  ask 
with  anxiety,  why  their  situation  is  so  changed — others  we  hear  of, 
where  so  little  is  known  of  the  triumph  of  the  Gospel,  so  little  is 
done  for  Christ,  that  we  tremble,  while  we  fear  the  Master  would 
say  of  them  they  have  a  name  to  live,  and  are  dead.  We  would  not 
have  these  things  thus.  Our  God  is  a  God  who  answers  prayer,  let 
us  all,  therefore,  be  pressing  in  our  entreaties  fur  the  general  pour- 
ing out  of  his  Spirit,  that  we  may  rejoice  in  him. 

We  recommend  to  your  particular  notice  the  reports,  which  are 
found  in  the  preceding  pages  of  these  acts  of  Synod,  and  do  most  sin- 
cerely hope  that  you  will  all  promptly  attend  to  the  injunctions  con- 
tained therein.     Let  us  not  have  the  pain  of  presenting  to  youj  sworn 
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servants  of  the  cross,  to  you,  for  whom  God  has  done  so  much,  op- 
portunities of  doing  good,  and  having  you  neglect  them.  It  is  our 
anxious  prayer,  that  you,  beloved  brethren,  of  all  others,  may  omit 
no  opportunity  of  doing  good,  that  your  charity  may  be  an  example 
to  all  around  you. 

If  we  might  single  out,  as  an  object  worthy  the  best  place  in  your 
affections,  and  the  first  in  your  charity,  it  would  be  that  which  we 
have  so  often  commended  to  you,  in  the  strongest  terms — our  Theolo- 
gical School,  We  are  now  more  firmly  convinced  than  ever,  that  our 
past  efforts  for  it  hav^e  been  more  than  experiment,  and  our  anxieties 
and  expectations  fully  correct — that  we  have  never  exhibited  its  im- 
portance to  you,  in  description  too  highly  coloured  We  believe, 
and  the  present  combined  with  the  past,  justifies  the  belief,  that  it  is 
the  hope  of  our  church,  that  around  it,  as  a  great  centre,  the  affec- 
tions, and  efforts,  and  charities  of  every  minister,  congregation  and 
member  should  rally.  To  the  southern  section  of  our  church  we 
say,  fjill  not  back  from  the  advanced  post,  which  ye  have  occupied  in 
this  cause.  To  the  northern,  imitate  the  example.  A  Committee  of 
our  brethren  have  been  appointed  to  visit  you,  who  will  furnish  an 
opportunity-  They  are  commended  to  your  fullest  confidence — re- 
ceive them  graciously — hear  them  kindly,  and  send  them  away  only 
laden  with  your  liberality.  For  our  beloved  institution  we  also  ask 
your  fervent  prayers,  not  that  we  think  you  have  forgotten  it,  but 
that  it  may  command  more  of  your  attention.  Remember  particular- 
ly our  venerable  father  at  its  head.  The  churches  are  deeply  indebt- 
ed to  him,  under  God.  And  as  he  is  going  down  the  vale  of  life  let 
him  hve  amidst  your  tenderest  sympathies  and  gratitude,  and  if  God 
should  take  him  from  us,  let  him  die  amid  a  church's  prayers. 

On  the  general  duties  of  Christian  churches,  be  exhorted  to  faith- 
fulness. If  there  be  any  spring  of  Christian  activity,  any  tender 
mercies  for  perishing  men,  any  emulation  of  holy  example,  there  is 
call  for  all  at  the  present  day. 

Beloved  brethren,  are  there  some,  who  bear  the  name  of  Christ, 
who  are  sons  of  strife. — fomenters  of  discord  and  schism, — come  ye 
out  from  them,  be  ye  of  one  heart  and  one  mind, — in  unity  of  affec- 
tion and  effort  is  strength  and  success.  Are  any  carried  away  with 
every  wind  of  doctrine  ?  Be  ye  strong  and  immoveable  in  the  truth. 
In  this  day  of  party  feeling  we  consider  it  our  duty,  to  exhort  you  to 
cherish  and  maintain  the  doctrines  of  our  publicly  adopted  standards, 
in  subordination  to  the  word  of  God.  We  assure  you  that  these 
are  now  as  they  have  ever  been,  the  true  expression  of  the  faith  of 
the  Dutch  Church.  And  though  some  of  this  day,  to  answer  sinister 
purposes,  may  represent  a  conscientious  attachment  to  and  defence  of 
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the  truth  as  bigotry,  know  this,  that  the  abiding  peace  of  a  well  set- 
tled conscience,  and  a  sound  and  intelligent  faith,  is  of  infinitely  more 
worth  to  you,  than  either  the  smiles  or  frowns  of  any  man,  or  any 
set  of  men. 

Are  any  boasting  the  correctness  and  orthodoxy  of  their  faith, 
while  great  want  of  the  practical  detail  of  Christian  duty,  and  a  de- 
parture from  moral  principle,  show  the  heresy  of  their  hearts  ?  Be 
ye  careful  and  anxious,  that  the  orthodoxy  of  your  faith  be  seen  in 
the  holiness  of  your  lives. 

To  you  pastors  we  send  the  exhortation,  to  remember  your  very 
solemn  responsibilities,  that  ye  lead  your  people  to  the  pure  fountain 
of  truth.  Be  ye  first  in  duty,  first  in  zeal,  first  in  Christian  attain- 
ment. If  there  was  ever  a  time,  when  the  ministry  of  truth  should  seek 
such  eminence  of  character  and  attainment,  it  is  the  present ;  when 
so  many  errors  are  abroad,  so  much  policy  and  finesse  are  exercised 
by  the  abettors  of  these  errors,  and  when  on  the  part  of  the  truth, 
much  is  done  and  much  remains  to  be  done,  for  the  cause  of  Christ. 

You  elders  and  deacons,  we  exhort  to  be  at  your  post ;  see  that  ye 
hold  up  the  hands  of  the  Moses  among  you,  and  divide  with  him  the 
responsibilities  of  his  ecclesiastical  charge,  maintain  the  discipline  of 
the  house  of  God,  be  jealous,  with  a  holy  jealousy,  over  those  com- 
mitted to  your  care. 

Soon  the  period  of  our  duty  will  terminate,  we  who  address  and 
you  who  are  addressed,  will  finish  our  course  :  perhaps,  before  ano- 
ther Synod  some  painful  breach  may  be  made  among  us  :  how  im- 
portant that  while  we  live  we  live  to  God  and  for  eternity  :  where- 
fore, beloved  brethren,  let  us  •'  be  steadfast,  immoveable,  always 
abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord."  "  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  be  with  you  all.  Amen."

Williaai  Blauvelt,  a  member  of  the  Junior  Class  in  1 82 1 ,  attached 
himself  to  the  second  class  during  the  session,  and  towards  its  closCj 
was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New-Brunswick,  under  the  care 
of  which  he  had  formerly  placed  himself. 

They  have  examined  the  Senior  Class  on  Didactic,  Polemic,  and 
Pastoral  Theology,  Church  Government,  Hermeneutica  Sacra,  and 
on  Experimental  Religion.  The  Middle  on  Didactic  Theology*,  and 
Hermeneutica  Sacra,  and  the  Third  on  Pastoral  Theology,  Her- 
meneutica Sacra,  and  Sacred  Antiquities. 

All  the  classes  were  examined  on  the  original  languages  of  the 
Scriptures. 

The  Board  have  been  highly  gratified  with  this  examination,  and 
have  been  happy  to  notice  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in 
the  several  departments  of  sacred  literature,  by  the  students  gene- 
rally, and  to  learn  from  the  professoral  report,  the  commendable 
attention  to  study,  regularity  of  attendance  on  the  Lectures,  and  the 
pious  demeanour  which  they  have  maintained  during  the  session. 

Jacob  T.  B.  Beekman,  George  H.  Fisher,  John  G.  Tarbell,  and 
Richard  D.  Van  Kleek,  were  recommended  for  Professoral  certi- 
ficates, in  order  to  licensure. 

In  consequence  of  the  severe  domestic  loss  which  the  Junior 
Professor  was  called  to  feel,  and  the  death  of  our  venerable  father, 
Dr.  Livingston,  who  has  so  long  and  so  successfully  promoted  the 
interests  of  the  Redeemer  among  us  ;  the  last  session  of  the  Theolo- 
gical School  has  been  one  of  peculiar  character,  and  subject  to  some 
irregularity  and  temporary  disarrangement. 

At  this  place,  however,  the  Board  would  particularly  notice  the 
highly  laudable  part  which  Dr.  De  Witt  has  acted.  Though  se- 
verely afilicted  in  his  own  family,  aflfected  by  personal  debility  and 
the  death  of  his  coadjutor,  prompted  by  an  ardent  desire  to  have 
the  studies  of  the  school  kept  up,  as  fully  as  possible,  he  has  in 
addition  to  the  duties  of  his  own  office,  regularly  instructed  and 
examined  the  students  on  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology. 

During  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Milledoler  was 
inducted  into  his  office  by  the  Committee  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  General  Synod  ;  and  as  by  this  event  the  place  of  Dr. 
Livingston  is  supplied  by  a  brother,  having  the  full  confidence  of 
the  church,  they  earnestly  pray  and  confidently  believe,  that  as  his 
predecessor,  he  will  be  a  burning  and  shining  light. 

A  vacancy  having  occurred  in  this  Board  by  the  appointment  of 
Pr,  Milledoler  to  the  Professorship,  it  will  be  highly  proper  for  the 
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General  Synod  to  appoint  a  minister  from  the  Classis  of  New-York 
to  supply  it. 

In  closing  their  report,  Ihe  Board  might  say  much  for  the  encou- 
ragement of  those  who  feel  deeply  concerned  for  the  prosperity  of 
the  Theological  College,  but  as  it  would  be  a  reiteration  of  the 
sentiments  which  they  have  again  and  again  expressed, — they  deem 
it  sufficient  simply  to  remark,  that  they  can,  and  do  still  more  confi- 
dently refer  the  friends  of  our  Zion  to  the  Theological  College,  as 
the  stay  and  hope  of  the  Church.

The  Rev.  Selah  S.  Woodhull,  D.  D.  who  was  appointed  to  pre- 
side at  the  installation  of  the  Rev.  Professor  Milledoler,  brought 
in  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted  :— - 

To  the  Reverend  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church. 

The  undersigned,  appointed  to  preside  at  the  inauguration  of 
the  Rev.  Professor  Milledoler,  and  to  preach  upon  the  occasion, 
respectfully  reports  : — 

That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Philip  Milledoler  was  inducted  into  his  office 
of  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  in  the  Theological 
College,  (in  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  New-Brunswick,)  on 
the  25th  of  May,  inst.  according  to  the  direction  of  Synod  ;  when, 
in  addition  to  the  inaugural  address  delivered  by  the  Professor,  the 
undersigned  delivered  a  sermon,  and  the  Rev.  Cornelius  C.  Cayler 
gave  a  charge  to  the  Professor.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church  was  presented  to  Synod,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Missions. 

CommuDications  were  received  fr#m  the  Classi?  of  Bergen, 
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recommending  John  Stryker,  and  from  the  Classis  of  Rensselaer, 
recommending  Ransford  Wells,  as  suitable  persons  to  receive  aid 
from  the  Van  Benschoten  fund,  which  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  professorate. 

Application  was  also  made  by  John  H.  Bevier,  (accompanied  by 
various  testimonials  in  his  favour,)  for  aid  from  the  Van  Benschoten 
fund — which  application  not  being  in  conformity  with  the  resolu- 
tions of  Synod  of  1823  and  1824,  wss  returned  to  him. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Mi-.  R.  R.  Gurley,  Resident 
Agent  of  the  American  Colonization  Society,  requesting  that  the 
churches  under  the  care  of  Synod,  take  up  collections  on  the  4th 
of  July,  or  the  Sabbath  immediately  preceding  or  following  the  4lh 
of  July,  for  the  benefit  of  said  Society. — Whereupon, 

Resolved — That  Synod  reiterate  the  sentiments  expressed  by 
them  at  their  last  meeting  in  relation  to  said  Society. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Board  of  Corporation. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Corpora- 
tion, and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church. 

The  Board  of  Corporation  respectfully  report,  that  since  the  last 
regular  meeting  of  the  Synod,  they  have  carefully  atttended  to  the 
trust  committed  to  them,  and  have  transacted  the  business  of  the 
Board  with  constant  unanimity.  But  they  have  experienced  no 
small  affliction  from  the  severe  illness  of  some  of  their  number; 
and  they  have  been  called  to  mourn  deeply  on  account  of  the  death 
of  their  beloved  and  able  associate,  Gilbert  B.  Vroom,  Esq.  and  of 
their  active  and  useful  Secretary,  the  Rev.  Paschal  N.  Strong.  The 
place  of  Mr.  Vroom  has  been  supplied  by  the  election  of  Cornelius 
Heyer,  Esq.    The  office  of  Secretary  has  not  yet  been  filled. 

Agreeably  to  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Synod^  the 
Board  have  rescinded  their  former  resolution  as  to  the  conveyance 
of  the  College  Lot  and  Building  ;  and  have  named  certain  persons 
to  whom  the  conveyance  may  be  made  in  trust.  The  Board  have 
carefully  examined  the  title  of  the  Trustees  of  Queens  College  to 
the  College  Lot  at  New-Brunswick,  and  have  discovered  no  good 
reason  to  hesitate  as  to  its  validity.  A  form  of  conveyance  has  been 
agreed  to  by  the  Board  and  a  committee  of  the  Trustees  ;  and  such 
a  conveyance,  the  Trustees  are  believed  to  be  ready  to  execute. 
Yet  ii  is  respectfully  suggested  and  rpcommended  to  Synod,  to  author- 
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ize  and  empower  the  Board  of  Corporation  to  apply  to  the  Legislature 
of  the  state  of  New- Jersey,  for  an  act  authorizing  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  to  hold  real  property  in  that  state. 
Were  such  an  act  procured,  the  conveyance  of  the  College  Lot 
and  Building  might  then  be  made  to  the  Synod  in  their  incorporated 
capacity,  without  any  doubt  as  to  the  validity  of  such  conveyance. 
In  conformity  to  the  resolution  of  Synod,  circulars  have  been 
regularly  prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  churches  prior  to  the 
several  collections.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  which  is  con- 
tained in  this  report,  will  show  how  far  those  collections  have  been 
attended  to  by  the  ministers  and  consistories.  An  examination  of 
that  document  will  make  it  manifest  to  your  reverend  body,  that 
there  are  not  a  few  in  our  connexion,  who  do  not  yet  exert  them- 
selves to  relieve  the  Synod  from  debt,  or  to  support  the  Theolo- 
gical College.  But  from  that  examination  it  will  further  appear, 
that  the  present  plan  of  finance  promises  to  have  the  most  favoura- 
ble results.  Its  efficacy  has  been  greatly  impaired  by  the  suspen- 
sion of  it  during  the  two  years  previous  to  June  last.  Yet  it  has 
already  been  so  far  successful,  as  that  during  the  year  now  closing, 
the  debt  of  the  Synod  has  not  materially  increased  ;  and  several 
hundred  dollars  have  been  received  by  your  Treasurer  more  than 
were  received  in  the  previous  year.  Perseverance  in  this  plan  is 
earnestly  recommended  by  the  Board,  and  they  respectfully  request 
Synod  to  re-enaet  their  resolutions  in  which  this  plan  is  contained. 
The  Board  hope  and  beheve,  that  it  will  have  increased  efficiency 
in  the  coming  year,  if  strenuously  urged  by  the  Synod  ;  and  they 
are  confident  that  it  will  result  eventually  in  the  entire  extinction 
of  the  debt  now  owed  by  the  Synod.

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The  following  is  the  annual  Digest  prepared  in  obedience  to  the 
order  of  the  Synod,  viz. — 

I.  AS  TO  THE  VAN  BENSCHOTEN  FUND. 

The  amount  of  this  fund  was  estimated  to  be,  on  the  23d  of  March 
last,  §18560:  and  there  was  due  of  interest  on  this  fund  on  the  1st 
of  May  last  the  sum  of  §839  51.  There  was  paid  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  this  fund  from  the  llth  of  June,  1824,  to  the  21st  of 
March,  1825,  the  sum  of  §685,  to  eight  students  in  the  Theologi- 
cal College.  Two  of  those  students  belonged  to  the  senior  class, 
and  have  finished  their  course  at  the  Seminary.  There  was  a  ba- 
lance in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  on  the  23d  of  March  last,  of 
§170  35,  being  the  amount  of  the  proceeds  of  this  fund  remaining 
unexpended. 

II.    AS  TO  THE  PROFESSORAL  FUND. 

The  bonds  and  mortgages  belonging  to  this  fund,  in  the  hands  of 
the  Trustees  of  Queens  College,  amounted  on  the  23d  of  March 
last,  to  the  sum  of  §9750  ;  and  there  was  due  of  interest  on  the 
same  on  the  1st  of  May  last,  the  sum  of  §705  53.  There  was 
paid  from  the  proceeds  of  this  fund,  in  part  of  the  salary  of  the  late 
Professor  Livingston,  the  sum  of  §538  18,  on  the  2lPt  of  August 
and  the  5th  of  February  last;  and  the  Trustees  of  Queens  College 
by  the  payment  of  this  amount,  had  exceeded  their  receipts  of  the 
interest  on  this  fund,  in  the  sum  of  §36  27;  vrhich  sum  has  already 
been  reimbursed  to  them  by  the  interest  since  received. 

III.  LEGACY  OF  THE  LATE  MISS  REBECCA  KNOX. 

The  amount  of  this  fund  is  §2000,  and  the  interest  due  on  the 
same  on  the  Ist  of  May  last  was  §l60.  On  the  23d  of  March  last, 
there  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  of  Queens  College  the  sum 
of  §113  46,  being  the  balance  of  interest  received  by  them  on  this 
fund  not  then  expended. 

The  accounts  of  the  three  above  mentioned  funds  have  been 
furnished  in  detail  to  your  Board  by  the  Trustees  of  Queens  Col- 
lege, and  are  on  file  among  the  papers  of  the  Corporation  :  they 
are  not  presented  to  the  Synod,  merely  because  the  above  summa- 
ry is  believed  to  exhibit  every  particular  which  is  of  importance  to 
be  communicated  to  your  reverend  body.

The  order  for  ^450  issued  by  the  Board  of  Superintendents, 
prior  to  June,  1824,  has  been  paid.

The  Rev.  George  Wack,  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  be- 
ing present,  and  having  produced  testimonials  of  his  appointment 
by  the  Synod  of  said  church,  was  invited  to  take  his  seat  as  a  cor- 
responding member  of  this  Synod. 

The  Rev.  Gardiner  B.  Perry  being  present,  and  having  produced 
testimonials  of  his  appointment,  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  took  his  seat  as  a  corresponding  member  of 
the  Synod. 

The  Rev.  Jesse  Fonda,  who  was  appointed  to  attend  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  brought  in 
the  following  report : 

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  to  attend 
the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  as  a  Corresponding 
Member,  reports — 

That  not  being  able  to  ascertain  the  place  of  meeting,  he  pro- 
ceeded in  good  season  as  he  supposed  as  far  as  Philadelphia.  In 
Philadelphia  he  obtained  information  that  the  meeting  was  to  be  held 
at  Bedford,  two  hundred  miles  in  the  interior.  To  reach  so  distant 
a  place  in  season,  was  utterly  impracticable  ;  and  if  it  had  been 
practicable,  the  state  of  his  health  did  not  permit  him  to  undertake 
such  a  journey,  in  a  public  stage.  J.  FONDA. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reported,  and  their  report 
was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  respectfully  report.  That 
they  have  nothing  to  communicate  on  the  subject,  and  that  having 
examined  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  German  Reformed 
Synod,  and  also  the  minutes  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  they  find  nothing  which  claims  the  special  atten- 
tion of  this  body :  and  whereas  a  friendly  and  christian  correspon- 
dence has  for  some  time  been  maintained  between  this  body  and 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Synod  of  the  German 
Reformed  Churches,  therefore  your  Committee  recommend,  that 
Delegates,  as  heretofore,  be  appointed  to  each  of  those  reverend 
bodies  respectively.

ARTICLE  VI. 

Synodical  Reports  upon  the  state  of  the  Churches. 

Synod  having  spent  a  season  in  free  conversation  on  the  state  of 
religion,  and  in  special  prayer,  the  Committee  on  the  state  of  re- 
ligion prepared  and  presented  their  report,  which  was  adopted, 
and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  the  state  of  religion,  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

The  General  Synod,  once  more  convened  in  circumstances  of 
great  mercy  and  comfort,  rejoice  in  the  occasion  which  is  thus  af- 
forded them  of  speaking  to  themselves,  and  to  the  churches  under 
their  care,  in  relation  to  the  great  interests  of  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom,  and  more  especially  upon  reformed  Zion.. 

We  have  reason,  with  fervent  gratitude  of  soul,  to  make  mention 
of  the  goodness  of  the  Lord,  as  manifested  in  the  continued  dispen- 
sations of  his  kind  and  gracious  providence.  Hitherto  the  Lord 
hath  helped  us — mercy  has  abounded  in  the  face  of  much  provoca- 
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tion,  and  in  the  midst  of  deserved  wrath,  and  the  desolating  judg- 
ments of  God  have  not  ovt»rwhelmed  our  guilty  earth  ;  and  we  live, 
too,  in  a  very  interesting  period  of  the  church  and  of  the  world. 
Christians  have  been  dehvered  from  the  darkness  of  past  ages,  and 
they  have  awakened  from  the  slumbers  of  more  recent  years,  and 
their  hands  have  been  strengthened,  and  their  hearts  have  been 
lifted  up,  and  the  arm  of  the  Lord  has  interposed  for  the  en- 
couragement of  his  people.  The  gracious,  heart-cheering,  pro- 
mise, 'upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my  church,  and  the  gates  of  hell 
shall  not  prevail  against  it,"  has  thus  far  been  realized  in  the  expe- 
rience of  the  godly,  and  must  be  fultilled  throughout  all  future 
generations.  The  Bible,  that  blessed  book  of  God,  which  the 
angel  of  the  covenant  has  thus  far  secured  from  the  destructions 
of  the  fire,  and  the  storm,  and  the  tempest,  is  extending  its  influ- 
ence over  the  face  of  the  inhabited  earth  :  and  by  the  blessing  of 
the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  and  through  the  co-operation  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  and  the  American  Bible  So- 
ciety, and  other  similar  institutions,  which  have  been  and  which 
may  hereafter  be  reared  up,  we  have  reason  to  hope  will  ere  long 
be  translated  into  all  the  languages  of  the  nations,  and  address  itself 
directly  to  the  understandings  and  the  hearts  of  men  of  every  name, 
and  character,  and  condition,  under  the  face  of  the  whole  heaven. 
The  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  and 
the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  other  missionary  insti- 
tutions, both  domestic  and  foreign,  at  home  and  abroad,  are  doing 
much  for  the  establishment  and  enlargement  of  the  Redeemers 
kingdom:  destitute  churches  are  supplied  with  the  administration 
of  the  word  and  the  ordinances  ;  new  churches  are  forming  from 
year  to  year ;  the  heralds  of  the  cross  of  Christ,  commissioned  to 
preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,  are  already  publishing  the 
tidings  of  salvation  on  the  islands  of  every  ocean,  and  on  the  shores 
of  every  country ;  Societies  for  meliorating  the  condition  of  the 
Jews — for  colonizing  the  free  people  of  colour,  and  giving  to  them 
the  means  of  religious  instruction — Sabbath  School  and  Tract  Soci- 
eties, and  many  other  objects  of  christian  benevolence,  are  receiv- 
ing the  attention  of  the  churches,  and  are  established  and  encourag- 
ed, and  extending  their  wholesome  influence  among  us  ;  and  the 
union  of  christian  feeling  and  christian  exertion,  which  character- 
izes the  day  in  which  we  live,  augurs  well  for  the  interests  of  Zion. 
We  are  happy  to  state  also,  for  the  mformation  of  our  churches, 
and  to  cheer  the  hearts  of  our  Christian  friends,  that  during  the 
past  year  various  sections  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  of  otbcT 
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sister  Churches,  have  been  graciously  favoured  of  the  Lord  with  the 
outpourings  of  his  Holy  Spirit.  Many  have  been  added  to  them  of 
such  as,  it  is  hoped,  will  eventually  be  saved  ;  and  we  are  happy  to 
add,  that  the  church  with  which  we  are  more  immediately  connect- 
ed, has  not  been  forgotten  by  her  Lord  and  Saviour.  Several  of 
our  congregations  have  experienced  the  special  tokens  of  the  Di- 
vine presence,  and  the  special  blessings  of  his  grace  ;  and  among 
these  we  would  particularly  make  mention  of  Niskeuna,  in  the 
Classis  of  Albany — Pompton,  in  the  Classis  of  Bergen,  where  for- 
ty-one were  lately  added  to  the  church,  as  the  fruit  of  a  revival  of 
religion  which  we  have  reason  to  hope  still  continues — and  the 
churches  of  Saratoga,  Northumberland,  Union  Village,  and  Easton, 
in  the  Classis  of  Washington,  to  which  we  are  informed  about  two 
hundred  souls  have  been  added  during  the  past  year. 

But  notwithstanding  these  encouraging  things,  of  which  we  desire 
to  make  mention,  with  gratitude  and  praise,  we  have  within  our 
bounds  much  reason  for  humiliation  and  prayer.  We  hear  that 
many  iniquities  prevail.  Horse  racing  has  met  with  a  very  alarm- 
ing encouragement,  in  various  places,  and  especially  on  Long  Island, 
and  connects  with  it  many  abominations,  and  every  species  of 
dissipation ;  and  the  sins  of  intemperance  and  Sabbath  breaking 
especially  constitute  matters  of  complaint  from  every  direction. — 
Professors  of  religion  are  represented,  in  many  parts,  as  cold,  and 
prayerless,  and  worldly,  and  to  a  very  large  extent,  inactive  in  the 
most  important  duties  and  exercises  of  the  christian  vocation.  Re- 
ligion has  declined,  there  is  reason  to  fear,  in  the  hearts  of  many 
professing  christians,  and  we  are  called  to  mourn  over  a  sad  reverse 
of  what,  a  few  years  since,  was  presented,  to  bless  our  eyes,  and 
to  gladden  and  revive  our  hearts. 

Still  we  would  put  our  trust  in  the  great  Redeemer  of  sinners, 
who  is  faithful  to  his  word,  and  whose  grace  is  powerful,  and  whose 
tender  mercies  are  great :  and  while  we  would  urge  upon  our  own 
hearts,  and  upon  the  churches  under  our  care,  solicitously  to  in- 
quire into  the  cause  of  the  evils  which  we  experience,  we  would 
urge  also  the  importance  of  the  exercise  of  christian  and  brotherly 
love,  daily  religious  and  christian  fellowship  and  converse,  and  fer- 
vent, united,  and  persevering  prayer  to  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church,  that  he  would  visit  and  revive  us  again,  and  bestow  upon 
us  his  rich  blessing,  to  the  quickening  and  sanctification  o^his  peo- 
ple, and  to  the  conversion  and  salvation  of  many  sinners.

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  Report  to  General  Synod  : 

That  they  find  nothing  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of 
New-York,  claiming  the  attention  of  this  Synod. 

That  your  Committee  find  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  Al- 
bany, the  names  of  Ransford  Wells,  recommended  by  the  Classis 
of  Rensselaer,  and  John  McKelvy,  recommended  by  the  Classis  of 
Washington,  and  by  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  their  recom- 
mendations have  been  transmitted  to  the  General  Synod. 

Your  Committee  further  notice  on  the  Minutes  of  the  last  session 
of  the  General  Synod,  a  resolution  on  page  49,  directing  the 
Classis  of  Albany  to  require  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Searle  a  full  and  ex- 
plicit statement  in  writing,  of  his  views  and  opinions  on  certain 
points  of  doctrine,  and  that  the  said  Classis  report  the  same  to  the

General  Synod  at  their  present  session.     Your  Committee  recom- 
mend an  inquiry  respecting  the  fulfilment  of  this  resolution. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  following  reference  to  Synod  was  received  from  the  Classis 
of  New-York  ; 

"  Resolved — That  it  be  respectfully  ST:ggested  to  General  Synod, 
whether  in  the  administration  of  discipline,  some  milder  method 
than  is  contemplated  in  the  form  of  excommunication,  of  separat- 
ing from  the  church,  delinquent  members  not  chargeable  with  gross 
immorality,  might  not  profitably  be  adopted.

"  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Classis  of  J^ew-York J' 

Resolved — That  this  Synod  deem  it  inexpedient  to  take  any 
measures  to  effect  the  alter.-ition  submitted  by  the  Classis  of  New- 
York  in  the  discipline  of  the  Church. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Doctrines  and  Morals. 

The  Classis  of  Albany,  in  compliance  with  a  direction  of  the 
Synod  of  1824,  presented  a  written  statement  of  the  views  and 
opinions  of  the  Rev.  Jeremiah  Searle,  upon  certain  points  of  doc- 
trine submitted  to  him,  which  statement  was  unanimously  pro- 
nounced by  Synod  as  satisfactory,  and  is  as  follows : 

"My  views  and  opinions,"  says  Mr.  Searle,  "are  required  upon 
the  following  points  of  doctrine." 

"  1st.  The  eternal  Sonship  of  the  second  person  of  the  adorable 
Trinity. 

"  I  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is  equal  with  the  Father  in  every 
divine  perfection — that  he  is  in  essence  Jehovah,  the  self-existent 
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God that  he  is  called  the  Son  of  God  on  account  of  his  relation  to 

the  Father,  by  whom  he  is  begotten,  and  that  he  was  from  all  eter- 
nity the  Son  of  God. 

"  2d.  The  imputation  of  the  guilt  of  Adam's  sin  to  all  his  posteri- 
ty, as  their  federal  head  and  representative. 

"  I  believe  that  Adam  was  constituted  by  God  as  the  federal  head 
of  all  his  posterity,  and  that  his  sin  is  so  imputed  to  our  race,  that 
all  men  are  included  under  guilt  and  condemnation. 

"3d.  The  substitution  of  the  Mediator  in  the  room  and  stead  of 
his  elect  people,  as  their  federal  head  and  representative. 

"  The  doctrine  of  substitution  I  firmly  believe,  and  I  believe  that 
the  eternal  Son  was  ordained  of  the  Father  to  be  the  federal  head 
and  representative  of  his  elect  people,  in  the  covenant  of  grace,  and 
was  substituted  in  their  place  to  bear  the  curse  of  the  law,  and  that 
the  righteousness  of  Christ  imputed  to  the  elect,  is  the  only  ground 
of  their  justification  before  God. 

"4th.  The  extent  of  the  atonement  or  satisfaction  of  Jesus  Christ. 

"On  this  point  I  know  of  no  language  which  expresses  more 
clearly  my  views  and  opinions,  than  that  of  the  3d  and  8th  articles 
of  the  second  head  of  doctrine,  in  the  canons  of  our  church,  which 
is  as  follows  : 

"  The  death  of  the  Son  of  God  is  the  only  and  most  perfect  sacri- 
fice and  satisfaction  for  sin,  is  of  infinite  worth  and  value,  abundantly 
sufficient  to  expiate  the  sins  of  the  whole  world. 

"  It  was  the  will  of  God  that  Christ,  by  the  blood  of  Christ, 
whereby  he  confirmed  the  new  covenant,  should  efifectualiy  redeem 
out  of  every  people,  tribe,  nation,  and  language,  all  those,  and  only 
those  who  were  from  eternity  chosen  to  salvation,  and  given  to  him 
of  the  Father,  that  he  should  confer  upon  them  fiuth,  which,  together 
with  the  other  saving  gifts  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  he  purchased  for 
them  by  his  death,  should  purge  them  from  all  sin,  both  original 
and  actual,  whether  committed  before  or  after  believing  and  having 
faith,  fully  preserved  them  even  to  the  end,  should  at  last  bring 
them,  free  from  every  spot  and  blemish,  to  the  enjoyment  of  his 
glory  in  his  own  presence  for  ever." 

"  1  would  further  observe,  that  I  believe  from  my  heart  most 
fully,  the  doctrines  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  as  these  are 
exhibited  in  her  standards,  not  only  upon  the  subjects  above  named, 
but  upon  every  other  subject. 

"JEREMIAH  SEARLE." 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  opinions  of  the  seve- 
ral Classes,  (See  p.  8,)  on  the  subject  of  marrying  a  deceased  wife's 
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siPter,  reported,  and  their  report  having  been  discussed  at  consider- 
able length,  a  decision  thereon  was  postponed  until  the  next  meet- 
ing of  Synod. 

The  report  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  reports  of  the  several 
Classes  on  the  question  of  the  lawfulness  of  marrying  a  deceased 
wife^s  sister,  report — That  from  the  Classis  of  Long-Island  no  re- 
port has  been  received. 

That  a  diversity  of  sentiments  on  the  subject  is  found  among 
those  who  have  reported.  As  the  Synod,  by  their  resolutions  require 
a  statement  of  opinions  from  the  Classes,  together  with  the  reasons 
on  which  they  rest,  a  brief  sketch,  as  furnished  by  them,  will  not 
be  improper. 

The  Classis  of  New-York  viewing  it  to  be  a  doubtful  case  urge 
attention  to  the  general  principle  ;  let  every  man  be  thoroughly 
persuaded  in  his  own  mind. 

The  Classis  of  New-Brunswick  decline  an  expression  of  views, 
on  the  two-fold  ground  that  legislation  on  an  abstract  question  is  in- 
expedient, and  that  any  expression  of  sentiment,  would  have  a  di- 
rect tendency  to  distract  our  ecclesiastical  councils,  instead  of  pro- 
moting harmony  of  views. 

The  Classis  of  Philadelphia  cannot  come  to  any  decision  on  the 
subject  at  present ;  and  therefore  recommend  that  the  law  be  con- 
tinued as  it  now  stands. 

The  Classis  of  Foughkeepsie  deem  it  a  doubtful  case,  and  pass- 
ing on  from  the  principle  to  the  form  in  which  the  matter  ought  to 
be  put,  recommend  that  each  minister  be  left  to  act  according  to  his 
own  discretion  and  conscience,  and  that  those  who  are  already 
united  in  these  bonds,  ought  not  to  be  debarred  from  seahng  ordi- 
nances for  themselves  or  children. 

The  Classis  of  Albany  think  there  is  no  clear,  unequivocal  pro- 
hibition, and  that  to  make  matters  not  involving  moral  turpitude,  or 
points  of  doctrine,  not  asserted  in  our  standards,  tests  of  communion, 
and  matters,  which  subject  to  discipline  is  calculated  to  wound  and 
disturb  the  feelings  of  many  worthy  members,  and  injure  the  gene- 
ral interest  of  religion. 

The  Classis  of  Paramus  advocate  the  present  rule,  because  both 
scriptural  and  expedient,  without  entering  into  details  or  illustra- 
tions. 

The  Classes  of  Bergen  and  Rensselaer  assign  reasons  for  retain- 
ing the  canon  at  length.  They  may  be  summed  up  under  the  follow- 
ing heads  : 

1 .  The  reality  of  the  relations  established  by  affinity,  and  thf^ 
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continuance  of  these  relations  after  the  decease  of  the  person  through 
whose  marriage  they  were  formed. 

2.  The  construction  given  to  the  law,  allowed  to  be  yet  in  force, 
contained  in  Leviticus,  chap,  xviii. 

They  consider  nearness  of  kin  to  be  the  principle  of  prohibition, 
and  deem  a  deceased  wife's  sister,  (the  relation  whose  legality  is 
contended  for)  to  be  as  intimate  as  that  of  a  deceased  husband's 
brother,  which  is  prohibited  expressly  in  the  16th  verse  of  this 
chapter,  and  the  21st  verse  of  the  20th  chapter. 

They  contend  that  although  the  marriage  of  a  deceased  wife's  sis- 
ter is  not  forbidden  in  express  words,  they  see  no  alternatives  but  the 
following — either  that  we  deny  that  tJie  law  is  obligatory  on  females 
at  all,  because  the  prohibitions  are  addressed  to  the  male,  or  that 
we  assert  that  the  relations  reciprocal  to  these  expressly  prohibited, 
are  also  prohibited,  and  that  the  degree  teithin  xn'hich  it  is  unlavcful 
to  marry  being  specified  by  the  very  letter  of  the  law,  God  has,  by 
annexing  the  key  to  the  whole  list  of  prohibition,  viz.  nearness  of 
kin,  clearly  expressed  his  will  on  the  point. 

3.  That  the  1 8th  verse,  if  construed  on  general  and  usual  principles 
of  interpretation,  instead  of  admitting  by  implication  of  marriage 
within  the  degree,  is  a  prohibition  of  polygamy. 

The  Classis  of  Montgomery  advocate  the  repeal  of  the  canon,  on 
the  ground  that  there  is  no  positive  precept  in  the  word  of  God  ; 
and  add,  if  any  such  inference  may  be  drawti  from  what  is  said  on 
this  subject,  that  the  puuishment  is  disproportionate  to  the  offence, 
which  they  view  rather  as  an  offence  against  delicacy  and  propriet}^ 
than  the  express  word  of  God. 

The  Classis  of  Ulster  advocate  the  repeal,  deeming  that  in  the 
original  institution  of  marriage  a  general  license  was  granted,  as  it 
respects  the  objects  of  matrimonial  choice  ;  that  the  laws  of  Leviti- 
cus were  introduced  as  modifications  of  the  original  law  ;  that  ia 
this  law  there  is  nothing  that  strictly  forbids,  or  ought  to  be  con- 
strued by  implication  to  forbid,  the  contemplated  connexion  :  that  the 
two  cases,  marriage  to  a  brother's  widow,  and  marriage  to  a  deceased 
wife's  sister  are  not  parallel ;  that  the  Canaanites,  whose  corrupt  prac- 
tices God's  people  were  warned  not  to  imitate,  were  not  in  the  habit 
of  marrying  the  deceased  wife's  sister,  and  that  the  introductory 
clause  to  the  exceptions  of  Leviticus  xviii .  was  not  intended  as  a  rule 
of  interpretation,  but  a  general  prohibition  to  be  interpreted  by  the 
specifications  under  it,  among  which  the  case  of  a  deceased  wife's 
sister  is  not  found.  They  think  that,  on  account  of  existing  pre- 
judices, such  connexion  ought  to  be  discountenanced  :  but  that  the 
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Existing  law,  as  extending  to  the  oftspring  of  such  a  connexion  are 
h)o  stronij;,  and  unwarrantably  severe. 

The  Classis  of  Washington  rest  their  desire  for  a  repeal  on  the 
hiferential  character  of  the  argument  on  which  it  is  grounded  ;  the 
supposition  that  if  it  had  been  the  design  of  God  to  forbid  it,  there 
would  have  been  something  more  than  inference — something  ex- 
press on  the  subject,  either  in  the  Old  or  New  Testament,  and 
that  the  1 6th  verse  of  the  18th  Lev.  may  be  considered  as  a  law 
against  adultery. 

After  what  has  been  done  by  Synod  on  a  former  occasion,  in  re- 
lation to  the  case,  in  view  of  the  remarks  and  arguments  which  will 
be  elicited  by  any  resolution  your  committee  might  recommend, 
and  the  probability  that  the  decision  now  called  for  will  be  made  in 
the  light  of  the  discussion  at  hand — your  Committee  deem  an  array 
of  argument  on  their  part  unnecessary,  and  would  close  by  simply 
recommending  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved^  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  modify  or  repeal  the  exist- 
ing acts  of  Synod  on  the  subject.

ARTICLE  XUL 

Queens  College 
The  following  communications  were  received  from  the  Trus- 
tees of  Queens  College,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Pro- 
fessorate : 

23d  March,  1 825. 
The  Committee  appomted  to  examine  and  liquidate  the  amount  to 
be  paid  to  each  of  the  incumbents  on  the  Van  Benschoten  fund,  report, 
that  they  have  examined  into  the  state  of  the  Van  Benschoten  fund, 
and  find  that  this  fund  has  sustained  losses,  so  that  at  least  one 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  of  the  principal  of  the  fund  has  been 
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sunk.  That  the  present  income  of  that  fund  is  about  one  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  and  that  the  amount  paid  to  the  present  incum-' 
bents  is  nine  hundred  and  forty  dollars  per  annum  To  reimburse 
the  principal,  this  sura,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  is  much  too 
small.  The  present  incumbents  are  eight  in  number,  two  of  which 
will  be  licensed  at  the  end  of  the  present  year,  leaving  six  incum- 
bents for  the  next  year.  Your  Committee  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolutions,  viz.  : 

1.  That  two  of  the  incumbents  be  placed  on  the  Miss  Knox  fund 
for  the  next  year. 

2.  That  this  Board  inform  Gene;*al  Synod,  that  until  the  princi- 
pal lost  of  the  V^an  Benschoten  fund  be  made  good  from  the  balance 
of  interest,  they  cannot  provide  for  more  than  six  on  that  and  the 
Miss  Knox  fund  annually. 

3.  That  each  incumbent  receive  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars  annually,  except  Cornelius  Van  Cleef,  who  has  uni- 
formly received  one  hundred  dollars. 

4.  That  the  balance  of  interest  annually  be  made  principal  of 
the  Van  Benschoten  fund,  and  loaned  out  on  bond  and  mortgage 
until  the  principal  of  that  fund  is  made  good.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queens  College  it  was 
resolved,  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  devise  some  plan  rela- 
tive to  the  revival  of  the  literary  department  of  Queens  College, 
to  be  submitted  to  the  General  Synod  for  their  approbation—and' 
Messrs.  Fonda,  Hardenbergh,  Van  Nest,  Ludlow,  and  Frelinghuy- 
sen  were  appointed  such  Committee,  with  instructions  to  report 
this  afternoon. 
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Wednesday,  May  25th,  1825. 
Rev.  J.  Fonda,  from  Committee  appointed  3^esterday,  made  the 
folloxving  report,  viz.  : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  devise  some  plan  relative  to  the 
revival  of  the  Literary  department  of  Queens  College,  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  General  Synod  for  their  approbation,  Report : 

That  in  their  opinion,  the  speedy  revival  of  the  Literary  exer- 
cises in  Queens  College  is  highly  important  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  ;  and  they 
would  therefore  recommend,  if  the  plan  suggested  in  this  report 
should  be  successfully  pursued,  that  the  General  Synod  be  respect- 
fully requested  and  earnestly  urged,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  adopt 
measures  in  connexion  with  this  Board,  to  put  the  \\hole  of  this  es- 
tablishment in  both  its  Theological  and  Literary  departments^  in 
complete  operation. 

To  enforce  this  recommendation,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to 
state,  that  under  the  proposed  full  organization  of  the  Institution, 
the  annual  expenses  would  amount  to  about  §8250,  while  the  re- 
ceipts, if  the  subscriptions  for  the  endowment  of  the  third  Profes- 
sorship were  now  completed  and  realized,  would  probably  not  ex- 
ceed g6830,  leaving  an  annual  deficiency  of  g  1420.  This  defi- 
ciency, however,  your  Committee  verily  believe,  might  be  met  by 
the  twenty-five  cent  donations  and  other  collections. 

The  great  subject  of  interest  as  your  con.mittee  conceive,  in  re- 
lation to  this  matter,  is  to  secure  by  the  most  prompt  and  energetic 
measures  the  subscriptions  necessary  to  the  endowment  of  the  third 
Professorship,  and  they  fondly  hope,  that  the  General  Synod  will 
not  sufi'er  so  important  a  cause  to  languish  in  their  hands,  but  will 
with  new  zeal  and  additional  strength,  apply  to  the  Churches  with- 
in the  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  Albany  for  the  aid  which  the  Semi- 
nary needs,  and  which  the  Churches  can,  and  when  properly  so- 
licited will  afford  ;  and  inasmich  as  these  subscriptions  are  payable 
in  five  equal  yearly  payments,  so  that  this  fund  can  be  but  gradual- 
ly realized  in  the  support  of  the  Seminary.  Your  Committee  fur- 
ther recommend,  that  a  Committee  be  now  appointed  to  wait  on  the 
Consistory  of  the  Church  of  New- York,  and  to  solicit  from  them 
an  appropriation  of  $\100  a  year  for  the  period  of  three  years,  to 
be  paid  whenever  they  shall  be  informed  that  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose  shall  have  obtained  subscriptions  to  the 
amount  of  g25.,000,  for  the  endowment  of  a  third  Professorship. 
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That  thus  the  Synod  in  connexion  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Queens  College,  may  at  once  be  able  to  pursue  such  measures  as 
are  necessary  to  the  complete  organization  of  the  institution.  Your 
Committee  are  aware,  that  the  Consistory  of  New- York  have  al- 
ready done  much  ;  but  notwithstanding  all  they  have  heretofore 
done,  your  Committee  have  a  good  hope  that  that  Church,  blessed 
with  ample  funds,  and  with  officers  and  members  disposed  to  apply 
those  funds  to  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  will 
attentively  and  feelingly  hsten  to  the  loud  cries  of  our  necessities 
and  not  suffer  the  whole  establishment  to  languish  and  die  for  the 
want  of  prompt  and  efficient  aid.  And  they  therefore  recommend 
that  application  as  above  stated  be  immediately  made. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

Resolved,  That  when  the  full  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars shall  have  been  subscribed,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  Albany,  for  the  endowment  of  a  third  Professorship,  and 
when  the  General  Synod,  and  the  Trustees  of  Queens  College  shall 
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hare  fully  organized,  and  carried  into  effect,  the  theological  and  li- 
terary departments  of  the  College,  then  this  Board  will  pay  iD 
quarterly  payments,  commencing  from  the  day  of  inauguration  of 
such  third  Professor  of  Theology,  the  sum  of  seventeen  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  for  three  successive  years,  to  the  treasurer  of 
General  Synod,  for  the  support  of  such  third  Professor;  it  being 
expressly  understood,  that  such  payment  is  to  be  made  only  when 
the  conditions  herein  specified  shall  be  completed,  and  not  other- 
wise.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Professorate. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris,  in  consequence  of  his  removal  from  the 
bounds  of  the  Classis  of  New-Brunswick,  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Classis  of  Albany,  resigned  his  seat  in  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
and  the  Rev.  Samuel  A.  Van  Vranken  was  chosen  to  supply  bis 
place. 

The  Rev.  Peter  I.  Van  Pelt  was  chosen  to  supply  the  vacancy 
in  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  occasioned  by  Dr.  Milledoler's 
having  become  a  Professor  in  the  Theological  school. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  report 
was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  report :  That  the  various 
subjects  referred  to  them  have  received  their  serious  and  delibe- 
rate consideration. 

The  first  and  most  important  of  these  subjects  is  the  commu- 
mcation,  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queens  College,  accom- 
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panied  with  the  generous  offer  of  the  Consistory  of  New-\ork.  On 
this  subject  which  so  deeply  involves  the  interest  and  the  future 
prosperity  and  enhirgement  of  the  Church,  your  Committee  fully 
believe  that  the  time  is  come  when  the  Theological  and  Literary 
Institution,  which  has  been  the  subject  of  so  many  anxieties  and 
prayers  of  our  fathers,  and  of  ourselves,  is  now  to  be  established 
upon  a  permanent  and  respectable  foundation,  or  else  to  drag  along 
a  precarious  existence,  weak  and  sickly,  until  it  dies  never  to  re- 
vive. The  influence  of  such  an  event  upon  the  character  of  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church,  and  upon  the  interests  of  religion  is  too 
painful  for  your  committee  to  contemplate.  It  cannot  be  that  in  the 
present  age  of  enterprise  and  Christian  liberality  the  sons  of  our 
reformed  Zion  would  suffer  the  brand  of  degeneracy  to  be  stamped 
upon  them.  What  has  been  already  done  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Southern  Synod,  and  what  is  now  the  generous  offer  of  the  Consisto- 
ry of  New-York,  is  consoling  evidence  that  there  is  a  spirit  of  at- 
tachment to  the  Church,  and  zeal  for  the  promotion  of  its  interest, 
which  yields  to  none.  Within  the  Synod  of  Albany,  there  are  ample 
means ;  God  has  blessed  them  with  wealth,  and  your  Committee  can- 
not hesitate  to  believe,  that  they  will  be  willing  to  honour  God  with 
their  substance,  in  blessing  the  Churches  with  their  liberal  dona- 
tions. The  Synod  of  Albany,  which  embraces  the  largest  section 
of  the  whole  Church,  your  Committee  cannot  believe  will  consent 
to  be  behind  their  southern  brethren,  in  any  measures  in  which 
the  honour  and  the  interests  of  the  Church  are  so  deeply  involved. 
It  requires  nothing  more  than  a  combined  and  strenuous  effort  to 
ensure  success  ;  the  object  is  completely  within  our  power;  our 
means  are  ample,  and  the  voice  of  Providence,  and  the  voice  of  the 
Church,  unitedly  call  to  exertion.  The  consequences  of  a  failure 
in  this  object,  your  Committee  cannot  contemplate  without  painful 
emotions  ;  it  would  damp  the  spirit  of  the  South ;  it  would  spread  a 
gloom  over  our  prospects,  and  excite  a  jealousy,  which  is  the  bane 
of  Christian  and  brotherly  confidence  ;  those  tender  and  affection- 
ate ties  by  which  the  different  sections  of  our  Church  are  bound 
together  would  be  weakened  ;  such  consequences  are  to  be  depre- 
cated and  avoided  ;  the  harmony  and  integrity  of  the  Churches  are 
to  be  maintained  by  the  united  exertions  of  the  whole  body. 

The  sum  of  §25,000  is  now  required,  to  carry  into  complete 
effect  the  original  plan  of  this  Synod  in  relation  to  the  Theological 
College,  as  well  as  to  realize  the  hberal  donation  of  the  Consistory 
of  New'York,   That  respectable  body  to  whom  thB  gratit^jde  of  the 
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Churches  is  due,  will  give  1700  dollars  a  year  for  three  years, 
whenever  the  above  sum  shall  have  been  subscribed  for  the  third 
Professorship,  and  the  whole  establishment,  Literary  and  Theolo- 
gical, shall  be  in  full  operation.  The  time  for  vigorous  exertion 
is  therefore  now  come,  and  every  friend  to  our  reformed  Zion  is 
now  called  upon  to  lend  his  active  aid. 

The  Synod  of  New- York  have  already  raised  by  subscrip- 
tion ^26,000  for  the  second  Professorship,  and  more  than  ^4000 
for  other  purposes  connected  with  the  Institution  :  the  Committee 
would  therefore  earnestly  recommend,  that  agents  be  immediately 
appointed  to  open  subscriptions  in  all  the  Classes  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Synod  of  Albany,  which  agents  shall  proceed  with  all 
possible  expedition  to  fulfil  the  object  of  their  appointment,  and 
that  it  be  enjoined  upon  such  agents  to  finish  their  work,  and  re- 
port to  the  President  of  this  Synod  by  the  last  of  August  next. 
The  Committee  would  further  recommend,  that  this  Synod  hold  an 
adjourned  session  at  New-Brunswick,  on  the  second  Wednesday 
in  September  next,  in  order  that  if  God  in  his  providence  should 
give  success  to  the  agents,  this  Synod  may  immediately  proceed  to 
the  appointment  of  a  third  Professor,  and  thus  accomplish  the  ob- 
ject to  which  the  desires  and  prayers  of  the  Church  have  been  so 
long  directed,  and  with  which  the  prosperity  of  the  Church  is  so 
intimately  connected. 

Three  applications  for  the  benefit  of  the  Van  Benschoten  Funds 
have  been  referred  to  your  Committee.  They  beg  leave  to  re- 
commend Mr.  Ransford  Wells,  from  the  congregation  of  Catskill, 
his  application  being  prior  to  the  others,  and  such  being  the  cir- 
cumstances of  those  funds,  that  any  further  recommendation  could 
not  be  fulfilled  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  during  the  present  year. 
From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theolo- 
gical College,  it  appears  that  the  annual  examination  of  the  differ- 
ent Classes  was  held  on  the  25th  and  26th  of  May  last.  The  Board 
express  themselves  highly  gratified  with  the  exhibition  of  the  ta- 
lents and  attainments  of  the  students,  and  of  their  correct  and  pious 
deportment  during  the  session.  In  the  midst  of  the  severe  and 
trying  afflictions  with  which  your  Junior  Professor  has  been  visit- 
ed, your  Committee  rejoice  to  learn,  that  he  has  been  supported, 
and  comforted,  and  sanctified  by  his  Divine  Master,  and  thus  ena- 
bled to  be  faithful  and  useful  to  his  charge.  For  some  time  the 
whole  labour  of  the  College  devolved  on  him,  in  consequence  of 
the  death  of  the  venerable  Senior  Professor;  and  such  has  been  his 
zeal  and  indefatigable  attention, as  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee, 
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to  entitle  him  to  the  thanks  of  the  Synod.  It  further  appears  from 
the  Minutes  of  the  Board  ol  Superintendents,  that  four  young  men 
having  completedthe  term  of  study,  have  been  recommended  for 
Professoral  Certiticates.  in  order  to  Hcensure.  Upon  the  whole, 
the  prospects  of  the  ."  eminary>  are  encouraging  :  another  Professor 
has  been  ad^e^f^nd  your  Committee  cordially  unite  with  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  in  commending  it  to  the  care  and  blessing  of  the 
Head  of  the  Church  ;  we  hope  it  is  a  pure  and  healthful  fountain j 
which  will  water  and  gladden  the  City  of  our  God. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  your  Committee 
are  pleased  to   learn,  that  the  finances  of  this  Synod  wear  an  en- 
couraging aspect,  and  that  the  present  system  of  raising  funds,   ^ 
promises  ultimate  success.    Your  Committee  recommend  to  Synod 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Renolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be,  and  hereby  is  em- 
powered to  take  care  of,  and  manage  all  the  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, of  General  Synod,  so  as  to  preserve  it  from  loss  and  injury, 
and  increase  its  productiveness  during  the  pleasure  of  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  similar  collections  to  those  recommended  by 
Synod  last  year,  be,  and  hereby  are  directed  and  enjoined  to  be 
made  in  the  several  congregations  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Synod 
during  the  current  year. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  General  Synod,  it  would  be 
premature  at  present  to  set  on  foot  a  subscription  under  the  au- 
thority of  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  purchase  a 
Theological  Library.

The  Committee  on  Missions  reported,  and  their  report  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Missions  respectfully  report : 

That  the  only  document  which  has  been  committed  to  them  is 

the  annual  report  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  our  church.     The 

amount  of  receipts  during  the  year  past  was  §2856  42 ;  and  the 

amount  of  expenditure  $2450  25,  being  a  balance  on  hand  of 
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^406  17.  Eleven  Missionaries  have  been  employed,  and  by  their 
labours,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  (it  is  believed,)  good  has  been 
done  in  building  up  weak  congregations,  and  in  advancing  the  ge- 
neral interests  of  the  church.  As  the  report  of  the  Missionary 
Society  is  distributed  among  our  churches,  it  is  useless  and  impro- 
per to  advert  to  its  details.  Your  committee  would  therefore 
only  recommend  its  interesting  and  important  contents  to  all  the 
friends  of  our  Reformed  Dutch  Church.  It  is  pleasing  to  ob- 
serve an  improvement  in  the  finances  of  the  society  as  indicat- 
ing an  increasing  degree  of  interest  in  its  success.  Still  that  in- 
terest is  not  proportionate  to  the  value  and  claims  of  the  ob- 
ject of  this  society.  Information  is  collected  concerning  the 
state  and  wants  of  the  church,  in  all  its  extent:  our  young  men 
leaving  our  Theological  Seminary  have  fields  of  usefulness 
opened,  and  means  of  employment  furnished  to  them  within  our 
immediate  connexion  ;  feeble  congregations  are  assisted  in  their 
eiforts  to  obtain,  and  support  the  ministry  of  the  gospel  under 
which  they  become  prospered  and  increased  ;  the  bond  of  interest 
and  atTection  between  the  different  parts  of  our  church  becomes 
stronger  and  closer ;  and  new  energy  and  harmony  are  imparted 
to  the  whole  system  of  measures  employed  for  our  general  pros- 
perity and  welfare.  From  a  cursory  inspection,  it  appears,  that 
only  forty-five  of  our  congregations  have  contributed  as  such 
either  through  auxiliary  societies,  or  by  collections.  What  a 
sad  proportion  have  failed  in  their  privilege  and  duty  ?  How 
many  of  our  wealth}^  and  most  favoured  congregations  are  de- 
linquent ?  Are  not  ministers  most  in  fault  in  not  attending  to  this 
subject  ?  Surely,  we  are  not  insensible  to  the  claims  this  cause 
makes  upon  us  ?  Surely,  we  have  not  forgotten  the  national 
motto  of  our  forefathers :  "  Union  creates  strength  !"  United 
contribution  as  well  as  united  exertion.  It  is  hoped,  no  minis- 
ter will  allow--his  congregation  to  remain  unnoticed  in  the  trea- 
surer's report  of  next  year,  among  those  who  have  contributed 
to  the  funds  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  our  church.  In  such 
a  case  how  increased  will  become  the  means  ?  how  enlarged  the 
operation  ?  and  how  beneficent  the  influence  ?  It  should  be  dis- 
tinctly remembered  by  ministers  and  consistories,  that  the  Gene- 
ral Synod  have  ordered  annual  collections  to  be  taken  up  in 
such  congregations,  where  auxiliary  societies  have  not  been 
established.

ARTICLE  XIV. 
Professorate, 

The  President  communicated  to  Synod  a  constitutional  re- 
quest, which  he  had  received,  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  Sy- 
nod *•'  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  professor  of  Didactic  and 
Polemic  Theology,  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church.'' 

Rev.  Dr.  Philip  Milledoler,  as  presidingofficer  of  the  board 
of  Superintendents,  announced  the  sudden  departure  out  of 
this  life  of  the  venerable  Professor  Livingston,  and  that  that 
event  took  place  at  New-Brunswick,  on  Thursday  morning, 
the  20th  of  January  last,  between  the  hours  of  seven  and  eight 
o'clock.  The  following  resolution  relative  to  the  death  of 
Dr.  J.  H.  Livingston,  was  unanimously  adopted :  \ 

Whereas  it  has  pleased  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  to  re- 
move by  death,  on  the  20th  of  January  last,  our  late  venerable 
friend  and  father  in  the  Lord,  the  Rev.  John  H.  Livingston, 
D.  D.,  S.  T.  P.,  in  the  79th  year  of  his  age,  the  55th  of  his 
ministry,  and  41st  of  his  labours  as  Professor  of  Theology ;  this 
Synod,  deeply  impressed  with  the  sentiment  that  believers, 
and  especially  able  and  faithful  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  "  are 
the  salt  of  the  earth ;"  and  that  it  is  a  Christian  duty  to  lament 
their  loss,  and  cherish  their  memory, — do  resolve : 
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That  they  deeply  lament  the  providence  which  has  removed 
a  man,  greatly  beloved,  and  highly  useful : — That  they  desire, 
in  humble  submission,  to  '^  be  still,  and  know"  that  God 
hath  done  it : — That  they  bless  "  the  God  of  Israel,"  who 
hath  spared  him  so  long,  made  him  so  eminently  useful,  and 
given  him  so  easy  and  happy  a  passage  to  the  kingdom  of  glo- 
ry, full  of  years,  full  of  honours,  and  full  of  faith : — That  they 
will  ever  cherish  the  most  respectful  and  afifectionate  regard 
for  a  name  and  memory  so  dear. 

Rev.  Dr.  Philip  Milledoler,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Philip  Duryee 
and  C.  D.  Westbrook ;  and  the  Eiders,  Messrs.  Abraham  Van 
Dyck  and  Abraham  Bloodgood,  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  preparing  a  monumen- 
tal stone,  with  a  suitable  inscription,  to  be  erected  over  the 
grave  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Livingston,  late  Professor  in  our  Theo- 
logical School. 

The  committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and 
is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  appointed,  &c.  Report — That  they  do  re- 
commend the  erection  of  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  Pro- 
fessor Livingston,  with  a  suitable  inscription  in  the  Latin  and 
English  languages  ;  and  that  two  Ministers  and  an  Elder  of 
the  city  of  New-York,  and  one  Minister  in  the  vicinity  of 
New-Brunswick,  together  with  Professor  De  Witt,  be  a  com- 
mittee to  prepare  a  draft  of  one  or  more  forms  of  monuments, 
with  an  estimate  of  their  probable  expense,  together  with  a 
form  or  forms  of  inscription  proposed  to  be  engraven  thereon ; 
and  that  said  committee  report  the  same  to  the  next  ordinary 
meeting  of  Synod,  for  their  selection  and  approbation. 

P.  Milledoler,  Chairman, 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  Drs.  Cannon,  Milledoler,  Kuypers, 
and  De  Witt,  and  the  Elder  Col.  Rutgers,  be  the  committee 
contemplated  in  the  preceding  report. 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  solemn  and  peculiar  occasion 
which  assembles  this  Synod,  we  will  now  spend  a  season  in 


special  prayer,  for  the  blessing  of  God  ;  and  that  the  Rev.  C. 
C.  Cuyler,  Rev.  Dr.  P.  Milledoler,  and  Rev.  P.  Duryee,  be 
requested  in  turn  to  lead  in  the  devotion. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  do  now  proceed  to  appoint  a 
Professor,  as  successor  to  the  late  Professor  Livingston. 

A  number  of  candidates  were  then  nominated  for  the  Pro- 
fessorship. On  the  same  day  the  Synod  proceeded  by  ballot 
to  reduce  that  nomination  to  two ;  and  on  the  next  day,  (after 
special  prayer,)  of  these  to  elect  a  Professor.  On  counting 
the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the  Rev.  Br.  Philip  Milledoler  was 
elected  the  Professor. 

Whereupon  it  was  resolved  unanimously,  That  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Philip  Milledoler  be,  and  hereby  is  elected  professor  of 
Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  in  the  Theological  Seminary 
of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Jacob  Schoonmaker  and  Jesse 
Fonda,  and  the  Elder  H.  Van  Dyck,  be  a  committee  to  inform 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Philip  Milledoler  of  the  result  of  this  election, 
and  ascertain,  if  possible,  whether  he  accepts  the  appointment. 

The  Committee,  having  performed  the  duty  assigned  them, 
reported — That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Philip  Milledoler,  in  the  fear 
of  God,  and  in  humble  reliance  on  Divine  support,  and  the 
kind  co-operation  of  his  brethren  in  the  Lord,  accepts  the 
appointment. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  now  elected  be 
^1,575,  together  with  the  use  of  one  of  the  wings  of  the  col- 
lege edifice. 

Resolved,  That  the  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic 
Theology,  be  inaugurated  into  his  office  in  the  Dutch  Church 
at  New-Brunswick,  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May  next,  at 
11  o'clock,  A.  M.  ;  and  that  in  addition  to  the  inaugural  ad- 
dress to  be  delivered  on  that  occasion  by  the  Professor,  the 
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Rev.  Dr.  S.  S.  Woodhull  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  to  pre- 
side and  deliver  a  sermon,  and  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Cuyler  to  de- 
liver a  charge  to  the  Professor;  and  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  J. 
Brodhead  be  appointed  secundus  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Woodhull, 
and  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  M^Murray,  as  secundus  to  the  Rev.  C. 
C.  Cuyler. 

Resolved,  That  Messrs.  J.  R.  Hardenbergh,  A.  Van  Nest, 
and  I.  Heyer,  be  a  committee  to  take  measures  for  the  re- 
moval of  the  Professor  elect. 

The  Doorkeeper's  bill,  amounting  to  ^2  2S,  was  ordered  to 
be  paid. 

ARTICLE  XXin. 

Mesumption  and  Close. 

The  Minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  publish  seven  hundred  co- 
pies of  the  Minutes  of  this  Synod,  duly  authenticated,  and 
that  he  distribute  among  the  Classes  the  number  of  copies  di- 
rected by  them.

The  following  extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Professorate. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  revise  the  whole  plan  of  the 
studies  of  the  Theological  College,  and  to  suggest  a  course 
of  anniversary  exercises,  report  the  following: 

That  the  whole  course  of  instruction  consist  of  Natural, 
Didactic,  Polemic,  and  Practical  Theology.  Biblical  litera- 
ture, including  Critica  Sacra,  Hermeneutica  Sacra,  Biblical 
Antiquities,  Sacred  Geography,  and  the  Original  Languages. 
Ecclesiastical  History,  including  Chronology,  Church  Go- 
vernment, and  Pastoral  Theology. 

S 
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That  the  studies  of  the  first  year,  or  junior  class,  be  Critiea 
Sacra,  Bibliral  Antiquities.  Sacred  Geography,  Composition, 
and  the  Original  Languages. 

That  the  studies  of  the  second  year  be  Didactic  and  Pole- 
mic Theology,  Hermeneutira  Sacra,  so  much  of  Pastoral 
Theology  as  belonfrs  to  the  composition  and  delivery  of  a 
Sermon  ;  Ecclesiastical  History,  and  the  Original  Lan- 
guages continued. 

That  the  studies  of  the  third  year  be  Didactic  and  Polemic 
Theology ;  Pastoral  Theology  ;  Ecclesiastical  History ; 
Church  Governnient,  Hermeneulica  Sacra,  and  the  Original 
Languages. 

That  a  general  revision  of  former  studies  be  required  at 
the  close  of  each  year ;  and  that  there  be  anniversary  exer- 
cises, in  which  each  member  of  the  senior  class  shall  bear  a 
part,  under  the  direction  of  the  Professors. 

Resolved  That  the  Bnard  of  Superintendants  deem  it  im- 
portant that  a  text  book  be  adt)pted  in  this  institution,  which 
shall  be  u8ed  in  the  course  of  instruction,  on  Didactic  and 
Polemic  Theology,  and  that  Mark's  Medulla  be  the  said  text 
book. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  report  be  referred  to  General 
Synod  for  their  approbation.

Board  of  Corporation, 
Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  a  Committee 
to  make  a  statement,  to  be  issued  from  the  press,  and  circu- 
lated as  extensively  as  possible  through  the  churches,  in  which 
the  state  of  the  finances,  the  present  arrangements,  the  pros- 
pects and  wants  of  the  church,  shall  be  exhibited,  accompanied 
by  such  considerations  and  motives  as  may  be  calculated  to 
keep  alive  that  liberal  spirit  which,  it  is  believed,  cannot  fail  to 
secure  all  that  support  which  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into 
full  operation  the  plans  of  the  Synod,  in  relation  to  the  Lite- 
rary and  Theological  College. 
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The  Door-keeper's  bill,  amounting  to  $1  47,  was  ordered 
to  be  paid.

ARTICLE    X. 

Doctrines  and  Morals. 

The  Report  presented  to  Synod  in  June  last,  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  subject  of  marrying  a  deceased  wife's  sister — 
the  decision  on  which  was  postponed  until  the  present  meet- 
ing of  Synod,  was  considered  ;  and  the  question  being  taken 
upon  the  resolution  recommended  by  the  committee,  viz. — 
**  Resolved,  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  modify  or  repeal  the  existing 
acts  of  Synod  on  the  subject,''''  it  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  following  resolution  was  proposed,  and  after  being  dis- 
cussed at  considerable  length,  the  farther  consideration  of  the 
subject  was  postponed  until  the  next  meeting  of  General  Synod: 
"  Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  acts  of  the  General  Synod, 
passed  in  the  years  1797  and  1815,  recorded  on  page  264,  in 
the  appendix  to  our  Constitution,  as  directs  the  churches  to 
exclude  fr«»m  sealing  ordinances  tlie  persons  contemplated  by 
those  acts,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed." 


ARTICLE    XIII. 

Queens   College. 

Rev.  Dr.  Woodhull,  an(i  Messrs.  Isaac  Heyer  and  Jacob 
R.  Hardenbujgh,  were  aj)pointed  a  Committee  to  drift  an  ap- 
plication to  the  Legislature  of  New  Jerse\ ,  for  an  act  enabling 
the  corporation  of  Synod  to  hold  property  in  that  state.  The 
Committee  reported  a  draft  of  su(  h  application,  which  was 
adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  signed  by  the  President  of  Synod, 
and  presented  to  the  Legislature  by  the  Board  of  Corporation » 
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The  Committee  appointed  to  digest  and  prepare  a  plan  for 
the  revival  of  Queen's  College,  brought  in  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  digest  and  pre- 
pare a  plan  for  the  revival  of  Queen's  College,  respectfully 
recommend  to  Synod  to  take  measures  for  the  due  ratifica- 
tion of  the  following  articles  between  them  and  ihe  Trustees 
of  Queen's  College,  for  the  attainment  of  the  contemplated 
object. 

1.  The  literary  exercises  of  Queen's  College  are  to  be  re- 
vived as  early  as  may  be  practicable ;  and  for  that  purpose 
the  Gtiieral  Synod  agree  to  allow  the  Trustees  the  use  of 
such  parts  of  their  building  in  New-Brunswick,  lately  pur- 
chased from  the  Trustees  by  S}nod,  as  shall  be  designated 
and  pointed  »»ut  by  the  Professors  as  necessary  for  the  said 
exercises,  during  their  continuance. 

2.  The  Professors  of  the  Theological  College  shall  have 
such  literary  duties  assigned  them  in  Queen's  College,  by  the 
General  Synod,  as  the  Synod  shall  deem  best  calculated  to 
promote  the  mutual  interest  of  both  institutions. 

3.  The  Trustees  of  Queen's  College  shall,  without  delay, 
appoint  one  Professor  of  Languages,  and  one  Professor  of 
Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  !or  said  College  ;  and 
may  hereafter  appoint  such  additional  Professor  or  Profes- 
sors, with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  General  Synod, 
as  may  become  necessary,  and  the  funds  and  income  of  said 
College  will  warrant. 

4.  One  of  the  Professors  of  the  Theolngical  College  shall 
be  appomted  the  President  of  Queen's  College  by  the  Trus- 
tees thereof. 

5.  I'he  income  of  the  funds  arising  from  the  Donations  of 
the  Rev.  E.  Van  Benschoten,  and  Miss  R.  Knox,  deceased, 
shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  indigent  Students  m  the 
Literary  and  The»ilogical  departments  of  the  College,  accor- 
ding to  such  regulations  as  the  General  Synod  and  Board  of 
Trustees  have  established,  and  may  hereafter  establish,  to  car- 
ry into  effect  the  benevolent  intent  of  the  donors. 

6.  The  salaries  of  the  Professor  of  Languages  and  Mathe- 
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nialics  shall  be  paid  by  the  Trustees  out  of  the  funds  and 
tuition  m-ney  oi  Queen's  College  ;  and  the  overplus,  if  any, 
shall  be  disposed  ol  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustees  and  Ge- 
neral Synod  shall  mutually  determine  ;  but  the  concurrence 
of  the  General  Synod  shall  be  necessary  to  fix  or  alter  the 
am-iunt  oj  the  said  salaries. 

7.  The  Trustees  of  Queen's  College  shall  appoint  the  Trea- 
surer of  General  Suiod  as  their  Treasurer,  v\ho  shall  have 
the  care  and  custody  of  the  funds  exclusively  belonging  to 
Queen's  College,  and  the  income  arising  from  tuition  money 
in  the  ^aid  College  ;  and  at  the  end  ot  ever^  session,  or  of- 
tener,  if  required,  render  a  full  and  correct  statement  of  the 
state  of  said  funds  ad  income,  and  the  payments  by  him 
made  therefrom,  and  die  objects  to  which  the  same  have  been 
applied,  to  the  Board  of  Corporation  of  General  bynod. 

8.  The  General  Synod  shall  pay  the  salaries  o  the  Theo- 
logical Professors,  including  the  President  of  Queen's  Col- 
lege, out  of  the  funds  or  income  of  the  Theological  College, 
so  far  as  shall  be  requisite  after  the  payment  by  the  Trustees 
of  Queen^s  College,  of  the  annual  proceeds  ot"  the  Professoral 
fund,  to  the  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  ; 
and  in  case  the  income  of  Queen  s  College  shall  at  any  time 
prove  inadequate  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Prolessor  of  Lan- 
guages, and  Matlietijaties  and  Natural  Philosophy,  the  Gene- 
ral Synod  shall  make  up  such  deticiency. 

9.  The  General  Synod  and  the  Trustees  shall  each  appoint 
three  persons  wiio  shall  be  called  the  Boaid  of  Superinten- 
dents of  Queen's  College,  whose  duty  it  >hall  be  to  advise 
with  the  Fa(  ult),  and  prescribe  the  course  of  studies  in  said 
College,  and  all  such  regulations  relasive  to  the  government 
and  di-cipline  thereof,  as  they  shall  deem  best  calculated  to 
promote  its  permanent  interest  and  usefulness  ;  and  that  the 
said  Superintendent>  shad  respe<  tively  hold  their  offices  du- 
ring the  pleasure  of  those  by  whom  they  were  appointed. 

10.  Should  it  so  happen  that  the  funds  and  income  of 
Queen's  i  ollege  prove  inadequate  to  sustain  it,  and  the  Ge- 
neral Synod  not  have  funds  to  spare  for  its  support  without 
impairing  the  funds  of  the  Theological  College,  the  General

Synod  reserves  the  power  of  dissolving  the  connection  as' 
above  formed  with  Queen's  College. 

Your  committee  further  recommend,  that  agreeable  to  the 
foregoing  Articles  of  unioj)  between  the  Trustees  o;  Queen's 
College  and  the  General  JSynod,  in  their  corporate  capacity, 
the  iollowing  shall  be  the  (.utiine  of  the  plan  according  to 
which  the  literary  institution  shall  be  modelled. 

l._0/  the  College, 

1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  make  application  at  the 
next  session  oi  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New- Jersey,  to 
chant^e  ihe  name  ol  the  College  Irom  Queen's  to . 

2.  To  render  the  course  of  Education  in  Queen's  College 
more  beneficial,  the  whole  number  of  pay  Students  shall  at 
no  time  exceed  100,  who  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes, 
according  to  the  mode  adopted  in  other  Colleges. 

11. —  Of  the  Professors, 

1.  The  following  shall  be  the  Brniiches  assigned  to  the 
Professors  of  the  Theological  College  in  the  Literary  depart- 
ment. 

The  Professor  of  Didactic  Theology,  to  be  Professor  of 
Moral  Puilosophy,  and  Lvidences  of  Christianity. 

The  Prolessor  of  Biblical  Literature,  to  be  Professor  of 
Belles  Leitres,  Elements  ol   Criticism,   and  Logic. 

The  Professor  of  Church  History,  Uc.  to  be  Professor  of 
Metaphysics,  and  the  Philosophy  of  the  Human  Mind. 

2.  The  Professor  of  l>an^uages  in  the  Literary  depart- 
ment, shall  attend  lo  the  mstrut  tion  ot  the  students  in  the 
Theological  College  in  the  ji^rammatical  knowledge  of  the 
Hebrew  and  Greek  Languages. 

3.  The  President,  Professors,  and  Tutors,  shall  compose 
the  Faculty  of  the  College,  to  whom  shall  be  committed  the 
administration  of  the  government  in  the  literary  department, 
according  to  sueh  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents of  Queen's  College  shall  prescribe  ;  and  shall 
have  power  to  decide  in  all  matters  of  <liscipline,  and  to  in- 
flict such  punishment  upon  offending  members  as  a  majority 
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of  the  whole  may  determine,  and   the  said  rules  and  regula- 
tions require. 

4.  The  salary  of  the  Prores«?or  of  Languages,  and  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  shall  be  fixed 
at  $1500  per  annum. 

III. — Devotional  Exercises. 

The  General  Synod  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  deeply 
sensible  of  the  importance  of  instilling-  the  principles  of  Thris- 
tianity  into  the  minds  of  the  rising  generation,  and  to  this 
end  to  render  the  institution  under  their  care  most  beneficial 
to  the  community,  by  promoting  the  interest  of  morals  and 
religion,  as  well  as  the  f)roirress  of  science,  mutually  determine, 
that  besides  the  literary  exercises  during  the  week,  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  Queen's  College, 
and  regular  attendance  morning  and  evening  upon  prayers, 
by  the  students  in  both  departments,  there  shall   be 

1.  On  every  Lord's  day,  at  such  time  nf  the  day  as  the 
Faculty  may  determine,  a  recitation  of  all  the  students  in  the 
Literary  department,  in  the  Bible,  in  such  manner  and  form 
as  the  said  Faculty  shall  require. 

2.  These  recitations  shall  be  conducted  by  the  President, 
in  the  presence  of  all  the  Theological  Professors  and  Profes- 
sor of  Languages,  or  by  the  President  and  Professors  alter- 
nately, as  the  President  may  direct. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  Biblical  reritation,  there  shall  be  on 
each  Lord's  day  one  discourse  delivered  in  the  Theological 
Hall,  by  one  of  the  Theological  professors,  or  the  professor 
of  Languages,  if  he  be  a  minister,  at  which  it  shall  be  the  du- 
ty of  ?«11  the  students  in  the  College  to  attend. 

4.  It  will  be  desirable,  as  soon  as  may  be,  that  the  public 
discourses  in  the  Theological  Hall,  by  the  said  professors,  on 
the  Lord's  day,  shall  consist  of  courses  of  Lectures  on  the  fun- 
damental doctrines  and  principles  of  the  Christian  religion, 
sanctioned  and  received  by  the  Reformed  ('hurches,  and 
adapted,  as  far  as  may  be,  to  the  students  in  the  literary  de- 
partment. 
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5.  The  students  in  the  literary  department,  besides  attend- 
ing one  public  exercise  in  the  Theological  Hall,  on  each 
Lord's  day,  shall  attend  during  the  remainder  of  the  day  at 
any  church  In  the  city  of  New-Brunswick  which  they  may 
choose. 

IV .—  Division  of  the  College  Year, 

1.  The  Collegiate  year  shall  be  divided  into  three  sessions 
or  terms  of  study. 

2.  Thp  first  session  shall  commence  on  the  l5th  of  Sep- 
tember, and  shall  continue  to  the  21st  of  December. 

The  second  session  shall  commence  the  7th  of  January,  and 
continue  to  the  7th  of  April. 

The  third  session  shall  begin  on  the  1st  of  May,  and  con- 
tinue to  the  3d  Wednesday  of  July — when  the  annual  Com- 
mencement shall  t  ke  place.  If  any  of  these  dates  should 
fall  upon  a  Sabbath,  then  the  sessions  to  commence  on  the 
Monday  following.

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  beg  leave  to  report,  on

1. —  On  the  subject  of  the  Third  Professorship. 
It  appears  from  the  reports  of  the  different  committees,  ap- 
pointed to  take  up  subscriptions  for  the  third  professorship^ 
that  the  sum  of  twenty  six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifteen 
dollars  have  been  bona  fide  subscribed,  payable  in  money;

And  they  further  report,  that  the  amount  con- 
templated having  been  subscribed,  they  recommend  that  the 
Synod  immediately  proceed  to  the  appointment  of  a  third  Pro- 
fessor in  the  Theological  College. 

2.  On  the  subject  of  the  plan  of  the  whole  course  of  In- 
struction in  the  Theological  college,  referred  by  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  to  the  General  Synod  for  their  approba- 
tion, your  committee  would  recommend  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  the  said  plan  of  the  whole  course  of  in- 
struction in  the  Theological  College,  be  and  is  hereby  approv- 
ed of,  and  adopted.

directed  to  meet  for  the  annual  examination  of  the  students, 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April ;  and  that  the  next  stated  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Board  be  held  on  that  day,  in  the  city  of  New- 
Brunswick,  at  1 2  o'clock  at  noon. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  President  communicated  to  Synod  a  constitutional  request, 
which  he  had  received,  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  Synod,  and  a 
copy  of  the  circular,  calling  this  meeting,  "for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
plying the  vacancy  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  occasioned  by  the 
death  of  the  Rev.  Selah  S.  Woodhull,  D.  D. ;  and  to  reconsider  the 
time  appointed  by  General  Synod  in  September  last  for  the  annual 
examination  of  the  students  in  the  Theological  Seminary." 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  unanimously 
adopted  : — 

It  having  been  announced. 

That  God,  the  sovereign  Disposer  of  all  events,  had  seen  tit 
to  take  from  us  by  death,  our  late  excellent  friend  and  highly  es- 
teemed junior  professor,  the  Rev.  Selah  S.  Woodhull,  D.  D.,  on  the 
-27th  of  February  last,  in  the  short  space  of  three  months  after  his 
mduction  into  the  office  of  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History, 
Church  Government,  and  Pastoral  Theology,  in  our  Theological 
Seminary,  and  of  Metaphysics,  and  the  Philosophy  of  the  Human 
!Mind,  in  the  College  which  has  recently  been  revived  under  our  aus- 
pices— This  Synod  Resolve,  That,  while  they  humbly  submit  to  the 
inscrutable  providence  which  has  so  soon  and  so  suddenly  called  him 
away  from  these  important  stations,  in  the  prime  of  life  and  in  the 
midst  of  the  fairest  prospects  of  usefulness,  they  cannot  but  lament, 
and  they  do  deeply  lament,  the  loss  which  the  Institution  and  the 
Church  have  sustained  in  his  death. 

And  as  the  piety,  talents,  and  acquirements  of  one  so  highly 
valued  justly  claim  some  public  token  of  respect,  this  Synod  further 


Resolve, — To  have  placed  over  the  grave  of  Professor  WoodhuU  a 
neat,  plain  monument,  with  a  suitable  inscription,  commemorative  of 
his  character  and  worth. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gunn,  the  Rev.  Dr.  De  Witt,  and 
J.  R.  Hardenbergh,  Esq.,  be  a  committee  to  carry  into  effect  the 
latter  of  the  above  resolutions. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  W.  Eltinge,  Dr.  Gunn,  and  J.  Gosman,  and  the 
Elders,  Isaac  Heyer  and  Jacob  R.  Hardenbergh,  were  appointed  a 
special  committee  to  report  upon  the  subject  of  the  time  prescribed 
by  General  Synod  in  September  last  for  the  annual  examination  of 
the  students  in  the  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  amended  and 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety 
of  reconsidering  and  altering  the  time  appointed  by  General  Synod 
in  September  last,  for  the  annual  examination  of  the  students  in  the 
Theological  Seminary,  respectfully  report,  That  from  a  view  of  all 
the  circumstances  in  the  case,  they  deem  such  an  alteration  expedi- 
ent, and  therefore  recommend  the  following  resolution  for  the  adop- 
tion of  Synod : 

Resolved,  That  the  annual  examination  of  the  students  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  take  place  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  July, 
instead  of  the  first  Tuesday  in  April ; — the  present  Senior  Class  to 
be  excepted  from  the  operation  of  this  resolution.

as  successor  to  the  late  Professor  WoodhuU. 

A  question  having  arisen  on  the  interpretation  of  the  1st  section 
of  Article  III  of  the  Appendix  to  the  Constitution,  it  was  Resolved^ 
That  candidates  for  a  Professorship  in  the  Theological  Seminary  are 
not  necessarily  limited  to  those  who  are,  at  the  time  of  their  election, 
ordained  ministers  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church. 

A  number  of  candidates  for  the  Professorship  having  been  nomi- 
nated, and  said  nominations  being  by  ballot  reduced  to  two,  on  a 
succeeding  day  (after  special  prayer)  Synod  proceeded  to  elect  a 
Professor.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the  Rev.  James 
S,  Cannon.  D.  D.,  was  elected  the  Professor.     Whereupon  it  was 


Resolved  unanimously,  That  the  Rev,  James  S.  Cannon,  D.  D., 
be,  and  hereby  is,  appointed  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History, 
Church  Government,  and  Pastoral  Theology,  in  the  Theological 
Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church.  * 

Resolved,  That  an  instrument,  certifying  the  appointment,  and 
specifying  the  duties  of  the  office,  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  the 
General  Synod  by  the  President  thereof,  and  by  him  be  given  in  the 
name  of  the  Church  to  the  Professor  elect. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  elect  be  $1,575,  to^ 
gether  with  the  use  of  the  western  wing  of  the  college  edifice. 

Resolved,  That  the  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  Church 
Government,  and  Pastoral  Theology,  be  inaugurated  into  his  office 
m  the  Dutch  Church  at  New-Brunswick,  on  the  first  Wednesday  ia 
May  next,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M. ;  and  that  in  addition  to  the  Inaugural 
Address  to  be  delivered  on  that  occasion  by  the  Professor,  the  Rev, 
William  M'Murray,  D.  D.,  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  to  preside, 
and  deliver  a  sermon,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  James  M.  Mathews  to  deli- 
ver a  charge  to  the  Professor  :  and  that  the  Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt 
be  appointed  secundus  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  M' Murray,  and  the  Rev..

To  the  Rev.  General  Synod,  the  Board  of  Superintendents  sub- 
mit the  following  report : — 

The  Board  met  in  the  city  of  New-Brunswick,  on  the  13th  day  of 
September,  1825;  when  Robert  B.  Lee,  and  John  M'Kelvey 
offered  themselves  for  admission  into  the  Theological  Seminary. 
The  Board  having  examined  their  credentials,  and  inquired  into  the 
evidence  of  their  personal  acquaintance  with  the  power  of  divine 
grace  on  the  heart,  resolved  to  admit  them.  Henry  A.  Raimond, 
and  James  Quaw,  were  also  admitted  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Board,  by  a  Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

The  Board,  in  obedience  to  the  order  of  General  Synod,  in  Sep- 
tember last,  again  met  in  New-Brunswick,   on  the  fii^st  Tuesday  in 
April,  1826,  and  entered  upon  the  annual  examination  of  the  school.

The  examination,  as  on  former  occasions,  embraced  the  following 
subjects  :  viz.  The  Senior  Class  on  Didactic,  Polemic,  and  Pastoral 
Theology,  Church  Government,  Hermeneutica  Sacra,  and  Experi- 
mental Rehgion.  The  Middle  Class  on  Didactic  Theology,  and 
Hermeneutica  Sacra;  and  the  third  on  Critica  Sacra,  and  Jewish 
Antiquities  ;  all  the  classes  were  examined  on  the  original  languages 
of  the  Scriptures.  The  Senior  Class  was  recommended  for  Profes- 
soral  Certificates,  with  a  view  to  licensure.  The  Board  can  with 
freedom  bear  honourable  testimony  to  the  faithfulness  and  diligence 
of  the  Professors,  as  well  as  the  industry,  proficiency,  and  correct 
deportment  of  the  students  ;  and  they  do  it  with  the  more  cheerful- 
ness in  the  view  of  the  short  time  the  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Po- 
lemic Theology,  has  been  engaged  in  the  duties  of  his  office.  Their 
hearts  rejoice,  that  while  God  in  his  righteous  providence,  is  calling 
away  many  who  had  been  commissioned  to  preach  the  gospel,  he  is 
raising  up  and  qualifying  others  to  be  labourers  in  his  vineyard  ;  and 
concerning  whom  they  may  indulge  a  pleasing  hope,  that  they  will  be 
labourers  who  shall  not  need  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word 
of  life. 

The  Board  would  feel  happy,  had  they  been  permitted  to  close 
their  report  with  this  statement  of  the  prosperity  of  the  school ;  but 
it  has  again  become  their  painful  duty  to  record  the  afflictive  deal- 
ings of  a  holy  God  with  them,  in  the  early  and  sudden  removal  of 
their  esteemed  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  Pastoral  Theolo- 
gy, and  Church  Government.  In  obedience  to  the  order  of  Synod, 
he  was  inducted  into  office  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  November, 
and  on  the  27th  February,  he  was  taken  from  us,  to  mingle,  as  we 
trust,  in  a  nobler  fellowship,  and  engage  in  a  more  exalted  service. 
The  Board,  while  they  wish  submissively  to  bow  to  the  will  of  Him 
who  does  all  things  well,  cannot  but  express  their  deep  sense  of  the 
loss  they  have  sustained  ;  and  leave  on  record  their  testimony  to  the 
worth  of  their  departed  brother,  for  whose  memory  they  cherish  the 
tenderest  regard. 

The  Board  would  close  their  report  by  recommending  to  General 
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Synod,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Protessors,  the  adoption  ol"  measures 
to  increase  the  means  of  educatino- distinguished,  yet  indigent,  young 
men  for  the  gospel  ministry.

The  agents  appointed  by  Synod,  in  September  last,  to  solicit  from 
the  congregations  and  individuals  in  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, 
who  have  not  already  been  applied  to,  contributions  in  aid  of  the 
Funds  of  the  General  Synod,  being  called  on,  the  agents  for  the 
Classis  of  New-York  and  Long  Island,  reported  that  they  had  ob- 
tained subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  ^450  ;  those  for  the  Classis  of 
Philadelphia  and  New-Brunswick,  about  ^600 ;  and  those  for  the 
Classis  of  Montgomery  as  above  reported. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

Board  of  Corporation. 
The  following  Report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Corporation, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church. 

The  Board  of  Corporation  respectfully  submit  to  General  Synod. 
the  following  Report  of  their  proceedings  during  the  past  year  : — 

In  pursuance  of  authority  given  at  your  regular  Session  in  June 
last,  this  Board  did  apply  to  the  Legislature  of  the  state  of  New- 
Jersey,  for  an  Act  to  empower  the  General  Synod  to  hold  real  pro- 
perty in  that  State. 

Their  application  was  granted,  and  an  Act  was  accordingly  passed, 
authorizing  the  General  Synod,  as  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  New-York,  to  bold  real  estate  in  the  State  of  New-Jersey. 
Application  also  having  been  made  to  the  same  body  by  the  Trus- 
tees of  Queens  College,  representing  that  certain  amendments  to  their 
charter  would  be  conducive  to  their  convenience  ;  and  moreover,  re- 
questing that  the  name  by  which  said  institution  is  known,  may  be 
changed  ;  therefore  it  was  enacted  in  the  words  foUowing,  viz : — 
"  That  the  name  of  Queens  College,  in  their  charter  of  incorpo- 
ration contained,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  changed  to  that  ol 
RUTGERS  COLLEGE,  and  that  the  said  corporation  shall,  from 
and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  be  known  and  designated  by  the 
name  and  style  of  "  the  trustees  of  rutgers  college  in  new- 
jersey  :"  "  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained^ 
shall  be  construed  to  affect,  or  in  any  wise  impair,  any  contract,  spe- 
ciality, deed,  mortgage,  or  other  instrument  of  writing  heretofore 
made,  had,  or  given  to,  by,  or  from  the  said  Trustees  of  Queens 
College  in  New-Jersey." 

Due  notice  has  since  been  given  to  the  "  Trustees  of  Rutgers 
College  in  New- Jersey,"  that  this  Board  is  ready  to  receive  a  legal 
conveyance  for  the  college  lot  and  edifice. 

A  statement  was  prepared  in  conformity  to  the  order  of  General 
Synod,  passed  in  September  last,  exhibiting,  "  The  state  of  the  finan- 
ces, the  present  arrangements,  the   prospects,   and  wants   of  the 
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Church,"  &c.  of  which'ten  thousand  copies  were  printed ;  and  no 
pains  has  been  spared  to[give  them  extensive  circulation. 

We  take  a  pleasure  in  announcing  to  Synod,  that  a  representation 
having  been  made  to  us,  of  the  necessity  of  a  bell  for  the  College 
edifice  in  New-Brunswick,  the  President  of  this  Board  generously 
authorized  the  purchase  of  one  at  his  own  expense,  the  cost  of  which 
will  be  two  hundred  dollars.  And  that  the  Hon.  Stephen  Van  Rens- 
selaer has  presented  the  like  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  ap- 
propriated towards  the  erection  of  a  Cupola  on  said  College  edifice. 

Owing  to  the  indulgent  favour  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  health  has 
smiled  on  us  during  the  past  year  ;  only  one  of  our  stated  meetings 
having  been  interrupted  by  sickness  on  the  part  of  our  venerable 
President. 

We  have  uniformly  greeted  each  other  in  the  cheerfulness  of 
Christian  feeling  ;  the  discharge  of  our  duty  has  always  been  a  mat- 
ter of  chcMce ;  and  harmony  of  opinion  has  resulted  in  the  pleasures 
of  social  friendship. 

We  have  abundant  cause  for  gratitude,  and  yet  it  falls  to  our  lot  to 
tell  the  tale  of  sorrow. 

We  feel  sensibly  the  loss  of  him  whom  you  equally  deplore  ;  the 
Rev.  Selah  S.  WoodhuU,  D.  D.  The  bright  gleams  of  intelligence 
that  shed  light  on  our  way  are  withdrawn.  The  well  sustained  and 
judicious  opinion,  which  by  its  perspicuity  ofttimes  directed  our  steps, 
has  departed.  The  heart  that  was  always  warm  with  the  love  of 
Zion  has  gone  away  to  the  silent  tomb :  and  long — long,  shall  we  re- 
member his  friendly  grasp,  when  he  bade  us  farewell ;  it  was  a  last 
farewell. 

His  place  has  since  been  supplied  by  the  unanimous  choice  of  the 
Rev.  William  M' Murray,  D.  D.  And  the  office  of  Secretary,  for- 
merly vacant,  is  now  filled  by  the  Rev.  Eli  Baldwin. 

Our  munificent  patron.  Colonel  Henry  Rutgers,  has  again  laid  us 
under  a  debt  of  gratitude,  by  a  benefaction  of  five  thousand  dollars. 
For  this  sum  we  have  received  his  bond  duly  executed  to  the  General 
Synod,  and  bearing  interest  6  per  cent,  from  the  first  day  of  May, 
1826.  This  bond  we  hold  in  trust,  with  directions  to  pay  over  the 
interest  arising  thereon,  to  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College.  The 
mind  of  Colonel  Rutgers  in  relation  to  the  same,  is  fully  expressed  in 
an  explanatory  paper  appended  to  the  bond,  and  in  the  record  of 
our  proceedings,  under  date  March  31,  1826.     Several  of  the  sub- 
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scribers  to  the  fund  of  the  Professorate,  whose  subscriptions  are  pay- 
able by  instalments,  having  offered  to  pay  the  whole  sum  in  advance, 
on  condition  of  being  allowed  a  rebate  of  interest.  The  board  have 
consented  to  such  allowance,  and  adopted  it  as  a  rule  applicable  to 
all  who  may  please  to  avail  themselves  of  the  same. 

We  have  still  to  complain  of  the  delinquency  of  many  congrega- 
tions in  reference  to  the  collections  ordered  by  General  Synod.  The 
cause  of  such  delinquency  may  be  a  misapprehension,  as  to  the  ade- 
quacy of  our  funds :  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  state,  that  although 
the  various  subscriptions  which  have  been  made,  witness  a  great  Ube- 
rality,  yet  a  great  proportion  of  the  same  is  not  yet  productive  ;  nor 
will  the  whole  of  it  be  so,  for  at  least  four  years  to  come,  from  the 
very  nature  of  the  subscriptions  themselves.  Till  that  time  the  ordi- 
nary collections  are  indispensably  necessary  to  meet  the  current  ex- 
penses of  General  Synod.  That  the  people  are  both  able  and  willing 
thus  to  contribute,  is  abundantly  evident,  from  their  liberality  to  the 
Permanent  Fund. 

It  appears  to  us,  therefore,  that  the  whole  responsibihty  of  an  ade- 
quate provision  now  rests  upon  the  ministry,  with  their  consistories. 
And  we  do  hope  that  this  duty  wiU  be  urged  upon  them  specifically, 
with  all  the  weight  of  the  authority  of  General  Synod. 

The  gradual  improvement  of  your  treasury  will  appear  from  the 
Treasurer's  account,  hereto  annexed,  and  furnishes  new  evidence  that 
the  system  of  finance,  adopted  by  your  reverend  body,  is  judicious. 
To  answer  all  the  ends  designed,  it  ooly  needs  an  uniform  fulfilment 
of  its  provisions.

That,  agreeable  to  their  appointment  in  June  last,  they  have  at- 
tended the  late  sessions  of  that  Judicatory — that  they  were  received 
and  treated  with  Christian  courtesy  and  affection,  and  have  been 
much  gratified  with  their  proceedings.  The  Assembly  have  con- 
sented to  the  proposed  amalgamation  of  the  United  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society,  and  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for 
Foreign  Missions,  and  have  recommended  the  latter  institution  to  the 
favourable  notice  and  Christian  support  of  the  churches  under  their 
care.

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  brought  in  the  foUowing  re- 
port, which  was  adopted  : — 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  respectfully  report, 
That  they  have  nothing  to  communicate  on  the  subject,  having 
requested  the  Delegates  of  the  German  Reformed,  and  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches,  to  make  such  communi- 
cations from  their  respective  Judicatories  as  may  be  contained  in 
their  instructions,  they  were  informed  that  nothing  had  occurred,  and 
nothing  consequently  had  been  entered  on  the  minutes  of  said  Judi- 

■■^'  The  Rev.  Dr.  M'Auley,  and  the  Elder  Eleazer  Lord,  resigned  their  seats  on 
the  eighth  day  of  the  session,  to  the  Rev.  Stephen  N.  Rowan,  D.  D.,  and  the  Ei- 
der Benjamin  Strong,  the  alternates  mentioned  in  the  general  commission. 
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catories  ;  therefore  your  Committee  find  nothing  which  claims  the 
special  attention  of  this  body.  And  whereas  a  friendly  and  Christian 
correspondence  has  for  a  long  time  been  maintained  between  this 
body  and  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian,  and.  Synod  of 
the  German  Reformed  Churches  ; — Therefore,  your  Committee  re- 
commend that  delegates,  as  heretofore,  be  appointed  to  each  of 
those  reverend  bodies,  respectively.

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Wilhelmus  Eltinge,  and  Andrew  N. 
Kittle,  be  appointed  as  Delegates  from  this  Synod,  to  attend  the  Sy- 
nod of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  to  be  convened  in  Frederick- 
town,  on  the  last  Sabbath  of  September  next. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Jacob  C.  Sears,  and  the  Elder  Frederick 
Erringer,  be  delegates  Primarii ;  and  the  Rev.  Peter  Labagh,  and  the 
Elder  John  Rorer,  be  delegates  Secundi,  to  attend  the  next  meeting 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Synodical  Reports  of  the  State  of  the  Churches. 

Synod  having  spent  a  season  in  free  conversation,  on  the  state  of 
rehgion,  and  in  special  prayer,  the  Committee  on  the  state  of  reli- 
gion, prepared  and  presented  their  report,  which  was  amended, 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion,  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church,  now  convened  under  circumstances  of  great  mercy. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  inexpressible  gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of 
the  Church,  that  your  Committee  have  it  in  their  power,  to  report  to 
this  Synod,  and  through  it  to  the  several  Churches  under  its  care, 
the  present  increased  prosperity  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ.  We 
live  in  a  period  pecuharly  eventful.  The  desire  of  all  nations  is 
visibly  come,  in  the  greater  extension  of  his  kingdom,  and  the  more 
luminous  display  of  his  glory.  Through  the  spirit  of  our  ascended 
Lord,  which  has  been  promised  in  this  latter,day  glory  of  the  Church, 
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nations  are  born  in  a  day.  Perhaps  not  since  the  resurrection  of  our 
Lord,  has  there  been  such  a  cordial  union,  and  co-operation  of 
Christians  of  every  denomination,  to  promote  his  glorious  work. 
There  is  an  universal  longing  for  the  spiritual  advent  of  Him,  to  whom 
shall  be  the  gathering  of  the  nations.  The  question  is  often  asked,  how 
is  that  day  to  be  ushered  in  ?  The  last  few  years  have  fully  unfolded 
the  means  of  answering  this  question.  Through  the  means  of  Bible 
associations,  the  testimony  of  Jesus  has  been  conveyed  to  nations 
who  had  never  heard  of  his  fame,  nor  seen  his  glory.  The  angel 
spoken  off  by  the  lips  of  ancient  prophecy,  has  already  reached  the 
midst  of  heaven,  bearing  the  everlasting  gospel  to  every  kindred, 
tongue,  and  people.  The  Bible  is  already  translated  in  foreign 
languages  and  circulated  in  foreign  countries. 

By  means  of  the  united  and  vigorous  missionary  efforts,  the  light 
of  salvation  shines  where  it  never  had  been  seen,  and  the  gospel  of 
God's  dear  Son,  now  sounds  where  it  never  before  had  been  heard. 
The  hand  of  every  true  Israelite  is  reached  forth,  to  accelerate  the 
motion  of  the  spiritual  ark,  in  its  progress  through  regions  hitherto 
unexplored. 

Christians  residing  in  different  countries,  nurtured  in  different  pre- 
judices, and  belonging  to  different  denominations,  are  uniting  hand  in 
hand,  blending  heart  with  heart,  mingling  their  deliberations  in  the 
important  design  of  spreading  the  means  of  salvation,  and  thus  pro- 
moting the  interests  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  and  their  prayers 
are  daily  ascending,  in  one  stream,  for  the  descent  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  upon  all  flesh. 

By  means  of  Tract  societies,  the  truths  which  God  has~revealed, 
are  disseminated  from  north  to  south,  and  from  east  to  west.  They 
are  sending  forth  their  silent  missionaries  to  aid  in  renovating  the 
world,  to  every  town,  and  village,  and  family,  and  soul,  and  preparing 
a  multitude  which  no  man  can  number,  to  shine  as  stars  and  suns  in  the 
Father's  kingdom,  and  shout  the  triumphs  of  his  praise  to  everlasting 
ages  ;  and  by  means  of  Sabbath  schools,  the  temporal  and  spiritual 
interests  of  mankind  are  promoted.  Milhons  of  our  race  are  enjoy- 
ing those  advantages  and  instructions,  which  tend  to  adorn  the  cha- 
racter of  man,  and  magnify  the  perfections  of  God.  May  God  send 
down  the  spirit  of  his  Son  to  convince  the  world  of  sin,  of  right- 
eousness,  and  of  judgment ;  hasten  the  period  when  but  one  Lord, 
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one  faith,  one  baptism  shall  be  visibly  professed  over  the  whole 
earth  ;  when  the  moral  wilderness  shall,  in  all  directions,  be  convert- 
ed into  a  second  Paradise,  become  fair  as  Eden,  fruitful  as  the 
garden  of  the  Lord. 

Our  Reformed  Zion  constitutes  a  part  of  the  whole,  and  we  dare 
venture  to  say,  that  for  the  last  four  years,  such  has  been  the  union 
of  sentiment,  of  interest,  and  effort,  that  it  has  not  been  surpassed, 
if  equalled,  by  any  Christian  community.  With  deep  felt  gratitude, 
we  state  that  we  now  live  like  brethren,  "  in  unity  of  the  spirit 
and  the  bond  of  peace ;"  the  word  of  the  Lord  has  had  free  course, 
and  been  glorified.  In  many  congregations,  the  means  of  grace 
have  been  considerably  blessed,  and  large  accessions  made  to  the 
Churches,  of  such,  as  we  trust,  shall  be  saved. 

The  operations  of  our  Missionary  Society  have  been  singularly 
successful,  sufficiently  so  to  rejoice  the  heart  of  every  friend  of  our 
Zion,  and  animate  to  more  cordial  and  vigorous  support.  New  con- 
gregations have  been  formed,  and  some  of  them  supplied  with  en- 
lightened, evangelical,  and  laborious  ministers.  Our  moral  desert  has 
blossomed  under  our  own  eyes,  and  many  of  those  parts,  lately  de- 
solate and  dreary,  have  been  revived  with  the  word  of  life,  and  the 
ordinances  of  God. 

Much  is  due  to  the  board  of  managers  of  this  society,  for  their 
active  and  faithful  labours,  in  this  work  of  love.  We  would  say,  go 
on,  brethren,  acquit  yourselves  like  men,  "  there  remains  yet  very 
much  land  to  be  possessed,"  your  reward  shall  be  an  approving  con- 
science, you  shall  have  the  commendation  of  every  real  friend  of  our 
Reformed  Zion,  you  shall  have,  what  is  infinitely  more,  the  smiles  of 
that  God,  whose  favour  is  life,  and  whose  loving  kindness  is  better 
than  life,  while  many  shall  rise  up  after  you,  and  call  you  blessed. 

The  year  past  has  unfolded  to  us  an  event  of  singular  importance, 
and  vital  interest  to  our  church.  It  is  the  revival  of  our  literary 
institution  at  New-Brunswick,  under  the  name  of  Rutgers  College, 
connected  with  our  Theological  Seminary,  and  under  the  care  of  this 
Synod.  It  was  opened  last  fall,  under  auspices  very  favourable  and 
encouraging.  We  commingle  our  joys  with  yours  upon  this  happy 
event,  and  look  up  to  it  as  the  source  from  whence  shall  hereafter 
issue  streams,  to  make  glad  the  city  of  our  God,  By  the  completion  of 
this  undertaking,  it  is  manifest  that  the  strength  of  our  Reformed  Zion 
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liiis  been  roused  into  action,  and  the  plan  long  contemplated  by  onr 
fathers,  been  accomplished. 

We  would  likewise  notice,  with  pecuhar  pleasure,  that  during  the 
past  year,  a  periodical  work  has  been  pubhshed  at  New-Brunswick, 
under  the  immediate  care  of  this  Church,  stiled  the  Magazine  of  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church.  It  promises  to  be  a  great  means  of  dis- 
seminating the  truths  of  the  gospel,  and  conveying  interesting  reli- 
gious intelligence  throughout  your  Churches. 

In  many  of  our  Churches,  Sunday  schools  have  been  organized, 
and  from  experience,  this  mode  of  instruction  has  been  found  to  be 
one  of  the  most  powerful  which  the  wisdom  of  man,  directed  by  the 
revelation  of  God,  could  have  devised,  for  the  enlargement  of  his 
kingdom.  It  is  instruction  given  at  that  period  of  life,  when  God 
designed  it  should  be  given.  In  the  young  and  tender  mind,  before 
the  world  can  get  possession  of  it,  while  malice  and  envy  are  yet 
strangers  to  their  bosoms,  and  covetousness,  that  root  of  all  evil, 
has  not  yet  sprung  up  in  their  hearts,  religious  impressions,  made  in 
this  period  of  life,  are  seldom  obliterated  ;  and  their  influence,  sooner 
or  latter,  will  conduce  to  form  future  life.  Therefore,  "  train  up  a 
child  in  the  way  he  should  go,  and  when  he  is  old,  he  will  not  depart 
from  it."  Sabbath  schools,  have  already  accomplished  what  no 
other  means  have  done.  When  prayer  meetings,  and  the  preaching 
of  the  word,  made  no  impression,  the  formation  of  one  single  Sabbath 
school,  has  excited  the  deepest  interest  of  both  old  and  young,  while 
the  whole  moral  face  of  that  region  has  undergone  a  visible  and 
glorious  change  ;  the  Sabbath  is  no  more  so  awfully  profaned  ;  the 
sanctuary  of  God  is  attended  by  those  who  rarely  or  ever  tread  the 
courts  of  the  Lord's  house  ;  the  precious  word  of  God  is  committed 
in  vast  portions,  while  the  poor  have  the  gospel  preached.  By  this 
means,  hundreds  and  thousands  of  children  are  receiving,  every 
Sabbath,  a  regular  course  of  religious  instruction,  are  growing  up 
for  usefulness  in  the  church  and  world,  and  receiving  those  divine 
impressions,  which  will  grow  with  their  growth,  and  may,  with  the 
blessing  of  God,  ripen  into  a  harvest  of  glory. 

This  kind  of  instruction,  has  another  interesting  feature,  which 
ought  to  recommend  it  to  the  united  and  vigorous  support  of  every 
minister,  and  all  the  people  of  God  ;  that  in  most  of  our  schools  it 
has  uniformly  produced  a  seriousness  among  the  teachers.  Where 
there  seemed  to  be  wanting  at  the  outset,  those  rehgious  impressions 
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which  are  indispensable  to  constitute  a  compiete  Sabbath  school 
teacher,  they  have  been  subsequently  received  ;  while  teaching  the 
word  to  others,  they  have  themselves  become  wise  unto  salvation, 
the  grace  of  God  has  been  manifested  to  their  own  souls,  and  ended 
in  their  conversion.  Already,  through  the  instrumentality  of  Sab- 
bath schools,  have  many  been  transformed  to  the  renewing  of  their 
minds,  and  professed  their  interest  in  the  covenant  righteousness,  by 
confessing  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God.  We  believe  such  schools 
to  be  nurseries  of  piety  for  the  Church,  and  we  have  heard  but  one 
language  concerning  them,  wherever  they  have  been  organized,  that 
they  have  had  powerful  influence  in  reforming  the  world,  and  revi- 
ving the  Church  of  God.  To  conclude,  although  it  is  with  the 
deepest  regret  and  humihation,  we  state,  that  there  are  many  alarm- 
ing sins  prevailing,  and  the  love  of  many  is  waxing  cold  ;  yet  it  is 
with  heart-felt  gratitude,  we  see  the  rapid  accomplishment  of  an- 
cient prophecy.  "  When  the  enemy  shall  come  in  like  a  flood,  the 
spirit  of  the  Lord  shall  lift  up  a  standard  against  him/' 
Permit  us  to  recommend  the  following  : — 

1.  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  our  Churches,  to  patronize  the 
Magazine  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  ;  the  nett  proceeds  of 
which  are  to  be  apphed  to  missionary  purposes. 

2.  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  the  ministers  and  congregations, 
to  organize,  without  delay,  Sabbath  schools,  where  such  schools  have 
not  been  organized,  and  give  them  their  most  cordial  approbation  and 
co-operation. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  third  Wednesday  in  December,  be  set  apart 
by  this  Synod,  and  recommended  to  all  the  Churches  under  their 
care,  as  a  day  of  thanksgiving  and  prayer,  unless  by  the  civil 
authority  some  other  day  should  be  appointed  for  the  same  purpose, 
which  day  shaU  then  be  observed,  in  heu  of  the  above.

Resolved,  That  whenever  in  any  of  our  Churches  religion  is  in  a 
low  and  declining  state,  it  is  reconmiended  as  a  very  important  duty, 
and  under  the  divine  blessing  made  the  means  for  the  revival  of  re- 
ligion, to  observe  the  season  usually  set  apart,  preparatory  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Lord's  supper,  for  the  purposes  of  special  humi- 
liation and  prayer.

ARTICLE  VII. 
Synodical  References. 

A  reference  was  presented  from  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  in  relation 
to  the  case  of  Stephen  Z.  Goetchius,  which  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  G.  R.  Livingston,  Abraham 
D.  Wilson,  Isaac  N.  Wyckoff,  and  Wilhelmus  Eltinge,  and  the  Elders 
Henry  Miller,  Junr.,  Jeremiah  Lott,  and  Andrew  Finch.  The  Com- 
mittee reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  case  of  Mr.  Goetchius, 
report : — 

That  they  feel  authorized  to  make  the  following  statement  of 
facts,  in  regard  to  this  case  :  viz.  That  Stephen  Z.  Goetchius  re- 
ceived a  hcence  from  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  to  preach  the  gospel, 
in  1819:  that  sometime  in  the  year  1823  he  was  regularly  dismissed 
for  the  purpose  of  uniting  with  the  Classis  of  Montgomery,  within 
whose  bounds  he  had  received  a  call  to  be  settled  in  the  ministry. 
He.  however,  did  not  unite  with  Montgomery  Classis,  but  renounced 
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the  authority  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  and  joined  a  seh- 
created  body,  which  styles  itself  the  Classis  of  Union.  While  under 
the  care  of  this  body,  he  was  tried  for  certain  crimes,  and  was  found 
guilty,  and  excluded  from  their  fellowship.  He  sought  to  be  restored 
to  their  favour  again,  and  made  confession  of  his  sins,  but  was  not  re- 
ceived. Daring  the  whole  of  the  time  of  his  connexion  with  the  Classis 
of  Union,  it  does  not  appear  that  any  notice  was  taken  of  his  conduct 
by  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  to  whom  alone  he  was  responsible,  in  as 
much,  as  he  had  never  been  regularly  received  by  the  Classis  of  Mont- 
gomery. He  now  applies  to  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  that  the  way  may 
be  opened  for  the  purpose  of  being  settled  among  a  people  from  whom 
he  had  received  the  outlines  of  a  call.  He  admits  the  offence  of 
schism,  and  is  ready  and  willing  to  make  confession  of  any  other 
crimes  of  which  he  may  be  guilty ;  and  the  Classis  of  Paramus  ask 
for  advice  in  the  premises.  In  view  of  the  whole  case,  the  Com- 
mittee recommend  for  adoption  the  following  resolution : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Classis  of  Paramus  be  advised,  without  un- 
reasonable delay,  to  cite  Stephen  Z.  Goetchius  to  appear  before 
them,  and  proceed  to  try  and  adjudge  him  to  such  punishment  as  his 
offences  demand.

The  Committee  on  Overtures  brought  in  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted  : — 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  beg  leave  to  state, 
That  a  communication  from  H.  Meyer  Romeyn,  a  member  of  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church,  at  Kingston,  on  the  subject  of  infant  bap- 
tism, and  containing  an  indirect  charge  against  the  Rev.  Dr. 
M'Murray,  for  dechning  to  baptize  his  child,  has  been  submitted  to 
them.  They  would  respectfully  report : — That  although  this  Synod 
feel  disposed  to  treat  with  attention  and  respect,  any  communication 
made  to  them  from  individual  members  of  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church,  they  think  that  any  special  consideration  of  this  com- 
munication from  Mr.  Romeyn,  would  not  be  adviseable,  in  as  much

as  the  subject  of  infant  baptism  has  been  settled  by  the  Synod  of  our 
Church,  and  any  charge,  directly  or  indirectly,  against  any  minister 
or  consistory,  must  first  be  adjudicated  by  the  Classis  with  which 
they  are  connected.  Therefore,  your  Committee  would  recommend 
that  Mr.  Romeyn  have  leave  to  withdraw  his  memorial

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  report, 

That  they  find  the  following  on  the  minutes  of  the  Particular  Sy- 
nod of  New-York.  "  Mr.  Christopher  Hunt  having  been  recom- 
mended by  the  Classis  of  New-York,  for  pecuniary  aid  from  the  Van 
Benschoten  or  Miss  Knox  funds,  to  prosecute  his  studies ;  and  Mr. 
Ennis  having  been  recommended  from  the  Classis  of  Bergen,  for  the 
same  purpose ;  therefore  resolved,  that  the  said  Christopher  Hunt 
be  recommended  to  General  Synod,  as  above  requested."  Also  that 
they  find  on  pages  5th  and  6th  of  the  minutes  of  the  Particular  Sy- 
nod of  Albany,  a  reference  to  General  Synod,  of  the  second  and 
third  articles  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Classical  Minutes, 
respecting  members  of  our  Churches  who  remove  from  one  congre- 
gation to  another,  without  being  regularly  dismissed ;  and  respecting 
ministers  removing  out  of  the  bounds  of  the  judicatories  to  which 
they  belong.  That  they  find  on  the  minutes  of  said  Synod,  the 
names  of  John  H.  Bevier,  recommended  by  the  Classis  of  Pough- 
keepsie  to  the  attention  and  care  of  General  Synod,  for  receiving 
aid  in  prosecuting  his  studies  ;  and  of  Robert  O.  Currie  and  Simon 
Westfall,  recommended  by  the  Classis  of  Rensselaer  for  the  same 
purpose ;  and  also  the  name  of  Cornelius  Devoe,  recommended  bv 
the  Classis  of  Washington  for  the  same  purpose. 

And  your  Committee  further  report,  that  they  find  on  minutes  of 
said  Synod,  page  12,  a  resolution  in  the  following  words  : — That  this 
Synod  recommend  to  all  the  Churches  under  their  care,  to  observe 
the  third  Thursday  in  August  next  as  a  day  of  humiliation,  fasting, 
and  prayer,  unless  General  Synod  appoint  some  other  day.  And 
further,  that  they  find  on  minutes  of  said  Synod,  the  following  reso- 
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lution : — Resolved,  that  it  is  expedient  to  organize  three  new  Cla:-- 
ses,  to  be  known  by  the  names  of  the  Classis  of  Schoharie,  the  Classis 
of  Schenectady,  and  the  Classis  of  Cayuga. 

And  your  Committee  further  report,  that  they  find  on  the  minutes 
of  General  Synod  of  September,  1825,  page  19,  the  following  reso-

The  committees  appointed  by  the  General  Synod,  to  finish  and  re- 
pair the  east  and  west  wings,  and  to  do  other  repairs  to  the  college 
edifice,  report,  that  they  have  executed  the  trust  committed  to  them, 
and  that  the  subscriber  has  in  possession  the  account  of  the  items  of 
expenses  incurred.  The  accounts  are  voluminous,  and  the  commit- 
tee would  respectfully  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  committee  by 
the  General  Synod,  to  examine  and  report  thereon.

The  subscribers,  appointed  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  com- 
mittees, for  repairing  and  furnishing  the  east  and  west  wings,  and  to 
do  other  repairs  to  the  college  edifice,  report,  that  they  have  per- 
formed the  duty  assigned  them,  and  find  that  there  has  been  paid  out 
by  the  former  committee,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  and 
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lilty-mne  dollars  and  nine  cents,  and  that  they  have  received  one 
thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents, 
leaving  a  balance  due  them  from  General  Synod  of  six  hundred  dol- 
lars and  thirty-four  cents. 

And  further^  That  there  has  been  received  by  the  latter  commit- 
tee, one  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  and  twenty- 
five  cents,  and  paid  out  by  them,  one  thousand  six  hundred  and 
thirteen  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  leaving  a  balance  due  them  of 
four  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

And  we  add,  for  the  information  of  the  Synod,  that  probably  the 
former  balance  will  be  reduced  about  ninety  dollars,  by  subscriptions 
not  as  yet  collected  ;  and  the  latter  balance  increased  four  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  twenty-seven  cents,  for  bills  rendered  the 
committee,  but  not  paid,  for  the  want  of  funds.

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  college  repairs,  of  which.  Gene- 
ral Frelinghuysen  is  now  chairman,  be  continued,  and  requested  to 
solicit  and  obtain  funds  for  the  liquidation  of  the  debts  contracted  br 
said  committee,  in  fulfilling  the  objects  of  their  appointment. 

The  following  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendants  of  Rutgers 
College,  was  received,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  Profes- 
sorate : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  the  Board 
of  Superintendants  of  Rutgers  College  respectfully  report, — 

That  shortly  after  the  appointment  of  the  Board,  by  the  General 
Synod,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  institution,  the  college  at  New- 
Brunswick  became  organized,  and  its  officers  appointed,  and  that  the 
Board  of  Superintendants,  in  compliance  with  the  duties  marked  out 
for  them,  met,  in  conjunction  with  the  faculty,  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
acting the  statutes  of  the  college,  and  prescribing  the  course  of  stu- 
dies ;  and  they  herewith  transmit  a  copy  of  the  statutes,  &c.  as  the 
result  of  their  deliberations. 
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After  the  commencement  of  the  first  Session,  the  Board  met,  and 
having  properly  organized  themselves,  endeavoured,  as  far  as  practi- 
cable, to  give  a  general  attention  to  the  interests  of  the  institution. 
The  number  of  students,  during  the  last  named  Session,  was  thirty, 
viz  :  in  the  Junior,  Sophomore,  and  Freshmen  classes,  under  the  tui- 
tion and  care  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Philip  Milledoler,  President  of  the  col- 
lege, and  Professor  of  Moral  Philosophy,  &c. ;  Dr.  John  De  Witt, 
Professor  of  Belles  Letters,  Logic,  &c.  ;  Dr.  Selah  S,  Woodhull, 
Professor  of  Metaphysics,  and  Philosophy  of  the  Human  Mind ;  Dr. 
William  C.  Brownlee,  Professor  of  Languages,  and  Dr.  Robert 
Adrain,  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

That  the  college  opened,  and  commenced  its  operations  under 
very  favourable  auspices :  the  students  were\generally  exemplary  in 
their  conduct  and  attentive  to  their  studies  during  the  session.  The 
public  examination,  in  the  month  of  April  last,  was  attended  by  some 
members  of  the  Board,  and  several  literary  gentlemen ;  and  in  its 
character  was  highly  honourable  to  the  different  professors,  as  well 
as  creditable  to  the  young  gentlemen  under  their  care.  During  this 
session,  however,  the  Board  have  to  lament  a  severe  loss  in  the  death 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Woodhull,  whose  energy  and  ability  promised  much 
towards  benefiting  the  institution.  Since  the  commencement  of  the 
summer  session,  the  number  of  students  has  been  thirty-six,  viz  :  in 
the  Junior  class  five,  in  the  Sophomore  thirteen,  and  in  the  Freshman 
eighteen.  Four  of  the  students  of  the  last  session  having  left  the 
institution,  and  ten  new  ones  entered  it. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Brownlee,  the  Professor  of  Languages,  having  ac- 
cepted a  call  as  Pastor  of  the  Collegiate  Churches  in  the  city  of  New- 
York,  resigned  his  situation  in  the  college  shortly  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  present  session ;  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  have 
since  elected  in  his  place,  Dr.  Joseph  Nelson,  a  gentleman  of  consi- 
derable classic  attainments,  and  distinguished  as  a  teacher  of  youth, 
who  has  entered  on  the  duties  of  his  office. 

About  the  same  time,  the  Rev.  James  S.  Cannon  was  elected,  to 
supply  the  place  of  Dr.  Woodhull.  It  is  manifest,  the  Trustees  of 
this  institution,  in  conjunction  with  the  General  Synod,  have  had 
great  and  continued  difficulties  to  encounter  in  attempting  to  revive 
its  exercises.  They  have  hitherto,  however,  persevered  through  all 
discouragements,  and   the  Board  trust   and  hope   the  time  is  not 
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far  distant,  when,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  they  may  congratulate 
the  friends  of  the  church,  and  of  Rutgers  College,  upon  the  success 
which  will  crown  their  endeavours.  The  college  is  under  the  imme- 
diate care  of  Professors  eminent  for  their  talents  and  learning ;  and 
the  funds  expected  to  be  reaHzed  from  the  labours  and  exertions,  and 
munificence  of  its  patrons,  are  beginning  to  be  available ;  and  we 
cherish  the  ardent  hope,  that  ere  long,  the  institution  will  assume  in 
our  country  the  rank  to  which  we  conceive  it  is  entitled. 

The  Board  would  close  this  report  by  observing,  that  that  distin- 
guished Philanthropist  and  Christian,  Colonel  Henry  Rutgers,  has 
recently  bestowed  upon  the  institution  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, which  is  now  at  interest  for  its  use,

The  several  subjects  referred  to  your  committee,  are,  1st,  The  re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Superintendants  of  your  Theological  Seminary  : 
2d,  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendants  of  Rutgers  College  ; 
3d,  Application  of  students,  for  dispensations  as  to  their  places  and 
periods  of  study,  and  for  aid  from  the  charity  funds  ;  4th,  The  an- 
nual report  of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  including  the  Treasurer's 
account ;  5th,  An  inquiry  into  the  amount  of  monies  due  for  Synodi- 
cal  Minutes,  and  into  the  dehnquency  of  the  Classes  ;  and  6thly,  An 
inquiry  into  the  expediency  and  practicability  of  purchasing  the  whole. 
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01  a  part  of  the  Library  of  our  late  Professor  AVoodhuli,  for  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  New-Brunswick. 

1.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendants  of  your  Theolo- 
gical Seminary. 

It  appears  from  said  report,  that  twelve  young  men,  after  comple- 
ting their  term  of  study,  have  been  examined,  found  qualified,  and 
recommended  for  Professoral  certificates,  with  a  view  to  licensure  ; 
that  the  Board  can  with  freedom  bear  honourable  testimony  to  the 
faithfulness  and  diligence  of  the  Professors,  as  well  as  to  the  industry, 
proficiency,  and  correct  deportment  of  the  students.  And  they  do  it 
-ivith  the  more  cheerfulness,  in  the  view  of  the  short  time  the  Profes- 
sor of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  has  been  engaged  in  the  duties 
of  his  office.  The  Rev.  James  S.  Cannon,  D.  D.,  has,  according  to 
the  order  of  General  Synod,  been  regularly  inducted  into  office,  as 
Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  Church  Government,  and  Pasto- 
ral Theology. 

In  view  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Superintendants, 
for  the  adoption  of  measures  to  increase  the  means  of  educating  dis- 
tinguished, yet  indigent  young  men,  for  the  Gospel  ministry,  your 
committee  would  recommend  to  Synod  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution,  viz  : — 

Resolved,  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  each  Classis,  to  take 
measures  for  organization  of  education  societies,  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  the  means  to  educate  indigent  young  men  for  the  ministry. 

Upon  a  view  of  the  whole  subject,  your  committee  would  cordially 
■unite  with  the  General  Synod,  and  with  our  churches,  in  commending 
your  Theological  Seminary  in  all  its  departments,  to  the  care  and 
blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  church;  and  cherish  the  hope, 
that  it  will  prove  "  a  fountain,  which  shall  send  forth  many  streams 
to  make  glad  the  city  of  our  God. 

2.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendants  of  Rutgers  Col- 
lege, claimed  the  attention  of  your  committee  ;  from  which,  it  appears 
that  the  number  of  students  in  Rutgers  College  is  at  present  thirty- 
six  ;  five  in  the  Junior  class,  thirteen  in  the  Sophomore,  and  eighteen 
in  the  Freshman,  under  the  care  and  tuition  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  P.  Mille- 
doler,  President  of  the  college,  and  Professor  of  Moral  Philosophy ; 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  De  Witt,  Professor  of  Belles  Letters,  Logic,  &c. ; 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  James  S.  Cannon,  Professor  of  Metaphysics.  andPhilo- 
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sophy  of  the  Human  Mind  ;  of  Dr.  Robert  Adrain,  Professor  of  Ma- 
thematics, and  Natural  Philosophy  ;  and  of  Dr.  Joseph  Nelson,  Pro- 
cessor of  Languages ;  that  the  students  are  generally  exemplary  in 
their  conduct,  and  attentive  to  their  studies;  and  their  public  exami- 
nation in  April  last,  was  highly  honourable  to  their  different  Profes- 
sors, as  well  as  creditable  to  the  young  gentlemen.  Your  committee 
would  suggest  to  Synod  the  propriety  of  recommending  to  all  their 
churches,  their  patronizing  by  their  prayers,  their  counsels,  and  their 
pecuniary  aid,  English  schools  and  academies,  as  nurseries  annually 
and  plentifully  to  supply  Rutgers  College,  and  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  New-Brunswick. 

3.  Application  of  Students.  1st,  For  dispensations  as  to  their  pla- 
ces and  periods  of  study,  and  2d,  for  aid  from  the  charity  funds. 

1.  Application  of  Students  for  dispensations  as  to  their  places  and 
periods  of  study. 

Mr.  Edwin  Holmes,  of  Poughkeepsie,  a  graduate  of  Union  Col- 
lege in  1822,  having  for  three  years  and  nine  months  employed 
the  time  intervening  between  the  ordinary  school  hours,  in  the 
study  of  Theology  ;  having,  for  the  last  three  months,  devoted  all 
his  time  to  said  study ;  having  regulated  the  course  of  his  studies, 
as  far  as  practicable,  in  accordance  with  that  of  our  Theological  Se- 
minary, and  believing  that  he  can,  in  fifteen  months  at  our  Seminary 
accomplish  the  remaining  part  of  the  studies  required  for  licensure  ; 
requests,  through  the  classis  of  Poughkeepsie,  of  Synod,  that  if  at 
the  close  of  the  Theological  year  in  your  Seminary,  July  1827,  he 
be  found  quahfied  to  sustain  an  examination  on  the  whole  course  of 
studies  prescribed,  he  may  be  recommended  for  a  professoral  certifi- 
cate, with  a  view  to  licensure  by  Classis.  Your  committee  recom- 
mend to  Synod,  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  viz  : — 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Holmes'  request  be  granted. 

Mr.  James  Phillips,  of  Harlaem,  having  for  several  years  past  de- 
voted himself  to  the  acquisition  of  Theological  knowledge  ;  and 
having  a  wife  and  three  children,  who  are  wholly  dependent  on  his 
daily  exertions  for  their  support,  he  cannot  possibly  comply  with  the 
usual  requirement  of  attending  a  course  of  study  at  our  Theological 
Seminary  :  and  having,  during  the  best  part  of  the  last  year,  very 
zealously  and  industriously  devoted  himself  to  the  study  of  Theo- 
logy in  particular  ;  and  believing  that  he  can  complete  his  course  of 
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study  at  Harlaem  by  the  end  of  our  Theological  year,  1827,  requebts 
of  Synod,  that  if  at  the  close  of  said  year  he  be  found  qualified  to 
sustain  an  examination  before  your  board  of  superintendants,  on  the 
whole  course  of  studies  prescribed,  he  may  be  recommended  for  a 
professoral  certificate,  with  a  view  to  licensure  by  Classis.  Your  com- 
mittee recommend  to  Synod  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion, viz : — 
Resolved,  That  the  request  of  Mr.  James  Phillips  be  granted. 

2.  Application  of  Students  for  aid  from  the  Charity  Funds.

4.  The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  including  the 
Treasurer's  account,  from  the  27th  of  May,  1825,  to  the  1st  of 
June,  1826. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  your  committee  re- 
joice to  learn,  that  the  finances  of  Synod  wear  a  promising  aspect,  and 
that  the  present  system  of  raising  funds,  if  persevered  in,  will  ultimately 
succeed.  The  language  of  your  Board  of  Corporation  is  the  follow- 
ing :  "  The  gradual  improvement  of  your  Treasury  will  appear  from 
the  Treasurer's  account,  and  furnishes  new  evidence  that  the  system 
of  finance  adopted  by  your  reverend  body  is  judicious.  To  answer  all  the 
ends  designed,  it  only  needs  an  uniform  fulfilment  of  its  provisions." 
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It  is  therefore  necessary  to  state,  that  although  the  various  subscrip- 
tions which  have  been  made,  witness  a  great  hberahty  in  your 
churches,  yet  a  great  proportion  of  the  money  subscribed,  is  not 
productive  at  present,  nor  will  the  whole  of  it  be  so  for  at  least  four 
years  to  come,  from  the  very  nature  of  the  subscriptions  themselves. 
Till  that  time  the  ordinary  collections  are  indispensably  necessary,  to 
meet  the  current  expenses  of  General  Synod.  Your  committee 
would  therefore  recommend  to  Synod  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution,  viz  : — 

Resolved^  That  similar  collections  to  those  recommended  by  Synod, 
the  two  last  years,  be,  and  are  hereby  directed  and  enjoined  to  be 
made  in  the  several  congregations  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Synod, 
during  the  current  year. 

5.  An  inquiry  into  the  amount  of  monies  due  for  Synodical  Mi- 
nutes, and  into  the  delinquency  of  the  Classes.  On  this  subject  your 
committee  would  recommend  the  following  resolutions  for  the  adop- 
tion of  Synod,  viz  : — 

1 .  Resolved,  That  the  stated  clerk  of  Synod  furnish  yourTreasurer 
with  a  correct  list  of  the  number  of  copies  of  the  Minutes  of  Gene- 
ral Synod,  annually  transmitted  to  the  several  Classes,  for  the  last  five 
years. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  furnish  your  stated 
clerk  with  a  correct  statement  of  the  amount  of  monies  annually  re- 
ceived for  Synodical  Minutes  from  the  several  Classes,  during  the  last 
five  years. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  and  stated  clerk  of  General  Sy- 
nod be,  and  hereby  are  appointed  a  committee  on  the  above  subject, 
and  report  to  Synod  as  soon  as  may  be  convenient  and  practicable. 

6.  An  inquiry  into  the  expediency  and  practicability  of  purchasing 
the  whole,  or  a  part  of  the  library  of  the  late  Professor  Dr.  Wood- 
hull,  for  the  Theological  library  at  New-Brunswick. 

On  this  subject  your  committee  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  Syuod 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  viz  : 
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1.  Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Drs.  Knox,  Mathews,  and  M' Murray, 
and  Messrs.  J.  R.  Hardenbergh,  Isaac  Heyer,  and  Abraham  Van 
Nest,  be,  and  hereby  arc  appointed  a  committee  to  obtain  subscrip- 
tions, and  to  receive  m  j-^iies  subscribed  for  said  object. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  above-said  committee  be,  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  apply  the  amount  of  monies  so  procured,  towards  the 
purchase  of  such  books  of  said  hbrary,  as  are  most  needed  for  the 
use  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New-Brunsw'ick. 

Lastly,  Upon  a  review  of  all  the  subjects  referred  to  your  commit- 
tee, they  tind  no  small  cause  for  congratulating  General  Synod,  and 
their  churches,  on  the  promising  prospects  of  the  institution  at  New- 
Brunswick,  in  all  its  departments,  officers,  branches,  and  pupils, 
and  they  flatter  themselves,  that  with  the  blessing  of  the  Great 
Head  of  the  church,  it  will  water,  and  continue  to  water  by  its 
streams,  your  Academies,  your  English  Schools,  and  your  congrega- 
tions ;  and  they  in  their  place  will  nurture  and  feed,  and  in  their  turn 
will  water  Rutgers  College  and  your  Theological  Seminary,  so  that 
all  being  well-watered,  all  may  prove  abundantly  thrifty  and  fruitful ;  and 
many,  very  many  precious  and  immortal  souls  may  be  rendered  meet, 
and  matured  for  a  translation  from  the  Church  Militant  to  the  Church 
Triumphant;  for  all  which  your  committee  would  join  their  united 
and  fervent  prayers  with  those  of  the  General  Synod,  and  of  all  their 
churches. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  John  Ludlow,  Gilbert  R.  Livingston,  and 
Isaac  Ferris  be  a  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  employ 
agents  to  solicit  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  Albany,  subscrip- 
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tioris  and  donations  lor  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  Synod  in  September  last,  and  that  said  Committee  be 
authorized  to  fix  the  compensation  of  those  agents,  and  to  report  in 
full  their  doings  and  success,  at  the  next  stated  meeting  of  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  William  M' Murray,  Dr.  John  Knox,  and 
John  Beattie  be  a  Committee  for  the  Classis  of  Long  Island  and 
New- York,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  procure  agents  to  take  up  sub- 
scriptions and  donations  in  aid  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classis  of  Poughkeepsie  be  considered  as 
within  the  charge  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  employ  agents 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  Albany. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Gilbert  R.  Livingston,  Peter  Labagh,  Ja- 
cob Schoonmaker,  and  the  Elders  Abraham  Van  Nest,  and  William 
R.  Thompson  be  a  Committee  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
sending  an  agency  to  Holland  to  solicit  donations  for  the  Theological 
and  Literary  Institutions  at  New-Brunswick. 

The  Committee  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as 
follows : — 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  subject  of  sending  agents  to 
Holland,  report. 

That  from  a  variety  of  considerations,  not  necessary  to  be  particu- 
larly detailed,  your  Committee  feel  pursuaded  that  it  is  very  desira- 
ble to  send  one  or  more  agents  to  the  land  of  our  fathers,  for  the 
purpose  of  gaining  information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  Church 
there,  as  well  as  to  solicit  aid  for  our  institutions  at  New-Brunswick. 
It  is  our  impression,  that  if  suitable  agents  are  appointed,  there  is  an 
encouraging  prospect,  that  such  an  appointment  will  be  attended 
with  no  little  success.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  for 
adoption  the  following  resolutions  : — 

Resolved,  That  two  agents  be  appointed  to  visit  Holland,  to  ask 
donations  in  books  and  money. 

Resolved,  That  our  Board  of  Corporation  be  requested  to  desig- 
nate those  agents,  and  devise  the  ways  and  means  necessary  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  thereof,  and  that  when  such  agents  shall  have 
signified  their  acceptance  of  their  appointment,  the  officers  of  this 
Synod  shall  duly  certify  their  commission.

1'he  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Missionary  Society 
©f  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  having  been  called  for,  and  a  certi- 
ficate of  the  appointment  of  Rev.  Eli  Baldwin  and  George  Wilson, 
Esq.,  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  as  agents  of  said  Board,  to  attend 
to  its  interests  before  Synod,  having  been  presented — Resolved,  That 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  be  now  read,  and  that  the  Rev. 
Eli  Baldwin  and  Mr.  George  Wilson  be,  and  hereby  are  recognized 
as  Commissioners  from  the  Board,  to  offer  such  remarks  as  they  shall 
think  necessary  in  reference  to  the  report,  after  it  shall  have  been 
read. 

The  report  having  been  read  and  discussed,  and  the  Commission- 
ers having  been  heard  in  favour  of  its  adoption,  a  part  of  the  report 
was  adopted,  and  the  remainder  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sion?. 


Nothing  occurred. 
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A  communication,  accompanied  with  sundry  documents,  was  re- 
ceived from  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  United  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society,  requesting  the  consent  of  this  Synod,  to  an  amalga- 
mation of  the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  with  the  "  Ameri- 
can Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,"  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Missions. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt  preached  the  annual  Missionary  Ser- 
mon (from  2  Cor.  ix.  12)  in  the  Middle  Dutch  Church,  before  Synod, 
in  the  evening  of  the  first  Sabbath  after  the  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  Rev.  John  De  Witt,  D.  D.,  was  appointed  to  preach  the  An- 
nual Missionary  Sermon  at  the  next  stated  meeting  of  Synod,  and 
the  Rev.  Wilham  C.  Brownlee,  D.  D.,  was  appointed  his  secimdvs. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  reported  in  part,  and  their  report  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  on  Missions  report, 

That  from  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Dutch 
Church  Missionary  Society,  which  has  been  submitted  to  their  inspec- 
tion, it  appears  that  the  Missionary  Concerns  of  our  Church  have 
been  conducted  with  more  than  common  dihgence  and  success. 
While  we  would  acknowledge  this  fact  with  fervent  gratitude  to  Him 
who  attends  the  planting  of  Paul  and  the  watering  of  Apollos  with 
abundant  increase,  it  is  not  doubted  but  the  Synod  will  express  their 
thanks  to  the  Board  of  Managers  for  their  faithful  discharge  of  the 
duties  committed  to  them. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  received  into  the  treasury 
g3167  45,  and  expended  §2695  20,  leaving  a  balance  in  fa- 
vour of  the  Society  of  §472  25.  The  greater  part  of  which  is  due 
for  services  already  rendered ;  making  an  excess  of  income  in  the 
past,  over  the  preceding  year,  of  §668  93.  Within  the  same  pe- 
riod, there  have  been  employed  fifteen  Missionaries  ;  assistance  given 
bv  appropriations  to  nine  weak  churches,  and  the  word  of  life  ex- 
tended to  many  waste  and  destitute  places.  The  Missionary  Re- 
port, which  it  is  hoped  will  be  circulated  through  all  our  Churches, 
gives  a  very  interesting  detail  of  the  labours  of  the  Missionaries. 
Not  only  hare  the  hearts  of  many  who  have  been  mourning  their 
silent  Sabbaths,  been  gladdened  with  gospel  ordinance's,   but  many 
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souls,  as  we  fondly  hope,  have  been  brought  under  experience  of  the 
truth,  in  its  saving  power.  The  field  of  labour  is  greatly  extending ; 
not  only  are  our  Missionaries  gladly  received,  but  their  services 
are  earnestly  implored.  Through  the  blessing  of  the  Great  Head 
of  the  Church,  we  look  to  this  Society,  to  which  the  Synod 
have  entrusted  this  important  cause,  as  an  instrument  not  only  to 
extend  our  boundaries  as  a  denomination,  but  to  provide  for,  and 
secure  within  it,  the  settlement  of  the  youth  who  annually  issue  from 
the  Theological  College,  well  instructed  in  the  doctrines  of  divine 
truth,  and  well  qualified  for  their  defence.  Many  of  those  who  have 
been  sent  forth,  have  prepared  places,  as  missionaries,  for  their  own 
settlement,  as  pastors  ;  and  are  now  labouring  successfully  amongst 
the  people,  thus  collected  together  by  their  own  labour ;  and  in  this 
way  our  coast,  as  a  denomination,  may  yet  be  very  greatly  enlarged. 
This  object  presents  itself  with  peculiar  force  to  the  Churches  ;  and 
all  who  love  our  Zion  wiD  feel  it  to  be  their  duty,  and  privilege,  to 
contribute  to  its  support.  It  ought  to  take  the  precedence  of  every 
other — the  warmest  affection  of  our  hearts,  and  our  most  liberal  con- 
tributions ought,  and  will  be  directed  to  it.  There  is  much  land  yet 
to  be  possessed,  lying  on  our  own  borders  ;  there  are  many  destitute 
settlements  stretching  out  their  arms,  imploring  help.  Our  Theolo- 
gical College  is  furnishing  us  with  missionaries,  and  there  need  be  no 
boundary  to  this  enterprise,  but  that  which  is  prescribed  by  the  want 
of  means.  The  Board  of  Managers  can  employ  all  the  funds  put  in  their 
hands,  in  the  building  up  of  the  Church,  and  permanently  establish- 
ing the  gospel  in  the  region  immediately  adjacent  to  ourselves, 
among  our  friends  and  brethren.  The  increase  of  contributions  the 
last  year,  indicates  that  the  Churches  are  awaking  to  a  proper  sense 
of  their  obligations,  and  may  be  regarded  as  a  pledge  of  greater  in- 
crease in  future.  Let  not  one  congregation,  favoured  with  the  stated 
ordinances,  refuse  its  contribution,  however  small.  Let  all  our 
ministers  call  upon  their  people  to  aid  in  this  work.  The  Lord  has 
already  owned  it,  by  the  gracious  influences  of  his  spirit,  and  if  we, 
to  whom  he  has  entrusted  the  means,  are  faithful,  he  will  not  fail 
still  more  abundantly  to  bless  it,  and  to  cheer  our  hearts  with  the  as- 
surance, that  his  work  is  prospering  in  our  hands.

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The  Committee  on  Missions,  to  whom  the  communication  from 
the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  the  "  conclusion"  of  the 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, 
were  referred,  having  reported,  the  Synod  adopted  the  following  re- 
solution : — Whereas  a  Committee  from  the  Board  of  the  United 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  did  enter  into  preliminary  arrangements 
for  amalgamating  the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society  with  the 
American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions  ;  and  whereas, 
it  is  expressly  declared,  that  no  pledge  of  support  or  recommen- 
dation to  the  patronage  of  our  Churches,  is  understood  to  be  implied 
in  the  consent  of  this  Synod,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  consent  to  transfer  the  interest  of  the 
United  Foreign  Missionary  Society  to  the  American  Board  of  Com- 
missioners for  Foreign  Missions. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  earnestly  recommend  to  all  the  congre- 
gations under  its  care,  to  use  the  most  vigorous  exertions,  either  by 
forming  Auxiliary  societies,  or  in  other  ways  to  support  and  increase 
the  funds  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, 
and  thereby  promote  the  great  object  of  this  Synod,  to  occupy  and 
enlarge  our  missionary  field. 

Resolved,  That  the  success  which  has  attended  the  efforts  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  commend  it  to 
the  warmest  affection  and  regard  of  the  churches  under  our  care,  and 
we  do  recommend  to  those  churches  who  may  be  unable  to  render 
aid  to  all  the  charitable  institutions  now  existing,  to  direct  their 
efforts  primarily  to  their  own  Missionary  Institution. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Missionary  Board  to  con- 
sider the  propriety  of  taking  measures  to  begin  missionary  operations 
among  the  aborigines  of  our  country,  and  elsewhere. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  the  Churches  under  the

Until  the  year  1791  inclusive,  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod, 
were  kept  in  the  Dutch  Language.  The  regular  sessions  of  the  Synod 
at  that  time,  and  until  the  year  1812,  were  held  triennially.  The  first 
Minutes  in  the  English  language  are  those  of  the  session  at  Albany, 
in  June  1794.  Of  these  a  brief  extract  only,  on  the  subject  of  the 
Professorate  was  published.  From  that  time  until  the  year  1812,  the 
Synod  were  in  the  habit  of  publishing  only  certain  extracts  from  their 
Minutes.  Such  publications  were  made  from  the  Minutes  of  the 
sessions  of  1797,  1800,  1804,  1806,  1807,  and  1809.  At  the  session 
in  June,  1812,  Synod  resolved  to  meet  annually,  and  from  that  time 
published  their  Minutes  entire.  To  the  Minutes  of  June  1814,  there 
is  added  an  important  Appendix,  containing  the  principal  matters  of 
general  interest,  found  in  the  Minutes  previous  to  1S12,  prepared  by 
a  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose.  Another  Appendix  will  be 
found  to  the  Minutes  of  June,  1816,  comprising  the  translation,  of 
the  Articles  of  Union,  and  certain  extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the 
session  of  1797,  which  appear  never  to  have  been  recorded.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  regular  annual  sessions  of  the  Synod  from  1812,  special 
or  extraordinary  sessions  were  held  in  October,  1815;  October,  1817; 
August,  1818  ;  October,  1820  ;  February,  1823  ;  January,  (February,) 
1825;  September,  1825  ;  and  March,  1826.

The  Stated  Annual  Meetings  of  the  General  Synod,  have  usually 
been  held  in  the  month  of  June.  The  only  exception  to  this  occurs 
in  the  year  1813,  when  for  some  reason  not  stated  in  the  face  of  the 
Minutes,  the  regular  session  was  held  in  October  and  November,  ol 
that  year. 

It  is  believed  that  all  the  published  Minutes  of  the  Synod  up  to  1826 
inclusive,  are  embraced  in  the  foregoing  Index.  A  session  of  the 
Synod  v/as  held  in  1803,  which  was  the  stated  period  for  their  meet- 
ing, then  held  triennially,  but  as  there  was  an  informality  in  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  delegation  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  the 
Synod  adjourned  without  transacting  any  business.  Of  this]  meeting 
simply  a  record  is  preserved  in  the  manuscript  Minutes. 

An  error  has  occurred  in  the  advertisement,  p.  3.  The  Minutes 
in  which  is  to  be  found  the  second  appendix,  containing  the  transla- 
tion of  the  Articles  of  Union  &c.,  are  those  for  the  year  1815,  and  not 
those  of  1816,  as  there  stated. 
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
